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rintendent Says 
d Early Tenure 


No vote was taken by School Com¬ 
mittee members Tuesday night on the 
question of early tenure. 

School Superintendent William C. 
MacDonald told School Committee 
members that he is “totally opposed” to 
granting early tenure to teachers who 
have not yet completed the usual three 
years of service, despite the fact that 
certain untenured teachers have been 
recognized as outstanding in their jobs. 

“I think we have to be responsible to 
the total population,” MacDonald said, 
noting that early tenure could be used 
“subjectively, indiscriminately and 
unfairly.” 

many cases, he said, a public show of 
support for certain teachers could be 
biased, because it could reflect only the 
number of people who “came out to vote” 
for a certain individual. 

The question of early tenure has 
arisen because of staff cuts. At least five 
and a half teachers are being cut from 
the elementary staff because of declining 
enrollment. There may also be more cuts 
as some teachers return from leave. 

Under the current contract with the 
teachers' union, the Winchester 
Educational Association (WEA), non- 
tenured teachers must be laid off before 
tenured faculty members. 

Committee member Heinrich D. 
Holland said he does not find any of the 
superintendent’s reasons for opposing 
early tenure persuasive. 

“To me,” Holland said, “if a person is 
of outstanding quality, he or she should 
not be lost to the scuool system. I've had 
an enormous outpouring of letters and 
phone calls," Holland said, "in favor of 
one of the people concerned.” 

Holland said he does not feel that 
.teacher morale is damaged when a few 
teachers who have demonstrated ex¬ 
cellence are singled out. 

He also questioned the superin¬ 
tendent’s argument that early tenure 
might lead teachers to think they are 
guaranteed a job, saying that he thinks 
■ that teachers understand that early 
tenure is no automatic guarantee of a 
position. 

“Even with no job guarantee," 
Holland said, “early tenure ixvd for a 
person’s credentials.” 

In response to Supt. MacDonald’s 
argument that the amount of public 
support a teacher receives might give a 
biased picture of the person to the School 
Committee, Holland said, “I delect 
sincerity in tne response letters. I have 
received. 

“The writers of the letters are not just 
'gdlling out the vote,’” he said. 

Committee member Mary Jean 
Weylman said she agrees with Holland, 
noting that “we're constantly forgetting 
what's best for the children. When we 
have some truly excellent teachers,” 
Weylman said, “we should stand up and 
recognize them.”

School Committee, said she feels that 
there are two issues involved in the 
question under discussion: early tenure 
and the fact that certain persons should 
be recognized for their excellence. 

"If early tenure is to be granted," 
Papas said, “it must be separated from 
the issue of reduction of the teaching 
force. 

"I am personally opposed to tenure, 
period, and doubly opposed to early 
tenure," Papas added. “I have a real 
concern that we’d be granting tenure to 
people who haven’t been here long 
enough for us to judge them," she said. 

The recommendations on early tenure 
must come from the superintendent, 
Papas noted. If the recommendation is 
not made, she said, the School Com¬ 
mittee cannot act. 

“I agree that there are teachers out 
there deserving of recognition," Papas 
said, “but we can't go on just what the 
public says." 

The president of the WEA, Cathy 
Sheridan, told committee members that 
the singling out of teachers will lead to 
morale problems in teachers. 

“I can see this only as an attempt to 
circumvent the contract,” she said. 
"Both sides have to look at the contract 
to see who’s going to be here next year," 
Sheridan added. 

The committee will probably take a 
vote on early tenure at its next meeting, 
according to Papas. 


Eight Referendum 
Questions Placed 
On March Ballot 


Residents will cast their votes on 
eight referendum questions, in addition 
to votinq for candidates for town-wide 
offices and Town Meeting member 
positions on the March 27 ballot. 

The questions, all Charter amend¬ 
ments proposed by Town Meeting, range 
from correcting misspellings in sections 
of tile Charter to increasing the School 
Committee’s size. 

Question eight asks the voters 
whether the <Wiart«"*tM»ld be amended 
to increase the School Committee from 
its present five members to six mem¬ 
bers. Under the proposed question, the 
school board members will continue to 
be elected for three year terms on a 
staggered basijj. 

On the March ballot, voters will be 
asked to vote for two School Committee 
candidates. If the question passes, the 
top two vote-getters will serve on the 
board. If the question is voted down, the 
top vote-getter will be elected. 

Also dealing with the School Com¬ 
mittee, question four eliminates the time 
restraint present in the Charter that the 
board publish a general summary of its 
budget in a local newspaper at least 30 
days prior to the final vote on the budget. 
Although the amendment will not 
require the 30 days prior deadline, it still 
requires publication of the proposed 
budget, and a public hearing on the 
budget. 

Several questions modify the town 
manager section in the Charter. 

Question one addresses the ap¬ 
pointment of a temporary town 
manager. As the Charter now reads, the 
town manager can appoint a qualified 
town officer or employee to serve as his 
replacement during a temporary ab¬ 
sence The Selectmen cannot revoke the 
designation unti I after at least 10 
working days have elapsed. 

In the question, the Charter will be 
amended so that the Selectmen can 
remove the acting manager for cause 
during the 10 day period. 

Question two. concerning employee 
appointments made by the town 
manager amends the Charter so that 
appointments of temporary or seasonal 
employees are effective immediately. 
Currently, the Charter states that any 
appointment made by the town manager 
may be rejected by the Board of 
Selectmen within 15 days after the app- 
pointment is filed 

Question seven, clarifies the section 
dealing with the removal ol a town 
manager In the section, the Selectmen 
must act on removal of a town manager 
not la ter than 45 days after a preliminary 
resolution of removal is adopted, if the

Proposed Caps Call For Budget Revision 


Winchester officials are continuing to 
investigate ways to deal with local 
spending and tax caps proposed by Gov. 
Edward King lor FY '80 and the town 
manager is working on an amended 
budget which will be submitted to the 
Finance Committee, to comply with the 
potential caps. 

The budget for FY HO. released by the 
town manager’s office last wee,L does 
not take into account a freeze pmjroeiv 
ding. Next year’s budtfPPfcff^flF^Tr'om 
$21,784,710 in FY ’79 to $22,5811,065 in FY 
’HO. Similarly, taxes, at the present lime, 
are schuduled for an $0.74 increase. 
Several “unknowns" will change these 
estimates, including charges and 
receipts given by the state when the 
Cherry Sheets are released 

Out of nine programs in the total 
budget, seven show increases. Town 
Manager Thomas Groux said the in¬ 
creases stem mostly from wage set 
dements with employee groups and 
rising energy costs. The two programs 
which are decreased in FY ’80, Com 
munity Services (the Public Works 
Department) and Public Safety (police, 
fire, code enforcement and other safety 
programs) were reduced by cutting jobs. 
(See related story.) 

Town Comptroller Alphonse Faggiano 
sees problems ahead if the proposed tax 
cap goes through the legislature because 
of the town's negligible growth in the tax 
base. He notes Winchester is "starting 
with a handicap" for several reasons 

First, the law requires that the 
assessors add to the lax levy, ap¬ 
propriations authorized by Town Meeting 
vote subsequent to the previous tax levy. 
Following the annual Town Meeting in

The Finance Committee is required 
by town Charter to hold a public hearing 
on the town manager's budget Town 
Meeting members are urged to attend 
Thomas Groux said copies of the budget 
will be made available to Town Meeting 
memtxTs before the scheduled hearing 


November and the Special Town Meeting 
in February to fund the police contract, 
these appropriations totul $403,000. This 
amount must be added to the FY HO tax 
rate. 

In addition, Faggiano noted, the town 
does not have $1 million in surplus 
revenue this year that can be used to 
offset a tax rate increase. 

Fiscal year 1979 was an unusual 
year.he said, when it was voted at the 
May ltrtJ Town Meeting that $1 million in 
free cash oe applied to the tax rate. 
Usually only $300,000 to $400,000 is 
available in general surplus revenue, 
which is what is estimated for FY 'HO 

"The town tax rate will feel the im¬ 
pact even more,"Faggiano said, 
"because there is not as much free cash 
available.” 

other factors which add up to com¬ 
plicate budgeting if the caps are passed, 
Faggiano said, include accelleration of 
energy costs and an increase in the 


town’s Blue Cross contract for town 
employees. 

The town consumes about 650,000 
gallons of 17el annually, and according to 
the comptroller, in dollars that translates 
to an additional $60,000 to $75,000 on next 
year's fuel bill. The Blue Cross contract 
signed in November, is up $50,000, from 
$527,000 in FY '79 to $577,000 in FY ’HO. 

Fr.ggiasno said that 95 percent of the 
town's $2.4 million budget for personal 
services is subject to contractual 
agreements. 

"Obviously there will be increases," 
he said The police contract was the most 
recent example of wage increases from 
town-employee settlement. The police 
received a retroactive nine percent pay 
increase for FY '7H, a 7.B percent in¬ 
crease for FYU '79 and an increase not to 
exceed seven percent in FY ’HO. 

Even if job cuts are made to trim 
down the town's budget, the comptroller 
said the town will end up picking up part 


of the tab if lay-offs are made. Unem¬ 
ployment compensation payments 
(required by state law) are 57 percent. 

"We’re in a real box,” Faggiano said. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
agreed that the town is at a disadvantage 
from the start if the caps are passed. 

"Everyone who is trying to deal with 
this is saying 'this just can’t be done’," 
Rundull said. "This isn't a cap, it's 
breaking the bottle.” 

Finance Committee chairman, David 
Donahue, said Fincom is acting “as if the 
cap were in place" when evaluating the 
town manager's budget. 

"We’re working with the budget as 
presented and trying to comply with the 
proposed legislation," he said 

The Finance Committee received the 
complete budget report from the town 
manager’s office, with breakdowns in 
each category, over the weekend.

Town Manager’s FY ’80 Budget Cuts 
Jobs In Police, Fire, Public Works 


Although almost $900,000 must be cut 
from the town's expenditures if Gov. 
Edward King's lax and spending caps 
pass the legislature, town manager 
Thomas Groux said those cuts probably 
won’t come from already pared down 
budgets of the police, fire and public 
works departments. 

The budget, released by the town 
manager's office last week, lists 
$22.0HH.065 for town expenditures in FY 
'HO. Expenditures in FY '79 were 
$21,784,710, 

In that budget, personnel cuts have 
been made in police, fire, and public 
works. Two patrolman positions have 
been eliminated from the police, one 
firefighter position has been cut, and 
three positions have been cut from the 
DRW 

Representatives from the three 
employee groups meet with Groux last 
week about the job cuts Future 
meetings will be scheduled with the 
town, the employee groups, and their 
attorneys 

"We’re going to avoid looking at* 
further cuts in the police, lire and public 
works," Groux said. 

II the spending cap is passed, 
however, Groux said lie'll Ik 1 looking to 
the School Committee and the library 
trustees to make cuts in their budgets. 


"The cuts have to come out of more 
than just town budgets," he said. 

The police, fire and public works 
budgets are, as proposed by the town 
manager for FY 'HO, down from FY'79. 

The total police budget ol $1,057,386 
for FY '80 was $1,099,635 in FY '79 
Similarly, in the fire budget, $1,053,933 is 
budgeted for FY '80. The total spending 
-for that department in FY '79 was 
$ 1 , 143 , 109 . 

Police, fire, code enforcement, civil 
defense, dog control, and sealer of 
weights and measures make up the 
entire public safety budget. Of the 
$2,214,472 $total public safety budget. 
$2,020,169 is slated for personal services 
in FY HO 

The total DRW budget, which in¬ 
cludes, administration, highways and 


streets, water and sewer, and buildings 
and grounds, is listed at $2,858,646 in the 
FY '80 budget. Uist year's expenditures 
for the DRW totaled $2,999,500. 

Groux said in the public works 
budget, personnel have been cut from 
the highway department and the parks 
department. A custodial position is also 
scheduled to lx 1 cut. The positions are 
currently filled. Groux said, but he 
thinks the cuts will take cure of them¬ 
selves through retirement, and 
promotions. 

Also scheduled for possible cuts are 
four positions connected with garbage 
collection in town. Groux said he will 
recommend during the May Town

Supt. William C MacDonald 
presented the affirmative action 
program to the School Committee 
Tuesday night. Affirmative Action 
Subcommittee members Barbara 
Hankins and Elizabeth Herberich were 
present to answer questions on the 
program 

The School Committee did not vote on 
the program Tuesday night because a 
number of points in the program as 
presented raised questions by committee 
members. The program will be revised 
according to committee members' 
suggestions and will come before the 
committee at a lulure meeting 

The program, w hich has been through 
several drafts and revisions, endorses a 
policy of equal opportunity and seeks to 
comply lully with all state and federal 
affirmative action laws, as they affect 
the employment practices, the 
educational programs and the activities 
ol the Winchester school system 

The policy stales that the School 


Committee ai "seeks to attract and to 
retn administrators, teachers and staff 
with outstanding qualifications and with 
the promise of excellence in the 
discharge ol their duties in Winchester." 

The program says that the School 
Committee does not deny equal access to 
opportunity because of race, color, sex, 
religion, national origin or physical 
handicap in the recruitment, selection, 
assignment and promotion of personnel. 

In recognition of the tact that the 
major functions ol the Winchester public 
schools are to provide the best possible 
education for all of the children in the 
town and to guide them toward becoming 
responsible citizens in a pluralistic 
society, the School Committee slates that 
it will strive to employ a representative 
work force and to use instructional 
materials which accurately reflect that 
pluralistic society.

Of Town Audit 


School Board Requests Views 
On Staff Tenure Candidates

Representatives from the accounting 
firm of Arthur Andersen & Co. reported 
to the Board of Selectmen for the final 
time Monday night regarding the town 
audit they conducted. 

Appearing before the board were, 
.lames Russell, senior accountant to the 
team that managed the audit, Brian 
LeClair, in charge of the audit field 
work, and Thomas Gaputus who is a 
manager in the administrative sendee 
division. 

The audit was divided into two books, 
one being a financial report and the other 
a management review. Basically the 
financial report stated that the town was 
a 20 million dollar operation, according 
to Russell. 

The report also recommended that 
the town start and an enterprise fund for 
the water commission. This would mean 
running the department as a business on 
a profit-loss basis. 

The handicap of an enterprise system 
fund is that the net cost for the depart¬ 
ment, currently $144,000 for the water 
commission, can no longer be applied to 
the income tax as a deduction. The 
possibility of raising the water rates then 
comes under consideration. 

In the management report, it was 
noted that Winchester administrations 
can run more effeciently. Chairman 
Edward F. O’Connell noted that 
throughout the town the recurring theme 
is that there are ‘‘laborious hand kept 
records” that are duplicates of records 
that are already being kept in other 
ways. 

It was pointed out that many people in 
the town either forget or are unaware 
there is a data processing . system, y 
people spend hours of their work week on 
chores that need not be done. 
"Hopefully, people will realize the need 
to keep information in one place,” 
commented Russell. 

O’Connell asked if Winchester could 
effectively reduce its clerical force 
without suffering. Russell responded 
that it would be possible but "it’s a hard 
sell.” 

Russell stated that he' thought the 
town’s investment practices were 
“pretty sound,” adding that he did not 
see any instances where the town was 
missing something where they could do 
better. He also felt the same way con¬ 
cerning Winchester’s borrowing 
procedures. 

Russell also pointed out that he 
thought it was important to get the 
town’s administrations to focus on things 
other than the budget. 

The board and the trio from Arthur 
Andersen agreed that the town should do 
an annual external audit, with Town 
Manager Thomas J. Groux noting his 
satisfaction with the work jtyssell,

Donahue said the Finance Committee 
version of the budget will be sent to print 
by April 9. Fincom will hold public 
hearings on the recommended budget 
prior to Town Meeting. 

Donahue noted that the pending caps 
“changes things drastically”from past 
years for the Finance Committee 
members evaluating the budget. 

Tom Groux found out that officials in 
other towns are also frustrated with the 
proposed caps at the first of four con¬ 
ferences at the State House last Friday. 

"Mostly it was an opportunity for 
local officials to get together and com¬ 
plain. The theme was how to live with the 
plan and how to make it work. The 
feeling was the legislature will pass a cap 
plan,” Groux said. 

He said a speaker from New Jersey 
told the packed room of local officials 
how the state functions with caps. New 
Jersey has had state and local caps since 
1976, but the caps allow for a five percent 
growth of expenditures, Groux said. 

When amending Winchester's budget 
to comply with caps, Groux said he would 
r avoid making further cuts in the reduced 
•■ Public Safety and Community Services 
^budgets. One budget he has no control 
’"over is schools. The education program is 
"Increasing $363,000 in FY '80, a figure 
*; which induces the funding of the 
r teacher’s contract. Wage increases for 
£ principals, secretaries, custodians and 
" lunch employees are not taken into ac- 
" count. 

£ School Committee chairman, Con¬ 
stance Papas, said that although she has 
7- not been formally approached about 
■* cutting the school budget, she has talked 
“ with members of the Board of Selectmen 
£ and the Finance Committee. 

* Although she said it’s still too early to 
if do anything, if the legislation passes she 
ft plans to get together with Fincom to 

* discuss the amount that should be cut. 
jj “1 think it’s our responsibility to do 
•1 our share,” Papas aaid, “but how much I 
£ don’t know.” 

Papas said that public hearings would 
' f ' be the best way to determine the 
; priorities of where and what to cut. 
jj 1|t , “If the School Committee doesn’t cut 


over $300,000 from its budget, that 
amount will have to be absorbed by the 
town. And the other budgets just don’t 
have that kind of flexibility,” Papas said. 

Other areas which have gone up 
nnclude General Government Support by 
$38,000. The increase Groux said, is due 
to a request for additional personnel in 
the Assessing Department to assist with 
the full valuation program; consulting 
services for the Planning Board; and 
equipment request. 

The library budget is up $10,000, as 
submitted by the library trustees. The 
library account, coupled with an ap¬ 
proximate $3500 increase in the 
Recreation Department budget, result in 
a total increase of $13,423 in the Culture- 
Recreation section of the town’s budget. 

Health and Social Services programs 
are up approximately $3600. New funds 
are proposed for a CETA budget, and 
staff assistance is requested by the 
Council on Aging. The Board of Health 
budget is at the same level as FY-79. 

A new budget program, Tran¬ 
sportation, is the result of the mini-bus 
system. Of the $106,500 budgeted, $65,000 
will be aided by the bus revenues and an 
MBTA grant. 

In the Undistributed Account, em¬ 
ploy eee benefits are up by $76,805; debt 
service is down, $23,229; and unclassified 
expenses are up by $20,924. The net in¬ 
crease in undistributed items is $74,499. 

The Capital Expenditures program, 
up $198,800, marks the first year of a six- 
year capital improvement plan. In the 
budget equipment replacement is 
scheduled for the DPW, the Fire 
Department and Data Processing. 

Many of the department requests 
were already pared down by the town 
manager. The largest single budget item 
in the departments which can be cut is 
personal services, an area which is being 
scrutinized in anticipation of a spending 
freeze. 

On the state level, Rep. Sherman 
Saltmarsh said a number of proposals for 
the cap plan are now being heard by the 
Committee on Taxation. He anticipates 
the proposal will be formalized by mid- 
April. 

Because several towns will be starting 
their annual Town Meetings, and 
because the cap bills are still in the 
discussion stages, Saltmarsh has co¬ 
sponsored a bill so that towns may 


postpone their Town Meetings no later 
than June 1. 

“This will give towns some breathing 
room to conform," Saltmarsh said. 

Saltmarsh said the committee is 
looking into several areas to modify to 
cap bills. Areas under discussion include 
fiscal autonomy for School Committees 
lit is still unclear how fiscal autonomy 
will be affected by the bill), collective 
bargaining,and local override of the 
potential freeze. 

At a meeting with the Selectmen last 
week, both Saltmarsh and Sen. Samuel 
Rotondi questioned the Local Finance 
Appeals Board, proposed in the 
Governor’s plan. The five members of 
the board would bb appointees of the 
governor. Saltmarsh said he would not 
favor the appeals board, saying it would 
erode home rule. 

The Committee on Taxation is also 
investigating state mandated programs 
in connection with the caps, Saltmarsh 
said. 

Another problem with the bill, the 
representative said, is that any ad¬ 
ditional revenue from developments in 
town must be used to reduce the tax rate 
under the proposed bill. He said such a 
proposal could stunt growth in towns. 

“We have to make this bill com¬ 
prehensive," Saltmarsh said. "It’s not 
something that can be done overnight. 
But we all feel it’s something that has to 
be done. There’s a feeling that the tax¬ 
payers want some control on local 
spending." 

Saltmarsh predicted that if the 
legislature didn't pass a spending cap, 
the voters would, in the form of a 
referendum ballot question

Pneumonia Clinic 
For Seniors To 
Be Wednesday 

A pneumococcal pneumonia clinic 
will be held Wednesday at the Jenks 
Senior Center from 1 to 4 p m. for 
residents 62 years or older. 

Featured at the clinic will bo a 
presentation ofrenentd vaccine which 
provides effective protection against 14 
types of pneumococcal pneumonia in the 
United States. 

The vaccine, which lasts up to three 
years, can be given to persons two years 


The vaccine itself, since it does not 
contain live organisms, cannot cause 
pneumonia and provides the protection 
that a flu vaccine cannot 

Side effects from the vaccine include 
local redness and soreness at the in¬ 
jection site, usually of less than 48 hours 
duration, also the possibility of local 
swelling and a low-grade fever. 


A brother, Steven Morris, refused 
treatment for burn injuries, according to 
fire officials. 

Fire Chief Robert W. McElhinney said 
fire headquarters received numerous 
telephone calls reporting the fire, which 
started in a second-floor bedroom of the 
duplex house. 

According to McElhinney, a Morris 
family member smelled smoke while she 
was in the shower, came out of the 
shower and found the bedroom in flames. 

She alerted other residents of the 
house, who left the building, the fire chief 
said.

Meeting that garbage collection service 
be phased out in 1980. 

The town currently runs two garbage 
collection routes. Groux said that one 
route, and two DPW positions, are 
proposed for elimination by the fall. The 
second route, and other two positions will 
be phased out by spring 1980. He expects 
the men currently working on those 
routes will assume other jobs in the 
DPW. 

According to Ralph DiMambro, of the 
Town Employees Association (TEA) 
meetings with the town. Business Agent 
Michael Roberts, and TEA represen¬ 
tatives will be scheduled ir. the near 
future. 

In the police department, there are 
now three vacancies for patrolmen. 
Groux said the town will make one ap¬ 
pointment when the new civil service list 
comes out, but, under the proposed 
budget, the two other positions will not 
be filled. 

Attorney for the Winchester Police 
Association, Donald McNamee, said the 
association is requesting a specific 
proposal from the town manager on the 
cuts to be made. When the information is 
received, he said, the association and the 
town will plan another meeting. 

For the firefighters, the budget lists 
one position to be cut during FY '80. 
Three more positions, Groux said, will be 
cut in FY ’81. These cuts will come from 
the consolidation of a communications 
system for dispatching emergency 
vehicles in the police and fire depart¬ 
ments. Groux said he plans to use a 
civilian for the dual emergency com¬ 
munications dispatching for polikithe 
position of full-time dispatcher has been 
placed in the FY '80 police budget. 

Neil Rossman, attorney for the 
Firefighters Association, siad any 
reaction he might have at this time 
would be premature, but added that 
meetings between the firefighters and 
the town have been scheduled. 

Other job cuts which are reflected in 
the town manager’s budget include the 
elimination of four school crossing 
guards, anticipated with the closing of 
schools.

Submitted herewith is the Town Manager's proposed budget for Fiscal 
Year 1900 The expenditures are projected at $22,688 065 Non 
properly tax revenue is projected at $5,009,000 Therefore a tax rate 
of $81 54 is projected at this tlma in order to produce a property tax of 
$16,879,065 (assuming assessed valuations of $207,000,000) This 
would be a $6 74 tax increase over the prosent $74 80 

As in each of the prior three budgets I have submitted to the Finance 
Committee, my reyenuTprojections are conservative, expenditure 
projections are realiiWjIaf even slightly on the high side and. of course, 
the cherry sheet hat not teen distributed'by the Commonwealth yet. 
Also the Governor the legislature are deeply Involved In drafting 
substantially new Lsfttelation aimed at producing CAPS on local 
spending and CAPS On' local taxes while hopefully at the same time 
increasing the amount of State aid that might be distributed to local 
government l. therefore believe that the tax increase protected at this 
time will be substantially lower by the time the May 1979 Town Meeting 
convenes 

Effects of State CAPS on Local Spending and Local Taxes 

At this date the nature of the CAPS being considered by the Governor 
and the Legislature Is far from clear Obviously, there wil be Legislation 
substantially limiting local expenditures and local taxes In an effort to 
anticipate this Legislation, I have carefully reviewed the budgetary 
requests of all departments and made reductions in those requests and 
in fact. In some cases reductions from the Fiscal 1979 level of 
spending where it appeared possible to do so without significantly 
affecting services The only budget requests that I have not reduced 
were those submitted by elected Boards 

Expenditure Increases 

Most of the expenditure increases in the Town's budget are the result 
of either wage adjustments flowing from colective bargaining contracts 
or increased energy costs for fuel gas. electricity and other types of 
utilities The program budget of $20,503,005 includes in it the wage 
adjustments for teachers but does not include wage adjustments for 
other Town collective bargaining groups However, some provision for 
anticipated wage adjustments is incorporated into the Summary of 
Proposed Expenditures Schedule shown under the Summary tab of the 
budget document Thus the $6 74 tax rate increase takes into account 
possible wage adjustments tor the rest of the Town budget 

Revenue projections for fiscal 1980 are down by approximately 
$347,000 This estimate should change for the better during the next 
two and a half months For example, general surplus revenue of 
$1,000,000 was applied against the budget in Fiscal 79 while only 
$300,000 is being projected as available for budget purposed from 
surplus in Fiscal 1980 Also State reimbursements and distributions 
are up by only $21 1.000 That figure also could change and hopefully 
will change by the lime the cherry sheet is distributed by the Com¬ 
monwealth 


General Governmental Support 

This program is up approximately $38,000 Of that. Personal Services 
is up approximately $6,000 reflecting a request by the Board of 
Assessors to fund a part-time and temporary position in the Assessing 
Department to assist with a full valuation program planned by the Board 
of Assessors for Fiscal 1980 Other increases in this program reflect a 
request by the Planning Board for additional consulting services to the 
Planning Board and some equipment requests In the General Services 
budget and the Data Processing budget 

Education Program 

The education program is up by $363,000 and reflects funding of the 
Teachers' contract for Fiscal 1980 Other wage adjustments for 
Pnncipals. School Secretaries, School Custodians and School Lunch 
Employees are not provided for in the education program budget figure 
of $9,040,779 The above figure does reflect the Regional Vocational 
assessment of $160,725 no change from Fiscal 1979 as of this date 
I should point out that the Net increase in the Personal Services budget 
for the Winchester Public Schools is $173,000 Other expenses for 
the School System are increased by approximately $ 176.000 

Culture and Recreation Program 

The Culture and Recreation Program reflects costs for the Library and 
for the Recreation Department The Library budget as submitted by the 
Board of Trustees has not been altered by the Town Manager in a 
previous meeting with the Board of Trustees, it was agreed that the 
Library Board would take a critical look at their proposed 1900 budget 
and make proportionate reductions in their budget it necessary to 
respond to any State mandated CAPPING programs As Town 
Manager l believe it may be more appropriate for the Library Board to 
identify the specific areas where they may wish to absorb budgetary 
reductions whether those reductions be in personnel hours of 
operation, book purchases, building renovations, etc might best be 
left to the Board of Trustees as they have requested 

The Recreation Department s budget is up slightly The budget as 
submitted by the Department has been reduced by the Manager to a 
level slightly higher than the current year's budget level Winchester 
has traditionally budgeted very modestly for recreational programs and 
oven hi a fiscal year calling tor austerity ana u AHb on spending it would 
seem unreasonable to reduce the level of support offered in the 
recreational programs below what they are at the present time Many of 
the programs offered by the Town do not serve the needs of Win 
Chester s young people I would hope that any budget cutting that may 
take place during the next few weeks will recognise the very modest 
amount of funding that has traditionaly been provided In the recreation 
area 

Health and Social Services Program 

This program is approximately $3,600 The Board ol Health a budget 
remains the same as in the current year New funds are proposed by 
the Manager lor a CETA budget m order to enable the Town to par 
tiopate more effectively in the Federal Employment Program A small 
increase is requested by the Council on Aging for staff assistance 

Public Safety Program 

The Public Safety Program is down slightly from $2 221 000 to 
$2 214 000 or approximately $7 000 Some modes! staff reductions 
in the Police and Fire Departments budgets are proposed by the Town 
Manager Basically a two year program designed to eliminate the dual 
emergency communications system now maintained by the Police and 
Fire Departments should enable the Town to accomplish some cost 
savings and provide a more efficient communications and dispatctvng 
service 

Also proposed for staff reductions are the number of School Crossing 
Guards in recognition ol the closing of one elementary school last year 
and pending ciosmg of schools in the future 

Transportation Program 

A budget of $106 500 is reflected tor the fust time m the Towns 
program budget Ot this figure approximately $65 000 should be 
realised in revenue Irom the operation of the Mint Bus system and from 
a grant from the MBTA to assist the Town in establishing the Mini Bus 
operation 


Community Services Program 


The Community Services Program actually the Department of Public 
Works Operations shows a overall 'eduction from $2 869 000 to 
$2 858 000 or approximately $1 1 000 Personal services funds are 
reduced by $51 000 while, on the other hand other expenses 
primarily related to energy type costs oil gasoline electricity etc are 
increased by approximately $38 000 

Staff reductions in the Public Works Department wilt come during the 
course ot Fiscal 1980 as the Town phases out its Garbage Collection 
Program Garbage CoHechon is the only Public Works Service 
proposed for reduction or elimination m Fiscal 1980 Each year fewer 
residencies continue with the Garbage Collection Program which costs 
the Town approximately $56 00 per stop II the elimination of this 
service poses a hardship upon some families such as the elderly etc 
the Town might well consider contracting lor the service at a much 
more efficient cost than to continue operating its own colection ser 


Other staff reductions in Public Works reflect a gradual shifting to the 
use of labor-saving types of equipment such as a Gang Mower for use 
by Park Departments and contracted services where such service 
proves to be more economical such as in catch basin cleaning One 
new position is proposed an Energy Coordinator The total cost of 
energy used by the Town whether electricity, gas oil gasoline, is 
significant Efforts to conserve on energy through a coordinated 
program that receives day-to-day close supervision could well result m 
significant savings to the Town each year and may be a critical area to 
watch during the next few months 

Undistributed Program 

The Undistributed Program includes employee benefit costs costs for 
servicing the Town debt and other costs such as Town insurance and 
the reserve fund 

Employee benefits have increased from $1,569,000 to $1 646 000 
or $77,000 However. $100 000 is budgeted for the first time for 
servicing the pension retirement deficit The decision as to whether or 
not to provide funding for this deficit still needs to be made A com 
mittee was formed by the Town Meeting last May to study this question 
and that committee will be submitting a final report before the next Town 
Meeting The committee has not decided finally whether or not to 
recommend a figure to the Town Meeting nor have they decided finally 
exactly how much of a figure might be recommended However in 
order to provide a more realistic tax rate projection assummq that the 
Town Meeting does decide to fund this deficit to some degree | have 
placed in the proposed budget an estimate of $100 000 for this 
purpose 

Debt service is down slightly although I have included in the Interest on 
Bonded Debt approximately $35 000 lor servicing bonds that might be 
approved for the construction of a new DPW facility It the Town 
Meeting chooses not to go forward with the Public Works facility and 
not approve the issuance of such bonds then this particular account 
could be reduced by $35,000 (I might note however, that I have also 
estimated on the revenue side $30 000 as possible imprest earnings 
Should bonds be issued m Fiscal 1980 the proceeds from a bond sale 
would be available for investment pending payment to a contractor for 
construction of the facility during the year) 

Capital Program 

The Capital Program in the operating budget is the first year of the six 
year Capital Improvement Proaram for Fiscal 1900 ttvouah 1985 
Total Capital spending in Fiscal 1980 is projected at $599 100 The 
most significant portion of these costs are equipment needs in the 
Department of Public Works the Fire Department and the Data 
Processing Department A very carofully prepared five-year equipment 
replacement program has been developed by thee Department of 
Public Works to support its request for equipment which totals ap 
proximately $150 000 The study by the Department ol Public Works 
includes an analysis of evey piece of equipment and a report upon trie 
maintenance costs both in terms of parts as well as labor and also an 
analysis of fuel consumption by individual piece of equipment during the 
past year 

The Fire Department is seeking to replace a 20 year old fire pumper in 
order to ensure reliable and safe fire fighting equipment The Town has 
four fire pumpers the nowest one being approximately 10 years oid 
Normal life expectancy for this equipment is approximately 20 years 
The fact that Winchester is able to get many more years of operation 
out of its equipment is an indication of the care that is given to the 
equipment The Town's computer operation is currently dependent 
upon an i i year old Honeyv/eli 110 piece of equipment A study ol the 
Town's Management Information system is now m progress and should 
be completed prior to the Town Meeting in sufficient time to permit the 
Finance Committee and the Methods and Procedures Committoe as 
well as other Town Officials an opportunity to decide whether or not a 
replacement of this equipment is called for and if so what kind of 
equipment may be necessary 

Some of the Capital budget costs proposed for Fiscal i960 are ex 
penses that might be suitable tor long range financing or bonding Also 
if might be reasonable to finance some costs such as the $1 50 000 
estimate tor data processing equipment out of trie Stabilization fund 
rather than the General fund These issues are important lo bear in mind 
when faced with the prospects of the State imposed CAP on local 
spending or tax rates 

Federal Revenue Sharing 

Because the Town has been successful in the past few years at 
holding its lax rale fairly stable Winchester suffers in the .yea ot 
Federal revenue sharing disbursements In fact we expect to have far 
less Revenue Sharing funds available in coming years as compared to 
prior years For Fiscal 1900 onfy $200 000 in Federal revenue sharing 
funds are proposed to be used m the Operating budget compared tu 
$350 000 m Fiscal 1979 In view of the reduced amount of Federal 
revonue sharing and also the eventual prospect that, in fact the Town 
may not receive any such funds i suggest tfiat the Town shift the use of 
these funds to costs tfiat are not recurring but rather one time types of 
costs such as the purchase of a fire pumper in tfie F*e Department or 
the purchase of equipment lor Public Works With this approach the 
Town might be in a better position to absorb a complete cutoff of 
Revenue Sharing funds in one year withoul adversely affecting the 
Town s tax rate during that porlicutar year The Finance Committee 
should keep in mmd that it will need to include a hearing on the use of 
Revenue Sharing funds at the time that the Committee holds its public 
hearing on the proposed budget 

Summary 

For the first time sxice the Charter adoption the Finance Committee is 
receiving the Porposed Budget on time You will have approximately ten 
(10) weeks before the Town Meeting to analyze the budget before it 
comes under debate on the Town Meeting floor 

Some additional detail is yet to be provided however the document 
now before you wil make <t possible to focus attention on the relative 
costs of various programs Thus if indeed CAPS are imposed on us 
the exercise of setting priorities and accomplishing cuts can be realized 
in a responsible manner 

This office wilt be available to each member of trie Finance Committee 
during the coming weeks to answer questions gather data and 
otherwise assist you in reviewing the budget

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CETA: 

Where Are We Now? 

Congressman Ed Markey 

What happened to CETA? 

The Comprehensive Employment and Training Act, enacted in 
1973, was meant to find jobs for the millions of Americans who 
were jobless at least in part due to circumstances outside their 
control. They lacked needed job skills. The labor force had no 
room for them. They were "structurally” unemployed. 

CETA alms to help local governments and other organizations 
train people to work in areas of needed public service. Much of the 
time, CETA did a lot of good. Some of the time, however, it didn’t. 

Some communities have grown dissatisfied with the mishaps 
of CETA fraud and abuse. This is why I determined to reform 
CETA to make it more efficient in putting people to work in useful 
jobs. I want to see a "new CETA" based on a top-to-bottom 
overhaul to eliminate mismanagement, waste and fraud. And I 
want to see more stress on real job training by putting the "T" — 
for Training — back into CETA. Last year, I voted to do just that. 

In the wake of Proposition 13, Congress last year moved to 
slash CETA from its peak of 725,000 jobs in 1978 by sharply cutting 
job funds to dip the number of CETA jobs to 625,000 by the end of 
1979. These cuts would have been deeper still had not Speaker 
O’Neill and others reached a compromise with anti-CETA forces 
in the waning days of the last Congress. 

While trying to trim the fat from CETA, some of its meat was 
cut into also. In the northern and urban parts of the country, it 
could now prove almost impossible to place CETA workers In 
many local government and other jobs. If this happens, either 
services will be reduced or property taxes will jump even faster. 
What’s even worse, the loss of CETA jobs comes at the same time 
that local governments no longer receive another form of federal 
aid - antirecession revenue sharing. 

CETA has opened doors for many people to permanent Jobs in 
the private sector. It has also offered many useful community 
services throughout the 15 communities in our Congressional 
District. Now, as a result of what Congress voted last autumn, 
New England stands to lose up to $400 million in CETA funds 
because, as it now looks, these dollars can’t be spent here under 
the new regulations and must therefore be returned to Washington 
DC for reallocation. 

How did this happen? Briefly, Congress last year insisted on 
two provisions in the CETA legislation which create a "Catch 22” 
contradiction for federal Jobs programs in areas like the Medford 
and other local consortia. 

First, the law sets the national average wage for CETA public 
service workers at $7200 a year, or a cap of $138 a week, which is 
simply top low to reflect the higher wage rates and cost of living in 
states like Massachusetts. $7200 is the average of all CETA wages 
to be paid. The maximum federal contribution for the highest-paid 
CETA jobs could run as high as $12,000. But second, the law also 
Insists that CETA workers be paid the "prevailing salary” for the 
position. Here’s where the problem arises. Almost all municipal 
and community employees in our area receive wages over $7200 a 
year. So it is simply impossible to meet both rules at the same 
time. 

As a result, many CETA jobs to which we’re entitled, based on 
our unemployment rate, will not be filled this year. Much of the 
money won’t ring up the cash registers In our communities. As for 
the money that we do get, some unemployed local residents may 
look at a weekly wage of $138 and decide that welfare "pays 
better." 

All CETA workers hired before April 1,1979 will not be affected 
by the new wage regulations. The real crunch is simply post¬ 
poned. But action to remedy this regional injustice must begin 
now. 

CETA is a much maligned program with a stormy past. Its 
summer training programs have frequently resembled recreation 
more than job training. Some jobs never reach the people who 
need them the most. Political patronage has reared its head more 
than a few times. But I supported a reformed CETA that carries 
out its genuine mission of providing jobs for the "structurally" 
unemployed as well as for people left jobless temporarily due to 
economic recession.

The Senate held one roll call 
last week, making the 1979 total 
six.

The Senate 

Reconsider Hike to 19 (S1727) 
— Senate refused 19-10, to 
reconsider its earlier approval of 
the bill raising the drinking age 
to 19 for both on and off premise 
consumption. Another provision 
of the bill includes creation of a 
special commission to study 
alcohol abuse. 

Some supporters of recon¬ 
sideration argued they favored a 
hike to 21 and therefore wanted 
to reconsider approval of the 19- 
year-old measure and try to gain 
passage of the stiffer 21-year-old 
measure. Other supporters of 
reconsideration may have 
preferred leaving the age at 18 


and thus wanted to defeat the 19- 
year-old measure. 

Some opponents of recon¬ 
sideration argued the 19-year-old 
bill was a reasonable com¬ 
promise which would help get 
liquor out of the hands of high 
school and junior high students. 
Other reconsideration opponents 
noted they favored a hike to 21, 
but supported the hike to 19 for 
the present time because it was 
at least a step forward and better 
than leaving the age at 18. 

The bill now goes to the House 
which is expected to reject the 
measure, since it already ap¬ 
proved its own version hiking the 
age to 19, to 20 in one year, and 
then to 21 in two years. If the 
House rejects the measure, it 
goes to a House-Senate Con¬ 
ference committee which will 
work out a compromise bill and 
send it to both branches for 
approval or disapproval. 

Sen. McCann voted to 
reconsider earlier approval of 
the hike to 19. 

Sen. Rotondi voted against 
reconsidering the measure and 
favors the bill hiking the age to 
19. 


The best solution, however, may not be simply to put the “T" 
back into CETA and monitor the program to halt fraud and abuse. 
It may be to rely more on the private sector. This is why I have 
voted for jobs tax credits which subsidize private employers up to 
20 percent of the wages paid during the first year of employment 
of certain welfare recipients and other disadvantaged groups such 
as the handicapped. This is why I also support a new CETA 
program to provide direct dollar subsidies to businesses that hire 
the hard-core unemployed, and why, specifically, I endorse a 
special $400 million pilot program for private sector job subsidies 
to begin this year. 

Getting CETA moving in the right direction means both dollars 
and good sense for New England. 
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The stories reprinted here were taken 
from old editions of The Winchester Star 
and were compiled by Henry Simonds, 
local historian.

Guest Column 

Is Alcoholism Hereditary? 


(Editor’s note: The following 
column prepared by Dr. William 
Hawthorne, director of McLean 
Hospital’s Appleton Treatment 
Center for Alcoholism, In 
Belmont, Is the third in a four- 
part series on alcohol and 
alcoholism.) 

Q. Is alcoholism a disease 
and, if so, is it hereditary? 

A. Yes, alcoholism, Is a 
disease. The old misconception 
that alcoholism is a character 
flaw - a sign of weak-willed self- 
indulgence - is just that, a 
misconception. Since 1976, most 
health Insurance policies In 
Massachusetts have been 
required by law to Include 
hospital treatment of alcoholism 
in their disease coverage, and 
alcoholism is now legally 
recognized as a physical han¬ 
dicap instead of a punishable 
offense. 

While we still don’t know 
what causes alcoholism, we do 
know that it is a chronic, 
progressive disease, which, if 
left untreated, is fatal. The 
alcoholic is both psychologically 
and physically addicted: 
psychologically he needs the 
drug to satisfy emotional and 
personal needs; physically his 
body has adapted to it and if he 
doesn't drink he experiences a 
severe withdrawal syndrome. 

One of the unfortunate 
symptoms of the disease is that 
the alcoholic doesn’t recognize 
the severity of his own problem. 
For this reason, it’s especially 
important that people close to 
him realize that alcoholism can 
be treated and that the alcoholic 
can be helped to receive treat¬ 
ment. As with any illness, early 
treatment leads to a more 
favorable outcome. 

To answer the second part of 
the question, there is increasing 
evidence that the predisposition 
to alcoholism may be inherited 
in some alcoholics. Perhaps the 
strongest case for this comes 
from studies revealing that the 
natural-born children of 
alcoholics have a higher risk of 
developing the disease than do 
the adoptive, foster, or step¬ 
children raised in the same 
environment. About one-fourth 
of alcoholics have either a 
mother or father who is 
alcoholic. 

However, it's important to 
remember the other side of the 
statistic: three-fourths don't. 
But there still is an additional 
risk factor for someone whose 
parents are alcoholic. 

I think, however, that the 
children of alcoholics should do 
no more than anyone else to 
protect against alcoholism. That 
entails drinking moderately, 
watching to be sure that drinking 
is not increasing over time, and 
learning more about alcoholism. 

Task Force Holds 
Public Meeting 

At its February meeting, the 
Metropolitan-Beaverbook-Mystic Valley 
Task Force on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism discussed the forthcoming 
series of public hearings being held by 
Ihe Governor's Advisory Council on 
Alcoholism. 

Because the task force seeks to 
support the development of programs 
designed to treat and prevent alcohol 
problems, it was decided that task force 
representation at the public hearing for 
t..e Metropolitan-Beaverbook and 
Mystic Valley areas would be important. 

The public hearing will he held in the 
auditorium of the Middlesex County 
Hospital, at 775 Trapelo rd., Waltham, on 
Monday, at 7:30 p.m. 


Q. How do you get a family 
member who’s got a real 
drinking problem but won’t 
admit it to do something about 
it? 

A. This is one of the most 
painful problems families of 
alcoholics confront. It might be 
helpful to know that most 
alcoholics who enter therapy do 
so because of extreme pressure 
exerted by their families, em¬ 
ployers, or close friends, so if 
you’re in this situation, you’re 
not alone. It takes a crisis of 
some sort, although not 
necessarily "hitting bottom" 

(i.e., losing everything), to make 
the alcoholic accept help and 
really stop drinking. There are 
now intervention techniques 
available that help alcoholics 
into therapy early by creating 
such a crisis around the 
drinking. 

The intervention process is 
started by gathering together the 
key people who have suffered 
because of the Individual’s 
alcoholism. The group might 
include the alcoholic's spouse, 
children, employer, and family 
doctor. They confront him with 
their pooled evidence that his 
drinking is alcoholic and with 
their unanimous unwillingness to 
tolerate further denial and in¬ 
dulgence. With the help of an 
alcoholism professional, they 
bring the "bottom" up to 
wherever the patient is and leave 
him no alternative but to enter 
treatment. 

If you are confronting this 
problem, call the Division of 
Alcoholism of the state of 
Massachusetts and find out what 
alcoholism programs in your 
community may utilize these 
techniques. I would also suggest 
that you consider joining Al- 
Anon, a program for the families 
of alcoholics that is affiliated 
with AA. Family members are 
encouraged to join especially if 
the alcoholic is not in treatment. 
The central calling service of AA 
is listed in the phone book and 
they can give you the location of 
Al-Anon meetings in your area.

More Testimony Against Yoke Supt. 


Further testimony was given Tuesday 
night on the second of 16 charges at the 
hearings to consider the dismissal of 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School Superintendent John 
Connolly at the Wakefield School. 

The second charge, which alleges that 
Connolly authorized payroll action and 
payments to himself and several other 
Northeast employees out of state and 
federal grant monies, without prior 
knowledge and-or approval of the Nor¬ 
theast School Committee. 

Louis Sanville, business manager for 
the school, was called to appear before 
the 12 member committee representing 
area cities and towns for questioning 
concerning the grants. 

Four memos from August, October 
and November of 1975 and March of 1976 
between Connolly, Sanville and William 
Lofgren concerning the grants were 
produced. 

According to Sanville, these memos, 
which were compiled at the request of 
Connolly, were going in the folders of the 
committee members for their regular 
meetings. 

A number of the committee members 
stated tha_t they never received these 
memos and never suspected they 
existed. Sanville stated that Connolly 
never led him to believe they were going 
to be given to the committee members. 

Philip L. McAuliffe, Jr. of Wakefield, 
noted that he did have a couple of memos 


in his folder bul that there were no names 
on them saying who received payments 
from the grants.

where selectmen and city councillors 
exert undue influence over the police 
chief and the release of routine police 
information. 

The hill states the specific type of 
routine complaint, dispatch and arrest 
information which must be recorded in 
the log while it exempts intelligence 
information and juvenile records. 

Since enactment of the open record 
police blotter law in 1977, some depart¬ 
ments have been keeping their logs in 
code, some have charged exhorbitant 
hourly fees for "editing" to take out 
sensitive intelligence information, and 
others have done away with the 
traditional daily log altogether. 

The bill also provides tor public ac¬ 
cess during regular business, hours and 
requires that logs be written in English 
so that codes cannot be used to thwart the 
intent of the 1977 act. 

Cusack pointed out that the bulk of the 
information is available at the District 
Court anyway and shouldn't be withheld 
at the local level as it is all public record. 

Jorgensen told the committee that 
problems with compliance with the 1977 
open records law have been reported in 
several communities across the stale. In 
part, lie said, these problems arise from 
a lack of uniformity in what information 
is kept in logs from town to town. 

In many cases confidential in¬ 
formation is mixed in with routine 
chronological data on police operations, 
lie said 11-2430 would solve this by 
making all logs uniform and specifying 
what should be included and what should 
lie left out. 

Flante, editor of Essex County 
Newspapers of Beverly, Gloucester and 
Newbury port, said whether it is 
something so mundane as a dog bite 
complaint or as important as a major 
crime, the public has a right to know 
what is happening in the community in 
order to make informed judgments as to 
value received for tax dollar expended. 

Floor action on the bill will come later 
in the current legislative session.

Alba Wins Racquetball Tourney; 
Tennis Club To Build Courts

"You can call me Ray or you can call 
me Jay," is part of a beer commercial 
heard on television. This past weekend, 
this same beer company sponsored the 
largest racquetball women’s tournament 
in the United States at the Boston Tennis 
Club. Cynthia Alba, daughter of Dr. and 
Mrs. Anthony Alba of Winchester, (you 
can call her Cindy or you can call her 
Champ), won the New England Women's 
'79 Racquetball Tournament by beating 
Martha Callahan, former Massachusetts 
state singles' champion, 21-20, 21-18. 

Alba, a graduate of Winchester High 
School (’69) began to play racquetball 
seriously in September 1978. In six short 
months she won the Massachusetts State 
Singles' title at the Ccdardale Racquet 
Club. Two weeks later, Feb. 10, she won 
the New Hampshire State Open. Last 
weekend, Alba won it all - the new 
England Women's Singles Racquetball 
Championship. 

For three years, 1975-1978 Alba taught 
physical education at Bowie State 
College in Maryland. 

"At Bowie, State," Alba said, "I 
played a lot of field hockey. Between the 
field hockey and teaching I received my 
master's degree from the University of 
Maryland." 

"Field hockey took loo much of my 
time from playing racquetball," said 
Alba in a telephone interview. "1 left 
Bowie State in June 1978 to work 
seriously at racquetball. Something had 
to give." 

In September of 1978 under the 
coaching of Leo Fonseca, the former 
Massachusetts State Men's Singles 
champion, Alba began to compete in 
racquetball tournaments. “I worked 
hard under a great coach," said Alba. 
The hard work paid off for Cindy gaining 
her the New England Women’s Singles 
Championship. 

Cindy Alba is not new to the handling 
of a racquet. Alba was employed at the 
Winchester Indoor Tennis Club. In '69-'7u 
she was ranked in the New England 
tennis circuit eleventh in singles and 
second in doubles. She's a natural when it 
comes to eye-hand coordination. 

Winchester has a New England 
racquetball champion. The WITC is 
joining the racquetball mania by con¬ 
structing nine racquetball courts for use 
by September. 

,. In ap interview with John Koslowski, 
president of the WITC, he stated that on 
Feb. 14 the board of directors voted to 


convert two tennis courts, 18 and 14, in 
the new building to nine racquetball 
courts. The WITC will lose two tennis 
courts going from 14 to 12. 

With the growing interest in 
racquetball fr9m 50,000 in 1970 to 7.5 
million today, according to manufac¬ 
turers. there are about 80(1 racquetball 
clubs throughout the country. It is no 
wonder that the WITC joined the growing 
ranks. 

The WITC is now in the process ol 
obtaining prices and bids lor the con¬ 
struction of the nine courts.

Tuesday night on the proposal to give 
Noonan and Washington Schools their 
own principal-teacher or a full-time 
principal, instead of a shared principal.

Class rank 

A solution to the problem of reporting 
class rank at Winchester High School 
was presented to School Committee 
members by WHS Principal Vincent E. 
Larocco. 

Larocco said he had met with Student 
Advisory Committee members, a 
representative faculty committee and 
guidance counselor Tony DeBiase. 

The group agreed that the five ad¬ 
vanced placement (AP) courses should 
be given weight equal to one full grade 
above the base of “O." This would raise 
the weighting factor for these five 
courses from to 1.00, Larocco said. 

The class rank developed at the end of 
this school year for the juniors would 
reflect this change, the principal 'told 
School Committee members. 

Larocco said that heated discussion 
developed at the meetings,when the 
question was asked whether other 
courses should be weighted more heavily 
than at present. 


No conclusion was reached on this 
problem, he said, because of problems 
arising from the fact that there is a 
diversity of courses and students feel 
they are penalized for taking courses that 
are encouraged but not weighted. 

Other problems include the fact that 
class rank only compares students in¬ 
ternally, Larocco said, and is not, and 
should not, be used by admissions people 
to compare students from one school to 
another, without additional information 
about that school. 

"We're told over and over again that 
class rank is, only ,0(1$ tool in-,the ad¬ 
missions process," the principal said, 1 
“but many schools asl^for that first. ' 

"While I personally prefer not to send 
out the class rank," Larocco said, “not to 
do so works against the students.” 

A class rank will be sent to all 
colleges, the principal said. 


Social studies program 

Social studies teacher William 
O’Connor reported on social studies 
programs at the secondary level, 
outlining for the committee the areas 
studied by grades seven through 12. 

Grade seven students study the 
geography, history and cultures of 
Europe, Africa, the Middle East and 
Asia. In grade eight, the concentration is 
on government and law. Students in 
grade nine are offered courses in Ancient 
and Medieval Peoples and Consumer 
Economics. 

Global History I is required for grade 
10, while grade 11 students must take 
either Global History II or Advanced 
Placement History. 

Seniors are offered Humanities, 
which includes a history unit, Issues, a 
full-year elective course, and two half 
year courses Economics and 
Psychology. 


The Board of Selectmen voted 
Monday night to approve an application 
by Kenneth Binding for a Class II Second 
Hand Motor Vehicle License, which 
would allow Binding to sell second hand 
automobiles. 

There was some discussion before the 
vote as the members became confused 
regarding the specifics of the license 
Binding was applying for and its relation 
to a second ‘permit Binding has which 
allows him to repair cars 

The Class II license requires the 
holder to have a place of business but it 
does not allow him to “engage in the 
restoration or repair of automobiles," 
according to $Town Counsel Douglas A. 
Knndull. It was also noted that the 
location of Binding's place of business is 
in a light industrial zone which does not 
permit heavy repair. 

The board was concerned that ex¬ 
tensive work would be taking place on 
Binding's automobiles. Selectman Ar¬ 
thur E. Dunbar noted that both the 
selling and repairing of cars is not to be 
done "on the same premises." 

Chairman Edward E. O’Connell did 
not feel there was a conflict between the 
two permits noting that he saw the$them 
as "two independent things." 

Randall pointed out though that the 
board was "talking about the in¬ 
termixture of two things that are 
generally considered seperately.” 

After receiving assurance from 
Binding that he would not engage in 
repairs at his place of business and that 
he was buying quality cars with "less 
than l2.(HMt miles." they approved the 
application O'Connell closed the 


discussion by adding "I can only hope' 
Mr. Binding, that you have heard us 
clearly and that you will be as pure as 
Ceasar’s wife." 


The board voted to delay decision on 
two requests by the Boston Edison 
Company regarding placing an elec¬ 
trical line underneath Main street to the 
Winchester Savings Bunk and moving a 
telephone pole on Dawes street. 

Edward Chisholm appeared before 
the board, representing the Boston 
Edison Co., first asking permission to 
run a line across Main street to the 
Winchester Savings Bank. 

The project would require digging 
across Main street and would take about 
two to three days In complete, according 
to Chisholm. 

Boston Edison has not yet been in 
contact with Walter Tonaszuck, head of 
the Winchester Department of Public 
Works, and Dunbar suggested delaying 
the approval until they have consulted 
him. 

The board hopes to have a decision 
next week providing there is no delay 
from the I)PW. 

Boston Edison also recommended 
moving a pole on Dawes street nine feet 
in from the street whiih would place it 
just inside the curb. Dawes street is 
recently developed and has not yet been 
paved. Presently the pole is an ob¬ 
struction 

The board suggested a review by the 
DPW and the Winchester Engineering

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Voke Students 
To Be In 
Auto Contest 


Students in the automotive technology 
class at Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational High School are looking for 
trouble, according to Deane Thomas, 
department head. 

Parents shouldn’t be concerned, 
however, the school has officially entered 
the Plymouth Trouble Shooting Contest, 
an annual competition which recognizes 
the nation’s outstanding high school 
student mechanics and honors the best of 
them with more than $250,000 in 
scholarships and prizes. 

Northeast is among the 2300 high 
schools throughout the United States 
which will select four of its brightest 
students to represent them in state 
competitions. These contests are con¬ 


ducted in two phases: a written test, 
which will be conducted at various 
locations throughout the state on April 4, 
and a mechanical competition, which 
will be held May 18 in Marlboro. 

Students must achieve a high score on 
the written test to qualify for the 
mechanical contests. There, they are 
paired off in teams and assigned new 
Plymouth cars, all with identical 
malfunctions deliberately installed. 
Teams race the clock and each other to 
restore their cars to proper operating 
conditions. 

State champions win expense-paid 
trips to the national finals at the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway, June 17 to 
20. The contest brings together teams 


from all 50 states to match their 
knowledge and technical dexterity 
against each other. 

At the national finals, $21,500 in 
scholarships are awarded to the top 10 
teams, including $5000 to the first-place 
finishers. The national champs will be 
awarded expense-paid trips to 
Washington, D.C., and San Francisco, 
where they will compete against teams 
from Mexico and Canada for the North 
American title. During the year, the U.S. 
Champions also will make appearances 
on behalf of Chrysler-Plymouth and its 
dealers to encourage students with 
mechanical aptitude to enter the 
challenging field of automotive service. 


Since its inception in 1949, the 
Plymouth Trouble Shooting Contest has 
awarded 455 scholarships worth almost 
$500,000. During that time, more than 
28,000 participating students have been 
placed in full or part-time jobs as auto 
mechanics. Each year, about two-thirds 
of the entrants are offered jobs in the 
automobile business. 

The National Association of Secon¬ 
dary School Principals has placed the 
Trouble Shooting program on its ap¬ 
proved list of national contests and ac¬ 
tivities.

On the other side of the coin a 5 spade 
bid by East is certainly a good sacrifice, 
and should go down only one or two tricks 
with care. An opening lead of a club is not 
to be recommended. If this happens, and 
North continues clubs with the Ace and a 
third round for South to trump, East just 
throws away the King of hearts, (a loser 
on a loser) and South must use a trump 
which is good anyway. So East will only 
go down one. A heart opening lead by 
South forces East to play diamonds 
before touching trumps, so he will have 
communication back to his hand for a 
second diamond finesse' of the 9 and he 
will lose 2 clubs, 1 heart and 1 spade.

BURGLAR-PROOF SLIDING DOORS 


Burglaries always 
increase during 
vacation periods when 
the homeowner Is away. 
One of the favorite 
accesses Is via the 
sliding glass door. 
Today's standard 
hardware for locking 
sliding doors is pretty 
tllmsy and even an 
amateur will have no 
trouble In gaining en¬ 
trance. But here's how 
you can outwit the 
culprit. 

Cut a length of dowel 
(or broom handle) the 
right length and lay It In 
the track between the 
door and the opposite 
jamb. No way that 
sliding door can be slid 
without removing this 
wedge. 


The groove at the top 
Is twice as deep as the 
one on the bottom for 
easy removal. Foil this 
by cutting a piece of 
wood slightly less thick 
than the depth of the 
lower groove. Screw It 
into the upper groove, 
over the door when It's 
In locked position. Now 
the door can't be lifted 
out unless It Is opened 
all the way.

Voke School Assessment Is Up, 
Winchester Students Increase 


Winchester’s assessment for the 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School for next year is 
$160,944.56, an increase of $219.47 over 
last year’s assessment. 

The assessment increase reflects an 
increase in the number of Winchester 
students (from 79 to 82) attending the 
regular program at the Wakefield 
school, according to Gerard P. Donahoe, 
Winchester representative to the District 
School Committee. 

The town’s total assessment for next 
year is based on the number of students 
currently attending the regular day 
program (76) and the Post Secondary 
Program (six students), Donahoe said in 
the annual town report on the Wakefield 
school, which serves 12 area com¬ 
munities. 

The vocational school’s total budget 
for fiscal year 1980 is $6,352,458, $2000 
less than this year’s budget. 

The FY’80 budget reflects a 5.5 
percent increase in salaries and a sur¬ 
plus of $337,185,, as well as the 
elimination of an administrative 
assistant, an area coordinator, a special 
needs instructor and two custodians, 
Donahoe said. 

.. .Enrollment 

In fiscal year 1977-78, the vocational 
school had a total student enrollment of 
1,234 in the regular day school program, 
364 in the late-afternoon program and 138 
in<the posthigh school program, Dwwthn e 
said in the annual report. 

Fourteen Winchester students were 
graduated in June, 1978 from both the 
regular day school program and the late 
afternoon program, he said. Three 
students graduated from the post¬ 
graduate program. 

The quota for each of the 12 cities and 
towns using the vocational school is 
based on the number of students at each 
community’s high school. While 82 
Winchester students are currently at¬ 
tending the regular program at the 
school, Winchester could have up to too 
students in the regular day program, 
according to Donahoe. 

The town has not filled its quota 
because of a lack of applicants, the 
Winchester representative said. 

.. .Programs 

Donahoe said the Late Afternoon 
Program, established six years ago in an 
attempt to schedule the hundreds of 
students on the school’s waiting list, is 
also underutilized by Winchester 
residents. 

Under this program, students receive 
their academic training at Winchester 


High School and vocational training at 
the district school. 

Winchester’s quota for this program 
is 18 this year, according to Donahoe, but 
there are only 13 students from the town 
in the program. 

"Winchester is paying for the unfilled 
seats,” he said. "The seats are not left 
vacant,” he added. "The other com¬ 
munities are filling Winchester’s quota, 
at Winchester’s expense.” 

Donahoe also reported on the 
vocational school’s evening program, 
which includes the adult and continuing 
education programs. These include 
programs in the following areas: 
avocational or enrichment, trade 
preparatory, trade extension and ap¬ 
prenticeship. 

All evening programs are open to 
adult men and women Ijving in the 
district. Winchester's enrollment in the 
evening program has increased over the 
past years, Donahoe said. There were 
108 persons enrolled in the evening 
program in 1977. 

.. .Special needs 

The total enrollment in the day school 
program at the vocational school in¬ 
cludes 116 persons who are special needs 
students. 

Of the 12 cities and towns in the 
district, Winchester has the largest 
number of special needs students, with 
19 persons enrolled. 

Students in the special needs program 
^raintirfoodWPvice, phfflKftaintenance 
and laundry houseke^ftng atxhe Chelsea 
Soldiers’ Home; in plant cultivation at a 
greenhouse in Wakefield; and in auto 
body, basic business skills, food service 
and driver education at the Wakefield 
vocational school. 

.. .Other services 

The regional school also serves the 
town of Winchester in providing pool 
time for the swim teams of Winchester at 
no cost to the town, Donahoe said in his 
report. 

Other services provided to the town 
by the Wakefield school are: scheduling 
and back-up on the school's computer, 
some printing for the Winchester public 
schools and a numbe services to the 
town's fire department and recreation 
department, as well as to many com¬ 
munity organizations, according to 
Donahoe. 

The school will hold its annual spring 
open house at a date yet to be announced. 
All parents of eighth-grade students in. 
Winchester have received a brochure of 
the offerings at the vocational school as 
well as a personal invitation to the open 
house. 


Officials To Seek State 
Dam Control Assistance 


Winchester did receive over two 
inches of rain and sleet front the Sunday- 
Monday storm, but DPW director Walter 
Tonaszuck reported no problems with 
flooding or drainage. 

In a storm Jan. 25, residents from the 
Horn Pond and area and other areas of 
town suffered severe flooding. Horn 
Pond residents spoke to Selectmen at 
that time about possible solutions to the 
flooding problems, and preventative 
measures that could be taken. 

Conrad Hermann, a Sylvestor avenue 
resident, spoke to the Selectmen again 
on what progress had been made. To 
date, the town manager. Thomas Groux, 
the town engineer. Jake Ciarcia, and 
Tonaszuck have met with represen¬ 
tatives of the Woburn DPW. 

Groux said the people in Woburn were 
helpful and informative, but added, "I'm 
not sure the current practice by which 
they (Woburn) control the dam and the 
height are, overall, in the best interest of 
Winchester." 

Groux recommends state control of 
the Woburn dam. Tuesday, he said he 
would be contacting the state on local 
versus state control of the Horn Pond 
facility. 

“Our conclusion is that we’d Ik* better 
off dealing with the state on terms of how 
to best regulate the pond," Groux said. 
He added that Winchester will continue 
to work with Woburn officials on the 
problems. 

On the oilier end of town, flooding 
problems were caused in part from the 
Mystic Lakes during the January storm. 
Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh said he has 
spoken to the MDC, and some steps to 
prevent future flooding ave been taken. 

First, two flashboards used to control 


the water levels between the Upper and 
Lower Mystic Lakes have been removed. 
The flashboards will remain this way 
throughout the winter. Saltmarsh said 
their removal lowers the water level 
about one foot. 

In addition, the MDC has agreed to 
lower the basin level three to four feet 
from November to April, to reduce the 
threat of flooding in that area. 

Part of the problem during the 
January storm, the representative said, 
was that only one flashboard was 
removed. But, he noted, that according 
to the MDC water levels, at no time did 
the water level during the storm exceed 
the winter norm of 1.7 feet. 

Saltmarsh said he will request that 
the old locks in Medford center, an ob¬ 
struction (o tlie water flow, be removed. 
The water levels in the Mystic Lakes are 
on a delicate balance. He said if the 
water is released too quickly, there is a 
danger of flooding homes on the 
Arlington side of the lakes. 

In Woburn, Saltmarsh said reducing 
the water level at Horn Pond could help 
the situation, hut again the level must he 
controled to keep the pond en¬ 
vironmentally balanced. He will be 
seeking state funds to make im¬ 
provements to the Woburn dam. 

Another possibility which was 
discussed by the Selectmen to improve 
the Horn Pond water flow is to clean up 
the area. 

Hermann told the board that as a 
resident of the area, he sees the brook is 
in "deplorable condition."

From the pen of playwright Neil 
Simon, who chums out hit upon 
Broadway hit, comes Chapter Two, 
the latest show at Boston’s Shubert 
Theatre. It is a semi-autobio- 
graphical comedy /drama, based on 
the playwright’s own meeting and 
marriage with actress Marsha 
Mason. The show is funny, and 
touching. But seeing it is also like 
leafing through People magazine. 
About five minutes after you’ve 
read about the stars and their 
fabulous lives, you don’t remember 
a word. 

Chapter Two is made up of four 
characters: a writer and grieving 
widower, George; his womanizing 


brother, Leo; Jennie, a divorced 
actress; and her wacky friend, 
Faye. Leo and Feye putter about 
the stage, spouting wisecracks, but 
it’s George (Simon) and Jennie 
(Mason) who are the stars. Each 
has heard about the other, through 
Leo and Faye, but each is too sunk 
in misery over his lost mate to care. 
That is ... until George dials a 
wrong telephone number and gets 
Jennie. They hypnotize each other 
with witticisms over the tele¬ 
phone; about two weeks later, 
they’re married. After Jennie’s 
wearing his wedding ring, though, 
George suddenly faces A Major 
Dilemma. Can he truly love Jennie, 
and forget about his former and 
beloved wife ? He leaves Jennie, 
temporarily, to find out. 

Unbelievable? You bet. Why 
didn’t George think about the 
problems of remarriage before he 
did it ? Why does he have to fly all 
the way from New York to Los 
Angeles to face his little black 
beast ? You’ll never know, because 
Simon hasn’t really tried to write a 
play. Rather, he is attempting a 
weird kind of apotheosis of his love 
affair with Marsha Mason. 

He almost succeeds, amazingly. 
His Jennie and George are certainly 
warm, compassionate, and funny 
souls. In fact, from the moment 
that first telephone call takes place 
(they decide they don’t want to 
meet each other, and then get

together 15 minutes later “just for 
a look”) it’s clear that these two 
loons are made for each other. It's 
so clear that the play is left with¬ 


out a climax. Already labeled in the 
first act as a perfect pair, where can 
George and Jennie go ? Any 
suspense, anticipation, and interest 


heads right out the stage door; you 
know that the two are going to be 
holding hands in restaurants for the 
rest of their lives. 

What ensues after this quick 
pairing is a barrage of jokes, 
rapidly-changing scenes, The 
Dilemma, and an aborted affair 
between Leo and Faye. It is all 
slick and pretty plotless, humorous 
yet forgettable. By mid-play, the 
only option is to sit back and wait 
for the next good one-liner to come 
along. 

All the action (or relative 
inaction) takes place on an elegant 
set, by William Ritman, that 
depicts George’s and Jennie’s 
respective, high-style apartments, 
separated by a revolving couch. 
The four characters who populate 
this set play their parts well. Jerry 
Orbach, as George, has a gurff, 
endearing manner to him. Marilyn 
Redfield’s Jennie is his petite 
blonde complement, flinging off 
lines with admirable aplomb. Faye, 
Jennie’s crazy and frustrated 
friend, is Jane A Johnson; she 
meets her equal in Herb Edelman's 
hulking Leo, who can make even 
his dumbest lines hit home. The 
directing, originally done by 
Herbert Ross in New York, and 
subjected to restaging by Martin 
Herzer, is light and sure and very, 
very fast-paced.

Spring nordic (cross-country) 
skiing can be a pain in the knap¬ 
sack because of all the different 
snow conditions you have to wax 
for. 

Many snow conditions confront 
the spring downhill skier, too. In 
the cooler mornings they may be 
winter-like: powder, hard-pack, 
ice; towards noon things can get 
more amiable. This is when com 
snow makes its debut. Com snow 
is produced when the flakes melt 
and merge into globules of ice. 
Though not as fast or as light as 
powder, it is eminently skiable. 

Mashed-potato snow is not as 
easy to adjust to. This is relatively 
new, wet snow that looks a lot like 
powder and undoubtedly really 
wants to be powder. It is fun- 
loving in the sense that it tries to 
latch onto the bottoms of your skis 
and go for a joyride with you, 
which slows you to a crawl. 
Waxing with silver wax can 
ameliorate this situation, as can 
skiing steeper slopes. 

If the temperature is in the high 
40s or above, head for ice patches. 
Their softened surfaces permit 
edging, won’t grab onto your skis, 
and will give you a satisfying 
feeling of revenge for all the hassle 
they may have caused you earlier in 
the season. 

And then there’s slush. Slush 
hangs out around the lodges and 
lift line corrals, where the sun’s 
rays hit more directly. Slush makes 
intimate sounds when you zip 
through it; definitely do so after a 
good run, or when there is a ski 
instructor sunning himself like a 
turtle on the banks of a slush pond. 

There are a few drawbacks to 
spring skiing. Falling in a slush 
pond is one of them. If you anti¬ 
cipate such a mishap, it is best to 
ski in a snorkle and wetsuit. 

Other drawbacks are the freak 
blizzards that lurk about in March 
and April, and try to catch as many 
people unprepared as they can. 
Freak blizzards might begin in rain 
and end in snow, or vice-versa, or 
switch back and forth. They have 
to live up to their title, you see, just 
like anything else in this competi¬ 
tive world of ours. 

And watch out for the soft 
bumps — better call them moguls 
to avoid any confusion. A com or

mashed-potato mogul may be so 
soft that your ski tips will plunge 
through it. Your boots, however, 
will not, and the resulting sudden 
halt turns you into a very short- 
range cruise missile. A patch of 
smooth mashed-potato snow, 
cleverly disguised as powder, can 
produce the same effect if you hit it 
unaware and with any amount of 
speed. 

Rocks and stumps and snow- 
fences and whatever else the 
retreating snow cover might unveil 
are hazards, too, since they all get 
kicks out of gouging ski bottoms 
and sending the skier head over 
heels. Try to keep a mental note of 
where they are. 

The above unplcasantries 
become a lot more unpleasant in 
fog. In addition to being hard to ski 
in (yellow lensed goggles work 
best) fog laps up snow like a St 
Bernard wolfing Ken-L-Ration. I 
have been told that if you ring your 
mountain with burning truck tires 
and say the Lord's Prayer back¬ 
wards, you will prevent a voracious 
warm fog from setting in. I cannot 
vouch for this method as I have yet 
to try it. 

Remember, though, fog often 


bums off around 10 or 11 in the 
morning, revealing the clear blue 
sky of a halcyon spring day. The 
mercury will climb into the 60s and 
70s. There won’t be a down parka 
to be seen, but plenty of shorts, 
perhaps a bikini or two, and people 
skiing shirtless. Everyone will be in 
a good mood; the winter is over, 
birds are on their way north, the 
buds will be on the trees in a 
month. 

A surprising number of skiers 
put their equipment away for the 
season in mid-March. Don’t be one 
of them. Spring is when you're 
likely to be in the best physical 
condition. It ia the best time of all 
to ski steep slopes: the com and 
mashed-potato will slow you to a 
more manageable speed, so you 
may spend less energy on braking 
and more looking like the expert 
you want to be. 

When the crowds have dwindled 
and the warm breezes are wafting 
through the dripping pines, 1 know 
where I’ll be skiing — a place that 
is absolutely exquisite in the 
spring, a place that must have been 
blueprinted by the goddess of ski 
areas. Where is it? Well, it's north 
of Boston.

Connolly Tuesday night, the District 
School Committee heard more testimony 
on the secohd and third of 16 charges 
alleging mismanagement of the 
Wakefield school and misuse of federal 
grants by the superintendent. 

Before testimony began, the School 
Committee’s attorney, George Waldstein 
of Sherin and Lodgen, Boston, discussed 
an opinion Waldstein had prepared on the 
question of whether committee mem¬ 
bers' absence from parts of the hearing 
would disqualify them from a vote on the 
issue of the superintendent’s dismissal. 

At last Tuesday's hearing, the com¬ 
mittee had considered adjourning at the 
beginning of the session, because com¬ 
mittee member Joseph Gigante, of North 
Reading, was absent. 

The question was raised at that time 
whether Gigante would lose his vote on 
the issue of the superintendent’s 
dismissal because of his absence. The 
committee voted 6-5 that night to con¬ 
tinue the hearing. 

Another committee member, John 
Dunn Jr., of Chelsea, missed ap¬ 
proximately one-half of one session 
through illness as well. 

Possible disqualification 

In the opinion he prepared on the 
question of absences from parts of the 
hearing, Waldstein said that Gigante and 
Dunn are likely to be found by a court to 
be disqualified from voting on those 
charges missed in whole or in part. 

Accordingly, the opinion states, 
Gigante may be found by a court to be 
disqualified from voting on charges two 
and three and Dunn on charge two. 

The two committee members may 
also be found to be disqualified from 
voting on any other issue upon which any 
witness testifies, if the witness had also 
testified in connection with charges two 
and three, in the case of Gigante, and 
charge two, in the case of Dunn. 

In explaining the reasoning behind the 
opinion, Waldstein cited the case of 
Perkins v. School Committee of Quincy, 
315 Mass. 47 (1943). 

The Perkins case, Waldstein stated in 
the opiitioo, is-tbe, only case decided by 
the Supreme Judicial Court, that ad¬ 
dresses the present issue to any extent. 

"In that case, involving the same 
statutory language at issue now," the 
opinion states, “a quorum of five

Sign By-Law Causes Problem 
For Winchester Businesses 


"If you can’t advertise in this 
business, you'd better quit," said the 
owner of a bowling alley in town. 

"The signs were legal when we put 
them up. Now we’re forced to take away 
what identifies our business to people 
coming through town. In my case it 
matters," said another Winchester 
businessman. 

Winchester’s sign by-law is causing 
problems lor many of the town’s 
businessmen and women. 

Over 70 persons from the business 
community were at the Chamber of 
Commerce's sign by-law forum at the 
Knights of Columbus Hall Monday night. 

The meeting was organized by the 
chamber because over 95 town business 
persons recently received notification 
from the Building Commission that they 
have'signs in mm-whfWTOHfre with the 
existing sign by-law. 

The sign by-law, which became ef¬ 
fective on July 16, 1976, states that signs 
in non-conformance must be removed by 
July 16, 1981. 

The penalty for violation of any 
provision of the by-iaw or failure to 


comply with any ol its requirements, is a 
fine "not greater than $10 for eacli day 
the violation continues, not to exceed the 
maximum penalty permitted by Chapter 
93, section 33, of the Mass. General 
Laws,” according to the by-law. 

The maximum penalty is $100, ac¬ 
cording to Henry Quill, attorney for the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

If a court renders a decision against a 
sign violator and the violator fails to 
comply with the court order within 20 
days, Quill said, the fine can he increased 
to a maximum of $500.

Parents Of Jr, High Students Voice 
Concerns About School Reading Lists 


Some parents of junior high school 
students are concerned that their 
children are not reading enough of the 
old-time classics, are not required to 
read enough for their English classes and 
are not doing enough in-class reading and 
discussion of books read by the entire 
class. 

These were some of the opinions 
voiced by parents at a meeting with 
grade seven, eight and nine English 
teachers last Thursday at Lynch Junior 
High School. 

The parents had been invited by 
English Dept. Head Frances Russell to 
review the junior high reading list with 
English teachers, after parents and some 
School Committee members had ex¬ 
pressed concern about the reading list, 
saying it is weak and does not offer 
enough challenging books. 

The purpose of the meeting, Russell 
told the 50 parents, faculty and School 
Committee member Mary Jean 
Weylman, was to provide an opportunity 
lor parents to express their views and for 
teachers to explain the reading program. 

Information from the meeting would 
be useful, Russell said, for an upcoming 
meeting on the junior high reading 
materials. A report on the curriculum 
would be presented to the School Com¬ 
mittee for consideration, she said. 

Changes 

Russell said that during the past two 
years, major changes have been made in 
reading materials used in the English 
program. The intent of the program, she 
said, is to provide materials for different 
ability levels in the classes, so that the 
students will be both challenged and 
interested. 

"We feel that a use of materials which 
are beyond the students' level may lead 
them to resist or even to fear reading," 
she said. 

"Teachers have good reasons for their 
reading lists," Russell told parents, "but 
they are still searching to improve them 
and will welcome suggestions." 

At Thursday's meeting, three 
discussion groups were formed, one for 
each of the grade levels 

At the discussion group for grade 
eight, teachers responded to parents' 
questions on the reading program in 
general and specific reading problems 
encountered by their children. 

Title I teacher associate Joy Keppucci 
also explained how students with reading 
problems receive extra help under the 
lederally-funded program. 

The classics 

in response to parents' questions on 
why more of the so-called "classics" are 
not included in the junior high reading 


list, teachers commented on the 
problems involved in including more 
classics in the curriculum. 

Because of the length of many of the 
classics, they said, students would be 
spending too much time on one book, thus 
limiting the scope of material covered in 
the class. 

Also, teachers said, with the limited 
amount of available teaching time, there 
can be more value in reading current 
books than the classics, because some 
students lose time stumbling over ar¬ 
chaic language. This prevents students 
from learning literary concepts, the 
teachers said. 

"We lose maybe 60 percent of the 
students on archaic words," one teacher 
noted. "If I read to them, I'd have to 
explain to them as I read," she said 

"To me, this is not really teaching 
literature," the teacher told parents. 

Another teacher, agreeing will) 
parents that there is definite value in 
reading the classics, said, "It frustrates 
me as much as it does you as a mother 
But I'd rather that they read a less 
substantial book and understand it, come 
back and talk about it, than sit there and 
have it go over their heads. 

"I hope that our choices don't give the 
impression that we're 'corning down' 
from Dickens," she said. "We see the 
choice of current reading materials as on 
the same level as Dickens," she added 

Another parent asked why students 
today seem to have more difficulty in 
reading the classics than ten years ago 

“I don’t know," a teacher responded 
"There's no scientific answer to that But 
i do think," she said, "that children read 
less than they did before." 

Beading in class 

Another point of concern expressed at 
the meeting is the lack ol oral reading in 
class. 

One parent said, "I think students 
would learn more if they read in the 
classroom. Most ol their work is done al 
home." 

A teacher cannot force children to 
read, one teacher noted, to which a 
parent responded, "Are we giving in to 
them and not teaching them anything?” 

Noting that there is no one solution to 
individual reading problems, one teacher 
pointed out the difficulty of having 
children who are at different reading 
levels in one classroom. 

"I do one teaching book for the entire 
group," she said "Then the students 
choose books according to their level To 
continually assign one book to the entire 
class would be an impossibility, because 
ol the different levels ol reading," she 
said 


Language lab 

One parent proposed that reading be 
taken out of the English class altogether 
A teacher suggested that the parent 
submit that recommendation to the 
department and also noted that the 
language lab does this to some degree 
The seventh-and eighth-grade 
language lab program is required once a 
week for all students. The purpose of the. 
lab is to provide emphasis upon tran¬ 
sferring the ability of using language 
skills to studying other subjects, ac¬ 
cording to Dept. Head Frances Russell. 

The students receive no grades for the 
lab, Russell said, but progress reports 
are provided for parents 

Russell said test scores indicate that 
there has been an improvement in 
students’ language arts skills since the 
lab program was begun two years ago 
Last fall, Russell gave a series of 
tests, STEF (Sequential Tests of 
Educational Progress), to seventh and 
eighth graders, as part of the language 
lab. 

The mean scores for reading in¬ 
dicated that grade seven students were in 
the94.5 percentile, meaning that they did 
I letter than 94.5 percent of the students 
taking the test nationally 

In English expression, grade seven 
students were in the H4th percentile. In 
English mechanics, they scored in the 
81st percentile. 

Mean scores for grade eight indicate 
that students were in the 87th percentile 
in reading, the85th percentile for English 
expression and the 73rd percentile for 
English mechanics.

State Benefits Are 
Sought For Ridge 
Farm Preservation 


Vanishing farm land. It's a problem 
that the state Agriculture Department is 
grappling with across Massachusetts. In 
this area few farms remain that haven't 
been purchased by developers. In 
Winchester, Mr. and Mrs. It. Curtis 
Hamilton, owners of an 18 acre farm on 
Ridge street, are applying for some state 
assistance to preserve their land. 

Representatives of the Conservation 
Commission informed the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night of the 
Hamiltons' intent to apply for benefits 
under the Massachusetts Agricultural 
Preservation Restriction Act. Bradley 
Ross told the board the commission is 
enthusiastic about the application that 
the Hamiltons are making. 

Ross explained the implications of the 
act. He noted the lelslution was passed t'o 
preserve shrinking Massachusetts farm 
land. The act makes it economically 
feasible for farmers who want to 
preserve their land to do so. If farms are 
accepted bv the state, the land is 
restricted to farm Use and barred from 
non-agricultural development. 

Mrs. Hamilton said in a telephone 
conversation Tuesday that she sees the 
application as "not so much an ad¬ 
vantage to us as to the community." 

"We're perpetuating the farm for 
generations to come,” she said. 

The Hamiltons have been actively 
farming the land on Ridge street for the 
past five years. However the area has 
been a farm since the early 1700s, first 
belonging to Philemon Wright and later 
to the Locke family in the 1800s. 

The Hamiltons inherited Ihe farm 
several years ago 

In these times of budget con¬ 
sciousness. Mrs Hamilton noted that 
people often say "land can wait " 

"Well, the future lias finally arrived," 
she said. "The developers keep 
pressuring us to sell, sell, sell, although 
we intend to preserve the farm." 

The farm is considered a market 
garden area. Mrs. Hamilton said. The 
Hamiltons send fresh produce to the 
Farmers Market, supply food co-ops, and 
run an outside stand in the better 
weather. 

Mrs. Hamilton noted thnl the farm is 
perhaps one of the closest to downtown 
Boston “We hope to preserve a bit of 
history by maintaining it,” she said. 

“School children have observed 
(arming here," she said "They get a 
chance to see what went on years ago. 
Children growing up today will 
remember the farm It can be a constant 
in life." 

As far as town support is concerned, 
Mrs. Hamilton hopes the town will help to 
preserve the area 

"We're on the west side of town and 
don't get much exposure, people aren't 
aware of the treasure that is tucked away 
here. I think people will express them¬ 
selves once they understand its assets " 

In tiie application process to receive 
state benefits, the town's Conservation 
Commission, the Board ol Selectmen, 
and the Planning Board must relay their 
support or disapproval to the state. 

At the Selectmen’s meeting Boss 
explained that once the application is 
completed, it is sent to and evaluated by 
tiie Argicultural I,anils Preservation 
Committee. The committee lias been 
collecting applications and were 
scheduled to start reveiws March 1 

Thu same state board will appraise 
the land at both the fair market value 
price i tiie price ol the land il bought by 
developers) and the agriculture value 
price. The (arm owner whose land is 
approved by the slate, will receive the 
difference ol these two appraisals. 

A representative of Iho Agricultural 
Department ol Land Use said tiie amount 


paid to each farmer will vary greatly 
depending on the size and site of the land. 

Although there are no restrictions for 
what the money should be used for, Ross 
said the funds are intended for farm 
improvements. 

In return, the land use restriction is 
placed on the land, and the state becomes 
the holder of the rights of use of the land. 
II the present owner sells the farm, those 
same restrictions are passed on to the 
new owner. The restrictive covenant 
bars all future developments that are for 
non-agricultural puroposes. Therefore, 
in the case of the Hamilton land, an 
approved application from the state 
would prevent the land from ever 
becoming a subdivision. 

The town, too, may become a erv 
holder of the rights of the land by con¬ 
tributing part of the funds for the dif¬ 
ference of appraisals. Ross said the 
advantages of holding the rights are not 
clear. He added not supporting the ap¬ 
plication financially doesn’t mean the 
application will meet state disapproval. 

"But reading between the lines," Ross 
noted, "those towns willing to support the 
applications financially are more likely 
to gel a favorable nod from the state." 

Commissioner of Food and 
Agriculture, Frederic Winthrop Jr., said 
Tuesday, "If a town is not willing to come 
up with any money, this would not 
prejudice us against the application. 
However, this is not to say if a town is 
willing to come up with a portion that this 
would not impress us favorably.” 

Commissioner Winthrop is also 
chairman of the review hoard that 
evaulates tiie applications and appraises 
the laiid 

The Selectmen, who voiced 
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Residents Obtain 
Funding Through 
Crisis Intervention 

Howard E.Chase, Director of the 
Department of Veteran's Services, 
staled Monday that lie hopes thatal least 
50 percent of the 69 Winchester ap¬ 
plicants for the 1971) Crisis Intervention 
Program will receive assistance. 

The federally funded program, which 
is under Hie direction of the Community 
Services Administration, was created to 
relieve any winter-related energy crisis 
which endanger the health and survival 
ol eligible low-income households, or 
result in substantially increased energy 
costs. 

Chase noted (hot Winchester lias been 
alotled slightly moi'e than $7000 for 
emergency needs. $912 of that came in 
the yearly crisis intervention program, 
while another $0124 in a supplement 
winter-related relief program. 

According to Chase, of the Winchester 
residents who have applied for aid, 
"about 50 percent come under the In¬ 
come Disregards category. This means 
that these families, who are on either the 
Social Security Insurance, the Social 
Security Disability Insurance, the Aid 
for Families with Dependent Children or 
the Veteran's Benefits programs, are 
exempt from tiie Community Services 
Administration Poverty Income 
Guidlines. 

The income guidelines range from a 
family unit of one witli a yearly income

noted that the intent of the notices was to 
give people ample opportunity to comply 
with the by-law. No one is in violation of 
the by-law at present, he said, but unless 
those notified remove their particular 
violation, they will be in violation of the 
by-law as of July 16, 1981. 

, Some violations of the by-law, 
Serratore said, include free-standing 
signs over two square feet in size, signs 
that are not attached to the face of a 
building, temporary signs, moving signs 
and political signs, except in or on a 
candidate's office or headquarters, if the 
office is not located in a residential 
district. 

The by-law permits one sign per 
storefront, the building commissioner 
said, and that sign cannot exceed ten 
percent of the storefront and must be 
attached to the wall. 

A secondary sign is permitted, 
Serratore said, if it does not exceed five 
percent of the storefront and if the 
business has a wall facing a public 
parking lot or street. 

History 

Planning Board member Schaefer 
explained the history of the sign by-law to 
the group. 

"If an organization such as the 
Chamber of Commerce had existed at the 
time the by-law was enacted,” Schaefer 
said, "there might have been more input 
from the town's businesses." 

Under the old zoning law, Schaefer 
noted, there was essentially no sign by¬ 
law, except one which prohibited 
billboards. 

“We were developing a mess down¬ 
town,” he said. "Several neighboring 
communities were adopting sign by-laws 
‘to clear up the landscape’,” he said. 

"There was no intent to prevent 
people from advertising," the Planning 
Board member said. 

The sign by-law was originally part of 
a zoning by-law, modelled after 
Lexington's zoning by-law, Schaefer told 
the group. When the zoning by-law didn't 
pass in Winchester, he said, the present 
by-law was adopted instead. 

Alternatives 

In response to questions on what could 
be done by those who received non¬ 
conformance notices, Building Com¬ 
missioner Serratore said the violators 
could appeal to the Board of Appeals. 

According to the by-law, "in 
situations where either the unusual 
location of a particular premises with 
relation to the street, or the unusual 


architecture of any building!s) involved 
is such that the lack of a free-standing 
sign would cause an undue hardship, the 
Board of Appeals may grant a special 
permit for the erection of a free-standing 
sign, if that board determines that such a 
sign is in the public interest. 

in determining what is in the public 
interest, the by-law states, “the board 
shall give primary consideration to the 
objectives of the by-law. 

The objective of the by-law is to 
restrict private signs which tend to 
overload the public's capacity to receive 
information, which violate privacy, or 
which increase the probability of ac¬ 
cidents by distracting attention or ob¬ 
structing vision, according to the by-law. 

Suggestions 

Planning Board member Schaefer 
also offered suggestions, “on what local 
business persons can do about the by¬ 
law. 

"You could organize and get this by¬ 
law repealed," Schaefer said, "or you 
could sit down and work out the problems 
it's causing and see if there are a few 
areas where it could be modified, without 
changing the basic interest of the by¬ 
law." 

Noting that ihe town center could be 
made economically healthier and more 
beautiful if the chamber members 
decided to join together, Schaefer said, 
“If the by-law is really unreasonable, 
then let’s sit down and work on changing 
it. 

"But I hope that the Chamber of 
Commerce will have more foresight than 
just to try to get rid of the by-law," he 
added. 

“The Planning Board is always 
willing to sit down with people who have 
ideas on ways to modify the law and I 
certainly feel that the board would be 
very receptive to any proposal to do so in 
this case," Schaefer told the group. 

One businessman asked if there is a 
provision in the by-law to give a tax 
break to those who must remove their 
signs. 

There is no such provision in the by¬ 
law, attorney Quill responded. 

Planning Board Chairman Stephen 
Anderson, who was in the audience, said, 
“1 think we should think about how much 
its going to cost to take the signs down. 
Perhaps we should pay for the removal of 
the signs,” he said. 

Another businessman asked what 
signs are allowed to advertise store 
hours. 

Building Commissioner Serratore 
said that under the current by-law, only 
temporary signs are allowed. 

“Theoretically, the paper decals 
advertising store hours are not allowed,” 
Serratore said, but we haven’t been 
enforcing that one hundred percent.” 
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Winchester resident Wade Welch, noting 
that the Supreme Court has recently cut 
down a couple of sign by-laws in New 
Jersey, asked if the town intends to 
update the present by-law before the 1981 
date of enforcement. Attorney Quill said 
it might be wise if the Planning Board 
reviewed the by-law at this time, to see if 
any changes are necessary. 

The Chamber of Commerce is for¬ 
ming a by-law committee to further 
study the problem, according to Barbara 
Crowell, executive vice-president of the 
chamber. 

“We intend to look for additions to the 
by-law, as well as for deletions,” Crowell 
said.

members of a seven-person school 
committee were present for a single 
session hearing on three issues, but at a 
later date on which the vote to dismiss 
carried by six to one, the two members 
who were not present at the hearing were 
included among the six who voted ,to 
dismiss. 

"The discharged teacher,” the 
opinion states, "appealed to the Superior 
Court, which held that the members who 
were not present at the hearing were 
disqualified from voting, even though 
they had access to and had read a 
transcript of the evidence. The Supreme 
Judicial Court affirmed the trial judge's 
decision.” 

Waldstein said that the essence of the 
Supreme Judicial Court's decision was 
its holding that a member who did not 
hear and observe the witnesses in person, 
could not cast a vote that the charges 
were substantiated. 

In reaching this conclusion, Waldstein 
said, the court stressed the importance of 
members being able personally to see 
and hear the witnesses. 

Some of the committee members 
questioned the opinion, saying that some 
witnesses' testimony will cover a number 
of charges. 

Furthermore, they said, in the 
Perkins case, there was only one session, 
where members missed the entire 
hearing, while the hearings on the issue 
of Supt. Connolly’s dismissal will cover 
many sessions. > 

Waldstein agreed that there are 
numerous differences between the two 
cases, saying, “That’s why I said in the 
opinion, that they 'might' be disqualified. 
We can’t say how a jury member or a 
judge might react. 

"My view as to Dunn's and Gigante’s 
disqualification to vote on the charges 
mentioned in the opinion,” Waldstein 
said, "is that they almost certainly would 
be disqualified. 

"As to whether they would be 
disqualified to vote on other issues," he 
continued, “that is uncertain.” 

Committee member James Wallace, 
of Winthrop, said that when the com¬ 
mittee comes to taking a vote on the issue 
of dismissal, perhaps the committee 
should vote on each charge separately. 
Second charge 


other vocational school employees out of 
state and federal grant monies, without 
prior knowledge and-or approval of the 
District School Committee, which 
represents 12 area cities and towns. 

In response to questions by committee 
member Thomas O’Donnell, of Melrose, 
Sanvjlle said he was told by the 
superintendent that salaries were paid 
from grants. 

The business manager said salaries 
were paid to himself, Supt. Connolly, 
William Lofgren, the school data 
processing manager, the son of com¬ 
mittee member Marguerite Holland, of 
Malden, and the son of committee 
member Anthony Moschella, of Revere. 

Sanvillesaid the warrant for payment 
was signed by five members of the 
District School Committee. 

Ten members of the School Com¬ 
mittee have said they never knew that 
staff were being paid from the federal 
and state grants, until the issue of the 
payments arose in August, 1978. 

In response to questions on what he 
did for his salary from the grants, 
Sanville said he received $825 for 
processing monthly bills, setting up 
payrolls, preparing annual reports and 
completing other duties related to 
finances. 

When he was asked If he had records 
of the hours he had put into the job, 
Sanville replied that he had not kept a 
record of the hours worked. 

When committee member McAuliffe 
asked for specifics on work performed by 
Supt. Connolly, for which the superin¬ 
tendent received payment from grant 
monies, one committee member pointed 
out that the question was not related to 
the second charge being discussed and 
the question was dropped. 

Third charge 

Supt. Connolly and his attorney, 
William Lee, of Wakefield, then 
responded to the third charge, which 
alleges that the superintendent kept 
important information from the School 
Committee concerning the recall of state 
and federal grant monies, beginning with 
the letter from Dr. John Manning of 
March 10, 1978 through the August 1978 
regular School Committee meeting, at 
which the committee was told by the 
superintendent that there was a problem 
due to federal bookkeeping procedures, 
which required ratification of certain 
payments. 

In previous hearings, the March 10 
letter from Manning, director for ad¬ 
ministrative sen ices for the State Dept, 
of Education and a June 20 letter from 
David Cronin, associate commissioner, 
Division of Occupational Education, had 
been discussed. 

The Cronin letter had been sent to 
committee member Joseph Barry, of 
Stoneham, after Cronin had written to 
Supt. Connolly and had apparently 
received no response. 

The Dept, of Education wrote to the 
superintendent, saying that it was 
disallowing $13,599 of the payments made 
to administrators from grant monies, 
and requested that the federal funds be 
returned to the state if the use of the 
overhead allotments was not approved 
by the School Committee.

after a copy of a letter from the state 
appeared in local newspapers. 

Some committee members have also 
stated that they did not know about 
earlier communications about state and 
federal grants, which the superintendent 
had received from the state, despite the 
fact that a motion that all com¬ 
munications between the State Dept, of 
Education, the Attorney General’s Office 
and the school’s attorney be conveyed to 
the School Committee. 

SupL Connolly said he had informed 
committee member Holland of the 
Manning and Cronin letters in June and 
had met with Holland and committee 
member Barry to discuss the problem. 

He also met with Cronin, Connolly 
said, to discuss the disallowance. 

For the first time since the hearings 
began, Holland admitted that she knew of 
a problem with state and federal funds 
before August. 

She said she first saw the letters in the 
third week of July, but had known about 


them earlier when the superintendent 
had contacted her in June. All she knew 
at that time, Holland said, was that there 
was some problem with federal funds 

Committee members questioned Supt 
Connolly on why he had not informed the 
Committee committee of the letters 
about the disallowance. 

“I saw fit* to take no more action at 
that time,” the superintendent respon¬ 
ded. "Many problems arise and I don’t 
bring them all before the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

“The superintendent’s job is to deal: 
with problems and I felt it was my job to‘ 
deal with this,” Connolly said. 

Citing a paragraph from the .Crtmin 
letter, committee member O’Donnell 
said the letter states the Ddpt. of 
Education "would appreciate 
clarification by the District School 
Committee.” 

The hearing was recessed at 11:0$ 
p.m. and will resume Tuesday night at 7 
p.m. at the school. 


FinCom Cuts Gov’t. Items 
Approves 5 % Manager’s Raise 


The Finance Committee Monday 
night approved and reduced a number of 
proposed items in the Town Manager’s 
budget category of General Government 
Support. 

The General Government Support 
Program provides the management and 
support of functions necessary for the 
efficient and effective operation of the 
town. 

Among the proposed budgets ap¬ 
proved was the budget of the Town 
Manager except for $600 which was for 
office equipment. No explanation of what 
the $600 covered could be offered by 
Thomas J. Groux Town Manager, so it 
was removed bringing the total budget to 
$101,426. 

Included in the Town Manager,s 
budget was a five percent pay raise for 
Groux. There was some discussion 
among the members of the committee as 
to whether the Town Manager's pay 
increases should be voted on at Town 
Meeting. 

Groux mentioned that the Town 
Manager’s salary was an exception and 
this was later verified when committee 
secretary Charles D. Began consulted 
the town Charter. The Charter states 
that the Town Manager shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Board of Selectmen and 
they will have the authority to fix his 
salary. 


Other budgets that were approved as . 
submitted or reduced before approval 
include the Engineering budget of 
$108,715. This was broken down into, 
$105,855 for personal services and $2860 
for other expenses. 

The Board of Selectmen,s budget was 
reduced by $200 before it was approved 
at $10,860, as was the Town Clerk’s 
budget which was also reduced, by $100 
in this case and granted at $50,877. 

The committee voted to table the 
budget for Legal expenses. The budget, 
proposed at $37,200, has a jump in per-, 
sonal services of $4000 to $15,000. The 
committee was unsure of why this in-, 
crease was necessary and voted to table 
the proposal until it could be further 
studied. 

Douglas A. Randall is the Town! 
Counsel on a part-time basis. Winchester 
does not have a full-time legal counsel 
and the committee briefly discussed the 
feasibility of hiring one.

original 24 hour status just days before 
the event was to be held. Planned to start 
Friday at 7 p.m. and last until Saturday 
at 7 p.m., the marathon actually started 
Saturday at 2:30 p.m. and lasted until 
past midnight. 

Marathon organizers said the police 
informed them of a law, amended in 1975, 
which bars marathons or walkathons of 
more than 10 consecutive hours in a 24 
hour period. The punishment for 
disobeying this law,' according to Chief 
John McHugh, is $100 or up to six months 
in prison. 

The chief said Tuesday he had “no 
quarrel” with the concept of the dance, to 
raise funds for the pool committee. But 
he added, to advocate a dance running 24 
hours was "asking for trouble." 

McHugh said he checked with the 
court and the Massachusetts State Police 
Association for opinions. He said he 
received a verbal ruling against holding 
the 24 hour marathon. 

The chief said that regardless of the 
law, he would not have supported a 24 
hour marathon dance of high school age 
students. He added the dance Saturday 
was conducted very well. 

“I believe one reason there were no 
problems was because it was conducted 
within the law," McHugh said. 

Marathon organizers were also 
pleased with the well-run event, though 
they were disappointed with the last 
minute change in plans. 

Twelve people made it through the 
entire 10 hour period. They are Greg 
Plowman, Mary Ellen Madigan, Lance 
Cowen, Okimi Smith, Don DiRoeco, 
Carol Thomas, Peter Mascoli, Patti 
Rinaldi, Celina Roussopolos, (a 1978 
graduate of WHS who returned for the 
marathon), Rick Norris, and Mark Sch- 
wartzman.

of $3925 to a family unit of six, with a 
yearly income of $10,300. 

Those who fall in the income 
Disregards category are assured of 
assistance for they are the top priority. 
There is a flat benefit rate which 
everyone receives regardless of severity 
of their case of $250. 

Chase noted that those who don’t 
qualify within the income guidelines, and 
that is not difficult as even Chase admits 
they are "unrealistic," should then apply 
for the regular assistance program. 

Winchester received "round one" of 
the emergency assistance funds in 
December according to Chase. The $912 
received then was the regular annual 
allotment from the regular crisis in¬ 
tervention program.

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Senate 

Drinking Age (H 5663) — 
Senate defeated 18-16, the House 
version of the bill which hikes the 
drinking age immediately to 19, 
to 20 in one year, and to 21 in two 
years. This was the first op¬ 
portunity the Senate had to vote 
directly on the phase-in hike to 
21. The same arguments for and 
against the bill that have echoed 
throughout both chambers for 
several weeks were heard again 
last week. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
against the hike to 19, 20, and 
then 21. 

Kmergency Assistance (S 
1731) Senate approved 34-0, a 
bill allowing the Welfare 
Department to use the federally 
reimbursed Emergency 
Assistance Program to help 
welfare recipients and their 
children threatened with evic¬ 
tion or termination of utility 
services. Under the measure, the 
Welfare Department would 
administer the program and 
accept matching funds from the 
federal government. 

Sen. Rotondi voted for the 
bill. 

House 

Dringing Age (H 5663) - 
House refused to accept the 
Senate’s 19-year-old drinking 
age bill and again approved 108- 
45, its own version of the bill 
hiking the age to 19 immediately, 
to 20 in one year and to 21 in two 
years. The bill is subtantially the 
same as the original one the 
House approved, but this one 
also contains a grandfather 
clause allowing those turning 19 
by March 1 of this year to retain 
their drinking rights unin¬ 
terrupted and not be prohibited 
from drinking from January to 
March of 1980 or 1981. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted for the hike to 19, 20, and 
then 21. 

School Subjects (H 1524)- 
House rejected 99-47, a bill 
providing increased local option 
for school committees in man¬ 
dating subjects which must be 
taught in public schools. Under 
the bill, only reading, writing, 
arithmetic, English, history and 
constitution of the U.S., and the 
duties of citizenship would 
remain as subjects which the 
state mandates all public schools 
must offer. The measure would 
eliminate geography, drawing, 
music, first aid, nutrition, 
abuses of alcoholism and 
tobacco, fire safety, and several 
other subjects that the state 
currently requires all schools to 
offer. 

Supporters of requiring only 
the few basics argued the other 
requirements were another 
example of state mandated 
programs which are a growing 
problem for cities and towns and 
which increase their costs. They 
said local school committees 
may or may not retain the other 
courses, but they should have the 
power to act. 

Opponents argued the bill 
would eliminate many important 
and some core curriculum 
courses which were important to 
childrens’ education and noted 
some state mandated programs 


are necessary for the common 
good. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted for the bill increasing local 
option of School Committees and 
eliminating the requirement for 
offering the additional course 
described above. 

Police Pay (H 1090) - House 
defeated 86-66, an amendment to 
a bill providing that any police 
officer who is a member of the 
executive board of the 
Massachusetts Police 
Association may attend board 
meetings without loss of pay if 
the meeting Is held when the 
officer is scheduled fordilty. The 
amendment would make the bill 
subject to local approval, 
meaning it becomes law only in 
those cities or towns that vote to 
accept it. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted to 
make the bills subject to local 
approval. 

Wetlands control (H 1840) — 
House rejected 80-66, a bill 
giving a Board of Selectmen or 
City Council the authority to take 
actions necessary to prevent soil 
erosion for the protection of 
floodlands, seacoasts, and other 
wetlands or otherwise necessary 
to protect the lives and safety of 
the public. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
the bill. 

Open Burning (H 1414) — 

House refused 86-59, to recon¬ 
sider its earlier defeat of a bill 
permitting the open burning or 
composting of grass, hay or 
leaves by people from Oct. 15 to 
Dec. 1 each year between 10 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted tb leave 
the bill defeated. 

Storm Repairs (H 5622) — 
House gave initial approval 106- 
28, to a bill allowing owners and 
businesses to repair and rebuild 
structures damaged in the 
February 1978 storm without 
being subjected to the 
requirements of local zoning 
boards, conservation com¬ 
missions and other local 
governmental bodies. The bill 
gives the local board of health 
and building inspector the power 
to enforce the provisions of the 
measure. 

Rep. Saltmarsh was for the 
bill.

A Fire Remembered 


Parents of students at the junior high 
schools were confused about the criteri. 
listed in last week's Star for honors ant 
high honors.

At the second session of the annual 
Town Meeting the voters were informed 
of the wonderful skillfulness and heroism 
of our firemen, fighting a conflagration 
under difficulties. One of the difficulties 
was the intense cold weather. 

Now Mr. Editor, to prove to the 
inhabitants of Winchester that we have 
been fortunate in having skillful firemen 
at all times, I refer you to the Welcome 
House fire that occured in the early 
morning of March 12, 1891. The ther¬ 
mometer registered four below zero and 
the wind was blowing a gale. The 
Welcome House was situated on the site 
where Hutchinson’s Market is now- 
located. It was surrounded by a livery 
stable and tenement houses. 

All buildings were saved except the 
upper part of the Welcome House which 
by the way, was a hotel with a tonsorial 
parlor on the first floor. At that time the 
Fire Department consisted of a chief, two 
assistants, six horses, “Mary Ann,” one 
hook and ladder and our hose carriages 


that carried 500 feet of hose each. One 
was located on Swanton street, one on 
upper Main street, one on lower Main 
street and one on Cambridge street. 

Each company carried a crew of 10 
men. We hauled the apparatus to the fire 
and went to work with a vengeance 

By the way, lest I forget, the hose 
company from Cambridge street did not 
respond. They most likely did not hear 
the whistle or bell, due to the fact that the 
wind was terrific. The chief of that period 
sent some of us over to fetch the hose 
carriage down lo the Central Fire 
Station. 

Some of the farmers on their way lo 
market, discovered that their pet hose 
carriage was stolen and immediately 
reported it to the police. 

After the lire was extinguished it was 
necessary to cut the coats off our backs. 
We were covered with ice and perched on 
the top of 30 foot ladders. 

We were call men, not permanent 
men and received $25 a year. Then along 
came a good Samaritan and increased ; 
our wages to $35 a year. 

Sad to relate, the good Samaritian 
passed on from an ailment that some 
lolks call enlargement of the heart. 


In The Photo 


The dwelling in the back of the 
gatehouse at the right is the Old 
Welcome House. It was occupied as a 
lodging house with the first restaurant 
and first Chinese laundry in town on the 
first floor. It was partially destroyed by 
fire in 18111 and later rebuilt. Later it was 
torn down and another store was built. 

The building at the left (corner of 
Main and Church streets) was removed 
in the late 11180s and the present White 
building was erected. 

Beyond this house is the home of 
Samuel Davis, who kept a shoe shop in 
his house. Later it was removed and the 
Morrill and Bliss grocery store was built. 
In 1914 it was torn down to make way for 
The Winchester Star. 

The high building at the left rear of 
the Welcome House is the old Winn 
stable on Park street.

Views Shared 


EDITOR OK THE STAR: 

As a candidate lor the Planning Board 
I would like to share some of my views 
and recent stands on housing. 

According to a Planning Board 1975 
Land Use Study, the major land use in 
Winchester is residential, with 93 percent 
of this residential land devoted to single 
family dwellings. This use is the back¬ 
bone of the town and has formed the 
neighborhood character of the town. 

Town zoning by-laws provide for 
alternative means to single family 
housing: for single and double residency 
districts, multiple family housing, 
garden apartments and mid-rise apart¬ 
ments. 

Over the past 10 years the town has 
continued to question and address its 
housing needs. Is more alternative 
housing needed? Should the town have 
more apartments and — or con¬ 
dominiums? 

A quick assessment of apartment 
space shows the town with the Lewis road 
buildings, Stetson Hall, Washington 
Arms and the Parkview complex. In 
addition we have the Wedge Pond con¬ 
dominiums, Winchester Garden duplexes 
and other scattered duplexes. Within the 
last eight years, the town has seen the 
addition of the Winchester Housing 
Authority's 52 units at the Palmer street 
Mary E. Murphy Apartments for the 
Elderly and the 59 units at the Westley 
Road Apartments for the Elderly 

Most recently the town has considered 
and the Board of Appeal has granted a 
Comprehensive Permit for 105 units of 
low and moderate income housing for (he 
elderly and handicapped at the Water* 
field road site. Although the funding for 
this project has not yet been granted, I 
believe that it will be and the housing will 
be built. In short, during the 1970’s, 
Winchester has slowly but surely ad¬ 
dressed some of its housing needs. 

During the 16 months that elapsed 
between the time the petitioner, Boston 
Investment and Development Company, 
first sought a comprehensive permit for, 
the Waterfield Road housing in June of 
1977, until it was granted in October 1978, 
town boards and interested citizens 
voiced their questions and concerns. My 
voice was heard regularly among these - 
always with the intent to improve and 
make the project at hand more ac¬ 
ceptable to the town. 

By asking for a comprehensive 
permit, the petitioner was asking (o> 
override local zoning. The proposed 
apartment house was not to be located in 
the town’s zoned apartment area, hui 
rather in the center business district ami 
partially within a residential area 
Throughout the hearings, I stood to 
protect that residential area - to ask that 
the town place covenants on any permit 
that would insure the continued | 
residential character of that neigh¬ 
borhood. 

1 feel the first proposal that came 
before the town left much to be desired. 
Security problems were posed for the 
residents because the apartment would 
be physically connected to the Win¬ 


chester train station. The structure was 
20 feet above what zoning allowed. There 
was a parking shortage, and fire lanes 
and access roads were unsatisfactory. In 
the months following, there were many 
revisions. The height, although still 
above town zoning, was reduced to 55 
leet. A more satisfactory buffer zone was 
created between the apartments and the 
residential area. (At one point the 
apartment building was located within 28 
feet of the nearest house lot line. Our 
apartment house zoning area calls for an 
apartment to be at least 50 feet from the 
nearest residential lot line.) Parking was 
increased to come closer to actual town 
needs. 

I believe that the proposal con¬ 
ditionally approved by the Board of 
Appeals some 16 months after the first 
petition came before the town, is far 
superior to the first proposal and will 
serve both the residents of the elderly 
housing apartment and the town better. 

The Planning Board does not initiate 
specific project proposals. It does 
respond to and consider proposals 
submitted to it and put before other town 
boards. 

In the same manner as I addressed 
the Waterfield road proposal for the 
elderly apartments, I would study the 
details, ask the questions and consider all 
proposals — whether from the private 
sector or publicly funded. I would en¬ 
courage apartment development con¬ 
sistent with the character of Winchester. 
The interests of the town must come first. 
Developers tend to make their money 
and leave, but we must live with the 
results. Let those proposals and results 
be the best they can be for Winchester.

Clear and sweet on the high notes, 
warm and mellow on the low notes, the 
voices of England’s famed Winchester 
Cathedral Choir filled the Church of the 
Epiphany last Friday morning. 

For this event, a 9 a.m. choral 
Eucharist (Holy Communion), the words 
“beautiful” and "memorable" certainly 
apply. 

Dressed in scarlet and white robes, 
with stiff, scalloped collars, the 26 men 
and boys of the Winchester Cathedral 
Choir lent their special blend of adult and 
hoy-soprano voices to the service, which 
followed the order used in services at 
their home cathedral, 65 miles southwest 
of London. 

Their singing was strong and rich for 
the hymns, gentle and low for the 
"Sanctus" and “Benedictus." 

Their voices, perfected through 
training at the medieval Winchester 
Cathedral, rose up and out from the 
balcony, appropriately finding a home in 
the spaces of the 28th-century-gothic 
Church of the Epiphany. 

Since 1679, when work on the present 
Winchester Cathedral was started, the 
cathedral has had a formal music 
program. 

And it is in celebration of those 900 
years that the cathedral choir is touring 
15 cities in Canada and the United States. 

For the Epiphany Church, the choir's 
visit here coincides with the 75th an¬ 
niversary of the laying of the church’s 
cornerstone. 

For the town of Winchester, the visit 
provided an opportunity to greet its 
sister town across the ocean with more 
than just the annual exchange of 
Christmas cards. 

During Friday’s church service, 
Selectman Chairman Edward O’Connell 
presented the visitors with pictures of 
the town hall, noting that “our town will 
treasure this moment." 

For parishoners of the Church of the 
Epiphany, the choir's visit meant the 
experience of welcoming the British 
visitors into their homes for two days. 

One Winchester hostess received an 
unusual compliment on the breakfast she 


served to the boys staying in her home* 

“It was smashing," they said. j 

The 12 boys who are part of the 
touring choir attend the Winchester 
Cathedral Choir School. The younger 
choir members may enter the school at 
age nine and must leave the choir at age 
13, when boys’ voices normally “break.’' 

While at the choir school, the boys are 
expected to reach professional music 
standards as well as keep up with their 
studies. Ten hours per week of choir 
practice are required, as well as seven 
hours of singing at cathedral services. 

And during the tour, the boy's rigid 
schedule has continued. In addition to 
the Winchester concert, the boys not only 
performed with the adult members of the 
choir at Harvard Memorial Church in 
Cambridge and at Trinity Church in 
Boston, but alsa spent last Thursday 
morning studying at the Church of the 
Epiphany. 

But they did have time set aside for 
leisure. On Thursday, in addition to 
studying, they took a tour of Boston. 

And Friday morning, after the church 
service, they had a chance to relax at a 
coffee hour in the parish hall of die 
Epiphany Church. 

These younger members of the choir, 
who minutes before were in solemn 
attendance at the service, were quickly 
out of their robes and munching on 
donuts, engaging in a bit of controlled 
arm wrestling and maneuvering 
"Slinkies," bought at the Museum of 
Science, down a stairway to the hall’s 
basement. 

Then the choir was off to Hartford, 
Conn., Scarsdale, N.Y. and New York 
City, for a March 7 concert at Carnegie 
Hall. 

For Winchester, die choir’s visit was 
an occasion, one not to be repeated 
probably for a long, long time. 

Maybe not for one hundred, or even 
another 900 years?

A major portion of the cost for 
v . these activities is employee wages- 
benefits. The comptroller’s annual 
reports of spending for personal services 
show the following: 


"This reduction in spending growth 
has occurred in spite of the fact that 
during the 1974-78 period the town con¬ 
tinued to fund negotiated increases in 
wages. Thus, the reduced growth rate in 
spending for personal services had to be 
accomplished by an improvement in 
operating efficiency. 

Credit for this accomplishment can be 
shared by town management, town 
employees, town boards, and the Town 
Meeting. In my opinion, it could not have 
been accomplished without the enabling 
framework of the Home Rule Charter. 

"We can further confirm our ac- 
complishements by taking a look at what 
other towns have done during the same 
1974-78 period. Comparatively, how have 
other towns controlled spending? 

“In the table which follows I have 
used the tax levy — capita as a fair 
overall comparative basis. I have 
selected the same 13 towns on which the 
Ad Hoc Committee collected statistics. 

The table below clearly shows that 
from 1974 to 1978 Winchester moved down 
in the list of 13 high spending towns — 
from fourth highest to ninth highest. It 
also shows Winchester’s percentage 
increase in tax levy 1978-1974 was 20 
percent which was next to the lowest 
increase in any of the 13 towns. 

"Your present Board of Selectmen 
have contributed to this improved 
spending performance by the actions 
they have taken. For me, service on the 
Board of Selectmen would be a con¬ 
tinuation of my past efforts to bring 
about “responsible action on taxes."

Washington Is U.S. Curling Champ

A group of four gutsy young women 
from Washington state captured the U.S. 
Women’s Curling Championship hosted 
by the Winchester Country Club last 
week. 

The Grandiers of Seattle beat a 
Wisconsin team in an extra end, 9 to 8, 
after the score was tied at the end of 
regulation play. 

The Washington rink (team), with an 
average age of 23, prevailed over age and 
expedience. By Winning, Washington will 
represent the United States in the World 
Curling Championship in Perth Scotland 
later this month. 

The eight rinks from Washington, 
Wisconsin, North Dakota, Alaska, New 
York, Illinois, Minnesota, and Michigan 
gathered at the Winchester Country Club 
Feb. 28 at 9 a.m. for an impressive 
opening ceremony. 

The 32 women curlers stood while 
Mickey Swets of Winchester presented 
the American flag as a Winchester High 
School School brass ensemble played the 
Star Spangled Banner. Two Scottish 
bagpipers added color to the opening 
ceremony. 

After the opening address by Dr. Paul 
Sheeran, president of the WCC and the 
introduction of the rinks by Stanley Neill, 
past president of the WCC, on-site 
chairman, Renee Spencer got the curling 
underway. 

For four days and nights last week the 
eight teams played a round-robin match. 
The team with the most wins would get 
the once-in-a-lifelime chance to play in 
world competition. 

Curling involves throwing 42 lb 
granite stones lor rocks) over a sheet of 
ice more than 100 feet long to a circular 
ring target (or "house.") The ice surface 
ahead of the runniing rocks is swept 
vigorously with brooms to make the rock 
run further and straighter. Sweeping is 
hard work and knowing when to start 
sweeping and when to stop as the rock 
curls down the ice takes a lot of skill. 

Each team throws eight rocks per 
"end" or inning. Ten ends make a game. 
A team (or rink) gets one point for each 
rock lying closer to the center of the 
house than any of its opponents rocks. 

By Saturday afternoon each team had 
played seven games and Washington and 
Wisconsin had identical records, five 
wins, two losses. They then faced each 
other in the finals. 

CeleStevenson, skip (captain), of the 
Wisconsisn Madison Toories, said after 
defeating Alaska, "I’m not afraid of 
those young girls from Washington. We 
beat them in our first game. It’s age, 
experience, and concentration that will 
make the difference.” 

However, Nancy Langley, skip of the 
Washington rink had another thought on 
the subject of winning. Accordingly, 
Langley stated “Age and experience is 
not the difference in winning - it’s skill. I 
am sure Wisconsin will be just as tense 
and nervous as we are playing for the 
championship.” 

This young and scrappy team doesn’t 
know the meaning of losing. They were 
behind Michigan 4 to 0 at the end of the 
third end but overcame that deficit to 
defeat Michigan to to 9. 

At 3:30 p.m. on Saturday afternoon, 
Wisconsin and Washington played for all 
the marbles, or should it be rocks. 
Wisconsin jumped ahead 1 to 0. 
Washington tied it up in the next end, 1 to 
1. By the end of the fifth end Wisconsin 
was ahead 5 to 3. It looked like the ex¬ 
perience and coolness of playing in so 
many curling competitions were paying 
oft for the four from Wisconsin: Cele 


sixth end and three in the seventh to give 
them an unexpected? to 5 lead. However, 
10 ends make a game. 

The four women from Washington 
were new to this level of competition. All 
four were dressed in different outfits with 
two wearing woolen sweaters, a turtle 
neck, and a black tee shirt. Nancy 
Pearson, lead, was wearing two pony 
tails that bobbed up and down as she 
plopped herself on the bench or sprawled 
on the ice after her delivery. Nancy 
Langley, skip, was twirling her broom as 
though it was a baton. She used it for 
stretching exercises or dangled il on the 
nape of her neck like a yoke with her 
arms draped over each end of the broom. 

Leslie Frosch, second, is an industrial 
engineer. She seemd to be the business 
manager of the rink. Dolores Wallace, 
vice, a nursing student, walked up and 
down the ice wearing a nervous smile 
and taking sips of water. 

All lour must have been wondering 
how they got here in the first place. 
Langley said later after the game, "I 
would have settled for second place. That 
would have been an honor for us to go 
that far. They would have been proud ol 
us back home." 

The Wisconsin Toories weren’t 
discouraged by the score when 
Washington placed another rock in the 
ring to go ahead 8 to 5. These women 
come from the same hometown of 
Madison, Wis. as Eric Heiden, the speed¬ 
skating champion who is breaking all 
kinds of records at Inzell, West Ger¬ 
many. They all were brought up on ice. 


Some say they have ice in their blood. 
Wisconsin promptly put two rocks in 
scoring position in the ninth end to come 
within one point. Washington was 
leading, 8 to 7. 

With one end left, the lOths, 
Washington would get the advantage of 
her rock closer to the center of the ring to 
oulscore Stevenson’s, 
throwing last rock since they had lost the 
9th end. This “last rock" is an all- 
important stone because it can be used to 
"lake out”.the opponent’s counting rock 
by knocking it out of the house; or, (by 
oulcount the opponent by drawing -in- 
closer to the center of the house 

As things happen to most athletes a 
tremendous pressure is placed on the last 
player when he or she has to make that 
winning point. Langley had this pressure. 
She had to take out Wisconsin's rock that 
was sitting wide open as big as Jimmy 
Carter's smile. Langley delivered a 
runner (fast moving stone) and missed. 
Tie score at the end of regulation play, 8 
to 8. If you read Langley's lips through 
the glass it would have been one of those 
expletives. 

However, since Wisconsin scored, 
Washington had the opportunity, again, 
to deliver the last rock. This is quite an 
advantage, it’s like having the advantage 
in a match point tennis game with you 
serving the last two balls. 

Stevenson put in a super curl (curve) 
on her last rock to give Wisconsin the 
lead. Her rock was snuggled behind 
another 40 pounder. Almost impossible to 
take-out. I wonder if Langley was 
thinking, at this point, that she wished 


that she was back home at work as a 
forester in the Olympic National Park. 
Langley had one choice. She had to draw 

Langley delivered. The crowd 
quieted. The telephone stopped ringing. 
The palms of the spectators' handswere 
sweaty. Necks were taut. Eyes were 
glued upon the stone sliding slowly down 
the 146 foot sheet of ice. It came closer to 
Stevenson's rock curling a little to the 
right. Closer. Closer. The four curlers 
from Washington were sweeping fran¬ 
tically ahead of the slowly curving stone 
’ to keep it moving in the right direction! It 
i kissed Stevenson's stone lightly on the 
left side ricocheting Langley's stone 
closer to the center. Score! Game! 
Match! Scotland! and world competition 
next. * 

Washington over Wisconsin 9 to 8 in an 
extra end. It was like the Red Sox beating 
the Yankees in extra innings with a home 
run. 

The girls from Washington jumped 
with ecstasy. Langley held her broom 
high in victory. The eight curlers hugged 
each other in relief and cried. The silence 
was broken in the stands. A thunderous 
round of applause and cheers came from 
the tense crowd. 

It was over! These four youngsters 
from Washington will represent the 
United States in the world’s curling 
competition. The first thing they’ll have 
to do when they arrive home is to pur¬ 
chase four red, white, and blue uniforms 
with a big patch sewn on their jackets - 
United States Women's Curling Cham¬ 
pions - 1979.

preliminary favor of the application with 
the exception of Arthur Dunbar, said 
they would first like to read the opinions 
of the Conservation Commission and the 
Planning Board before making a formal 
approval. They also noted financial 
support of the application would 
probably not be possible. 

Barbara Hankins said, "I think we'd 
be hard pressed to support the ap¬ 
plication in the form of hard cash to buy 
the rflghts, “ 

The town’s right to "buy" the land use 
restriction is companion legislation to the 
state act, according to an Agriculture 
Department representative. In the 
legislation, the town could become the 
holder of the rights, working with the 
state. Regardless of state or local 
ownership of the rights, the restriction of 
farm use only remains the same. 

Another area which the town could 
v contribute to the application process 
•t besides hard cash funding, is the use of 
town legal services. Ross estimated that 
the contributions of town counsel’s 
services to the application process would 
not be extensive. 

■£ A third cost ramification questioned 
•y by the Selectmen is loss of revenue from 
K the tax value of the land. Ross explained 
i that as farm land, the owners can 
already obtain a tax break under Chapter 
61 A, active farm use land. . 

Therefore, by obtaining the restric¬ 
tion approval, the tax bill would not 
change. 

Ross said a $5 million state bond has 
been floated to start up the pilot project, 
an amount that won’t go far when applied 
to the whole state. 

Hankins said she thought the 
Hamilton farm might have a better 
chance of approval because it is one of 
the few farms in the area. 

Ross also noted that the land is now in 
a zoning area that allows two family 
homes (general residence) and that if the 
land were sold, many more homes could 
be built by a developer. 

Comptroller A1 Faggiano asked Ross 
about the reversibility of the restrictions, 
once they were held by the state. 

The process is possible, but difficult. 
The owner of the land to regain use rights 
must receive permission from the town 
(Conservation Commission, Board of 
Selectmen and Planning Board), and 
Secretary of Agriculture, and a two- 


thirds vote of both houses of the state 
legislature, according to Ross. In ad¬ 
dition, the “buy-back" price is deter¬ 
mined by the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Concerning the future land use. the 
legislation, Ross said, says, "Let’s make 
up our minds right now." 

The Hamiltons hope favorable action 
by the state will preserve their land for 
both aesthetic and educational reasons. 

"We should let our representatives 
know this is an opportunity that can’t be 
missed," Mrs. Hamilton said. “This isn't 
something that can be stored in the closet 
for another year."

Chefelo’s remarks came on the heels 
of a resident's letter of complaint, 
received by the town manager's office, 
on the elimination of sendee. 

“What are we going to do about 
people who can’t get to the dump as often 
as they’d need to with garbage,” Chefelo 
said. He added he’d like to see at least 
one track remian in the DPW for 
collection service, on residents’demand. 

Town Manager Groux said that 
having a truck on an “on-call" basis 
would be more expensive than the routes 
method currently used. 

Two garbage routes are served in 
town at the present time. Groux 
recommends one route be eliminated by 
next fall, and the second route be phased 
out by spring, 1980. 

Groux said residents using the ser¬ 
vice could dispose of the garbage at the 
transfer staion, pay a private contractor 
for pick-up service, or invest in a 
disposal for their homes. 

Barbara Hankins supported the 
proposed service cut, adding, "We're 
going to have to cut something and this is 
one service that a decreasing number of 
people are using.” 

The proposal will come before Town 
Meeting for final approval. 

Public Ways 

Two petitions to make town streets 
public ways have been defered to the 
Planning Board by the Selectmen. 

The streets. Sky Line drive and 
Edwards drive, are now private ways. 


They do not hook into any approved 
public ways in Winchester, and the board 
questioned the legality of accepting such 
streets as public ways. 

The Selectmen are seeking the 
opinion of town counsel, in addition to the 
Planning Board on these street petitions. 

May Bike Race 

If no objections are heard from 
residents within the next two weeks, 
Winchester will bo hosting the second 
annual Mystic Valley Wheel Works 
bicycle race May 13. 

Organizers of the race, Clint Paige 
and Peter Mooney of Mystic Valley 
Wheel Works, said to the Selectmen 
Monday night that they plan lo run the 
race as last year. 

"I think we successfully complied 
with the regulations last year," Paige 
said. "We hope to make this an annual 
event." 

The Mother's Day event will be held 
from 12:30 to 6 p.m. The race course will 
circle Bacon street, Mystic Valley 
parkway, and Washington street. The 
streets will be blocked to motor traffic 
during the race. Paige said the Police 
Department has approved the race. 

This year a new women’s race will be 
added to the events of the day. The race, 
approved by the U.S. Cyeing Federat.on, 
will allow women competitors to ac¬ 
cumulate qualifying points in the 
Eastern Sectional for the best all round 
catagory. Women with the greatest 
number of points in the sectionals will 
compete in national competition. 

Last year the April 30 bike race had 
both town youngsters and veteran class 
racers competing. The criterium race, 
was for experienced racers only.

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Sachemettes Wrap Up Super Season 
Despite One-Point Tourney Loss 


Skater’s Season Ends On Losing Note 
But Coach Is Optimistic About 79-80 


It may have ended on a down note but 
the 1978-79 Winchester High Girls 
basketball season was by no means a 
flop. 

The Sachemettes, whose year ended 
with a first round 43-42 loss to Acton- 
Boxboro in the Eastern Mass. Tour¬ 
nament, finished in second place in the 
Middlesex League, two games behind 
the Rockettes from Reading. 

“It was a super season," said Win¬ 
chester coach Barbara Hollis recently. 
"We were very pleased to make the 
tourney. It was a close loss there and we 
played a great game. We dropped a 
couple of close games this year that 
could have made . a difference in our 
season.” 

The Sachemettes final regular season 
record stands at 13-5 with big wins in¬ 
cluding a 41-40 victory over Melrose and 
a 46-45 squeaker over Burlington, both 
coming late in the season when the locals 
needed every game to qualify for post¬ 
season play. 

There was also a 44-34 triumph over 
the Minutemaids of Lexington the second 
time the two teams met. This was 
especially gratifying for the 
Sachemettes and Hollis, who felt they 
had been robbed of the first game they 
played by the referees. Lexington won 
that game 49-45. 

“The second Lexington game was 
probably the biggest game of the year,” 
says senior co-captain Kelly Gately. "We 
couldn't afford to lose it. Our backs were 
against the wall.” 

The Sachemettes lose only Gately and 
the other co-captain Linda Pierce from 
next year's team. Both played a large 
part in this year’s club which averaged 
44 points per game and gave up 39.. 

Pierce, the Middlesex League’s Most 
Valuable Player, led her team in scoring 
With a total of 311 points for a plus 17 
points per game average. She also closes 
out her career with a total of 695 points 
which is a record at Winchester. Finally, 
her third consecutive appearance on the 


Middlesex League All-Star team has 
never been done before. 

Gately was the team’s quarterback. 
“She didn’t score a lot of points for us," 
notes Hollis, “but she kept the group 
under control.” According to Hollis, the 
senior guard was the girl who handled 
the ball under pressure situations. 

The Sachemettes are in fine shape for 
next year with three starters returning. 
Barbara Jacobs, also a member of the 
all-star team and a fine rebounder who 


averaged 11.8 points per game, will 
return as will Chris Driscoll who 
averaged about eight points a game and 
“about 12 or 14 rebounds” according to 
Hollis. 

Winchester also has experience and 
depth in Lori Redmond and Cathy Day 
along with some other juniors and 
sophomores. 

"It was just a super year with a great 
bunch of gals,” concludes Hollis. 


Bantams Top Watertown With 
Third Period Power-Play Goal 


Backboned by outstanding goalten¬ 
ding from Bob Giarizzo and Pat Falla, 
the Bantams edged Watertown 2 to 1 in 
recent Middlesex League action. Win¬ 
chester’s winning goal was scored by 
Steve Marino on the power play late in 
the third period with 40 seconds to play in 
the contest. 

Coach Dave Boyle’s strategy of 
moving center Chris Parker to a 
defensive point position and Marino to 
the center slot paid winning dividends as 
Parker’s work at the point controlled the 
play in the Watertown zone. Watertown 
had difficulty controlling along the right 
wingboards and Capt. Paul White flew 
deep into the zone passing quickly to 
Marino in the slot. Steve wasted little 
time sending a low wrist shot by 
Watertown’s Sean Real. 

First -period play was even by both 
teams, but Winchester broke on top. 
Larry Maida's heads-up play led to the 
initial markers as his forechecking 
caused a Watertown defenseman to lose 
control of the puck deep in the Red 
Raider zone.

“I wish the season could start right 
now.” 

This was the response of Sachem 
hockey coach Mike Houghton when asked 
if he was looking forward to next year. 

Winchester’s hockey team has con¬ 
cluded its 78-79 campaign. Their record 
of two wins and 16 losses would seem to 
indicate a very poor season. However 
keep in mind the winless season last year 
and the fact that this year’s Middlesex 
League could very well have been the 
state’s strongest. 

Coach Houghton commented, "This 
season was a start in the right direction. 
It was not a plus season but it was not a 
minus season either. I'm disapponted 
that we didn't win more gmes. But it is a 
very tough league.” 

Three teams from the Middlesex 
League made the state tournament this 
year. They were (second seeded) 
Burlington, Lexington, and Melrose. 

During the season the Sachems scored 
only nine goals and gave up a whopping 
58 goals against these three teams. 
Houghton admitted that the Sachems just 
did not have the personnel to beat the 
league’s upper echelon. He felt that this 
year’s tgam was weak defensively and 
could not handle the tremendous 
pressure applied by the better teams’ 
forwards. One type of player Houghton is 
hoping to find next year is a puck¬ 
carrying defenseman who is quick 
enough to get around the first fore¬ 
checker and get the puck out of Win¬ 
chester’s end. 

While the Sachems had their troubles 
with the league's top teams, they were 
competitive with the rest of the league. 
Coach Houghton pointed out that he 
realized he could not produce a tour¬ 
nament-contender in his first season. He 
said, "Our fist goal was to be com¬ 
petitive. We were competitive with the 
bottom half of the league. Now we have to 
work on being competitive with the whole 
league and beating the better teams." 

How far is Wincheste away from 
doing that?

I constantly had to 
change the make-up of my lines. We 
played reasonably well when a healthy 
third line was available. When we were 
only able to skate two lines, the other 
teams, especially the better ones, just 
physically wore us down.”

“Both Jim Maconochie 
and Joe Kuchta did an excellent job this 
season. Their kids were enthusiastic and 
well-disciplined.” 

Houghton also singled out his 
assistant coach, Kevin Chrusz. He 
pointed out that Chrusz did double-duty 
as the junior varsity coach plus serving 
as his assistant coach. 

The coach also wanted to give a pat on 
the back to his captains, Bubba Sanford 
and Jack Collins. Houghton said, “Both 
came to play every game. They refused 
to let the team fold in certain si'uations. 
They set an example to the rest of the 
team, showing them that hard work was 
the thing that produced victories.” 

Is Coach Houghton going forget about 
hockey, at least until fall? Far from it. 
He has already asked his two junior high 
coaches for their evaluation of their ninth 
grade players. Furthermore, he has 
already sat down with underclassmen 
from this year's varsity and junior 
varsity and told them the things he feels 
they must work on for next season. 

Coach Houghton wants his players to 
get involved in some kind of spring or 
summer hockey league and play 
together. He also will be emphasizing 
weight training. He noticed this year that 
his players were pushed from in front of 
the other team's net and how his 
defensemen hud a hard time clearing 
attackers from in front of their own net. 
Houghton said, “Strength builds con¬ 
fidence - for example the confidence you 


need to go into the corner and dig the 
puck out.” 

Houghton wants to build next year's 
team from the goalie outward. In other 
words, he wants to be strong in goal and 
come up with four good-skating defen¬ 
semen. Then he’ll worry about the for¬ 
wards. He stressed that all spots on the 
roster are open going into next season. 
“I'm looking for people next year who 
will put out for all 18 games," he said. 

Coach Houghton thinks both he and 
his players will feel more comfortable 
heading into next season. As he put it, 
"We’ve established part of what we want 
to do. Next year won’t be such a great 
learning transition. Returning players 
should feel confident with their offensive 
and defensive roles within our system. 
Also, both junior high coaches are using 
the same system so next year’s 
sophomores should feel relatively 
comfortable." 

Next year’s edition of the Winchester 
hockey team may be very young, with 
several sophomores seeing plenty of ice 
time. Inexperience could result in costly 
mistakes, especially early in the season. 

But this also should be a team that 
improves game by game. It should be a 
team with the potential to compete with 
anybody in two or three years. 

Coach Houghton summed up his 
feelings about the future by saying, 
“Good things are coming for Winchester 
hockey.” 

With the hockey program in the hands 
of people like Mike Houghton, who ob¬ 
viously cares so much about it, then the 
future indeed looks bright for Sachem 
players and fans.

Lynch Boys’ Basketball Compiles 9 Wins Adult Volunteers Needed For 

Girls' Baseball League Coaches Summer am P 


The Lynch hoys- basketball team 
recently wrapped up its most successful 
season in years. Winning the last three 
games the team compiled a record of 
nine wins and three losses. 


One of the team’s losses was a 64 to 63 
decision against league leader Diamond 
.lunior High of Lexington. Despite a 
, ombined output of 39 points from guards 
fun and Chris Hoffman, plus some ex¬ 
cellent play from eighth grader Steve 
Macdonald, the locals were unable to 
hold off a fourth quarter surge by the 
Minutemen. The services of starter Keith 
McCarthy (out with an illness) were 
sorely missed as two other starters 
louleii out with three minutes remaining 
i:. tin game and Lynch lost its reboun¬ 
ding advantage. 

Showing great poise, the team 
bounced back from the Lexington defeat 
to heat their final three opponents from 
McCall Junior High, Muzzey of 
Lexington, and Helmont. 

McCall and Lynch met for their 
second match-up of the season on 
McCall’s home court. The McCall 
Spartans were more prepared for the 


Crusaders than in their first con¬ 
frontation in January. From the opening 
tap off the momentum see-sawed back 
and forth with no one able to take com¬ 
mand. Opposing centers and co-captains 
Jim Barger (McCall) and Paul 
Williamson (Lynch) led their teams with 
12 and 17 points respectively. The game 
was ultimately decided at the free throw 
line as Lynch dropped in 15 out of 20 
versus McCall’s seven out of 19. This 
helped to provide the 45-39 margin of 
victory which Lynch enjoyed. 

Lynch’s B team was also victorious 
over McCall thanks to the offensive work 
of Steve Driscoll, Ivan Adler, Paul 
O'Brien and Dave Palumbo. Gary 
Ameral, Rob MacDonald, Bob 
McGillicuddy and Don Hoffman com¬ 
bined to clear the boards and shut off the 
McCall attack as the Crusaders came out 
on top of a 41 to 37 score. 

Following the McCall game Lynch 
met and defeated Muzzey Junior High of 
Lexington 38 to 31. The low score reflects 
some of the difficulty which the 
Crusaders had in maintaining a con¬ 
sistent offense. Despite a four point third 


quarter, the Lynch team was able to 
come away with the victory. 

In their final game of the season, the 
Crusader offense again showed a lack of 
continuity and Belmont battled its way to 
a slim 21 to 17 half-time lead. Things went 
from bad to worse as co-captain Paul 
Williamson fouled out early in the second 
half. It was at this point that Keith 
McCarthy, Jeff Perkins and Steve 
MacDonald took over under the boards to 
hold Belmont to five points in the final 
quarter. Some fine ball control, forced 
turnovers and clutch foul shots down the 
stretch by Tim Hoffman and co-captain 
Chris Hoffman provided the winning 
effort and a 43 to 38 score. Chris Hoff¬ 
man’s crucial free throws at the end of 
the game capped off his 21 point effort as 
he came through at the foul line in spite 
of a bloody nose. 

The come-from-behind, hard fought 
victory at Belmont provided a fitting end 
to a very successful season. Lynch's 
record combined with McCall’s record 
which showed only two losses aside from 
the Lynch defeats should provide Win¬ 
chester High with some fine basketball 
talent over the next few years. 


Another season is underway for the 
Winchester Girl’s Baseball League. At 
the moment the program is in need of 
volunteer adult coaches for the 1979 
season. 

Winchester Girl’s Baseball began in 
the early 1970s and has quickly grown in 
size. Last year nearly 200 girls par¬ 
ticipated in the league, and with the 
enthusiasm generated, even more girls 
will be looking for a chance to show their 
talents. 

The league has consisted of 12 teams, 
separated into two leagues, the younger 
league of 7 to 10 year olds, and the older 
league of 11 to 13 year olds. The season 
runs from the beginning of May through 
mid-June, with two games a week. 

The program has begun to gain 
recognition by Winchester citizens as an 
official league, and donations from 
various service clubs of the town enabled 
the league last year to buy trophies for 
the championship teams. The donations 
also allow the program to refurbish the 
team equipment, and the league hopes to 


be able to pay the umpires for their 
services this season.

Plans to consider bringing Cable TV 
to Winchester are under way. 

William McCarter, chairman of the 
Cable TV Committee, said he intends to 
report to selectmen on the committee’s 
research within the next few weeks. 

“Things should move forward now at 
a faster rate than before,’’ McCarter 
said, “Interest has been expressed by 
the community, by a number of Cable TV 
companies and by the selectmen. I think 
now we’ll see at least serious con¬ 
sideration of having Cable TV here,” he 
said. 

When the Cable TV Committee cir¬ 
culated a questionnaire in 1973, com¬ 
munity interest expressed by those 
surveyed was “lukewarm,’’ McCarter 
said. 

During the past year, however, the 
number of calls received by selectmen 
and members of the Cable TV Com¬ 
mittee has increased substantially, he 
noted. 

Companies interested 

When contacted by the committee, 
several Cable TV companies have ex¬ 
pressed interest in servicing Winchester. 
One company, the committee chairman 
said, called him on its own initiative. 

McCarter said the committee has 
visited Warner Cable TV Company, 
which handles a number of communities 
in the area, including Medford and 
Somerville. 

The Greater Boston Cable Cor¬ 
poration, which handles Woburn, Mc¬ 
Carter said, has indicated that it would 
be fairly easy to wire Winchester and 
hook the town into the Woburn system. 

New York City-based Teleprompter 
Company wrote to the Cable TV Com¬ 
mittee last summer, the chairman said. 


Teleprompter Company services the 
Worcester area. 

Colonial Cablevision of Revere has 
also contacted the committee to request 
an interview with the committee and the 
selectmen. 

Most recently, a Winchester 
businessman, Richard Sampson, of 
American Alarm and Communications, 
has indicated an interest in making a 
proposal. Research done 

Sampson recently appeared before 
the Board of Selectmen to report on the 
research he has done on Winchester 
residents' interest in Cable TV and the 
various benefits of having Cable TV in 
the town. 

According to a random survey 
Sampson took of 200 Winchester homes 
in 1968 , 28 percent of the homes here had 
bad reception on one or more of the four 
major Boston VHF channels. Sixty 
percent of the homes surveyed, Sampson 
said, had poor reception on one or more 
of the U HF channels. 

Citing the benefits of Cable TV, 
Sampson said that the system provides 
for better reception of Boston stations 
and enables a Cable TV subscriber to 
receive more distant stations. 

Cable TV offers additional news and 
weather services, he said, as well as the 
home box-office, which includes first-run 
movies, uninterrupted by commercials. 

Another service offered through 
Cable TV. Sampson noted, is a fire, 
burglar and medical alarm service. A 
community near Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 
using this service, Sampson said, 
reported that over a two-year period, 
there were no successful burglaries in 
those homes protected by the alarm 
service. In the unprotected homes in the 


Winchester CETA Program 
Affected By New Regulation 
Participation Remains Low 


In what seems to be a continuing 
trend of light participation in CETA 
(Comprehensive Employment Training 
Act) programs in Winchester, only four 
out of 11 CETA slots allocated to the town 
have been filled so far this year, ac¬ 
cording to Howard Chase Jr., CETA 
coordinator for Winchester. 

Last year, three out of a possible 15 
slots were filled. 

In addition to an apparent lack of 
interest in CETA positions on the part of 
town residents, a new regulation 
requiring that, as of April 1 the average 
annual CETA salary be $7200, will 
probably mean even fewer applicants for 
„CEXA positions here.. 

As of last week* -three persons are 
holding CETA jobs at the department of 
public works and one person has a CETA 
position in the town comptroller’s office. 
All four positions are for a six-monlh 
period and are Public Service Em¬ 
ployment (PSE) positions. 

The PSE program, according, to 
CETA, is meant "to provide temporary 
employment (for three months to one 
year) to applicants already possessing 
marketable skills, but who have been 
unable to obtain employment, due to 
present economic conditions or other 
artificial barriers.” 

The number of CETA slots allocated 
to Winchester depends on the town’s 
unemployment rate, which was 3.9 
percent in November, 1978, according to 
the Division of Employment Security. 

Of Winchester’s current 11 CETA 
slots, five are designated for the Title II 
work-study program. 

The work-study program provides 
training for adults 18 years or older Title 
II applicants must be town residents. 

Most of the participants in Title II 
programs in Winchester have been high- 
school dropouts, according to Chase. 

A Title II participant can go to school 
in Medford for four hours a day to work 
for the High School Equivalency Cer¬ 
tificate and work for four hours a day. 
receiving about $100 per week. 

Chase said he has interviewed four 
high-school dropouts this year, but none 
of them was interested in the workstudy 
program. 

If the five Title II slots are still un¬ 
filled at the beginning o( April, Chase 
said, they will go to another town in the 


Medford Consortium, comprised of 
Winchester and 11 other towns. 

Two Title VI Public Service Projects, 
which would have provided 40 more PSE 
positions in Winchester did not get ap¬ 
proved, according to Chase. 

For the two outdoor projects to have 
been approved, Chase said, the town 
would have had to supplement the Ceta 
workers' salaries, because the CETA 
salaries would not have been equal to the 
going rate for these positions. 

There have been no Title VI Public 
Service Projects in Winchester during 
the past two years, according to Chase, 
because no one has submitted proposals. 

A number of pioposals for public 
service projects which would have 
served Winchester have been withdrawn 
In the past, because of problems meeting 
CETA regulations. 

Problems included meeting the 
requirement that at least six persons be 
employed on a project, confusion over 
whether or not a CETA project can 
generate revenue and problems with 
lack of personnel to supervise CETA 
workers. 

One CETA program that has had little 
trouble in filling its slots in Winchester is 
SPEDY (Summer Program for 
Economically Disadvantaged Youth), 
which actually runs all year. 

Fourteen youths between the ages of 
14 and 22 are currently employed under 
this program. The youths work eight 
hours per week during the school year 
and 30 hours per week during the sum¬ 
mer. Participants are paid minimum 
wage and work in town departments and 
private non-profit agencies. 

Last summer, the SPEDY program 
employed approximately 40 youths. 

Chase said there is some question as 
to whether the SPEDY program will be 
funded during the coming summer. The 
decision on funding for the SPEDY 
summer program will be released in 
mid-Mav. Chase said. 


community, he said, there were a 
number of burglaries in the two-year 
period. 

The installation of a Cable TV system 
in Winchester would cost about $1 
million, Sampson told selectmen, asking 
whether the board is ready to go ahead 
with the proposal of bringing Cable TV to 
Winchester. 

Chairman Edward F. O’Connell said 
selectmen have been interested in 
moving forward with Cable TV for over a 
year. 

“As the authorized board, we're 
ready to do what we can to bring this 
about," O’Connell said, adding that the 
selectmen are waiting for the final 
report from Cable TV Committee 
Chairman William McCarter. 

Licensing 

No applications have been filed yet to 
start the licensing process, McCarter 
said, noting that a recent change in 
licensing regulations will simplify the 
licensing procedure. 

Because of the change, he said, fewer 
public hearings are necessary in the 
licensing procedure, thereby shortening 
the time necessary to obtain a license. 

There are three ways to start the 
licensing procedure, according to Mc¬ 
Carter: the selectmen may vote to 
commence the licensing process on their 
own initiative by solliciting applications 
from Cable TV companies; the operating 
companies may make application; or a 
petition, signed by as many registered 
voters as equals one half of one percent 
of the number of town residents (the 
number shall not be less than 10 nor 
more than 500) may be filed with 
selectmen. 

After the initial step is made, a public- 
hearing must be held within 60 days. A 
vote will be then taken to determine 
whether or not to go forward with the 
licensing process. If the decision is made 
to proceed, the selectmen will advertise 
for bids. 

Problems 

McCarter noted that studies done of 
Winchester have shown potential 
problems in wiring the entire town. 
Certain portions of the town, he said, 
have underground wiring and are built 
on ledges. 

These areas might be difficult to wire, 
McCarter said, unless the ducts which 
are installed there for other utilities can 
take the wire for Cable TV. 

“We would hope that Cable TV would 
be available for the entire town," Mc¬ 
Carter said, "but we won't know until the 
matter is seriously looked into."

McCarter said the chances are 
“pretty good" that within the next year 
or two, some company will come in and 
wire at least those portions of Win¬ 
chester that can be wired for Cable TV. 

According to McCarter’s research, 
the basic cost to the individual sub¬ 
scriber of Cable TV would run between 
$7 and $10 per month, in addition to an 
installation charge of approximately $25. 
The exact charges would be negotiated 
between the town and the company in¬ 
volved, McCarter said. 

March Is Red 
Cross Month 

Both Governor King and President 
Carter have issued proclamations 
declaring March to be Red Cross month. 

After enumerating the services of Red 
Cross to the nation the President's 
proclamation reads, “Now, therefore, I, 
Jimmy Carter, president of the United 
States of America and honorary chair¬ 
man of the American Red Cross, 
designate March 1979 as Red Cross 
Month. 1 urge all Americans to give 
generous support to the work of their 
local Red Cross chapter.” 

Both proclamations enumerate many 
services performed by Red Cross, among 
them classes in first aid and car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation, support of 
bloodmobiles which supply much of the 
blood vital to the needs of America’s 
hospitals, water safety training 
programs, disaster assistance, and 
service to the military and their families. 

The president's proclamation points 
out that "although Red Cross works 
closely with the government there are no 
federal funds appropriated for its sup¬ 
port. Red Cross depends entirely for its 
support on membership and voluntary 
contributions to carry out the functions of 
its charter.” 

The appeal for support has gone out to 
the people of Winchester, points out Paul 
Colella, Winchester Red Cross Chapter 
chairman. 

“The allocation our chapter receives 
from United Way falls far short of what is 
needed to support our many free services 
to the people of Winchester. We appeal to 
you to help.” 

Chairman Colella adds that tax 
deductible contributions which make the 
giver a member of Winchester Red Cross 
are being received now at the Chapter 
House, 39 Church st.

Most graduates of the - 
progra m have gone on to accredited four- 
year colleges, and some are now in 
graduate school. 

The program is funded entirely by 
private contribulions from individuals 
and town organizations These gifts, plus 
Ihe proceeds from two annual fund 
raising events, a fall yard sale, and a 
spring concert, support the house.

A special meeting for teenage boys 
and girls from Winchester and their 
parents has been scheduled for Sunday 
from 3 to 4; 30 p.m. at Wellesley College 
in Pendleton (East) room 105. The 
purpose of the meeting is to acquaint the 
Winchester community and others with 
the Exploration Summer Program for 
teenagers which will be held on the 
Wellesley College Campus this summer. 

Last summer, close to 300 par¬ 
ticipants attended Exploration’s day 
programs. They came primarily from 
Greater Boston with over 40 different 
communities represented. A few par¬ 
ticipants came from out of state and 
some from as far away as Belgium, 
France and Israel. Exploration will be 
making available residential facilities 
for the first time this summer. 

Several students from Winchester 
have attended Exploration over the past 
two summers.' They include, Tricia 
Shanley, Maura Abate, Laura Gourlay 
and Kevin Sargent. Exploration is open 
to all students entering grades 9-12 who 
expect to eventually attend a four year 
college. 

Begun at Brandeis University in 1977, 
Exploration will be held on the campus of 
Wellesley College this summer. 
According to Ann Singal, a Westwood 


resident who is executive director of the 
non-profit program, "Exploration is 
neither a summer school nor a summer 
camp. Some participants come to ex¬ 
plore future career fields or deepen in¬ 
terests in academic and enrichment 
areas. Otherss come to meet new people 
and form additional friendships. Still 
others want to experience the flavor of a 
college campus." 

At Exploration, each participant 
attends two workshops of his or her 
choice in the mornings. These are 
selected from a wide range of fields in¬ 
cluding law, architecture, drama, 
business management, oceanography, 
photography, psychology, mathematics 
and many others. The afternoon schedule 
includes mini courses, field trips, guest 
lectures, and sports such as tennis, 
softball and soccer. There will be 
swimming and possibly boating on Lake 
Waban located on the Wellesley Campus. 

A student may enroll as a commuting 
or residential participant for either or 
both of Exploration’s three week 
sessions. Admission is largely a self 
selection process dependent on space 
being available in a workshop of the 
student’s choice.

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Early March is the 
time that, nature 
willing, marks the 
beginning of the 
sugaring off period 
in New England.

Maple sugaring, the process of tap¬ 
ping sugar maples for their sap and 
boiling it down to syrup and 
sugar, is as old as the hills, almost 
as New England as a Yankee 
drawl. There is no other region in 
the world that produces maple 
sugar and syrup the way we can. 
And early March is the time that, 
nature willing, marks the begin¬ 
ning of the sugaring off period in 
MetroBoston. You can go sugar¬ 
ing off yourself, but it’s more fun to 
just watch. You can reap the bene¬ 
fits, too. 

That is, provided the weather 
conditions remain as they have 
been. Sugaring off, like most activi¬ 
ties geared to our topsy-turvy cli¬ 
mate, is a tricky proposition. It is 
only in the early spring, when the 
sugar maple’s sap rises and its 
starch converts to sucrose, that 
sugaring's possible. Try sticking a 
spout and a bucket into a sugar 
maple’s pinkish-white wood too 
soon, and you’ll get nothing. Try 
sugaring too late, after the tree has 
started budding, and you’ll get 
dark, deadly-tasting stuff that may 
smell, when it’s cooked, like burnt 
ham. And that’s just the half of it. 
If the days aren’t warm enough, 
and the nights aren’t cold enough, 
sap just won’t run right. It’s as 
simple, and as complicated, as 
nature herself. 

An average maple sugaring 
period can last as long as five 
weeks, or be as short as three 


weeks, during which a bona fide 
sugarer has to get in plenty of cold, 
fresh sap. One must process it 
before it spoils, and one must try to 
have a great quantity on hand. The 
sap that comes, drop by drop, out 
of a puncture in a sugar maple has 
to be boiled down to virtually 
nothing. Start out with about 40 
gallons of sap, and you’ll end up 
with one gallon of syrup. To get 
maple sugar, the syrup has to be 
boiled down yet again, and beaten, 
like fudge. It's a practice that 
required patience, patience, and 
more patience. 

The Indians of New England 
first discovered maple sugaring, 
allegedly when some angry young 
brave dashed a tomahawk into a 
nearby maple. His prudent wife, it 



seems, gathered the sap and bathed 
their dinner in it. He liked it, so did 
she, and so, it’s said, the process of 
sugaring off was bom. By the time 
the Pilgrims hit the New England 
shores, Indians were happily tap¬ 


ping trees and boiling down sap in 
hollowed out logs. 

The early settlers brought with . 
them a taste for sugar. They quickly 
caught on to the maple sugar 
goldmine here. Having developed 
more efficient ways of tapping 
trees, they used yokes to cart 
buckets full of sap off to be boiled 
— not in any kind of shelter like a 
sugarhouse, but in a big vat in the 
middle of the woods, like the 
Indians did. After years of freezing 
in the snow, someone finally came 
up with the bright idea of a sugar- 
house. So, for years after that (and 
sometimes even today), avid maple 
sugar fans traipsed through the 
snow to the sugarhouse, sloshing 
sap from their buckets as they 
went. 

Maple sugaring today can be big 
business. You can go to establish¬ 
ments where scads and scads of 
"sugar bushes" (the name for 
clusters of sugar maples) will be 
connected with what look like 
gigantic intravenous feeding tubes. 
They're there to drain each tree 
and send its sap straight off to a 
large vat, which in turn is con¬ 
nected to a sugarhouse. It's 
progress, perhaps, but you may end 
up feeling that you’re in some 
intensive care unit for limber. 

You’re far better off heading to a 
small wooden sugarhouse off a 
country road. As you drive up, you 
may see hapless trees dripping 
their sap into galvinized iron 
buckets. Tramp through the sur 
rounding snow and mud, take a 
look at the trees, and then head for 
the sugarhouse. Stepping in the 
door, you may well be greeted by 
the warm fragrance of maple; 
follow your nose, and you’ll be 
standing in front of what looks like 
an enormous, compartmentalized 
metal pan, with a thin layer of sap 


churning inside it. That’s the 
evaporator, which docs exactly 
what its name implies. Chances are 
that someone will be stoking a fire 
under it, or raking a dirty-white 
foam off the restless, sticky ocean 
that’s going to be syrup. 

The whole boiling process 
usually takes about 40 to 50 
minutes, when the sap finally 
comes to a full boil. Old timers can 
tell when the sap is syrup by 
aproning — that is, by checking to 
see whether the liquid comes off a 
paddle in a sheet. If it does, it’s 


ready. Another way of checking is 
with a hydrotherm, an instrument 
that determines whether or not a 
gallon of syrup weighs the 11 
pounds it’s supposed to. When the 
syrup is at last finished, it’s 
strained through felt. No other 
processing is needed, or desired. 
The mature syrup cither ends up in 
cans, or right outside on a snow¬ 
bank, where it congeals into 
“sugar-on-snow,” a sticky, pliable 
candy that you can chew endlessly 
upon. Do so. It's the first official 
taste of a New England spring. 


Vermont Sugar Houses 


Steeped in tradition and folklore, 
Vermont, more than anyplace else, 
is where to go and hunt out a 
sugarhouse. The air is fresh, the 
snow is clean, and there's still an 
old-time feel to many of the opera 
tions. The few hours it takes to 
drive to Vermont are well worth it. 

The following is a partial list of 
Vermont sugarhouscs that still 
make old fashioned maple syrup 
and maple sugar candy. If you do 
not have a car, or would prefer to 
stay in Massachusetts, you can get 
a similar list of Massachusetts 
sugarhouses by calling the Mass 
Department of Food and Agricul¬ 
ture at 727-3018. 

Old Colony Maple Sugar Factory, 
Bluff Road, Newport City (no 
phone number available), has free 
guided factory tours and a maple 
movie in a restored 1905 railway 
passenger coach. It’s open all 
weekdays, except for holidays. 

The Maple Grove Maple Museum 
on Route 2, St Johnsbury (802-748- 
5141) has a guided tour, including 
free samples, through "the world’s 
largest maple candy factory” 


weekdays. The old sugar house and 
museum, with old and new 
sugaring equipment, and movies, 
and the retail store arc open all 
week, 8 am to 5 pm (9 am to 5 pm 
weekends). Admission is free. 
Green Mountain Sugar House, 
Ludlow (802-228 7151) offers 
lours, and makes synip. 'Iliey also 
have an adjoining gift shop which 
sells their maple products, Vermont 
cheese, and crafts. There is a cider 
mill in the fall. 

Harlow's Sugar House, Putney 
(802-387-5852), makes maple syrup 
while you watch. 'ITicy have 
educational exhibits and a movie 
about sugaring all year ’round. Also 
here, there’s strawberry picking 
in summer, apples in fall. 

Coombes lleaverbrook Sugar 
House (802 464 5232) on Molly 
Stark Trail in Wilmington, half¬ 
way between Bennington and 
Brattleboro, is "the largest 
authentic sugarhouse in New 
England.” They have a wide 
assortment of Vermont sugar and 
syrup products, plus gifts.

Faith Healer

Faith Healer, a drama, is a new 
play that will soon head for Broad¬ 
way. Written by Irishman Brian 
Friel, it is a welcome, if not letter- 
perfect, digression from the light 
and foolish stuff that has been com¬ 
ing to Boston's larger theatres 
recently. 

In four monologues, Faith 
Healer examines the workings of a 
healer, Frank Hardy, his wife 
Grace, and his manager Teddy. 

The first person to speak his peace 
is Frank, who straight away mocks 


his travels from town to town in 
the British Isles, searching out the 
maimed, the crippled, the diseased. 
Smothered by guilt and the "heavy 
dust" of Grace's devotion, he is 
unfaithful, vain, and often cruel. 
Yet he can, rarely, cure those few 
who do turn out at shabby, rented 
halls for what he calls his “perfor¬ 
mances.” It is a mystical and 
sporadic gift; he, and Grace, and 
Teddy, alternately believe and dis¬ 
believe it. The play hinges on their 
ambivalence, and on three telling 
incidents the trio has undergone 
together — the stillbirth of Grace’s 
child, and two nights when Frank 
did have the power to cure. 

Time is a malleable element in . 
the play. Frank's two monologues 
are delivered post mortem; Grace’s 
is spoken just after his death and 
before hers, and Teddy’s comes 
(though not at the end) as a 
memory of them both. Out of the 
triangle, only Teddy survives, 
because he alone puts his faith in 
miracles that defy comprehension, 
and doesn't try to analyze Frank’s 
whimsical “gift.” Frank can only 
find that faith, we learn, just before 
his death, as a final absolution. 
Grace never learns how, her falter¬ 
ing belief is in Frank alone. 

Though there is no reference to 
God, constant allusions to religion 
and the Bible rear up. Before a per¬ 
formance, Grace cries to Frank, 


“Physician, heal thyself I” He can¬ 
not, but cures the ten persons who 
do attend, in full sight of Teddy 
and Grace. He has won over his 12 
disciples. But it is only a moment 
in his travels, soon to be blurred 
and displaced by failure and drink. 
There is the birth, in a lovely 
Scottish village, of Grace's black 
and shriveled child. It is buried in a 
field, without ceremony. There is, 


too, the last tour, of Ireland, 
Frank’s and Grace’s homeland. A 
warm and healing dinner in a coun¬ 
try inn, a last supper, precedes 
Frank’s final downfall at the hands 
of an angry wedding party. 

The language is lilting and power¬ 
ful, like a spring breeze that turns 
to a heady wind, and calms again. 
Sometimes, it is too powerful. Too 
many specifics — about Grace’s 


father, about the stillborn child, 
about the one-night stands — 
clutter Faith Healer. The 
story wavers under the strain of too 
much detail. 

The casting, too, could be better. 
James Mason, as Frank, is a strong 
figure onstage, but his gestures and 
voice are the tools of a screen actor. 
He needs more rehearsal as well; 
there is no “take two” in theatre. 
Every so often, his Irish accent 
slips away, leaving James Mason 
playing James Mason. His wife 
Clarissa Kaye, in contrast, over¬ 
plays her too-iong monologue, put¬ 
ting stress on nearly every sen¬ 
tence. Her bit of business is frus¬ 
trating. Just when her speech 
seems finished, it starts right up 
again. Her expressive face and cries 
of rage aren’t enough to combat a 
yawn or two. Some of the blame 
lies in Jose Quintero’s direction, 
which is emphatic, but surpris¬ 
ingly static. 

What teeters on monotony is 
transformed, though, by Ed 
Flanders, who plays Teddy. 

Brevity in speech, and motion, and 
style all make Teddy sparkle; he is 
a delightfully saucy businessman 
and a compassionate innocent, too. 
He will even have you feeling 
empathy for a whippet named Rob 
Roy, who plays the bagpipes. 

. With excellent lighting by 
Marilyn Rennagel, Faith Healer 
plays the Colonial until March 10.

Norma Rae opens with the camera 
wandering through a textile mill. 
You hear a soft song, It Goes Like 
It Goes, and you see cotton dust 
settling down all over everything, 
all over the big clunking machines, 
all over the workers wearing ear¬ 
plugs. If from this you are 
expecting gritty realism, a brown- 
lung expose, you are out of luck. 

The Norma Rae of the title, 
played by Sally Field, is a weaver 
in a big textile plant in a small 
southern town. She has been 
married, had a child, been 
widowed, had another child, been 
around. Norma Rae lives with her 
parents, both of whom also work in 
the mills, and they are all tediously 
getting by. 

Until one day, when the stranger 


comes to town. Reuben (Ron 
Liebman) is a union organizer from 
New York, come to bring fellow¬ 
ship and a minimum wage to the 
mill workers. Reuben stands on the 
front porch of Norma Rae’s house, 
talking through the screen door to 
her father (good old Pat Hingle). 
Norma Rae looks at Reuben over 
her father's shoulder. Little is said, 
but in that moment, as though by 
divine inspiration, the entire plot is 
revealed. You know as well as the 
screenwriters do that Norma Rae is 
going to get that union. 

But that’s okay. There are still 
some interesting things about 
Norma Rae. At one point, a group 
of mill-workers gathers in Norma 
Rae’s living room. They are still 
afraid of unionization, afraid of the 
reprisals that may be leveled 
against them, but they are also fed 
up. Very slowly, the workers in 
their circle begin to gripe, and sud¬ 
denly you are on the edge of your 
seat, absorbed in honest litany. As 
soon as the scene gathers 
momentum, it’s over, and you 
settle back again. 

The friendship that develops 
between Norma Rae and Reuben is 
just that, a friendship, and that is a 
state of affairs as unusual to Norma 
Rae as it is rare in the movies these 
days. It is interesting to see her 
work it through, from the 
Pygmalion and Galatea stage, past

her marriage to Sonny, a local man 
(played by Beau Bridges), to com¬ 
panionship. 

Norma Rae and Reuben arc so 
clearly different, it’s not necessary 
to have Reuben swearing in Yid¬ 
dish, or nattering on about New 
York City to Norma Rae, who 


looks at him as though he’s talking 
about Mars. At one point Reuben, 
waving a hand at the mill and the 
little backwater town, says “You're 
too smart for all this.” Well, no. It's 
a classio line, Henry Higgins, but 
we haven't seen anything to 
suggest that Norma Rae is too 


smart for anything. Cliches like this 
are just silly, and we don’t need 
them. 

Except for a few lapses, Norma 
Rae is competently put together. 
Except for a few out-of thc- 
ordinary moments, Norma Rae is 
just a sanitized little story with a 
union accent. Nobody is going to 
boycott J P Stevens on the strength 
of this one.

Former chairman of the Winchester 
School Committee, Mary Pronski, op¬ 
posed to the set-up for this year's School 
Committee election, has filed a civil suit 
against the town at the Middlesex 
Superior Court in Cambridge. 

A hearing will be held at 9:30 this 
morning in Cambridge to attempt to 
settle the discrepancy between Mary 
Pronski versus Elsie Nelson - and the 
Town of Winchester. Mrs. Nelson is the 
town clerk. 

Mrs. Pronski seeks a written in¬ 
junction to stop the School Committee 
section of the ballot from appearing in 
the March 27 town elections. 

This year the voters are asked on the 
ballot to vote for two of a possible three 
candidates for School Committee despite 
the fact that there is only one opening. 

The added candidate would become 
part of the School Committee if a 
referendum question, which appears on 
the same ballot, is passed. 

That amendment, number eight on 
the ballot, “will increase the present 
membership of the School Sommittee 
from five to sue who will continue to be 
elected for 3 years on a staggered basis.” 

Mrs. Pronski is opposed to these 
passages appearing on the ballot for a 
number of reasons. She is against the 
fact that the voters will be “casting two 
votes for only one seat." She feels that 
having both the amendment and the 
candidates on the same ballot interferes 
with, the Home Rule Charter which 
presently states that the town will have 
five members on the School Committee, 
and she feels that it was not made 
"crystal clear” at Town Meeting, which 
voted upon this set-up, that two votes 
would be cast and not just one. 

Mrs. Pronski appeared before the 
Board of Selectmen on Monday night to 
argue her case. The board ruled to keep 
the ballot as is and to inform the voters of 
any possible ramifications should the set¬ 
up be ruled illegal. 

Not receiving the satisfaction she 
sought, Mrs. Pronski announced that she 
would go to the court “at the earliest 
possible time” and seek a written in¬ 
junction. Attorney Wade Welch, 
representing Mrs. Pronski, obtained the 
hearing on late Tuesday. 

Town Counsel Douglas A. Randall 
could not be reachesd for comment on 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 

At Monday's meeting, Randall, who 


possibly find a majority candidate,” she 
said. 

Randall stated that he doesn't feel 
selecting the second choice out of a one 
vote election would be appropriate. "If 
only one vote is cast there can be only one 
winner.” 

Welch, who was also present at the 
meeting Monday night, supported Mrs. 
Pronski’s claim concerning the Charter 
change adding that “until the referen¬ 
dum passes we have only one opening." 

Welch also noted that if the question 
fails all ballots with more than one vote 
will be declared void because they can’t 
have more than one vote for only one 
opening. "This is an impossible 
situation,” added the attorney. 

Welch also noted that even if the 
amendment passed, it can't happen 
simultaneously with the election of an 
added member because the Charter will 
not take affect until it is certified by the 
state. 

David Mortensen, chairman of the 
Committee on Governmental 


Regulations, suggested that there might 
be some middle ground. "Every voter 
should be told right there that if the 
provision fails, every ballot with more 
than one vote is invalid." 

Randall then stated that he feels "any 
explanation on the ballot would be biased 
in favor of the referendum." 

Selectman Barbara Hankins felt 
otherwise and said "In the interest of 
clarity, 1 do not feel an explanatory note 
would prejudice the vote.” 

Randall stated that he would be happy 
to revise the ballot if the attorney 
general’s office would go along with it. 

Mortensen then offered the services of 
his committee to supply an explanation 
for the voters in order to avoid the bius. 

When asked by Mrs. Pronski why it 
was decided to have a two vote election 
instead of a one, Randall reiterated his 
position that with one vote there could be 
only one candidate elected. After that the 
second member would have to be elected

Joseph J. Brodigan.a Boston attorney 
for the residents who petitioned the 
zoning change, told the Planning Board 
and the audience of approximately 100 
people the residents’ single purpose is to 
prevent the construction of two family 
homes. 

Residents of Pepper Hill drive, 
Dunsler lane, and James street spoke to 
confirm Brodigan’s remarks. 


"The proposed duplexes don’t reflect 
the character of the neighborhood in 
terms of what it’s been,” said John 
O’Connor of Pepper Hill drive. "It's 
counter to everything Winchester stands 
for." 

Presently the neighborhood is made 
up of single family homes. Many of them, 
one resident noted, have been custom 
designed. 

James Walsh of Pepper Hill drive 
noted that many land deeds in the area 
have “restrictive covenants" which 
determine the style of homes and land¬ 
scaping. 

The catalyst of the residents’ petition 
was the discovery of a preliminary plan 
to build duplex homes on the land bet¬ 
ween Pepper Hill drive and Edwards 
drive. The plan was filed by the E.S. 
Johnson Construction Co. Oct. 2. 

"The residents feel that the institution 
of two-family homes will lead to 
congestion, overcrowding of land and 
streets, a lessening of property values, 
and an overburdening of utilities,” Atty. 
Brodigansaid. 

Brodigan told the members of the 
Planning Board and the residents a brief 
history of Winchester zoning by-laws. 
From 1960 to 1974, he said, protective 
zoning regulations prohibited two family 
homes in town. The restricting

House Survey Traces Town Growth

“We are the past, our hearts, our 
brains and spirit. Man may fly to the 
planets, but he will always be interested 
in the onehorsc shay." 

That thought was found among 
anonymous papers here at the Archival 
Center, and it sums up, most ap¬ 
propriately, the purpose of the Historical 
Commission’s inventory of the historic 
buildings in Winchester. It also explains 
the response of the townspeople in 
providing time and searching their 
memories to help complete the project.' 

After 12 months of intensive research, 
the town of Winchester now has a com¬ 
prehensive history of its buildings and a 
way to trace the growth of the town from 
its earliest times. 

Buildings are a nice tangible way to 


Public Hearing Addresses Use 
Of Revenue Sharing Funds 


A public hearing on the Town 
Manager’s budget was held Tuesday 
night to consider the proposed uses of 
revenue sharing funds to purchase a new 
fire engine for the town and to replace 
rundown public utilities equipment. 

About 50 residents attended the forum 
which was chaired by Finance Com¬ 
mittee chairman David W. Donahue with 
Town Manager Thomas J. Groux also 
answering questions from the audience. 

Only one question concerning the 
actual spending of the revenue funds, 
which will total $200,000, was raised, that 
being how the sum would be spent. 
$80,000 will go to the purchase of the fire 
engine and $120,000 for the DPW 
equipment. 

Groux stated that $145,000 has ac¬ 
tually been asked for the DPW budget 
equipment, and $120,000 of that would 
come from the revenue sharing funds. 

The early questions from the 
residents concerned fuel consumption in 
the town. Groux was asked it if the town 
had a policy about fuel pricing. 

“We bid the fuel, the price is set 
elsewhere,” answered the Town 
Manager. "Usually outside the country." 

Groux was then asked if the town, in 
buildings such as the high school, the 
library, and the Muraco school, could 
conserve energy in the summer by 


shutting off air conditioners and opening 
windows. 

Groux responded that this sort of 
conservation could be done in the Town 
Hall, the library and the Muraco school, 
but not in the high school because there 
are parts of the complex which need the 
ventilation. 

Donahue then added, “we have an 
energy problem in the town right now 
because we’ve done nothing about it.” 

Groux noted that the Energy Con¬ 
servation Committee in Winchester has 
requested that a full-time energy 
supervisor be added to the budget. "I've 
resisted doing that for the last couple of 
years because his position was not 
defined." Groux noted that energy 
conservation is an individual respon¬ 
sibility also. 

This year the energy committee has 
again proposed an energy coordinator, 
and room in the budget has been made 
for that position. 

One member of the audience com¬ 
mented that he would like not to see Town 
Meeting and the Finance Committee 
approve general budget requests. 

Groux replied that he has tried to 
gradually switch to a performance 
budget. He feels that there is "too much

lime pouring over records, maps, street 
directories, and tax lists, until names 
became so familiar that we'd felt its if we 
had known them personally. After 
searching lor live or six hours, we’d 
drive home, completely muddled hut 
happy at the information and clues we’d 
found. Then, at the next corner, would 
stand the house we started out to 
research! Suddenly it was all worth it. 
The person whose life or family we’d 
traced had left a tangible piece of 
evidence to future generations, a house in 
which he'd lived. 

•This survey has traced the history of 
the town in various ways The early 
settlers from Charlestown farmed the 
land. We found farms al Symmes Corner, 
on Ridge street, on Cross street and off 
Wildwood street. We found factories or 
some remnants of them off Grove street, 
on Cross street, and on the site of Park- 
view Apartments. We found stables still 
standing next to Purity Supreme market, 
and we discovered the beauty of the 
architecture of the stables on Lake street 
which are now used by the DPW. 

We found early residential develop¬ 
ments such as Everett avenue and 
Sheffield road (11190's) and later 
developments such us "Ridgefield" 
(1914). We watched the start of the 
streets, the sewage system, and the 
making of a suburban community. 

We also traced the labor force, 
racially and ethnically, that was the 
backbone of the industry in Winchester. 
We could see the coming of factories 
which resembled that of any factory 
town, and we watched the decline of the 
factory system in Winchester and the 
change in family patterns which that 
produced. Some of the answers we found 
were obvious, but many were surprises, 
even to the people who were native of 
Winchester. 

The funding lor the building inventory 
has been a matching grant in aid. 
locally, from the town of Winchester and 
federally, from the Department of the 
Interior. Heritage, Conservation and 
Recreation Service, through the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. 
What is meant by matching funds is that 
the town will Ire reimbursed for half of 
the $10,(W(i when the provisions ol the 
grant are satisfied. 

Many people helped in numerous 
areas of work. Photographers, under the 
direction ol Marjorie McCann-Kstridge. 
started the picture-taking two years ago

people who took to the streets and 
snapped photos. 

Many people spent hours at the 
Archival Center remembering names 
and dates for us. Jerry McCarron, 
Prescott Handlett and Arthur Rand gave 
us valuable information. Lesley Wilcox 
filled in some gups about the Skillings 
estate. We interviewed people by phone 
and some in person to find out about the 
character of the neighborhoods. We 
called Lynch’s Market one morning, and 
Margaret MacNeill the next 

The history of the Irish settlers in 
town was told to us through family 
memories of the Callahans, the Mahrs, 
Miss Rogers, the Fitzgerald family, and 
all the information has been recorded for 
future reference. Mrs. Titilah lit in some 
pieces of the puzzle, John Lane answered 
questions, and even Father Sheean 
helped us with information about St. 
Mary’s Church and its parishoners. 

Mrs. Baker gave us some insight into 
the history of the black population in 
town, and Mr. Severino told us a little bit 
about the Italian boarding houses. The 
oral history interviews were needed 
because some of the history has not been 
recorded before. Knocking on doors also 
brought results. People loved to talk 
about their houses, and we were 
delighted to listen. 

Others who have helped are Richard 
Parkhurst, Allen Boone, Ralph Thomp¬ 
son, Mary O'Melia, Chandler Symmes, 
William Beggs, and Lawrence Bacon. 

The inventory is finished. The grant 
requirements will be satisfied in the next 
months when the Project Completion 
Report is submitted. The project has just 
begun for the Winchester Historical 
Commission. Now that we have a survey 
of the town buildings, we can make 
recommendations to the town about 
areas to be preserved for their historical 
or architectural significance. 

We can educate |>eoplc about the tax 
incentives and deductions available for 
preservation purposes. 

Preservation is not a novelty, it is a 
necessity. When we visualize energy 
conservation in the future, we include use 
of natural resources such as trees, which 
made up the building we've just stir 
veyed.

by a special election, which is both costly 
and usually brings a low voter turnout. 

Randall also suggested that the 
second member could be chosen by “a 
joint convention, which is no democratic 
process at all.” 

Mrs. I’ronski then suggested that the 
Town Meeting members were not totally 
aware that it would be a two vote elec¬ 
tion. Randall held that it was made clear 
how the voting would proceed. 

The three candidates for School 
Committee are aware of the controversy. 
■‘I’ve really only heard hearsay 
arguements,” said Connie Papas. “1 
don’t have an objective opinion right 
now. I am running for reelection to my 
seat and whatever happens after that is 
up to the people who are in charge of 
those decisions." 

John Hackett has tried to make the 
sixth member an issue. "I think she 
(Mrs. Pronski) has a valid argument. 
'Tm running for one of the two seats as 
far as I’m concerned. From what I un¬ 
derstand, Town Counsel has a precedent 
lor his decision. 

"1 think what Mr. Randall has said is 
that this is an important decision so let’s 
let the people decide. If we went with the 
one vote election and I came in second 
with 50 votes and Mr. Bauman received 
48, I don’t think that’s much of a cross- 
section.” 

Dr. Roger Bauman had not heard of 
the conflict until asked for reaction from 
the Star. “I think the proposed amend¬ 
ment to increase the number of members 
is necessary,” he said. 

Dr. Bauman felt that the residents of 
Winchester would be saving money with 
this format. "In terms of tax dollars it is 
better to have it all settled in one elec¬ 
tion.” 

Vice-Chairman of the Selectmen 
Richard N. Wilsack, who assumed the 
chair for the discussion as chairman 
F.dward F. O’Connell felt he should not be 
a part since he is presently a candidate 
for reelection to the Board of Selectman, 
concluded the debate Monday night by 
saying he felt the board was in favor of 
moving in the direction of Mortensen’s 
suggestion and keeping the ballot as is. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Pronski will 
continue her campaign. “I’m fighting for 
a principle here. I don’t believe in casting 
a vote for a position that doesn’t exist. 
We’ll be voting for two candidates and 
hoping that the referendum will pass. I’m 
going to try to hold up that part of the 
election until something can be 
resolved.”

Conservation Commission 
Issues Order Of Conditions 


Town Manager Thomas J. Groux has 
received an order of conditions from the 
Conservation Commission pertaining to 
the renovation of the Public Works 
Department on Lake street. 

Walter Tonaszuck, head of the 
Department of Public Works in Win¬ 
chester, also received a copy of the order 
conditions and stated that “they were 
very fair and I thank the commission for 
those recommendations." 

In the conditions, the commission 
expressed concern over the dissolving of 
salt, in large quantities, into Horn Pond 
Brook and the serious detrimental 
consequences which might follow for the 
brook, Wedge Pond and the other water 
bodies to which they lead. 

The commission stated that a number 
of safeguards should be followed in order 
to minimize the amount of salt that 
dissolves fpom the town yard. 

The seven member committee stated 
that the 4alt should be stored under 
“weather-tjght, durable conditions at all 
times” ami that the new salt shed should 
follow the (suggestions in a publication 
from the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works entitled "Specifications 
and Contract Documents for Chemical 
Storage Sheds at Municipal Maintenance 
Sites.” 

The comrtiission also stated that the 
floor of the new salt shed should be paved 
with an impenetrable substance and also 
constructed so that there would be no 
runoff to the outside of the building. 

The inner \Vall of the new shed, should 
also be made so that salt could not get 
between it and the outer wall. The final 
safeguard suggested was that any sand 
and salt mixtures should be made on that 
impenetrable substance and then stored 
on that same material. 

The commission also addressed any 
possible drainage problems that could 
occur The commission ordered that 
sedimentation basins be installed, and 
maintained. These were required for the 
large quantities of sand that will be 
stored outdoors at the town yard. 

The commission also further directed 
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that any runoff from the paved roads or 
paths which drain into the brook should 
be channeled into “oil-water 
seperators.” 

During the flooding which occurred in 
January, much of the town yard was 
under water. At that time, the building 
most affected was the Water Department 
building, scheduled for demolition under 
the reconstruction plans. Tonaszuck said 
that with the plans for construction, 
flooding should not be a problem in the 
future. 

Concerning erosion, the commission 
has ordered "appropriate erosion and 
sediment control” to prevent con¬ 
struction debris and silt from entering 
Horn Pond Brook during construction. 

It was also ordered that the banks of 
the brook, within the boundaries of the 
town yard, "shall be cleaned, graded and 
landscaped.” The commission also or¬ 
dered the banks to be “rip-rapped” 
where necessary to prevent erosion. 

So that the erosion of the top soil into 
Horn Pond Brook can be reduced, "a 
protective covering of vegitation shall be 
planted and maintained on all unpaved 
areas in the DPW yard not actively used 
for storage.” 

To prepare the land between the new 
DPW building and the banks of the brook 
for a bicycle path, it was ordered that 
grading and landscaping be completed. 

During construction of the new town 
yard, any fill used must be clean fill, 
meaning that no trash, refuse, rubbish or 
debris can be applied. 

The work being done in the town yard 
must be completed within one year from 
the date that the order of conditions were 
issued, that being March 12. 

The order may be extended by the 
commission for one or more additional 
one year periods, providing an ap¬ 
plication is received at least 30 days 
before the expiration date.

Non-Tenured 
Teacher Calls 
For Hearing 

A high school student, a teacher and a 
parent spoke at Monday night’s School 
Committee meeting in behalf of a high 
school teacher who had requested a 
hearing before the committee after 
receiving notice that he did not receive 
tenure. 

Courtland White, a third-year high 
school English teacher, recently 
received notice that he has not been 
appointed for tenure. 

Under state law, a teacher in his or 
her third year musLreceive tenure or be 
let go from a school system. 

Debby Stewart, a special needs 
teacher at Winchester High School, 
addressed the School Committee, citing 
White's "professional relationship 
between special needs students and 
regular teachers. 

“I have always been pleased when 
special needs students have Courtland as 
a teacher," Stewart said, "because of his 
high degree of warmth and ap- 
proachability.” 

Noting White's readiness to talk about 
the special needs students and his un¬ 
derstanding of them, Stewart said, “Our 
shared students have commented again 
and again, that having him for English 
has made a difference.” 

A WHS student read a letter she had 
written to the School Committee, in 
which she described White as a teacher 
who has "genuine concern for his 
students” and as “a person who is a 
sincere, understanding human being.” 

The student also noted the instability 
of the English department during the 
past few years. Only four of the 14 
English teachers who were at the school 
in 1974 are still teaching here today, she 
said. 

A parent complimented White on his 
accessibility to students and their 
parents. 

"It would be a shame if Winchester 
loses a devoted teacher like White,” the 
parent told the School Committee. 

White told committee members that 
he feels the decision not to grant him 
tenure is based on mistakes in the 
teacher observation process used in 
evaluating tenure candidates and on a 
lack of sensitivity as well. 

White said he was observed once by 
WHS Principal Vincent E. Larocco and 
three times by English Dept. Head 
Frances Russell. 

"I believe it is Miss Russell’s mistake 
in not understanding the nature of the 
class," White said, noting that the room 
where he was observed was small and 
that the class was upset by Russell’s 
presence. 

On the three visits by Russell, White 
said, the class showed resentment of her 
presence. When Larocco observed the 
same class in the same room, White said, 
there was little problem. 

"What bothers me moat,” he con¬ 
tinued, "is that one class was singled out 
to be observed four times.”

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regulations, Brodigan said, followed the 
developments of two-family housing 
units off of Cross street. He cited a 
passage from a 1960 Planning Board 
report regarding the restrictions which 
stated the developments were not only 
"injurious to a neighborhood" but also a 
"detriment to the town.” 

In 1974, the zoning by-laws were 
changed. 

"In a sweeping overall change certain 
things don't meet the approval of 
residents in certain areas,” Brodigan 
said. "This is a prime example of such." 

James Walsh, noted “In our zoning 
history, someone overlooked our in¬ 
terest. I’d like to see it restored." 

Stephen Anderson, chairman of the 
Planning Board told the group about the 
status of the developer’s plan. The 
preliminary plan, filed by Johnson Oct. 2, 
must be followed by a definitive plan to 
be submitted to the Planning Board 
within seven months after the first plan 
is filed. If the Planning Board sub¬ 
sequently approves that developer’s 
plan, the zoning regulations are frozen 
from change for the next five years. 

Therefore, if E.S. Johnson Co. sub¬ 
mits his plan by May 2, and the Planning 
Board approves it, even if the zoning 
amendments are passed at Town 
Meeting the zoning cannot be changed. 
An E.S. Johnson representative said at 
the meeting the developer plans to go 
ahead with the definitive plan. Johnson 
was out of town Tuesday and unavailable 
for comment. 

The Johnson representative said at 
the meeting that “Mr. Johnson has no 
intention of introducing an alien use to 
the neighborhood." He asked residents to 
consider both sides of the story and the 
equities involved on both sides. 

Pasquale Franchi, who is listed as a 
possible developer in the preliminary 
plan, also had a representative at the 
public hearing. The representative said 
the development would be quality work 
and would not, in fact, harm the 
character of the neighborhood. 

But residents and Atty. Brodigan 
questioned the proposed development. 

Brenda Walsh asked if the area had 
been surveyed by the developer. She said 
the land was ridgy, with poor drainage. 

“I wonder if Pasquale Franchi knows 
of the land and its limitations,” she 
asked. 

Brodigan said that he would be 
presenting further evidence in the future 
as to why the Planning Board should not 
accept the proposed development. 

When telephoned Tuesday Brodigan 
could not expand on the “evidence” he 
would be bringing to the Planning Board 
but said, “We hope to show the Planning 
Board that the approval of the plan woud 
would be a detriment to the town because 
of overburdening of utiities.” 

Brodigan said he was refering 
specifically to water and sewer use. He 
noted that jjntil a definitive plan is filed, 
the legal course the group will take will 
not be known. 

The other property involved in the 
zoning change, land owned by the 
Hamiltons, is currently used of for farm, 
use. The Hamiltons are seeking state 
assistance to aid their farm, under the 
Massachusetts Argicultural Preser¬ 


vation Act. Mrs. Hamilton, who was 
present at the meeting, spoke against thq 
proposed duplex development. 

The major difference in the Planning 
Board's proposed RDB -10 change and 
the citizen’s RDA -20 change is in 
required size of lots. 

Otto Schaefer explained the residents' 
petition would require a minimum 20,000 
square foot lot. The Planning Board’s 
proposal would require only 10,000 
square feet. 

"There are many small lots on 
Dunster lane, “ Schaefer said. "It’s the 
Planning Board's feeling that if the lots 
weren’t developed according to the 
preliminary plan, it would be a fair 
transition to make it a one-family, 10,000 
square foot lot district.” 

Many of the lots on Dunster lane are 
6500 square feet. 

Chairman Anderson also noted that 
Town Meeting would be more likely to 
approve the Planning Board proposal, 
which is a less radical change from the ■ 
present zoning restrictions. At Town 
Meeting, passage of the zoning change 
will require a two-thirds vote. 

“We thought the second proposal 
would be more acceptable,” Anderson 
said. "It doesn't take away from your 
proposal, it enhances it.” 

Anderson also commented on 
questions from the audience that the 
preliminary plans were “kept a secret” 
from residents who had gone into the 
town engineer’s office and requested to 
see them. 

“Everyone will get notice,” he said. 
"Thereare no secrets here.” 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia also 
denied that the preliminary plans were 
kept from residents, adding they were 
public documents, open for public in¬ 
spection. 

One resident at the meeting asked the 
Planning Board to “consider the other 
taxpayers in Winchester.” 

John Looney of Winthrop street noted 
that additional homes would bring in 
additional taxes, in a town that has a low 
growth tax base. 

But the residents of Pepper Hill 
said the proposed development would 
lower their property values. One woman 
said she would ask the town for an 
abatement if the development went 
through. 


^ Survey

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looking at papers and pencils" and not 
enough notice of the services that are 
being provided. 

"Too often we examine the budget by 
line item rather than by how much 
service is provided," he added. 

DPW Director Walter Tonaszuck 
stated from the audience that “the more 
statistics we keep, the higher our ad¬ 
ministrative costs." 

It was also brought up at the hearing 
that, $250,000 has been proposed for 
replacement of police cruisers. Police 
Chief John P. McHugh, attending the 
hearing in the audience, offered that “we 
have found that larger cars have out¬ 
performed the smaller cars we used." 

The town trades in four care every 
year because the police have found that 
the cruiser's performance begins to 
diminish after eight months of high level 
activity.

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Tonaszuck Meets With Selectmen 


Walter Tonaszuck, head of the 
Department of Public Work, appeared 
before the Board of Selectmen nday night 
to go over a number of reports and 
comprehensive plans. 

ong the topics discussed were street 
openings rules and regulations, road 
resurfacing, sidewalk maintenance, the 
capital equipment budget and the plans 
for the new town yard. 

Tonaszuck had drawn up a new list of 
rules and regulations for street openings 
to be givenSto utility companies, in order 
to show how insufficient the existing 
format is. 

"We need to have better control and 
have everything spelled out," stated 
Tonaszuck. "Our maintenance costs of 
streets, fees for inspections, bonds and 
liabilities must all be clear.” Tonaszuck 
went on to point out that "we just want to 
control the operation, not make monev 
off it." 

Selectmen Barbara Hankins agreed 
with the need for a set of regulations such 
as the one Tonaszuck prepared. She 
noted that requests should come to the 
Selectmen through the DPW with their 
recommendation of conditions. 

The board agreed unanimously to 
give a formal vote of approval to the 
regulations. 

Vice-Chairman Richard N Wilsack 
complimented Tonaszuck on the job he 
and his department have been doing with 
road repair. Wilsack added that a 
number of residents have stated to him 
how pleased they are with the roadways. 

Wilsack did mention that he usually

the paving of roads with oil and stone 
mixture. 

Tonaszuck felt that there is a place for 
the oil and stone mixture within the 
community, adding that it is an effective 
measure in controlling cracks. 

Tonaszuck stated that the process of 
deciding what streets to resurface is 
done by an individual review In some 
cases it may be unwise to resurface. 

Sidewalk maintenance is an "area 
that's been totally neglected over the 
years" in terms of funding, said 
Tonaszuck Presently $8000 is put into the 
budget annually for repairing the 
sidewalks. 

The DPW is trying to make a com¬ 
mitment to the downtown area to replace 
basically unrepairable sidewalks. "The 
problem is overwhelming,” claims 
Tonaszuck A $10,000 Central Business 
District Plan has been proposed to 
combat this problem. 

Wilsack noted that there are some 
stretches of sidewalk where it will be in 
perfect condition and then a broken 
square will occur. "There are so many 
cases like this we can't keep up," an¬ 
swered Tonaszuck. 

The DPW director noted that his 
department tries to react to the calls of 
the Winchester residents but that he still 
to be aaswered. has about 250 calls 

Tonaszuck noted that the town is 
continuing a basic program of replacing 


worn out equipment with new machines. 

Tonaszuck gave the example of a 
town streetsweeper that costs about 
$5000 to $8000 to repair "so it can 
breakdown again." 

It takes about two weeks to clean all 
the streets in Winchester, he pointed out. 
The cleaning service has been done on 
contract equipment over the last couple 
of years, however, this year the town has 
already started sweeping. 

Normally the DPW doesn't begin 
sweeping until April 30 to May:«). This is 
so more sand won't have to be spread on 
the roads due to a storm, after the streets 
have already been cleaned 

Selectman Arthur E. Dunbar 
questioned Tonaszuck on the ex¬ 
traordinary amount of sand on the 
streets of Winchester this winter. "We 
used more sand this year in order to keep 
our salt use down." answereed 
Tonaszuck. “We've used close to liooo 
tons of sand.” 

Tonaszuck also presented a layout of 
the plans for the new town yard, (see 
relatwl story). He noted that the plans 
are close to being finalized and that 
"nothing substantial has changed from a 
year ago." 

Tonaszuck is keeping a low key about 
the plans pending the final budget ap¬ 
proval. “1 hope we can get the vote. I'm 
trying not to get too optimistic because of 
the question of dollars.s," he said.

Is the League of Women Voters non¬ 
partisan'? Yes, it is. The League as an 
organization never supports or opposes a 
candidate or a political party...on the 
local, state or national level.

The Star commends to its readers a 
cureful perusal of the Selectmen's report 
included in the recent issue Town Report 
for 1928. Not alone because everyone 
should be familiar with the way in which 
our town fathers have consumated the 
business of the community but because a 
quiet chuckle and hearty laugh are never 
amiss and there are many of both tucked 
into this year’s story of the board’s ac¬ 
tivities. Seldom have we seen a better 
blending of fads and fun. 
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From beginning to end the report is 
seasoned with real humor and the 
paragraphs dealing with the problems 
met by the board in attempting to keep 
the clocks in the towers of the Town Hall 
and Congregational Church functioning 
properly are worthy of special notice. 
The Star is reproducing them herewith, 
although we are not so pessimistic us to 
believe with the Selectmen that no one 
ever reads a Town Report. If succeeding 
reports are as entertaining as that of this 
year, we confidentially predict the 
popularity of the chronicle will equal if 
nol surpass that of the Assessor’s book, 
the town's hitherto best seller. 

Town Clocks and Adjacent Properties 

After years of effort the board finally 
procured for the clock in the steeple of 
the First Congregational Church a 
satisfactory movement. For some 
months thereafter it was regular. One 
look at its face was enough to indicate 
that the money had been well spent. 
Although the expense of this movement 
was approximately $(>00, however, the 
clock has lately resumed its former 
irregularity. Oil is being used in liberal 
quantities, and on the whole we feel that 
this distressing situation may yet be 
cured. 

Incidentally it may be remarked that 
the dangerous structural condition of ihe 
steeple of this church, which has now 
been remedied by extensive repairs, was 
first detected through the efforts of the 
board to make this clock more ser¬ 
viceable; and was then at their 
suggestion brought to the attention of the 
church committee. 

In the tower of the Town Hall, in 
contrast to that of the First 
Congregational Church, the movements 
of the Town clock have caused no con¬ 
cern. We wish we could say as much for 
the pigeons. 

During the year it became too ap¬ 
parent that these birds had been using 
the open spaces in this tower for all 
domestic purposes since 1887 The board 
believed that the functions for which this 
building was primarily intended wore 
public lunelions. No one with all his 
senses could Itelicve otherwise and ex 


perl investigations proved that the 
steadily increasing stress to which the 
floor timb3rs were being subjected 
required drastic action. At a cost of $72.15 
Ihe Selectmen have now caused the space 
to be excavated, and all openings closed 
with wire netting. The board had 
therefore successfully eliminated the 
previous danger of the contents of the 
tower coming down through the roof and 
causing an unsavory interruption to 
some deliberate assembly.

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Comprehensive Affirmative Action Program 
Passed By School Committee Monday Night 



Hie School Committee Monday night 
unanimously approved the final version 
of an affirmative action program for the 
Y/inchester public schools. 

Supt. William C. MacDonald had 
presented the affirmative action 
program to the committee at its Feb. 27 
meeting. At that time, committee 
members raised some questions about 
the,proposed version of the program and 
it was sent back for revision. 

The program, which has been through 
several drafts and revisions, endorses\a 
policy of equal opportunity and seeks to 
comply fully with all state and federal 
affirmative action laws, as they affect 
the employment practices, the 
educational programs and the activities 
of the Winchester school system. 

The affirmative action and equal 
opportunity program will be com¬ 
prehensive, covering all elements of the 
school system’s personnel, policy and 
management practices. 


When the program was presented at 
the Feb. 27 meeting, committee mem¬ 
bers requested a clarification of the 
specific goals outlined in the proposed 
program. 

The program as voted by the com¬ 
mittee notes that a comparison of the 
1978-79 Winchester school department 
work force with a labor market analysis, 
shows underutilization of minorities 
throughout the school system in all job 
classifications and of women in upper- 
level administrative positions. 

The program also states that the 
comparison mentioned above shows an 
overconcentration of one sex in the 
following categories: all title workers, 
derks-secretaries and food service staff 
are female and all custodians are male. 

Therefore, according to the af¬ 
firmative action program, the following 
immediate goals are established: There 
shall be a serious search policy to 
broaden the pool of qualified applicants, 


in order that the hiring of underutilized 
employees in both full-time and part- 
time staff may result in a Winchester 
school department work force which 
more accurately reflects the current 
labor market ratio; 

By September, 1979, the Affirmative 
Action Officer, in cooperation with ap¬ 
propriate union officials, shall have 
reviewed all labor contracts and per¬ 
sonnel procedures and noted any 
discrepancies with the affirmative action 
program; 

By September, 1979, the Affirmative 
Action Officer shall have in place the 
several mechanisms and procedures for 
implementation set forth in the af¬ 
firmative action program, including a 
table showing dates and responsiblilties; 

As a longer-term goal, there shall be 
efforts to correct the imbalance caused 
by overconcentration of one sex in 
specific job classifications, as noted 
above.

Advanced Placement Courses 

A WHS student reported to the School 
Committee that there lias been a lot of 
dissatisfaction with the change in the 
system used in weighing advanced 
placement (AP> courses at the high 
school. 

At a past meeting of the School 
Committee, WHS Principal Vincent E. 
Larocco had outlined a new system of 
giving students taking AP courses more 
points in determining class rank than 
they had received previously. 

The change in the system had resulted 
from meetings between students, faculty 
and the principal and was thought to be a 
compromise solution. 

The student told committee members 
Monday night that the vote of the student 
union had not been included when the 
decision was made to change the system. 

The committee suggested that the 
student union take a vote and that the 
students work further on the problem 
with school officials and then return for 
another report to the committee.

Donahoe said. "Then all hell broke 


Woburn representative John I*.

John Connolly had 
influenced l.ofgren's decision to leave. 

The superintendent declined to an¬ 
swer the Woburn representative's 
questions. 

Two other administrators have left 
the vocational school in the past six 
months When Administrative Assistant 
William Connery resigned, he charged 
that Supt. Connolly had harassed him 
because, Connery said, the superin¬ 
tendent suspected him of disloyalty. 

l.ofgren lias resigned as of March 23. 

In response to committee members' 


questions, Colgren said be was resigning 
because he has another job. 

l.ofgren was also questioned by the 
committee about a statement be 
allegedly signed. 

The statement, supposedly prepared 
by Supt Connolly, states that committee 
member Thomas O'Donnell, of Melrose, 
called the superintendent "a thief" in a 
conversation with l.ofgren and school 
administrator Richard Morris 

Morris said at the meeting that he had 
signed the statement, but l.ofgren 
declined to comment. 

O'Donnell denied making the remark 
about thesu|>erintendont and asked Supt.

Historical Commission Grant 
Applications Now Available 


Sen. Sam Kotondi has announced that 
pre-application materials are available 
Irom the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission for its fiscal year 1980 
Acquisition and Development Historic 
Preservation Grant Program and for a 
new Maritime Heritage Preservation 
Grant Program. 

The funding for these programs is 
made available from the Department of 
the Interior, Heritage Conservation and 
Recreation Service under the National 
Historic Preservation Act of 1966 i Public 
Law 89-665). Individuals, private non¬ 
profit groups, state, county or municipal 
government, including local historical 
commissions, and private organizations 
are eligible to apply for up to 50 percent 
matching funds. 

Sen. Kotondi indicated that the 
acquisition and development grant 
program is for buildings, sites, 
monuments or structures which are 


listed on the National Register of Historic 
Places or are located in National 
Register districts. 

The new Maritime Heritage grant 
program is for the acquisition and 
development of properties listed on the 
National Register of Historic Places such 
as military, commercial or recreational 
vessels and waterborne craft, or un¬ 
derwater archeological sites or the high 
seas or inland waterways and-or related 
shore facilities. Funding is also available 
lor survey and planning projects which 
identify, record or provide planning 
studies lor significant historic maritime 
resources and lead to nominations to the 
National Register of Historic Places. The 
deadline to file the pre-application is 
March 30. , ^

Foster Homes Needed For Elderly 


V « 


"John needs a family: to give him a 
room and regular meals; to assist with 
his medical needs; to provide for his 
personal needs; to help him live with 
dignity." 

John, as he is called in this example, 
represents the kind of elderly person in 
this area for whom foster homes are 
being sought under a new Elder Foster 
Care Program. It is hoped that by June 
20 area residents over age 60 who have 
some medical needs will be placed with 
families as an alternative to nursing 
home care. 

Mary Bauer is the social worker 
director of the program which is being 
operated in a 23-community area 
through the Arlington Council on Aging. 
Administration of the program is being 
paid for by a $16,200 grant from the Dept, 
of Mass. Dept, of Elder Affairs to this 
demonstration project. It is run by area 
councils on aging and home care cor¬ 
porations. 

The program aims to help elderly who 
would be Level III nursing home 
patients. They are people who can do lot 
for themselves, Ixit they cannot live 
alone, she explains, because they need 


help taking medicine, they walk with a 
cane or walker, they cannot prepare 
meals, perhaps they are a little forgetful 
or confused. 

"They are people who can make a 
contribution to a family,” says Mrs. 
Bauer. In this case, “family” could 
mean everything from a family with 
parents and children to a single elderly 
person who would welcome the com¬ 
panionship or the income. 

The foster family is expected to 
provide a room for the elderly person 
and to be able to give fulltime care. The 
family will receive $300 a month for 
providing room and board. 

Prospective families will be screened 
by Mrs. Bauer and nurse Susie Case. 
Their homes will be given fire safety 
inspections. Sometimes some physical 
improvements such as a grip at die toilet 
will be added. 

Families will be trained for taking an 
elderly person. Special needs and diets of 
the person will be explained. Up to 8 
hours of respite care will be available to 
the family a week through "friendly 
visitors” who can visit the homes. 

The family will be entitled to two 


65 Taxpayers Still Owe 
The Town Late Payment 


The town ol Winchester is owed taxes 
of $1000 or more from 05 people according 
to a recently released list by the two town 
treasurer. 

The list, accurate as of 4:30 Monday, 
shows the town is owed a total of 
$197,712.20 in outstanding debts from the 
fiscal years 1977 and 1978. The list does 
not include taxes from the present fiscal 
year. 

According to Town Treasurer Carol 
Thomas, payments are due May 1 and 
Nov. I of each year. Bills must be mailed 
out 30 days before the due date. It is the 
responsibility of the Tax Collector's 
office to see that the bills are sent out on 
time. 

Late payments are subject to 10 
percent interest per annum from the irst 


day of due day of payment. $66,471.36 is 
owed the town in back taxes from 1977 
and $137,332,34 from 1978. 

The Star conducted a telephone 
survey among some of the residents 
listed who owe taxes. Some stated that 
personal problems such as medical bills, 
property damage and other difficulties 
along that vein, prevented them from 
paying their entire tax bill and that they 
planned to do so as soon as possible. 

Some ol those interviewed claimed 
they were not aware they owed money 
and said they'd rectify the problem. Still 
others refused to discuss the subject. 

A possible consequence of delinquent 
laxes is a rise in the tax bills of other 
residents to compensate for funds that 
were planned on hut not received. 


weeks of vacation during which t|je 
elderly person may stay at home?with 
the help of friendly visitors or mbvO to 
another location. 

Any other services that may be 
needed, such as mental health coun¬ 
seling. visiting nurses and a 24-hour hot 
line, will be available. 

"The important thing in this kind of 
program is that the family will not b? 
abandoned after the person is placed," 
explains Mrs. Bauer. “The idea is that 
the family will give physical support and 
an emotional atmosphere where ft’ 
person will have enthusiasm, incentive, 
someone who cares about him and whom 
he can care about." 

While the foster care program is not 
aimed at financially needy elderly, it is 
also not aimed at those who are simply 
lonely. Each client must have some 
medical need which prevents him from 
living alone. For some, nursing homes 
arc too expensive or the wait is too long. ; 1 

It is hoped that the foster elderly will 
be treated as members of the family and 
will be placed with the family until they 
can no longer stay because hospital or 
nursing home care then is necessary. 

The goal is to place 20 persons in 
foster homes in the 23 communities in 
this area being administered 1 'in 
Arlington. In 1980 the legislature will re¬ 
evaluate the program, according to Mrs. 
Bauer. If it is felt to be successful and it 
helps people and is cost effective and 
provides a better alternative of care, she 
assumes the program will be expanded. 

To date, 24 elderly have been referred 
for placement. The job now is to find 
homes for them. t i-»rt> i » 

"I like people to think of these elderly 
as real people," says Mrs. Bauer. John. > 
for example, "is a 70-year-old grand¬ 
father. He enjoys playing cards arid 
checkers. Because of medical needs! 
including high blood pressure tihd • 
congestive heart failure, he can’t live 
alone. John is unable to stand for a long 
time and so can't prepare meals or do his 
housework. As a recent widower, John 
sometimes finds himself lonely and 
depressed. He is now in the hospital aodi 
although he is ready to be discharged, he <• 
has nowhere logo." i.<»^.<

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Winchester Girls Pick Up N.E. Title 
At Indoor Soccer Championship 


In a game which indoor soccer 
commisioner Max Spector says will be 
seen around the world, the Winchester 
Girls' Indoor Soccer Team defeated a 
Cambridge team to win the New England 
Title in the Second Annual Womens’ 
Indoor Soccer Championships on March 
4 at Boston’s Emmanuel College. 

"The entire game was filmed by an 
independent video company and has 
been sold to Brazilian television,” said 
Spector, creator of the new game (a 
variation on men's indoor soccer) and 
founder of the New England Indoor 
Soccer League. "There are no indoor or 
outdoor women’s soccer teams in 
Europe,” he continued. "The game is a 
novelty! I hope to sell it to British and 
German television as well.’’ He addfed 
that the game was seen on television in 
Hartford, Conn.on March 5. 

The Winchester squad, 10 in all, was 
made up of members from the Win¬ 
chester High School soccer team. They 
included sophomores Prudie Horne and 
Katie McCarthy, and seniors Mary 
Russo, Sue Flaherty, Kathleen Driscoll, 
Mary Claire McCarthy, Ellen Dillon. 
Andrea Fortin, Mary Ellen Kennedy and 
Ann Williamson. 

Each of the girls is active in several 
other high school sports. Many also 
participate in BAYS (Boston area youth 
soccer). 

They have high praise for their 
Winchester High outdoor soccer coach, 
Chris Scanlon. 

"He’s an excellent coach,” says Sue 
Flaherty. “He makes us respect our¬ 
selves and respect our style of play.” 

That same day, the girls also com¬ 
peted against a team from Medfield for 
the National High School Championship, 
which they qualified for through a series 
of preliminary matches the previous 
day. The team lost the game by one point 
in a dramatic double overtime penalty 
kick situation. 

An on-the-scene account of the games 
follow.

Game One 

At 3 p.m. on March 4 in Emmanuel 
College’s small gymnasium a whistle 
blows to signal the start of the National 
High School Championship final. Before 
a lively bunch of scattered friends and 
relatives, the six members of the Win¬ 
chester team roll, push, and kick their 
way down the court. They are careful, as 
they go, to keep the ball below their 
shoulders. (The fancy forehead juggling 
of professional soccer is prohibited by 
the rules.) 

The ball they kick is imported from 
Brazil. It is about half the size of an 
average soccer ball, and is allowed by 
the rules to be played off the walls. 

As the Medfield team starts its attack 
on Winchester, goalkeeper Mary Claire 
McCarthy bends her body into various 
contortions, jumping, sliding and lunging 
at the ball. She leaves the net for several 
daredevil saves. 

So far no one has scored. Neither 
team dominates one end of the court, and 
scoring opportunities have been equally 
divided. They are playing classic, fast- 
paced soccer. 

Halftime is called, the nets are 
switched and the girls take a breather. 
The people in the bleachers are quiet. 
Suddenly, from a huddled group in the 
center of the floor comes a loud chant. 
"Let’s win, Winchester, let's win!" 
Parents and friends applaud loudly. 

The game’s second 10 minutes proves 
no different from the first. Both action 
and tension are running high. Forward 
Mary Russo, the ball at her feet, breaks 
down the court several times. She is 
accompanied by the loud cries of her 
father, "C’mon Mare, c’mon!” 

"It’s a really even match," Russo 
says. “Winchester has been controlling it 
but they haven’t been able to score." 

Overtime Play 

The game ends. No score. It goes into 
overtime. “It’s not fair!" says Mary 
Russo’s mother as the teams set up for a 
penalty kick situation. (Each player will 
have a chance to score on the other 
team’s goalie from a point six yards 
directly in front of the net.) The game is 
reduced to a match between goalies. 
"It’s as shame," says Russo. “Both 
teams played so well, I’d rather see them 
win by scoring in a regular game.”

John A. Hackett, 16 Buckman dr., has 
announced his candidacy for the Win¬ 
chester School Committee. John with his 
wife Mary, has lived in Winchester for 15 
years and their four children attend the 
Winchester schools. He is the president 
and chief operating officer of the J. J. 
Ruddy Insurance Agency, Inc., a large 
local insurance agency. 

After attaining a bachelor of science 
in finance from Boston College, School of 
Management, he began his career in the 
insurance business and has been so 
employed for 17 years. 

In the past he has been active with the 
Winchester Jaycees, being a past 
president, the Knights of Columbus, 
Council 210 and also, a past president of 
the Medford Chamber of Commerce.

He states that "This will be a difficult 
task and firm decisions will be im¬ 
portant. I feel that my background in the 
business world will be very valuable in • 
these decision making processes." 

Another important decision facing the 
voters on March 27, Hackett sees will be 
the endorsement by the voters of an 
additional seat on the School Committee 
overwhelmingly approved by the Town 
Meeting. He feels that the sixth scat will 
further open representation to more 
input and the work load can be 
redistributed for more effective research 
and investigation on the issues. 

Also, as presently structured to have 
quorum at a School Committee meeting 
it requires that o.nly three members be 
present. Translated this means that only 
two members could possibly make a 
policy decision on a major issue which 
would effect the entire town. By creating 
the sixth seat, the quorum would be 
raised to four and the majority needed to 
three, giving a better representation on 
all votes taken. 

Hackett said he would like all voters 
to know that he will represent them and 
that he will solicit input from residents on 
all issues. "Advice and Desires,” he said 
“will be gratefully acknowledged."

To the Winchester Voter: 

This letter is to announce my can¬ 
didacy for re-election to the School 
Committee. 

This, of course, raises the question of 
why anyone would want another three 
years of long hours, frequent frustrations 
and no compensation beyond a feeling 
inside that you’ve done the best job you 
can. In my case, not to run for a second 
term would be a waste of the first three 
years. I also think that this year’s 
election is the most important one in a 
long time. Much is at stake. 

Candidates for town, offices usually 
speak in broad terms such as getting the 
most for our tax dollars or zero-in on 
some specific issue that is of particular 
interest to certain people. I want to talk 
about the role of the School Committee 
member and what we should and should 
not do; what we can do and what we 
cannot do. Three years on the committee 
have taught me quite a few things. 

First of all, a School Committee 
should have goals, both short term and 
long term. It must decide how good a 
system the town wants, based on what is 
financially and realistically possible. The 
Committee must recognize specific 
problems, and there are many, but these 
must always be looked at within the 
framework of goals for the entire system. 
We are elected by the whole town, our 
thinking must be for the whole town. 

These goals, both broad and specific, 
should form the basis of a directive to the 
school administration. They are trained 
for and are paid to implement these 
directives and their performance 
determines their retention or 
replacement. It, is not the School Com¬ 
mittee’s job to adminster the system. 
Also, it is unfair to issue directives only 
to change our mind at some later date 
and come up with proceedures of our 
own. Clear, well-considered directives is 
what the committee’s job is all about. It 
is on this basis that its performance 
should be measured. 

Let me give you a current example. 
With declining enrollments our town 
wants to keep our best teachers and any 
cuts in staff should be based on merit or 
attrition. Good. However, we now hear 
talk of how to implement this 
goal....early tenure for teachers we 
believe to have superior talents. 

Look at “tenure” for a moment. It 
was originated long ago to protect 
• eachers from unreasonable dismissal by 
the whim of town governments. It served 
its purpose by giving a town three years 
to decide if the teacher should be kept on 
a permanent, basis. 

Today, tenure is obsolete. Teachers 



Constance Papas 

are organized and work under contract. 
They have the protections that tenure 
was designed to give. Why then, are we 
today talking about an obsolete 
proceedure as a way to retain good 
teachers? During the past three years we 
have never to my knowledge lost a 
talented instructor due to staff reduc¬ 
tions. We have an extremely able 
superintendent of schools whose only 
shortcoming is that he works too quietly. 
The quality of instruction is constantly 
improving and he is implementing the 
directive. That is his job. Nothing is more 
destructive to a school system and 
teacher morale than a School Committee 
trying to do what an administration has 
been hired to do. 

From all of this I hope you can un¬ 
derstand why I am running for re- 
election. Our School Committee must 
work with the administration and 
teachers to build the finest system 
possible. It is our role to motivate and 
encourage the staff, sutdents and ad¬ 
ministration. It is up to us not only to see 
that the wishes of our town are carried 
out, but also to be certain that the ac¬ 
complishments of the school system as 
an entity are conveyed back to the 
community. 

We must re-establish pride in what we 
have and what we are trying to build. 
Pride by teachers that they are a part of 
something fine and getting even better. 
Parental pride that their children are 
getting the best possible start in life. 
Student pride in that they are uniquely 
fortunate to be a part of our town. And 
taxpayer pride that we are not only 
getting full worth for pur money, but also 
that this is reflected in the property 
values. 

The goals are simple, really. 
Reaching them has its 'difficulties. 
Please, I hope you’ll remeber that bad 
things often happen quickly. The really 
good things take time.

Roger A. Bauman Announces 
School Committee Candidacy 

Roger A. Bauman, M.D., of 34 Everett Dr. Bauman states that the 
ave. has announced his candidacy for motivating factor for his desire to serve 


School Committee. His wife, Margaret, 
and he have lived in Winchester for eight 
years. They have three children, a pre¬ 
schooler and two in the Winchester 
elementary schools. 

Dr. Bauman is the assistant 
radiologist-in-chief at'Massachusetts 
General Hospital (MGH). His Harvard 
Medical School faculty position is 
assistant professor of radiology at MGH. 
He is a member of the American 
Academy for the Advancement of 
Science, the American College of 
Radiology, the Association for Com¬ 
puting Machinery, the New England 
Historic Genealogical Society and the 
Radiological Society of North America. 
He has served as chairman of the 
American College of Radiology Com¬ 
mittee on Computer Assisted Instruction 
and is a member of several ACR Com¬ 
mittees. 

Dr. Bauman was educated in the 
public schools in West Bend, Wis. He 
attended Lawrence University and 
Northwestern University Medical 
School. Upon graduation he joined the 
United States Public Health Service 
(PHS), and did his internship in Seattle, 
Wash. 

He then did two years of general 
practice as the only physician among 
2000 people on Annette Island, Alaska. 
His specialty training in radiology was at 
the USPHS Hospital in Baltimore; this 
included the interpretation of diagnostic 
x-ray studies, the use of radioactive 
‘ material in diagnosis and treatment, and 
radiotherapy. 

Following his training, Dr. Bauman 
served on the staff of that hospital until 
assigned by the PHS Bureau of 
Radiological Health (BRH) in 1969 to 
apply computers to the field of radiology 
at the Massachusetts General Hospital. 
The initial assignment was through the 
BRH facility on Holton street. At the 
MGH Dr. Bauman has had appointments 
radiology and the Laboratory of 


on the School Committee is to try to solve 
the increasing challenge of providing top 
quality education in the face of today’s 
inflation. He believes that his experience 
as a business person can be usefully 
applied to the hard decisions ahead. The 
best decisions on complex issues must be 
based on thorough examination of the 
benefits and the true costs of all alter¬ 
natives.

With reduction in force because of 
declining enrollment, Dr. Bauman will 
strive to retain the most competent 
educators and will work to develop better 
methods of performance evaluation. 

How well prepared the graduates of 
Winchester Schools are to enter the world 
is one of the prime questions which Dr. 
Bauman will address if elected. From 
kindergarten to 12th grade the 
curriculum focus must be to prepare 
every student for adult life. With ex¬ 
ceptions in only a few fields today's job 
market is tight; each student must be 
equipped to enter the job market, 
whether directly from high school or 
after further education. 

Dr. Bauman views the nationwide 
drop in college board scores in recent 
years as indicating a real decrease in the 
success of basic education. The 1978 
reversal of this trend in Winchester is 
laudatory and must continue; Win¬ 
chester schools must emphasize 
proficiency in the basics in support of this 
goal.

Selectman Candidate Welch Discusses 
Business Community Problems, Solutions 


Crandall Stresses Need For Planning 


Alternative School Use, 


editor's note; The following article was 
Mihmilted by candidate Wade Welch. 

"As you may know, I am a candidate 
lor Hoard of Selectman in this year's 
March 27 election. I am also an attorney 
and a member of the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce. Last Monday 
evening, March 5, 1 attended the sign by¬ 
law forum sponsored by the chamber. I 
went to the sign by-law lorum expecting 
an informative discussion of the history 
and current interpretation of the by-law 
by tlie chamber’s panel. Insteud, I left 
the presentation greatly troubled by the 
feeling of alienation expressed by our 
businessmen. 

"I am now convinced that a large 
majority of our businessmen believe that 
their views and interests are largely 
ignored both at town hall and at Town 
Meeting. It would serve no useful pur¬ 
pose to review the past to determine 
whether or nor their view is justified; the 
important thing is to recognize that it 
exists. 

"What can be done about it? I propose 
the following: 

"Instead of telling our local 
businessmen that they should have 
spoken up two years ago about the sign 
by-law, let’s make an appropriate 
amendment so that our businessmen can 
continue to properly advertise their 
business without incurring major out-of- 
pocket expenses. 

"Let's let the Selectmen moving on 
getting a restaurant with a liquor license 
to open in Winchester. The town meeting 
authorized this action almost a year ago. 

“Let’s make contact with the staff 
member with responsibility for Win¬ 
chester on Senator Tsongas’ newly 
created economic development staff and 
find out what has been successful in other 
communities and what could be adopted 
to Winchester’s needs. 

"Let’s start thinking about Win¬ 
chester as a business community as well 
as a residential community and of 


Winchester’s business community as 
more than just the “center." 

“I don’t want to paint too gloomy a 
picture about the future. The par¬ 
ticipation at the by-law forum indicates 
that our businessmen do care and are 
starting to organize an effective lobbying 
group. Further, we should not overlook 
the fact that wehave until July 16,1981, to

Last week as a candidate for Planning 
Board, Marion Crandall presented her 
stand on housing and stated that her goal 
as a Planning Board member would be to 
retain the residential character of 
Winchester while working to meet the 
town's elderly and middle income 
housing needs. 

This week Mrs. Crandall would like to 
share her views on planning for the 
school properties soon to be released to 
the town for alternative uses and other 
areas which need Planning Board at¬ 
tention. 

Mrs. Crandall comments, “The 
closing of schools is -now a reality. In 
June 1978 the School Committee set the 
town’s future educational pattern when it 
voted to close Parkhurst School in 1979 or 
1980; Washington and Noonan Schools in 
1980 and approved the relocation of the 
administrative offices from Sanborn 
House to the Lynch School in 1980. 

"Although the town was given time to 
plan between decision and disposition, 
the only area of agreement was with 
regard to what not to do. The unanimous 
recommendation of the Task Force 
Committee studying building utilization 
was that excessed school buildings 
should not be boarded up. (We have only 
to look back at the problems created 
when the former Lincoln School was 
closed to agree with that decision.) 

“The Planning Board and Selectmen 
saw a critical need for a professional 
study of the uses of schools to be closed - 
done in advance of the closing. Funds to 
hire a professional consultant were 
sought by both boards in the Spring 1978 
Town Meeting. Due to a logistical error, 
the funding was not voted. With Planning 
Board and Board of Selectmen support, I 
later reintroduced a similar motion 
which was then approved by Town 
Meeting. 

"This motion approved the establish¬ 
ment of a three member committee (one 
each from the Board of Selectmen, 
Planning Board and Finance Com¬ 
mittee) which would hire a consultant to 
study and report on alternative uses for 
those buildings designated by the School 
Committee for potential release to the 
town. 

“Since the, many public meetings 
have been held for community input and 
the consultant and the committee worked 
diligently to bring its report to the 1978 
Fall Town Meeting. 

"We now have planned ahead and are 
ready to move ahead - equipped with 
professional research and community 
advice with regard to alternative uses for 
our school buildings. We are prepared to 
confidently proceed in a thoughtful, well- 
planned manner rather than being in the 
position of responding to an immediate 
crisis with an immediate but possibly 
poor solution. 

"My past efforts in schools and town 
have been aimed at trying to insure that 
the town does not operate in a vacuum. 
That it has before it the infprmation 
needed to come to a lasting decision. In 
short, to encourage the town to plan 
ahead. 

"As a member of the Planning Board, 

I would continue to initiate and en¬ 
courage a joint effort between Capital 
Planning and Planning Board to look 
ahead 10, 15 years down the road and 
begin now the long-range study of all 
town properties. 

“Another problem which I feel the 
town must address is the. need for more 
parking space. It is a critical factor in the 
revitalization of Winchester’s center 
area. 

“In a past study, the Planning Board's 


consultant suggested the town might 
consider the purchase of additional 
parking, including the Waterfield road 
parking lot. With building the Waterfield 
road housing, the town has not only lost 
this option but has impacted the problem 
by the loss of the 50 plus private parking 
space there now. 

“While I agree the housing need is 
more immediate and greater, the 
potential parking loss must be measured 
and steps taken to address the problem 
which has now become intensified. 

“All future plans for the cneter hinge 


(Editor’s note: The following release 
was submitted by Edward F. O'Connell, 
a candidate for re-election to the Board of 
Selectmen.) 

"A candidate for office should come to 
grips with issues. Accordingly, I wish to 
record where I stand on property taxes. 

"I along with many others chafe 
under the property lax. Back in 1975 I 
was one of the 10 members of Town 
Meeting that formed the Ad Hock 
Committee for stabilizing the tax rate. I 
was the only member of an elected town 
board to be a part of that effort. As a 
result of that initiative, all departments 
of the town were required to submit along 
with their budgets additional information 
demonstrating how they would absorb a 
reduction of five percent in their spen¬ 
ding. 

This was an exercise of considerable 
value which required departments truly 
to assess their priorities and identify 
what they would give up if they had to 
make reductions. It was a good 
management tool which helped set the 
stage for our limited tax increase of the 
past few years. 

I believed then as I believe now that 
the burden of proof rests with the board 
or department seeking an appropriation 
to convince the Town Meeting that the 
funds sought are truly needed. While I 
admit that I have had a few disap¬ 
pointments following this route, I per¬ 
ceive that the Town Meeting usually 
shows remarkably good judgment in 
determining the money requests that it 
will support. 

"This brings me to the major current 
issue in local government, the prospect of 
state imposed "caps" on local ex¬ 
penditures. I hope that we in Winchester 
shall continue to be the masters of our 
own local affairs. We must be mindful 
that with fiscal autonomy of School 
Committees and compulsory and binding 
arbitration for public safety employees 
any mandated cuts will be borne 
inequitably by other areas of town 
government. 

"I am not alone in articulating This 
concern. There has been ample public 
discussion among the Selectmen and our 
elected representatives- to the state 
legislature on these matters. The mood of 
the day is definitely for reduced ex¬ 
penditures. The budget recently sub¬ 
mitted by Town Manager Tom Groux 
with its projected tax increase will 
change before its passage by Town 
Meeting. 

"Groux has acknowledged that he has 
been conservative in projecting revenues 
while retaining some proposed ex¬ 
penditures that merit further con¬

on how well and how soon we find a 
solution. As a member of the Planning 
Board, I would propose the Board give 
their immediate attention to this 
problem. 

"My efforts of record show I can 
make a positive contribution to long 
range planning for Winchester's housing, 
school disposition and center re¬ 
vitalization. It also shows I recognize the 
necessity and value of working 
cooperatively with other town boards to 
achieve our common goals for Win¬ 
chester.” 


sideration at Town Meeting before final 
decision is reached. Revenue projections 
are difficult to make since we have not 
yet received the cherry sheets from the 
Commonwealth. 

“I hope- that Governor King will make 
good his promise of increased state aid to 
the cities and towns. This would provide 
tremendous relief to a town like Win¬ 
chester which has little prospect of ex¬ 
panding its tax base. 

“Of course, the other side of the coin 
of reduced taxes reads “reduced ser¬ 
vices.” As we lower expenditures, we 
must be prepared to sacrifice some of the 
services to which we have become ac¬ 
customed. We simply cannot have our 
cake and eat it too. 

"The Town Manager’s budget already 
calls for reductions in the number of 
personnel employed by some depart¬ 
ments. I expect that these reductions can 
be arrived at through attrition rather 
than through lay-offs. I say this in the 
awareness that we pay 57 percent of the 
cost of unemployment compensation 
paid to workers when there is a reduc¬ 
tion. 

"During the past three years when the 
annual rate of inflation was hitting 
double digits, our total property tax 
increase came to 6.3 percent, an average- 
increase of 2.1 percent per year. 
Simultaneously we reduced the town’s 
debt from $11,630,000 to $6,780,000, a 
reduction of 41.6 percent. These are 
impressive figures that underscore the 
sound management of local government 
in Winchester. 

"This discussion has been a serious 
one on a subject that cannot be ignored. 
It underscores the problems that con¬ 
front us us we consider a budget for 
Fiscal Year 1980. It comforts me to know 
that under Home Rule we still manage 
our own affairs. I hope 1 shall have the 
opportunity of continued service on the 
Board of Selectmen at this critical time."

programs from cosmetology to welding, 
from printing to nurse’s aide, from 
machine shop to electronics.' Generally 
speaking, they are learning an enormous 
variety of skills in the areas of building 
trades, health occupations, automotive 
technology, the electrical-electronics 
industry and personal services. 

The goal of every VICA member is to 
prepare himself for a job and to prepare 
to do the best possible job of which he-she 
is capable.

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Winchester Hospital Lists Cost-Cutting Measures Used 


In response to a threatened federally- 
imposed limit on the rate of increase in 
hospital costs, the nation's hospitals have 
responded by a voluntary effort on the 
part of each hospital to contain costs 
wherever possible and thus reduce the 
rate at which their health care delivery 
cost has been rising. 

Over the past five years and well 
before any governmental pressure was 
applied, Winchester Hospital, through a 
series of administrative actions, has 
succeeded in containing costs at an 
average of $80,000 a year for a total of 
$443,000 over the five year period. Had 
these cost containment actions not been 
voluntarily taken, the daily room charge 
would be $8 a day more than the ( 
hospital's present rate of $120 for a semi- 
private room. 

In 1975, the hospital modified its 
telephone system, producing a $20,000 
annual decrease in expense. In addition, 
by effecting changes in the outgoing 
telephone trunk lines, the hospital 
eliminated toll charges for all calls 


placed to seven Massachusetts cities and 
towns and reduced toll call charges for 
outgoing calls placed to 19 other cities 
and towns, with an estimated $1800 per 
year reduction in telephone charges to 
patients and staff. 

In 1977, the installation of a new 
electrical distribution system eliminated 
the need for an expensive transformer 
and a separate Edison Iced into one of the 
hospital buildings. An annual reduction 
m electrical costs was $5000. 

Probably the most dramatic example 
of the hospital's own voluntary casts 
containment program was the change 
made in its Food Service department in 
1970 which, during the first year it was in 
effect, reduced the cost of feeding its 8000 
patients by $144,000 without any 
reduction in the quality or the service. 
Subsequent annual cost reductions have 
averaged Soo.ooo. 

The decrease in cost was ac¬ 
complished by improved meal 
preparation and distribution techniques 
and a significant part of the reduction 


was produced by contracting for 
management of the Food Service 
department by a national food service 
organization whose nation-wide pur¬ 
chasing power produced economies not 
otherwise possible. 

In spite ol this cost containment ac¬ 
tion, inflation has caused an increase of 
34 percent in the cost of feeding a hospital 
patient over the last five years; in 1978 
alone, it rose 8.9 percent over the 
preceding year. Annually the hosital 
spends nearly $1 million to provide food 
service to the patients and staff. 

In May 1977, the hospital asked its 800 
employees to take a closer look at their 
jobs and at those of other employees to 
find ways of reducing expenses, Over 600 
suggestions were turned in covering a 
wide range of areas from ways to save on 
electricity and heat to more efficient 
procedures in distributing supplies, 
conserving paper and patient-use items. 

The suggestions were evaluated by 
management and implemented 


wherever feasible and practical without - 
sacrificing any quality in patent care. As 
a result of the program, the cost ol 
operating the hospital was reduced gy 
$40,(HK) a year. 

In the same year a hospital safety and 
employee safety program was instituted 
producing a reduction of $41,000 in the 
hospital's insurance premiums for the 
year. 

In 1977, hospital costs across the 
country rose 16 percent over 1976. In 
Massachusetts for the same year, costs 
rose slightly lower at the rate of 14.3 
percent. At Winchester, the rate of in¬ 
crease was 10.3 percent, and the 
following year il dropped to 7.4 percent. 
The projected rale for 1979 is below the 
9.7 percent rate suggested by HEW 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano, Jr. 

In response to the criticism of the 
increasing cost of health care, hospitals 
have pointed to inflation as the major 
adversary in their battle to contain costs. 
At Winchester Hospital, the cost of fuel 
lias risen steadily over the past five years 
by $42,000, with an increase of $ 10,000 
during the past year alone. The hospital's 
current annual fuel expense is $140,000 

Along with the increasing cost of fuel 
is a corresponding increase in the cost ol 
medical and surgical supplies. During 
the period from 1974-1978. the cost ol 
supplies shot up 79 percent, from $426,816 
in 1974 to $762,870 in 1978. And, as the 
hospitals (Miint out, the costs of fuel, 
utilities and supplies are items over 


which, like any other consumer today, 
they have no control. 

That hospital costs will continue to 
increase in today's inflationary climate 
appears to lie inevitable. Whether the 
nation's hospitals can continue to contain 
costs at or below the 9.7 percent limit 
suggested by the federal government 
while, at the same time, contending with 
a double-digit rate of inflation becomes 
problematical. The problem becomes all 
the more acute in view of the public’s 
demand for improved services and the 
need of the hospital to keep pace with 
advancements in medical technology.

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Task Force Still Needs $1000 
To Start Up Temp. Shelter 


What alternatives exist for a teenager 
in crisis in town? If a resident woke up 
one morning to find a 15 year old boy 
sleeping in the back yard where could 
that child be taken to assure him of 
adequate help? Where can a teenager be 
placed if his-her single parent becomes 
ill and no one is left to care for him-her? 
When abuse or neglect is occurring in a 
home, where can a youth be placed to get 
him-her out of the crisis situation quickly 
and with the least disruption? 

As of now, the. alternatives in 
Arlington, Belmont, Burlington, 
Lexington, Waltham, Watertown, 
Wilmington, Winchester and Woburn 
range from remaining in an unhealthy 
home environment, wandering the 
streets, being thrown in jail or a deten¬ 
tion center or, if they are very lucky, 
being placed in a short term foster care 
home as far away as Chelmsford of 
Lowell. 

Separate needs assessments done by 
the Mystic Valley and Met-Beaverbrook 
Councils for Children in 1978 pointed out 
that often the youth in crisis goes unat¬ 
tended in times of greatest stress. Last 
year in Mystic Valley alone, 187 requests 
for emergency shelter care were made. 

Local human service providers 
agreed, in each separate area, that a 
community based facility where youth in 
crisis could be placed for 30 to 60 days 
would help to fill this obvious gap in 
services in the nine town area. The needs 
assessments pointed to an emergency 
shelter facility as an immediate need. 

Responding to this lack of service, a 
community task force was created to 
work towards establishing such an 
emergency shelter facility. Local 
citizens, service providers and business 
people have volunteered their time and 
energy for over a year to develop a 
proposal and raise funds for the creation 
of such a facility. 

In November of 1978, $75,000 in Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration 
(LEAA) funds were awarded for the 
emergency shelter care facility and 
additional funds were contracted from 
the Department of Public Welfare. 
However, the funding guidelines of 
LEAA required the Task Force to raise 5 
per cent of that money in a cash-match. 
Generous contributions have been 
donated from throughout the nine town 
area, but $1000 is still needed to meet the 
cash-match goal. 

The task force, community groups, 
social service agencies and other 
volunteers have worked diligently to help 
raise the needed cash-match money. 
With only $1000 left to raise, it is hoped 
that individuals in the nine town area can 
pull together for the final push of a well- 
supported effort and contribute what 
they can towards the final monies.

On display at the Winchester Public 
Library during the month of March is a 
display of articles from Micronesia, from 
the collection of Marlon Sudbury. Sud¬ 
bury recently visited the island chain. 

Micronesia means ‘‘small islands” 
and Is one of three main island groups of 
the South Pacific. The islands have two 
ways of life today, the new way brought 
by the Americans and the Europeans, 
and the old way, handed down for hun¬ 
dreds or thousands of years. Many of the 
people still follow the same way of life as 
their ancestors, as shown by the articles 
on display. 

Included among the items on exhibit 
are a stick chart,-which is a navigation 
aid, an eel trap, a story borad, a lava lava 
and other examples of native handicraft. 

Three Films Featured 
Sunday And Tuesday 

On Sunday afternoon, the family film 
program is held in the story hour room of 
the junior library at 2:30. It is requested 
that at least one adult accompany each 
group of children.

To Begin March 19

Cross Street Residents Meet 
To Deal With Area Problems 


The first part of an archeological 
study to determine the feasibility of 
restoring the decaying Middlesex Canal 
will begin March 19 according to John 
Connery, Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council Techinca! Assistance Director. 

The beginning of the study will be a 
"survey of the existing information and 
data from libraries and other sources” 
about the canal said Connery. 

MApC has been contracted, along 
with the Northern Middlesex Area 
Commission to investigate the 
possibilities of restoring the 27 mile canal 
as a recreational waterway and a 
historic landmark. 

Twenty-seven miles in length with 20 
locks and eight aqueducts, the canal has 
its origin as far back as 1793, when John 
Hancock, then Governor of 
Massachustetts, approved of its con¬ 
struction. 

It began operation in 1803 and for the 
next 50 years served as the water link 
between Boston Harbor and the 
Merrimack River. 

In the early nineteenth century the 
canal served as the standard and 
prototype of many inland waterways 
constructed in other parts of the country. 
Leather goods, textiles and timber were 


among the products pulled on flat boats 
by teams of mules along the shores. 

The canal, which runs through nine 
communities including Winchester, was 
forced out of operation by the advent of 
the railroad system in the mid 1800's. 

Gradually the canal was sold in 8 part 
to private owners. Much of it was filled in 
for land uses and even Bunker Hill 
Community College is built on a fill site. 

The canal was designated as an 
outstanding civil engineering 
achievement by the American Society of 
Civil Engineers in 1967. Six years later it 
was placed in the national Register of 
Historic Places which prevented any 
further development and thus halting the 
destruction of its historic value. 

The Middlesex Canal Commission 
was created by the legislature last year 
and was awarded a grant of $20,000 from 
the Massachusetts Historical Com¬ 
mission to study the feasibility of 
restoring parts of the canal for historic 
and recreational use. 

MAPC and the Northern Middlesex 
Area Commission, subcontracted by the 
canal Commission, have each received 
$10,000 matching grants to begin the 
study. 


Cross Street area residents and 
parents of children attending Muraco 
School met on Feb. 13 to address health 
and safety problems in the neighborhood. 
Dr. & Mrs. Paul Kwan requested the 
meeting so that concerned parents and 
residents along Cross Street could meet 
and discuss area problems. 

Five separate committees were 
formed at the meeting. Mrs. Barbara 
Emeneau, chairman of the Committee on 
Canine Control, will work with the Dog 
Officer in trying to resolve the 
widespread problem of stray dogs 
chasing school children, pedestrians, and 
passengers who disembark at the train 
station on Cross Street, and the upsetting 
of trash containers. 

Mrs. Beverly Kwan, chairman of the 
Winchester Gardens Tenants Com¬ 
mittee, will assist tenants in alleviating 
problems within the various units in the 
complex, in dealing with the landlord, 
Arnold Mason, and informing the tenants 
of their legal rights in upholding the 
health and housing codes of Winchester. 

Mrs. Carey McLendon, chairman of 
the School Bus Transportation Com¬ 
mittee, will present a petition signed by 
parent^ of children attending Muraco 
School. The petition requests tran¬ 
sportation for the 122 children who now 
must walk over a mile and sometimes 
nearly two miles to the school. 

According to concerned parents, these 
children are threatened by speeding 
cars, stray dogs, olcier malicious 

V * 


teenagers, slippery and poorly main¬ 
tained sidewalks and pathways, trenches 
6'-8’ deep, a factory attack-dog, and the 
danger of having to walk across railroad 
tracks when the area beneath the bridge 
is frequently flooded or impassable due 
to truck and car accidents. 

Mr. Robert Scholl, Jr., chairman of 
the Safety Patrol Committee, will 
petition the Police Department to 
provide a patroling officer along the 
pathway from Muraco School out to 
Cross Street beyond Mac’s Store. 

The concerned parents said two little 
boys were injured, requiring emergency 
treatment on the Wednesday and Friday 
subsequent to the meeting. The injuries 
resulted from rocks and bottles thrown 
by older teenagers congregated in front 
of Mac's Store, the parents said. 

The above committees will be in 
contact with various Winchester agen¬ 
cies for the resolution to the neigh¬ 
borhood problems. The committees plan 
to meet within a few weeks to discuss the 
responses from those town agencies, and 
to plan any further action necessary. 

Dr. & Mrs. Paul Kwan urge anyone 
who has knowledge of other health and 
safety hazards to please contact them at 
729-2435 after 6:30 p.m. Any parent, who 
does not work during the day and wishes 
to take part in the “Helping Hand" or 
block mother safety program should 
notify the Kwans for inclusion in a much 
needed community service, the Kwans 
said.

On The Cover 


The Boston Opera Company, under the artistic direction of the 
indefagitable Sarah Caldwell, opens its new season this week with 
Verdi's Falstaff, to be sung in Italian on Wednesday March 21 and 
Friday March 23 at 8 pm, and in Andrew Porter’s English trans¬ 
lation on Sunday March 25 at 3 pm and Friday March 30 at 8 pm. 
Bass-baritone Donald Gramm (pictured on the cover) will sing 
the title role, with sopranos Catherine Wilson as Alice and Leigh 
Munro as Nanetta. 

The opera, a lively comedy with an exquisite score, is based on 
t he life of Shakespeare’s Falstaff. It was Verdi’s last opera and had 
its premiere at La Scala in 1893 when the composer was seventy- 
nine. 

Following the production of Falstaff. the company’s season 
continues on April 4 with four performances of Manuel de Falla’s 
La Vida Breve and Master Peter's Puppet Show — an event which 
manages to combine the tear-jerk quality of tragic opera, the 
vitality of dance, and the magic of puppet theatre. It stars 
Spanish soprano Victoria De Los Angeles. 

Beginning April 12 is the revival of Caldwell’s famous produc¬ 
tion of Rossini’s comic masterpiece The Barber of Seville, which 
premiered in Boston, was televised from the stage of the New 
York City Opera, and presented before President Carter at the 
Kennedy Center in Washington. The first two performances star 
Beverly Sills (also pictured on the cover) and Donald Gramm in 
the soprano version. 

The season closes on May 18 with four productions of the 
American premiere of The Ice Break by contemporary composer 
Sir Michael Tippet. 

This is the Opera Company's 21st year and it is being cele¬ 
brated under especially happy circumstances. For the first time in 
its history, the company has a home of its own — Boston’s new 
opera house, the Savoy Theatre at 539 Washington Street. For¬ 
merly the BF Keith Memorial, the Savoy was built in 1928 and 
was lavishly decorated in baroque grandeur with marble from 
Italy and chandeliers from France. Since then, the building has 
been used almost exclusively as a movie house. As of press time, 
the theatre was still undergoing its transformation into a grand 
opera house, but a spokeswoman for the company assured us that 
everything would be ship shape by this week’s opening night. 

Tickets for the Opera Company of Boston’s productions can be 
obtained on a per show or subscription basis. Subscriptions range 
from $25 to $100. Individual shows go for $8 to $27. Tickets and 
subscription information are available at the company’s execu¬ 
tive offices, 711 Boylston in Boston (267-8056).

Three New 
Movies 

Three imports, Wives 
from Norway and Wife- 
mistress and The 
Innocent from Italy, make 
this International Week 
at the movies._

Made in Norway in 1975 and 
now making the rounds locally, 
Anja Breien’s Wives is the story 
of three women, old friends, who 
meet after ten years or so at a 
school reunion. They re-estab¬ 
lish acquaintance through a 
catechism of ‘‘What are you 
doing now and what sort of hus¬ 
band did you find and how many 
children do you have?” and as 
the party drifts to a close the 
three of them decide to go on a 
lark. They will play hooky from 
all their responsibilities (real 
and imagined) and Have Fun. 
What follows, as the three 
wander around town, is a triple 
character study; through con¬ 
versation and gesture, we get to 
know the three of them just as 
they get to know each other. 
There is Kaja (Katja Medboe) in 
an advanced state of pregnancy, 
the reluctant delinquent who 
imagines her husband around 
every corner. There is Heidrun 
(Froydis Armand) who loses her 
job in a chocolate factory as a 
result of their merry-making, 
and who confesses, almost brags 
in a session of “I’ve got more 
problems than you do” that her 
husband hits her; and there is 
Mie (Anne Marie Ottersen), who 
juggles a husband and a lover 
and is happy-unhappy with 
both. 

Wives is talky and inconclu¬ 
sive. If we are meant to see these 
three women as Women, Breien 
makes it hard for us: the very 
title of the film and the conver¬ 
sation which never strays far 
from husbands and lovers and 
children insist that they are 
wives, not selves. It may be 
simpler to watch Kaja and 
Heidrun and Mie as friends; in 
which case their other relation¬ 
ships become something to carry 
around the way they carry their 
handbags; all part of the baggage 
of muddling through. 

Barely an hour and a half long, 
Wives is unpretentious and 
charming, frequently funny. 

In Norwegian with English sub¬ 
titles, it opens Friday at the 
Nickelodeon in Boston. 

Wifemistress opened Sunday 
at the Beacon Hill in Boston. 
Under the direction of Franco 
Cristaldi, it begins as a lushly- 
photographed romance. About 
halfway through you begin to 
wonder if it isn’t really a sleeper 
comedy. Wifemistress strikes 
ponderous poses and is very 
serious about sex, so it’s very 
funny.

Antonia, the neglected wife of 
Marcello Mastroianni’s Luigi. 
When Luigi is presumed dead 
Antonia takes up the reins of his 
wine business, and she begins to 
discover his life away from home. 
She travels along his usual sales 
route, in his usual carriage, 
pulled by his usual horse. The 
horses knows exactly where to 
stop, at a brothel, at a hunting 
club, at a little hotel next to a 
waterfall: all of Luigi’s usual 
haunts. Antonia meets his mis¬ 
tresses and lovers and is both 
irritated and intrigued by his 
secret life. 

Antonia eventually discovers 
that Luigi is not really dead. 
Under suspicion of murder, he 
has been hiding out nil along in 
an attic across the square from 
his and Antonia’s house. She 
settles upon her revenge. 

Antonia takes lovers of her own 
and entertains them in the gar¬ 
den and in the bedroom. Luigi 
turns voyeur. He refuses to leave 
his attic even after it is clear that 
he is no longer wanted by the 
police, He races from window to 
window trying to get a good view 
of Antonia and her carrying-on, 
and he is crazed with jealousy. 
Driven to desperation (you can 
tell by the drop of sweat on 
Mastroianni’s brow that he’s in 
anguish) Luigi leaves his hiding 
place and goes home to a wel¬ 
coming Antonia. 

The machinations required to 
set Luigi up as a witness to his 
wife’s infidelities are cumber¬ 
some, but Wifemistress lias an 
nrt-nouveau loveliness. It is 
sinuous in detail, erotic and sly. 
Laura Antonelli is the most 
beautiful of many beautiful 
things in the film, and Mastroi- 
anni is one of the funniest. 

Luchino Visconti, the director of 
Obsession, The Leopard, and 
Death in Venice, died three years 
ago this month. He left behind 
one final film, The Innocent, 
which opened last Friday at the 
Exeter Street Theatre in Bos¬ 
ton. The master’s hand has fal¬ 
tered a bit, hut his presence is 
still strong. The Innocent is 
luxuriously detailed and delib¬ 
erately paced. Its actors are set 
against backgrounds of such 
richness that all else pales before 
them; sometimes it’s hard to dis¬ 


tinguish the people from the 
wallpaper, there is that much 
profusion of pattern. 

Laura Antonelli plays much 
the same role here as in Wife¬ 
mistress (she could make a 
career of neglected, sexy wives in 
period costume); but while Wife¬ 
mistress turns funny halfway 
.through, The Innocent turns 
peculiar. Antonelli appears as 
Giuliana, married to Tullio 
(Giancarlo Giannini), a self-pro¬ 
claimed atheist, an aristocrat 
who dallies with Countess Ruffo 
(Jennifer O’Neill, whose Italian 
dubbing goes in and out, of 
synch). Now, Tullio is cheating 
on Giuliana, the Countess is 
cheating on Tullio, and Giulia¬ 
na is cheating on Tullio, but her 
lover dies. This much is clear. 

When Tullio and Giuliana go 
to their villa in an attempt at 
reconciliation, the plot thickens. 
Giuliana confesses that she is 
pregnant with the child of her 
late lover. Tullio urges her to 
have an abortion, but she 
refuses. Tullio is afraid that her 
love for thechild will remind 
him of her love for the child’s 
father, and drive her from him. 
The child is born and quietly 
christened. On Christmas Eve, 
while the rest of the household is 
at church, Tullio kills the baby, 
in a way that, with wishful 
thinking, he can absolve himself 
of the blame. Giuliana rejects 
Tullio. The Countess rejects 
Tullio. Tullio kills himself. His 
motivations seem to be wrapped 
in a shroud of politics, religion, 
anti-religion, lust, and jealousy. 
Even when he is making love 
(and The Innocent has some of 
the most awful love scenes 
you’ve ever seen) he can’t stop 
talking about sin and guilt and 
repentance. He talks so much 
and so incomprehensibly that 
you’re secretly glad when he 
shoots himself. At least it shuts 
him up. 

Visconti’s last film is an odd 
combination of art and amateur¬ 
ism. There are scenes that are 
like paintings, with stiff, rich 
fabrics, all crimson and gold, 
and you think everything is fine; 
and in the very next scene, when 
someone draws open the cur¬ 
tains, you can almost see the 
technician switch on the flood¬ 
lights.□

Playboy deserves a kinder fate. 

The Madhouse Company of 
London is not a native Boston 
troupe, but its lowbrow British 
comedy revue, Silly Bugger*, is 
now playing at the Charles Play¬ 
house Cabaret, 74 Warrenton 
Street. Go in expecting Monty 
Python, and you’ll be appalled. 
Though the Madhousers can be 
genuinely funny — a murder 
mystery spoof involving explod¬ 
ing pepperonis and a befuddled 
sleuth hits the target — they can 
also be dreadfully poor. Too 
often, what starts out as a fine 
sketch degenerates into frenetic 
pointlessness, and very had drag. 
Their invitation to “be a Silly 
Bugger too” is one that, by eve¬ 
ning's end, you’d like to file far 
out of sight. 

With the exception of Silly 
Bugger .s. which costs almost as 
much as you’d pay for a low- 
priced seat at the Shubert, all of 
these smaller theatrical produc¬ 
tions come very cheap indeed. 
You can spend a night out on the 
town without breaking your 
wallet. About four dollars, the 
price of a movie ticket, will get 
you in to Master of Ecstasy, into 
Night of the Assassins, into 
Playboy of the Western World. 
You won’t get all the luxury of a 
larger theatre, perhaps; but you 
may get good theatre, for a vir¬ 
tual pittance. It’s an option 
worth exploring, and you can do 
so by checking the theatre list¬ 
ings in this issue for all the infor¬ 
mation you need.D

The gist of Ain’t Mis¬ 
behavin’ is to set a 
bunch of vivacious types 
up in fancy Thirties 
duds and have them 
zing their way through a 
couple of dozen musical 
numbers. 


Ain’t Misbehavin'

Nostalgia, nostalgia. First it was 
cloches and The Boyfriend, then 
it was ducktails and Grease. 

Now it’s padded shoulders and 
Ain't Misbehavin', the musical 
revue that began off-Broadwny, 
became a Broadway hit, and is 
now touring the country. Happy 
days are here again, to be sure. 
But looking over your shoulder 


into the past gets a weeibit 
boring (and painful) after a time. 

Billed as “Thu New Fats 
Waller Musicul,” Ain't Mis¬ 
behavin' is supposed to cele¬ 
brate songs written or recorded 
by the exuberant stride 
pianist/composer Fats Waller, ' 
and to bring us back straight 
into a Hurlem honky-tonk 
atmosphere. Well, that is what is 
supposed to happen. Whether 
the songs ure by Waller or not is 
ubout as important as whether 
you tie your shoelaces into a per¬ 
fect bow; whether the Thirties, 
in Harlem were simply jolly old 
days is another question alto¬ 
gether. 

No, the real gist of the show is 
to set a bunch of vivacious types 
up in fancy Thirties duds and 
have them zing their way 
through about thirty musical 
numbers. Think of The All Night 
Strut, think of Bette Midler; by 
this time, it is an all-too-familiar 
shtick. You may not have seen it 
so well-performed before, or so 
technically endowed before, 
but what it strips down to is a 
quickly aging chestnut, staring 
you right in the face. 

The five cast members of Ain’t 
Misbehavin' bellow their way 


across the Wilbur stage with an 
almost religious fervor, and there 
is no mistaking that they’re very 
good at what they do. Ken 
Prymus, the best of the group, 
has the endearing, slightly 
clumsy manner of a puppy, 
and meticulous comic timing. 
Stomping and raving at an 
imaginary partner in “Your 
Feet’s Too Big,” he’s u knock¬ 
out. He's also a hard act for 
Adriane Lenox, Teresa Bowers, 
and Yvette Freeman to follow; 
but they do so, and do it well, 
with the exception of those 
moments when Bowers and 
especially Freeman jiggle their 
voluminous chests as part of 
some silly big-black-sexy-mama 
routine. Ben Harney is the weak¬ 
est of the five, delivering a silky 
rendition of “The Viper’s Drag,” 
and then, even though he’s 
onstage, fading into the foot¬ 
lights. 

A distinguished-looking 
Leonard J Oxley plays the 
magic, traveling piano (it glides 
across the stage). He is backed 
by a six-piece orchestra. It often 
plays under an archway that 
lights up into a huge piano key¬ 
board. 

Providing evenings of 
enjoyable, if not terrifically 
inspiring action, Ain't Mis- 


behavin' is booked ut the Wilbur 
through April 14. 

With the exception of the afore¬ 
mentioned Strut, Boston’s 
smaller theatres don’t seem too 
caught up in the glittery nostal¬ 
gia overkill. They continue to 
proffer some that is very good, 
and much that is mediocre. 
Here's a quick rundown of what’s 
currently playing. 

Master of Ecstasy is Boston 
playwright Jon Lipsky’s new 
drama, and it has just opened at 
the innovative Reality Theatre 
(26 Overland St, in the Mass 
College of Art, where the troupe 
is in residence). Abstract and 
often obtuse, the play is none¬ 
theless a particularly intelligent 
and understanding look at 
nouveau religion (Sri Chinmoy - 
Moon style), at four characters 
who cling to and then forsake it. 
Tim McDonough, one of the 
city’s finer actors, is the Master, 
backed by Suzanne Baxtresser, 
Ilona Wheeler, and a male¬ 
volent Vincent Murphy, all of 
whom “find” themselves on an 
island, in the Gulf of St Law¬ 
rence, called the Razor’s Edge. 

The Galaxy Theatre (791 
Tremont Street, in the Piano 
Craft Guild) has a tiny yet well- 
employed stagespace, on which 


Night of the Assassins, by Cuban 
playwright Jose Triana, is per¬ 
formed. Adapted and directed 
by a masterful Gabriel Garcia, 
the drama concerns three 
children (emotionally-stunted 
adults, really). With a broom, a 
knife, a red cloth, a chair, they 
perform a solemn ritual — they 
play at murdering their parents, 
over and over. It is an eerie and 
gripping play, full of haunting 
images that stick with you long 
after it’s done. 

A mangled masterpiece, on 
the other hand, is what’s offered 
by the Lyric Stage Company at 
54 Charles Street, on Beacon 
Hill. John Millington Synge’s 
The Playboy of the Western 
World is the Irish classic, dis¬ 
sected quite neatly by the Lyric 
Stage’s amateurish director, 
Polly Hogan, and by just about 
everyone in the cast except Joel 
Plotkin, who has a hint of what 
Irish humor is all about. His 
efforts are thwarted in full by 
John Adair (Christy) and Kate 
McGuire (Pegeen Mike), who 
make love look like a state of 
perpetual heart attack. All of 
Synge’s beautiful lyricism is lost 
on these two; Adair is a sappy 
slob, McGuire nothing more 
than a bitching shrew. Surely

You are about to participate 
in one of the most exciting 
construction projects in 
transportation history. 

It's the MBTA's Red Line 
Extension Northwest—the ex¬ 
tension of the subway line 
from Harvard Square to the 
Alewife Brook Parkway. Con¬ 
struction along the line is 
already underway. This 
month, work will begin in 
Harvard Square with the 
building of a new Harvard 
subway station. 

A PROJECT TO WATCH 

The Red Line project is ex¬ 
citing because its benefits 
in years to come will be 
enormous. The population in 
the Northwest corridor has 
been growing, resulting in 
increased traffic in Cam¬ 
bridge and Harvard Square. 
Greater transit availability 
will lessen traffic conges¬ 
tion considerably. And that 
means less pollution—a 
breath of fresh air for Har¬ 
vard Square and adjacent 
areas. 

Ever-increasing automobile 
operating costs are another 
important consideration. And 
with the impending energy 
crunch, the auto commuter is 
going to find his pocketbook 
even lighter, and more diffi¬ 
cult to find. 

The Red Line is a long-term 
answer to this problem. 

Not only is it a viable so¬ 
lution, but the Red Line Pro¬ 
ject is an interesting one to 
watch. Imagine, a 3.2-mile 
stretch of subway tunnel and 
four stations being built 
completely underground, be¬ 
neath some of the area's most 
bustling and vital business 
districts. Harvard Square is 
I such an example.

neath one of the busiest com¬ 
mercial areas in New England. 
And it's aiming to do it with 
as little disruption and in¬ 
convenience as possible to 
the activity above. However, 
all construction results in 
some disruption. Because of 
that, your participation dur¬ 
ing the next couple of years 
will be understanding and, 
hopefully, accepting neces¬ 
sary temporary changes that 
will occur to make construc¬ 
tion possible. 

The first in a series of 
changes will occur March 24 
in Harvard Square, when the 
new Harvard-Brattle Station 
opens. The MBTA is changing 
bus routing patterns and 
stops in the Square because 
the present bus tunnels under 
Flagstaff Park will be closed 
so that construction’ can be¬ 
gin on the new Harvard Sta¬ 
tion. 

For about eighteen months. 
Harvard Square will be served 
by two subway stations: Har¬ 
vard/Brattle located on Eliot 
Street adjacent to the new 
Kennedy School of Government, 
and the present Harvard 
Square Station, located in 
the heart of the Square at 
the Kiosk and newsstand. 

This issue of the Red Line 
News is devoted to informing 
you about the bus changes 
that will take place. In ad¬ 
dition, it contains construc¬ 
tion information for Somer¬ 
ville residents, who live in 
the Davis Square area, where 
construction of subway tun¬ 
nels and a new station will 
be underway this Spring. 


Harvard/Brattle Station to Open March 24 


Harvard Square will be served 
by two subway stations when 
the temporary Harvard/Brattle 
Station is opened for service. 

The temporary Harvard/Brat¬ 
tle Station, located on Eliot 
Street next to the Kennedy 
School of Government, will 
play a significant role in 
the next few years while the 
new Harvard Square Station is 
being built. 

On March 24, the station 
will begin serving as the fo¬ 
cal point for many bus 
routes, and as one of two 
subway stations in the Square 
until 1982. 

The Harvard Square Station 
at the kiosk will remain in 
use for the next 18 months 
when another temporary subway 
station, in front of Holyoke 
Center, is slated for open¬ 
ing. At that time. Harvard 
Station will be closed and 
for the next two years Holy¬ 
oke Station will be in use. 

In 1982, when the Red Line 
extension opens and an addi¬ 
tional entrance to the Har¬ 
vard Station is built on 
Church Street, the Harvard/ 
Brattle Station will be 
closed. Shortly after that 
the completed Harvard Square 
Station will be opened. 

Although temporary, the 
station is an attractive ad¬ 
dition to the Square. There 
is a glassed-in entrance on 
Eliot Street, fronted by a 
plaza, and the station's roof 
holds two large skylights. 
Train platforms are covered 
by canopies to protect pas¬ 
sengers from inclement wea¬ 
ther. The station also is 
equipped with wheelchair 
ramps to make access easy for 
the handicapped. 


Bus passengers will board 
their buses at the busway 
where shelters and benches 
have been installed. There 
also will be berthing signs 
to inform those riding buses 
exactly where to wait. A row 
of trees along Murray Street 
is being planted to make the 
waiting area more attractive. 


Parking Expanded 
for Harvard Square 

Parking in Harvard Square 
will be less frustrating now 
that the MBTA and the City of 
Cambridge are providing a new 
310-car parking lot in the 
old MBTA bus and trolley 
yards off Bennett Street. 

As compensation for parking 
spaces that will be lost dur¬ 
ing construction, the MBTA is 
allowing the city use of the 
former trolley yards. The 
lot has not only proved to be 
sufficient for the replace¬ 
ment of the parking spaces, 
but also is providing the 
city with a net gain of 78 
parking spaces. 

The new parking lot was 
paved and lighted by the city 
Department of Public Works, 
and is expected to generate 
about $250,000 for the city 
through parking fees annually. 
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New Bus and Trolley Routes

The accompanying map shows 
you where buses will be stop¬ 
ping as of March 24, and the 
chart explains how your bus 
will be traveling through 
Harvard Square, and where the 
best place is to catch it. 

In most cases, you will be 
able to choose which sta¬ 
tion—Harvard or Harvard/ 
Brattle—is the most conven¬ 
ient for you to board and get 
off of your bus. Two track¬ 
less trolley routes from 
Huron Avenue (#72) and the 
North Cambridge (#77A) will 
also not operate in the tun¬ 
nel and, therefore, will cir¬ 
cle Cambridge Common, and 
head back on their routes. 
This means that passengers 
riding these will have to get 
out on Garden Street at the 
Common and walk to the 
Square, or ride a regular bus 
to the new Harvard/Brattle 
Station. (After 7:15 p.m. 
and all day Sunday and holi¬ 
days, regular buses replace 
trackless trolleys and will 
go directly into the station.) 

Recognizing the inconven¬ 
ience this causes, the MBTA 
is instituting a free trans¬ 
fer between the Common and 
the Harvard/Brattle Station. 
So, if you leave your bus at 


the Common, you'll be able to 
catch any bus and transfer to 
Harvard/Brattle free of 
charge. The return trip from 
the station will also be free 
of charge to your bus stop. 

OTHER AIDS 

The MBTA plans to do every¬ 
thing possible to assist you 
in finding your bus stops and 
generally getting used to the 
new commuting pattern. There 
will be maps in subway sta¬ 
tions and bus shelters; di¬ 
rectional signs at old bus 
stops; and car cards in buses 
explaining the changes. 

There will be brochures and 
signs at numerous locations 
in the Square. And there 
will be MBTA personnel as¬ 
signed to the Square to help 
you find yoyr stops and ad¬ 
just your traveling patterns 
to the new system during this 
transition period. 

The MBTA realizes that 
there will be confusion and 
asks your patience and coop¬ 
eration to make this project 
an example for subway con¬ 
struction history books.

Construction Update 


PORTER SQUARE PILOT TUNNEL— 
The pilot tunnel at Porter 
Square is nearing completion. 
The contractor, the Per ini 
Corporation, is excavating 
rock from the tunnel portion, 
and is expected to complete 
the excavation soon. The tun¬ 
nel will enable engineers and 
prospective bidders for the 
Porter Square subway station 
to go underground and view 
the geological formation of 
rock for construction of the 
station. 

RELOCATION OF WATER MAIN 
(Porter Square)—The Per ini 
Corporation is currently ex¬ 
cavating in Somerville Avenue 
and in front of the Common¬ 
wealth Lock Building. It has 
completed installation of the 
casing for the relocation of 
the 48" main from the Dragon 
& Phoenix restaurant to the 
Commonwealth Lock Building 
under the railroad tracks and 
Massachusetts Avenue. 



RELOCATION OF 48" WATER MAIN 
(Garfield Street)—Morrison- 
Knudsen and their associates 
continue to work on the relo¬ 
cation of the water main on 
Garfield Street. The con¬ 
tractor also is making pre¬ 
parations to begin the con¬ 
struction of the south Porter 
tunnel. 

GROVE STREET SHAFT (Somer¬ 
ville)—The Perini Corpora¬ 
tion is driving sheeting into 
the ground for the construc¬ 
tion of the Grove Street 
shaft. They will soon be 
constructing the loading fa¬ 
cilities to haul materials 
from the construction site 
along the railroad in side- 
dump cars. No work has begun 
on the shaft at Summer Street. 



Somerville Residents 
Observe "The 
Making of a Tunnel" 

Fifty persons gathered re¬ 
cently at the Porter Square 
construction site in Cam¬ 
bridge to watch the making of 
a tunnel. 

Somerville residents and 
city officials met with rep¬ 
resentatives of the MBTA Red 
Line Northwest and Perini 
Corporation in the middle of 
the Porter Square Shopping 
Center parking lot to exper¬ 
ience first-hand what con¬ 
struction will be like when 
the Red Line is extended into 
the Davis Square area. Many 
of those in attendance were 
alarmed by stories they had 
heard about blasting. After 
witnessing the blast, they 
said they were relieved to 
discover how bearable the 
noise really was. 

The residents stood on the 
surface over the pilot tunnel 
while Perini workers con¬ 
ducted a blast 90 feet be¬ 
neath them. They witnessed 
the sound and vibrations 
caused by the detonation; and 
then were shown how noise and 
vibration velocities are mea¬ 
sured for safety on monitor¬ 
ing instruments. 

Davis Square area residents 
were invited to come to the 
site following a meeting in 
Somerville, during which sev¬ 
eral questions were posed 
about the future construction 
of shafts and tunnels in 
their neighborhoods. 

David Puza of the Perini 
Corporation, the Porter 
Square contractor, was on 
hand to answer questions and 
explain techniques used. 


Several other representatives 
of the firm and of the Red 
Line Development and Con¬ 
struction offices were pre¬ 
sent to talk with residents. 

Among those Somerville and 
Cambridge officials present 
were Aldermen Mark Cremin and 
Andrew Puglia, Richard Poulin 


and Pat Collins of the Somer¬ 
ville Department of Community 
Development, Vincent Chiozzi, 
Jr., of Somerville Engineer¬ 
ing, which is representing 
the city, and Richard Fahlan- 
der. Red Line information co¬ 
ordinator for the City of 
Cambridge. 


Preconstruction 
Surveys Offered 

Property owners whose homes 
and businesses are in close 
proximity to Red Line Exten¬ 
sion construction may soon be 
able to have preconstruction 
surveys made of their proper¬ 
ties. 

Each of the major contrac¬ 
tors working on portions of 
the Red Line Extension is re¬ 
quired to inspect certain 
properties which are.speci¬ 
fied in its contract. The 
contractor may elect to sup¬ 
plement his program by sur¬ 
veying additional structures. 
For example, Perini Corpora¬ 
tion in its work on the Por¬ 
ter to Davis tunnel has of¬ 
fered to inspect 56 proper¬ 
ties in addition to the ele¬ 
ven buildings which are spe¬ 
cified in its contract. The 
surveys are part of the 
MBTA's overall effort to make 
Red Line construction as 
problem-free as possible for 
Somerville and Cambridge re¬ 
sidents. 

The consultant will visit 
properties and thoroughly as¬ 
sess their condition. The 
results will be documented 
with photographs and written 
reports. Homeowners will ac¬ 
company inspectors during the 
examination, and will have an 
opportunity to make comments. 

The MBTA is now looking in¬ 
to the possibility of broad¬ 
ening the original scope of 
this aspect of construction, 
by making inspections avail¬ 
able to other homeowners in 
the immediate project area; a 
decision is expected in a few 
weeks. 
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Davis and Porter Square Activities 


New Parking Lot 
for Davis Square 

The City of Somerville has 
acquired a 100-car parking 
lot through an agreement with 
the MBTA and the Ming Toy 
restaurant in Davis Square. 

As part of its Red Line 
Northwest Extension, the MBTA 
has taken a five-year lease 
on the Ming Toy parking lot, 
during which time it will pay 
taxes on the property. The 
agreement stipulates that the 
City of Somerville will oper¬ 
ate the lot as a municipal 
parking area for the resi¬ 
dents of the city. 

At the end of the five-year 
period and completion of the 
Red Line extension, the site 
will revert back to Ming 
Toy's owner, David Chen. By 
then, additional parking fa¬ 
cilities will have been pro¬ 
vided in conjunction with the 
subway project. 

The MBTA worked with City 
officials and Mr. Chen to 
formulate the agreement when 
local businesses, the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Davis 
Square Task Force requested 
additional parking while the 
Somerville portion of the 
subway extension is built. 

Mayor Thomas August, who 
along with Alderman Mark Cre- 
min, worked with the MBTA on 
the agreement, told local 
newspapers in announcing the 
acquisition that he was very 
pleased with the MBTA's will¬ 
ingness to help solve the po¬ 
tential parking problem. 


Telephone Company 
Employees Learn 
About Red Line 
Construction 

A presentation describing 
construction techniques was 
given to enployees of the New 
England Telephone Company on 
Highland Avenue in Somerville 
recently by representatives 
of the Development Office for 
the Red Line Northwest Exten¬ 
sion and Per ini Corporation. 

The meeting, which was ar¬ 
ranged with the MBTA by David 
Glasheen, staff manager of 
buildings and real estate for 
New England Telephone, was 
held to respond to the con¬ 
cerns of employees about con¬ 
struction activity and the 
proximity of their office to 
work being done. 

The Highland Avenue busi¬ 
ness office is located on the 
corner of Grove Street, di¬ 
rectly next to where Per ini 
Corporation is constructing a 
shaft for the subway exten¬ 
sion. Employees wanted to 
know how it would affect them. 

George Holland and Michael 
Brennan of the Red Line pro¬ 
ject and David Puza of Per ini 
presented the enployees with 
charts, publications and 
other visual aids about con¬ 
struction procedures. 

The meeting was part of the 
MBTA's ongoing effort to work 
with the business community 
as the Red Line moves into 
Davis Square.

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Bids Being Accepted for Davis Station 


The MBTA is scheduled to open 
bids this Spring for the con¬ 
struction contract for the 
Davis Square Red Line Sta¬ 
tion. It is expected that 
work will be underway this 
summer and continue for 42 
months until late 1982. 

Goody, Clancy and Associ¬ 
ates of Boston are the archi¬ 
tects for the station and 
physical improvements to 
Davis Square. Design plans 
have been presented to vari¬ 
ous Davis Square civic and 
business groups for the past 
several months, and have re¬ 
ceived excellent response. 

Under the plans developed 
by the Davis Square Task 
Force, the heart of Davis 
Square will be transformed 
from a railroad crossing, 
signal tower and parking lot 
to an attractive landscaped 
pedestrian area. A new plaza 


will extend from Holland 
Street to College Avenue. 

This brick-paved area will be 
dotted with trees, benches, 
and tables. To the west of 
Holland Street, where the 
present railroad tracks are 
located, a landscaped munici¬ 
pal parking lot will be 
built. The railroad right- 
of-way between College Avenue 
and Grove Street will be an 
exclusive tree-lined busway 
to accommodate those vehicles 
which now lay over in the 
Square. 

The station itself will 
have two entrances—one at 
College Avenue and the other 
at Holland Street—each lead¬ 
ing to the central mezzanine. 
All levels will be connected 
by stairs, escalators and 
elevators for the handicapped 
and elderly. 



"Artists on the Line" Exhibit 


Hundreds wandered through the 
Carpenter Center for the Vis¬ 
ual Arts at Harvard Univer¬ 
sity to get an idea of what 
artists have in mind for the 
new Porter Square Subway Sta¬ 
tion. 

Artists on the Line, which 
was sponsored by the MBTA, 
the Cambridge Arts Council 
and Cambridge Seven Associ¬ 
ates, was an exhibit of art¬ 
work proposed for various 
sites in the Porter Square 
Station, one of four being 
built for the Red Line North¬ 
west Extension. 

The exhibit, which opened 
last month with about 500 in 
attendance, attracted many 
viewers throughout its two- 
week showing. According to 
Red Line officials the exhi¬ 
bit will be moved to the Ma¬ 
sonic Hall at 1950 Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue in Cambridge in 
mid-March. 

Carlos Dorrien, Mags Har¬ 
ries, Chris Janney, David 
Phillips, Will Reimann, 

Susumu Chingu and Bill Wain- 
wright were hired in Septem¬ 
ber by the Cambridge Seven 
Associates to develop propos¬ 
als for various sites in the 
new station. The architects 
interviewed several artists 
and selected these, based on 
their past experience with 
public art and their sensi¬ 


tivity to the station's po¬ 
tential. 

The artists worked together 
with the architects, and the 
result is a variety of pieces 
done in bronze, granite and 
steel. There are proposals 
for a sculpture that will 
move in the wind, a bronze 
snapping turtle, sliced gran¬ 
ite boulders to sit on, a 
sundial, a pile of bronze 
gloves, a glittering mobile 
hanging over an escalator, 
and a granite relief that 
disappears into the station. 

Jennifer Dowley of the Cam¬ 
bridge Arts Council was very 
pleased with the attendance 
at the exhibit and with the 
enthusiasm expressed toward 
the project. 

The MBTA has allocated 
funds for art for each of the 
new Red Line stations. The 
Cambridge Arts Council, under 
a grant from the Urban Mass 
Transportation Administra¬ 
tion, is developing guide¬ 
lines for the incorporation 
of art in mass transit sys¬ 
tems, and is assisting in the 
selection of art for the Har¬ 
vard Square and Alewife Sta¬ 
tions. 

Area residents should watch 
their mailboxes for further 
notification of dates and 
times of this exhibit from 
the MBTA. 
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A talented Winchester woman, whose 
keen interest in calligraphy has grown 
from a hobby to full-time endeavor, will 
display her fine art of writing at the New 
England Rehabilitation Hospital, 
Woburn, during April. 

Mrs. Harley Ella although always 
somewhat interested in art, discovered 
her aptitude and interest in> calligraphy 
about six years ago. She now is engaged 
full-time doing special work, wedding 
invitations, citations, restaurant menus, 
and other items requiring distinctive 
writing. 

The display, usually some 22-24 works 
of art, is provided each month by local 
artists in the spaciaous lobby and ad¬ 
joining corridors, and is under the 
direction of Mrs. Paul Keleher, on behalf 
of the Volunteers Association.

Town Offices, Referendum Issues 
To Be Voted On Next Tuesday 


Tuesday is election day. The 12,670 
registered voters of Winchester will be 
able to cast their votes for candidates for 
town offices and on eight referendum 
questions as well. 

According to the town clerk's office, 
the turnout for local elections ususally 
runs between 27 and 31 percent of the 
registered voters. Last spring, 27.5 
percent of registered voters in Win¬ 
chester were at the polls. 

For the office of selectman, voters 
will be choosing candidates to fill two 
seats. The candidates on the ballbt are 
Robert C. Ericson, incumbent Edward F. 
O’Connell, Alvan G. Smith Jr. and Wade 
M. Welch. 

On the ballot for one School Com¬ 
mittee seat are Roger A. Bauman, John 
A. Hackett and incumbent Constance 
Papas. 

The second and third-place finishers 
In the School Committee contest, may be 
contending for a«Moand<£i)tiool Com¬ 
mittee seat in a special election or a joint 
convention, if the second seat is created 
by referendum question eight. 

There is one Planning Board seat to 
be filled. The two candidates on the ballot 
are Marion Crandall and Thomas E. 
Lindsley. 

Apparently uncontested town office 
candidates are Sumner M. Beal Jr. for 
assessor, Jeanne Thomas for Board of 
Health, James W. Blackham for library 
trustee and John J. Sullivan for 
moderator. 

... Few contested seats 

For each of the eight town districts, 


When Harry Chefalo decided not to 
run for re-election to the Board of 
Selectmen in 1979, perhaps he was 
remembering an “unwritten law” that 
,was present in Winchester in the early 
fifties. 

Chefalo, who served the town as a 
Selectman from 1949 to 1952, remebers in 
those days people didn’t run for con- 
; secutive terms. 

“If you tried, you’d never get elec¬ 
ted,” he says. 

It took Harry Chefalo 24 years to 
decide to run for the board again, when 
he was elected in 1976 to another three- 
year term. Next Tuesday, when the town 
votes for two Selectmen from a field of 
four candidates, Chefalo’s name won’t be 
on the ballot. 

But chances are pretty slim that he’ll 
be retiring from town politics altogether. 
He says he may consider serving on an 
appointed board if the opportunity comes 
up. And, after 30 years of participation in 
town politics, he has an interesting 
perspective of the community as it is 
now, in 1979, and as it was then, in 1946, 
when he was first appointed to the 
Finance Committee. 

"In those days you didn’t serve on the 
Board of Selectmen unless you’d been on 
the Finance Committee first,” Chefalo 
says. 

A budget conscious Finance Com¬ 
mittee served in the forties, as they do 
today. A powerful group, Chefalo says, 
Town Meeting wouldn't vote for a budget 
appropriation “99 percent of the time” 
unless it was first approved by the 
Finance Committee. Although tax and 
spending caps weren’t looming on the 
horizon in 1946, the committee was tight 
with the town's money. 

“They were typical New England 
Yanks,” Chefalo says. “You can say 
what you want about them, but they did a 
great job.” 

After a three-year term on FinCom, 
Chefalo ran for the Beard of Selectmen. 

“1 had no ideas of running,” he says. 
“One day a doctor in town called me up 
and asked me to come down to s^e him. 
He said 'Harry, some of the men m town 
have decided that you should run for the 
board.’ So I thought about it.” 

In 1949, five men were running for two 
openings on the board. It was a tight, 
competitive race, but ir.itead of actively 


voters will choose eight three-year Town 
Meeting representatives. 

Only two of the districts have a 
greater number of declared candidates 
than the number of seats to be filled. 

District five has 13 persons running 
for eight seats. District six has nine 
persons running for eight seats. 

In the other districts, there are eight 
certified candidates for the eight 
positions, except for district eight, where 
only seven persons are running. 

In the election for one and two-year 
seats for Town Meeting, there will be a 
contest only in district four, where two 
certified candidates are running for one 
■one-year seat, and in district six, where 
two certified candidates are running for 
one two-year seal. 

.. .Referendum questions 

The eight referendum questions on 
Charter amendments proposed by the 
Town Meeting are summarized by tljc 
town clerk’s office as follows:****.,..'' Jt»' 

1. The Charter now authorizes the 
town manager to designate a qualified 
town administrative officer or employee 
to be acting town manager during his 
temporary absence. The selectmen may 
not revoke such designation until at least 
ten working days have elapsed The 
proposed amendment shall permit the 
selectmen to remove said acting 
manager for case during this ten-day 
period. 

2. The Charter now provides that all 
appointments made by the town 
manager shall become effective on the 
fifteenth day following the day notice of 


, campaigning the weekend before the 
election, Chefalo went skiing. 

“People asked me why I wasn't 
around," he says. His reply was "II they 
want me, they'll elect me.” His con¬ 
servative "campaigning" was carried 
through to 1976. 

' I’ve never collected five cents from 
anyone. I've always spent my own money 
for flyers. It strikes me funny, receiving 
contributions," Chefalo says. 

In 1949, he was the first Italian 
American to run for the board. Chefalo 
was a self-employed plumber, a trade he 
worked at until his retirement a few 
years ago. 

"At that time it was questioned. 
People said, ‘You’ll never make it’," he 
says. 

Once, while visiting a local shop 
before the 1949 election a man ap¬ 
proached him and asked two questions 

“You’re an Italian, aren't you?" the 
man asked. Chefalo said yes. “You're 
Catholic, too, aren’t you?” he asked 
again. Chefalo responded affirmatively. 

The man had no further questions, but 
Chefalo notes that he made his point. 

"That’s the way it was back then," he 
says. "Many things have changed." 

A Winchester resident all his life, he 
lived as a boy on Cedar street, and has 
resided on Grayson road, Cambridge 
street, and currently, North Border road 
with his wife, Elizabeth. Their two 
daughters, Mrs. Richard Preston 
(Marilyn) and Mrs. Sam Perkins (Alice) 
also live in Winchester. 

Chefalo says that many things in town 
today "drive him crazy.” 

“A lot of things I see are different 
now. I don’t know how to change them 
But you can’t go anywhere and see it like 
it was 30 years ago." 

"I’d like to see more people take an 
interest in the town they way they do 
their homes," he says. 

He cites two examples. 

A resident of Winthrop street called 
the Selectmen one wintry night com¬ 
plaining that the steep hill outside his 
home hadn’t been sanded. Chefelo called 
the DPW and the street crews were out 
that night sanding. 

The following spring, Chefalo notes, 
that same resident was the first to call to 
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appointment is filed with the Board of 
Selectman, unless the selectmen within 
such time vote to reject such ap¬ 
pointment. The proposed amendment 
makes appointments of a temporary or 
seasonal nature effective immediately. 

3. The Charter now provides that 
notice of any vacancy in any town office 
or employment must be posted for ten 
days within which time applications for 
appointment shall be received, but no 
permanent appointments are to be made 
until fourteen days have elapsed 
following such posting. The amendment 
clarifies and modifies the language by 
changing the posting and application 
period to 15 days and postponing ap¬ 
pointments until after 28 days have 
elapsed from the first posting. 

4. The present Charter requires the 
School Committee to publish in a local 
newspaper a general summary of its 
proposed budget at least 30 days prior to 
the final vote on its budget request. The 
proposed amendment eliminates the 30 
days prior to final vote requirement, but 
still requires publication of the proposed 
budget and a public hearing thereon. 

5. The proposed Charter amendment 
extends the period of time from 30 to 45 
days after the Board of Selectmen has 
closed the warrant for town meetings to 
provide additional time for the giving of 
notice and mailing copies of the warrant 
to the residence of each voter. 

6. The present Charter designates the 
various divisions of the town for the 
purpose of electing town Town Meeting 
members and the holding of elections as 
“voting districts” or "districts.” The 
proposed amendment will restore their 
former designations as "precincts." 

7. The proposed amendment corrects 
certain misspellings or misprints and 
clarifies the section of the Charter 
dealing with the procedures for the 
removal of the town manager,by in¬ 
serting language that was inadvertently 
omitted from the published edition, 
although approved by the Charter

Court Ruling Favors 
Changing Ballot; 
Town Won't Appeal 


In the wake of a court order earlier in 
the day which stated that the ballot set¬ 
up of the March 27 town School Com¬ 
mittee election was illegal, the Board of 
Selectmen, in an emergency session 
Tuesday night, voted to accept the court 
order and instructed Town Counsel, 
Douglas A. Randall, not to appeal the 
decision. 

The court order, which was a result of 
a suit against the town by Mary G. 
Pronski, means that the three candidates 
for School Committee, Constance Papas, 
John A. Hackett and Roger A. Bauman, 
are now running for one seat, with the 
second and third place finishers facing 
the possibility of a special election or a 
joint convention to decide the final seat 
should, one be created by Referendum 
Question 8. 

Chairman Edward F. O’Connell 
stated his feelings at the beginning of the 
hearing and they seemed to reflect the 
sentiments of the other members of the 
board. “I am disinclined to favor any 
appeal action. I think our obligation of 
(he hour is to favor the electorate." 

It was decided at Tuesday night’s 
hearing that the offending words on the 
ballot, "vote for not more than two," 
pertaining to the three candidates, would 
be removed and replaced with "vote for 
one." 

There was some question at that time 
as to whether the ballot could be changed 
early enough by the printer for them to 
be mailed, with sufficient time being 
allowed for their return, to any absentee 
voters. 

After some discussion it was agreed 
that if the printer is able to make the 
necessary change on the ballot, there 
should be enough time to put them in the 
mail. 

The court order, which was delivered 
to Town Clerk Elsie Nelson at 3:07 
Tuesday afternoon by Wade M. Welch, 
attorney for Mrs. Pronski, follows almost 
exactly the second, third and fourth 
prayers on the complaint which the 
plaintiff, Mrs. Pronski, submitted to the 
court. 

The written injunction contained 
three orders: 

"The Court declares that any ballot

lor the election to be held on March 27, 
1979 which shall instruct the voters to 
vote for more than one candidate for the 
School Committee is defective. 

"That this Court orders the defendant, 
her servants, agents or assigns to print a 
proper and correct ballot instructing 
voters to vote for only one candidate for 
the School Committee. 

“That this Court enter a preliminary 
injunction restraining the defendant, her 
servants, agents, or assigns, from using 
on the election of March 27, 1979, any 
ballot on which the printed instruction 
"vote for not more than two" appear and 
refer to the School Committee can¬ 
didates." 

The court order was the culmination 
of a suit which saw the two parties go to 
court on two seperate occasions to 
contest the matter. The first appearance 
before Judge James L. Vallely occurred 
March 5. At that time, Attorney 
Christopher Pitt, representing the town 
and an associate of Randall, asked that 
the hearing for the injunction be delayed 
until the following Monday in order that 
Randall could represent the town. At the 
time, Randall was in Washington on 
business. 

The judge agreed to delay the hearing 
until Monday despite the protests of 
Welch. 

Randall was present in court on 
March 19 and the hearing was held. 
Welch presented his arguments first 
noting that the proposed ballot “mixes 
two seats on one ballot.” Welch referred 
to a number of cases to support his 
argument. 

Welch also pointed out that if the 
referendum question on the ballot, which 
would create the second opening, should 
fail, then every ballot which had more 
then one vote on it would become void 
because more than one vote was placed 
for one opening. 

Welch also stated that even if the 
referendum question did pass, the 
opening would not legally occur 
simultaneously with the vote as it still

To Retire 


After Months Of Controversy 


Northeast Metropolitan Ilegionul 
Vocational School Supt. John Connolly, 
who has been charged by the District 
School Committee with mismanagement 
of the school and misuse of sUite and 
federal grants, is retiring. 

The superintendent's proposed 
retirement was revealed after a meeting 
of the School Committee at the Wakefield 
school on Tuesday night. 

Attorneys for Connolly and the 
District School Committee are 
negotiating the details of the retirement, 
which will probably be finalized within 
I he next two to three weeks, according to 
a committee member. 

When the retirement settlement is 
reached, the School Committee will hold 
a public meeting and will vote on the 
agreement, Chairman Marguerite S. 
Holland, of Malden, said. 

Connolly was not present at Tuesday 
night’s meeting and is “on vacation,” 
according to one School Committee 
member. 

The superintendent could not be 
reached for comment. 

The anouncement that a retirement 
has been agreed upon comes after 
several months of dissension among 
School Committee members over the 
superintendent's alleged misconduct “ 

Since Feb. 2, the committee has held 
five hearings on the issue of Supt. Con¬ 
nolly's dismissal. Three of the 16 charges 
being brought against the superintendent 
were discussed at the hearings.

cities and towns, including Winchester, 
which is represented on the committee 
by Gerard P. Donahoe. 

The District School Committee has 
reportedly been divided six to six on the 
issue of the superintendent's dismissal. A 
two-thirds vote of the entire committee 
would have been necessary for dismissal. 

Recently, however, supporters and 
opponents of the superintendent and the 
School Committee’s attorneys, George 
Waldstein and Newton Levee, have been 
attempting to reach a compromise by 
which the superintendent would retire, 
according to one committee member. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting, after a 
short discussion of regular business, the 
committee went into executive session 
lor over three hours. 

The purpose of the executive session 
was "to discuss the status of the hearings 
with the School Committee's attorney 
Waldstein and the superintendent's at¬ 
torney, William J. Lee. 

At 10:45 p.m., the committee emerged 
from executive session. Chairman 
Holland announced that the committee 
"is in negotiation with the superin¬ 
tendent’s counsel for a possible com¬ 
promise settlement.” The hearings on 
the superintent's dismissal were being 
suspended during the negotiations, 
Holland said. The committee then 
resumed its regular meeting.

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Cambridge Sewer Line Overflows, 
Operation Of System Becomes Issue 


The sewer connection ordered by the 
court to take care of overflow of Woburn 
sewage on Cambridge street has not been 
in operation during recent heavy rainfall, 
apparently because of confusion over 
who is supposed to give the order to turn 
it on, 

The sewer was overflowing for a 
number of days after March 7, according 
to the Winchester Board of Health. 

The Woburn Dept, of Public Works 
tested the line after it was installed, but 
did not turn it on on March 7 because the 
DPW was not ordered to do so, according 
to Bob Simons of the Woburn DPW. 

"We have been told that if Winchester 
is in trouble, it would notify Y&M Trust 
and us," Simons said. 

The Winchester Board of Health 
brought suit against two Woburn users of 
the Cambridge street sewer line 
recently, claiming that the use of the 
Winchester line has resulted in oc¬ 
casional raw sewage overflow on 
Cambridge street, especially during 
heavy rainfall. 

On Jan. 22, the landowners of Woburn 
Plaza and the New England 
Kchabilitation Center were ordered by 
Judge Joseph Mitchell of the Middlesex 
Superior Court to disconnect their sewer 
system from the Winchester sewer 
system. 

The court also ordered the city of 
Woburn to permit Y&M Trust, owners of 
the Woburn Plaza and Albert F. Curran 
and Edward G. LeRoux, trustees of the 
New Rehabilitation Center, to use the 
Woburn sewer, both on a temporary and 
permanent basis. 

At the hearing, the court commanded 
Woburn to permit the temporary con¬ 
nection to be installed within two weeks. 
The connection, according to the court 


order, was to be installed by the lan¬ 
downers and monitored by the lan¬ 
downers and the city of Woburn. 

The temporary connection is meant to 
intercept the Rehabilitation Center 
sewage, which comprises 85 percent of 
the sewage that was coming into Win¬ 
chester from the Woburn area. 

The permanent connection was or¬ 
dered to be installed within six months of 
the court order. That connection will 
divert all sewage coming from Woburn to 
Winchester. 

The temporary connection was in¬ 
stalled and tested by the.Woburn DPW, in 
conjunction with the Rehabilitation 
Center. 

However, the question of who is to 
give the order to turn on the temporary 
sewer line and when it is to be operated is 
still unclear. • 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
that it is his understanding that it is the 
responsibility of the landowners and the 
city of Woburn to give the order. 

Edward E. Hicks, attorney for Y&M 
Trust, said the issue of the order to turn 
on the sewer line was discussed during 
negotiations with Winchester, but 
nothing specific was included in the court 
order. 

“A good guideline was never really 
established," he said. 

Hicks said, however, that he believes 
the responsibility to give the order lies 
with Y&M Trust. 

Attorney John J. Veysey, of Curran 
and Day, who has also worked on the 
case, said his understanding is that the 
town of Winchester was to inform the 
Woburn DPW to turn on the sewer when 
emergency conditions arose. 

The Board of Health will probably 
discuss the issue at its reorganization 


meeting on April 4, according to board 
chairman Jeanne Thomas. 

"Right now, no one is at fault," 
Thomas said. "It’s a question of 
designating responsibility and getting 
the line into operation. We just assumed 
it would be done," she said.

A large part of Randall's defense for 
the town was the standing of the plaintiff. 
He noted that she was only a voter in this 
case not a candidate. “She does not 
contend that her right to vote has been 
diluted,” he pointed out. 

Randall also pointed out that the set¬ 
up was the most democratic, the most 
economical and the most efficient that 
could be devised in his opinion. 

Randall went on to point out that the 
only alternatives to this set-up for the 
town would have been a special election 
or a joint session of the Board of Select¬ 
men and the School Committee.’' Both

Randall also felt that the rights of the 
candidates were affected in that they had 
been under the impression from the 
beginning that they were running for a 
possible two seats. “My brother is now 
saying we’re telling the candidates 
they’re now running for one office and 
not two." 

Randall again brought up his 
argument that Mrs. Pronski was only a 
voter in this electoion and not a candidate 
in his closing remarks. "I suggest this 
motion be dismissed on the plaintiff’s 
lack of standing," he offered. 

Vallely took the matter under ad¬ 
visement and delivered his decision on 
Tuesday. 

After the announcement Pronski was 
happy with the decision. "That’s all I 
wanted," she said as she read over a 
copy of the judge’s order. "This is 
exactly the way it ought to be." 

Welch stated that “I read it as a total 
vindication. I would say it’s a very strong 
decision in our favor.” 

Welch went on to state that there was 
more to this suit than just the ballot set¬ 
up. “From the outset we believed that 
any registered voter could challenge the 
election. 1 think it’s heartening to know 
that any registered voter can go to court. 
That’s the greatest part of this decision to 
me. Not that we won or lost." 

An attempt was made for a com¬ 
promise at the Selectmen's meeting on 
Monday night.

Government Regulations had developed 
a plan which would put two boxes on the 
school committee ballot.

say “Hey Harry, when are they going to 
sweep my street.” 

“I told him, ‘My God. it's your town as 
much as it is mine. Why don't you sweep 
it'.’" And he did, Chefalo remembers. 

Recently, a similar experience 
happened at the town dump. 

The dump has individual recycling 
bins for paper, glass and cans. Chefalo 
says he spotted a resident dumping 
unseparated rubbish into one bin. 

"I asked him why don’t you separate 
your rubbish,” says Chefalo. He replied 
it was too much of an inconvenience and 
added, referring to property taxes, 
“Besides, I'm paying for it." 

“These things bother me,” Chefalo 
says. "It's up to the people to have a good 
town.” 

Town government has also changed. 
Chefalo has served on several com¬ 
mittees between his two terms as a 
Selectman, including the Building Law 
Committee (which disappered when the 
state took over building regulations), the 
West Side Fire Station Committee, the 
Snow and Ice Committee, and the Water 
and Sewer Board. 

The Water and Sewer Board was 
disbanded when the town Charter was 
passed in 1975. 

Some changes must be made. Chefalo 
admits, and he cites the adoption of the 
Charter as inevitable. The hiring of a 
Town Manager, too. is something that 
Chefalo sees as necessary today 
'Fmployee bargaining groups, 
grievances, and federal and slate 
paperwork are just some of the reasons 
he notes why the town needs a Town 
Manager. 

But he still remembers the more 
active role the Board of Selectmen used 
to take in town management. 

“Then, the Board of Selectmen was 
also the Board of Survey (now the 
Planning Board). If someone wanted a 
one-way street, we'd make a decision. 
We used to be able to make a decision like 
that," he comments, snapping his 
lingers. “Now everything is a big 
discussion. More things are referred to 
committees." 

The town has grown since 1946. and 
Chefalo says he ran again in 1976 because 
he didn't like "some of the things that 
were going on." But he was reluctant to 
discuss at this time, just what those 
“things'’ were. 

The decision that had the greatest 
impact on the town that he remembers 
from both terms was the elimination ol

the railroad grade crossing in the fifties. 
He notes the board fought hard for that 
change, with some residents in op¬ 
position to the plan. 

“Some people just didn't have the 
foresight ol the increase in traffic flow," 
he says. 

Chefalo claims to be a firm believer in 
honesty 

"When people call me, I tell them 
what 1 think. 

"Maybe it's hurt people, maybe I've 
hurt myself," he comments, "But I can't 
help it, I can't be a faker.”

Where Will You Be 
This Election Day? 

About 30 percent of the registered voters In Winchester will be at 
the polls on Tuesday, if the usual trend In local elections prevails. 

The other 70 percent of you won't show. 

Here are some of the reasons you’ll give for not voting for can¬ 
didates for selectman, School Committee, Planning Board, assessor, 
Board of Health, library trustee and town moderator. 

Your opinion doesn't count. 

What happens here doesn’t really affect you. 

Your input into town decisions won't change anything. 

You’re wrong on all counts. 

Consider a recent example of the results of voter apathy, or lack 
of information, or whatever you want to call the lack of citizen Input 
into a town decision. 

Nearly 70 business persons flocked to the Chamber of Commerce 
sign by-law forum on March 5. 

The forum was held after over 95 Winchester business persons 
had received notice from the Building Commission that their signs 
are in non-conformance with the existing sign by-law. 

The sign by-law, which became effective on July 16, 1976, states 
that signs in non-conformance must be removed by July 16,1981. 

Many present at the forum protested that the by-law Is unfair and 
that their businesses will be hurt if they must conform to the by-law. 

One business owner complained, "The sign was legal when I put 
it up. It was legal for years. Then someone decided it was not legal. ’ ’ 

The "someone" or "someones" who decided to regulate signs in 
Winchester were the members of Town Meeting, who voted for the 
sign by-law in March, 1975. 

Long before the vote was taken, hearings on the proposed sign by¬ 
law were held before the Planning Board. In fact, a few changes 
were made in the proposed by-law at that time, because of Input at 
the hearings. 

Where were the individuals who would be affected by the sign by¬ 
law when the hearings were being held and when the Town Meeting 
voted on It? 

One person at the sign by-law forum gave his answer to that 
question. His response was, "The ordinary citizen has enough to do 
in his business, without looking up every warrant and researching 
every issue.” 

Will he have time to vote on Tuesday? 

What can a person with an illegal sign or any other problem do? 

In the case of the sign by-law Issue, he can take his case to the 
Board of Appeals. Furthermore, Planning Board members In¬ 
dicated at the by-law forum that they would be "very receptive to 
proposals to modify the existing sign by-law.” 

What can the average town resident do about other problems? 

He can research the issue, organize with others with similar 
problems, and take a petition to his Town Meeting representative or 
even to several Town Meeting representatives. 

He can go to meetings of the Planning Board, Board of Select¬ 
man,-School Committee, etc. and find out what’s going on. These are 
open meetings. No one is excluded from town business. 

And he can vote to elect officials whose Interests coincide with his 
own. 

You say you're not voting because you don’t like any of the 
candidates and you don’t want to be responsible for electing them ? 

You’re wrong again. 

If you don't vote, you’re still responsible for those who get voted 
in.

An MBTA registration team will be in 
Woburn, next Thursday, between the 
hours of !):30 a.m. and 2:30 p.m. to 
process applications for reduced fare 
identification cards for eligible senior 
citizens and eligible handicapped citizens 
of Winchester, Woburn and surrounding 
communities. 

Registration will lake place at the 
First Baptist Church, corner of Winn and 
Main streets. 

To be eligible for a senior citizen 
reduced fare identification card, which 
contains the name and address, of the 
holder and a color photograph for 
positive identification, senior citizens 
must bring proof of age — 65 years or 
older such as a birth certificate, 
baptismal record, or driver’s license; 
prool ol residency such as a driver's 
license, library card or charge plate; and 
a 50 cents cash fee. 

Medicare cards will not be accepted 
as proof of age. 

The MBTA stressed that senior 
citizens who already have a reduced fare 
identification card do not need to register 
again. What appears to be an expiration 
date is used merely for internal auditing 
and control purposes. Once a reduced 
lair identification card is issued, it is 
good for life. 

To be eligible for a handicapped 
citizen reduced fare identification card, 
good only during off-peak hours, han¬ 
dicapped persons must present - 
acceptable proof of their disability such 
us a letter from the Social Security 
Administration; evidence of 70 per cent 
or more disability as determined by the 
United States Veterans' Administration; 
or completion of MBTA Form No. SN-7 
which must be approved and signed by a 
physician or state or federal agency 
serving the handicapped. 

The MBTA forms will be mailed to 
anyone requesting them by calling the 
MBTA's Special Needs Office at: 722- 
5438. 


A summary report of measles, 
mumps, and rubella immunization 
programs from the state Department of 
Public Health has recently been for¬ 
warded to local health boards. 

Statewide. the immunization 
programs have resulted in a dramatic 
decrease in the diseases. The measles 
program, began in 1966. shows a 98 
percent decrease in measles statewide in 
1978. Mumps cases have decreased 99 
percent since 1969. Rubella tor German 
Measles) has decreased over 82 percent 
since 1970. 

In Winchester, no cases of mumps, 
measles, or rubella were reported in 
1978. In 1965. there were 4H cases of 
measles. In. 1969. there were two cases of 
rubella, and in 1968. there were nine 
reported cases of mumps.

Public Health 
Director, $19,760. (includes $450. 
longevity! after 20 years; Building 
Commissioner, $19,605., alter 16 years; 
Field Supervisor, Buildings & Grounds, 
$17,154, after 23 years; and Collector- 
Treasurer, $19,573., after eight years. 

It is obvious that Mr. Groux prefers to 
fill key positions with nonresidents, 
starting them off at the top-of-lhe-Iadder. 
He had the opportunity to select ex¬ 
ceptionally qualified local talent fof 
recreation director at a savings of $5000 
It is felt by many taxpayers that a full¬ 
time recreation director is totally un¬ 
warranted anyway, in that it is only a 
summer job. The recreation director in 
Woburn receives $13,700. where the 
responsibility is much greater because 
Woburn is a city. 

The discrepancies in salaries are only 
ihe tip of the iceberg. Since the Charter 
was adopted, the cost ol management is 
nearing a 100 percent increase. Instead of 
economizing as other communities are 
doing, Winchester's administrators arc- 
convinced that we have a money or¬ 
chard. The Town Meeting members have 
a duty and an obligation to the town to 
adjust the salary of the Recreation 
Director downwards, or to give serious 
consideration lo abolishing the position. 

A toast to the taxpayers of Winchester 
by these spendthrifts might go like this: 
"With my brains and your dough 
There's no place we can't go!

In hopes you never smarten-up!"

50 Years 
Ago 

The stories reprinted here were taken 
from old editions of The Winchester Star 
and were compiled by Henry Simondx, 
local historian. By and large, these ar¬ 
ticles are taken from the same month 
they appear here, 50 years ago. 


March Floods... 

With sewerage overflow and surface 
drainage playing havoc about the center 
this year as in the past it will doubtless be 
interesting to readers of The Star to know 
something of a flood which occured in 
Winchester, Feb. 16, 1855, and which 
according to reports dwarfed anything ol 
the kind which the town had previously 
experienced for many years. 

The Star is indebted to Mr. Charles A 
Lane of the firm of Parker & Lane for the 
account of the flo9d, written by Dr. 
Daniel Youngman, Winchester's first 
Town Clerk and holding that important 
office at the time when the overflow took 
place. The doctor’s manuscript follows: 

"On the morning of the 16th I arose 
and found my cellar full of water and 
running over. The Youngman house was 
at the corner of Main street and Elm¬ 
wood Avenue on the south side, occupied 
later for many years by P. W. Swan. 

"I started for my store, fearing the 
cellar there might be full also. In at 
tempting to cross the street, I found the 
w ater over my rubber boots so went to 
the railroad track, but the current was so 
swift, I had a hard job to gel across. The 
water was 14 inches deep on the rails in 
Iron! of the depot (then located in front of 
where the Kelley and Hawes Co. office 
now is.) 

"At daylight the center of the town 
was a lake. The current was down Main 
street, (toward the corner of Converse 
place) and the water ran as far north as 
Cutters Mill (near the present Lake 
street). Francis H. Johnson rowed in his 
boat up and down Main street from tlu- 
old Harrison Parker Mill near Converse- 
place to the corner of Lake street. 

"The water was at its height, between 
3 and 5 a.m. 

"Several families living near 
Thompson street, were taken from their 
windows to safety in wagons. 

"The Bacon street bridge over the 
Aberjona (not the present bridge) was 
carried away together with other 
railroad bridges and trains were held up 
for more than two days. 

"Nearly every cellar in the village 
was filled with water. In the cellar ol 
Taylor & Morrill, general store mer¬ 
chants, the coal, molasses, butter, 
potatoes, cheese, eggs, salt pork and 
pickled fish (the latter well freshened) 
were quite thoroughly mixed. 

"The flood was caused by very heavy- 
rains and the melting snow. 

"This was the worst flood up to that 
time (Feb. 16, 1855) that had occured for 
50 years previous." 

(In reading this story one must take 
into account that at that time referred to 
there was no dam at Mystic Lake, 
therefore the normal height of water was 
six feet lower than the level since the 
dam was built.)

Out Of Town 

One Answer For Voter Apathy 


By WILLIAM DONOVAN 

It's really no puzzle why voter tur¬ 
nouts are so small at each election. 
Campaigns are so passive these days 


The problem, on all levels, local, state 
and national, is Ihe candidates. They file 
their papers, shake some hands, send out 
their advertisement flyers and then sit 
hack and wail for Ihe vole. It's no wonder 
people are blase around election lime. 

Today's candidates do little to stir up 
voter interest. They're loo polite to each 
other, they're colorless, they’re 
inaggressive and they rely loo much on 
being straightforward and dealing with 
the issues. 

If that last line confuses you it's 
because I'm thinking of a time when 
those conditions didn't exist. It was a 
little over 150 years ago, in the age of Ihe 
"common man." John Quincy Adams 
and Andrew Jackson were Ihe presidents 
and politics meant war. 

In those days the candidates went 
after each other. Personalities and 
private lives played a much greater role- 
in battles for office than today. As every 
race warmed up, the opposing parties 
would scan each others background with 
a fine eye for scandal. No punches were 
pulled in an attempt to disgrace rival 
factions. 

I'm thinking of one election in par¬ 
ticular, the presidential election of 1828, 
called perhaps the dirtiest of them all. 

This election pitted incumbent Adams 
against Jackson. In the previous election 
four years earlier. Hie Congress had 
given Adams the presidency since none 
of Ihe top three candidates had gotten a 
majority vote. 

Here was the basis for Ihe 1828 
election as the Jackson supporters felt 
they had been cheated and thus spent the 
four years between elections striving for 
the lofty goal of ruining the Adams ad¬ 
ministration. 

Jackson followers, comprised of the 
majority of Ihe days common men, went 
rigid for the throat. The Jacksonian 
press in Pennsylvania claimed that Mrs. 
Adams wus born out of wedlock. They 


also charged that Adams had lived 
illicitly with his wife before they were 
married. 


The election aroused great interest. 
The Adamsites couldn't imagine a cruder 
character for the presidency then than 
Andy The Jacksonians felt Adams was 
only in office to make money. 

Issues played a role in this contest. 
But fortunately for the candidates and 
their parlies, the media existed only in 
the form of a newspaper with limited

The Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering has 
extended the date for open burning to 
April 1, according to Fire Chief Robert

Brush, cane, driftwood and forestry 
debris may be burned subject to the 
following restrictions:

coverage. Thus the candidates could be

In your paper of March 8, you tell of 
the great flood of Feb. 16, 1855 and at the 
close you say "In reading this story one 
must take in account that at that time- 
referred to there was no dam at Mystic- 
Lake, therefore the normal height of 
water was six feet lower than the level 
since the dam was built." 

The fact is there was a dam not far 
below the railroad bridge which spanned 
the river and just a few feet up stream 
from the present Parkway bridge.

Tilt- 
dam was blown up and destroyed by Hit- 
city of Charlestown in 1864. 

Then we must remember that the 
river ran westerly just north of Bacon

level. The course of the river at this point 
was obstructed by ice cakes, floating logs 
and other debris which of course set the 
water level much higher. 

We must remember also that the 
granite aquaduct was still in existanee 
where the Middlesex Canal crossed the 
river, and il too, must have blocked the 
flow of the flood waters.

Hospital Consolidation 5 Years From Completion 


It was standing room only last 
Thursday evening, as 50 members and 
their husbands gathered at the home of 
Judith Muggia for the annual legislators 
reception. After socializing over coffee 
and wine, both Sen. Sam Rotondi and 
Rep. Sherman ‘Whip” Saltmarsh 
remarked on coming legislation, after 
which the evening was open for 
questions. 

Senator Rotondi spoke of his activities 
and concern in four major areas; Civil 
Service reform (a very difficult, 
multifaceted problem according to the 
Senator); the King tax cap plan (the 
Senate committee returned the appeal 
process to the towns feeling that the King 
plan all but destroyed the Home Rule 
concept); the Judiciary Responsibility 
Board and Binding Arbitration. Senator 
Rotondi is impressed with the work of the 
Joint Labor Management Board under 
the leadership of Mr. Dunlop. 

Representative Saltmarsh, who is 
active on numerous House committees, 
highlighted several in his comments; the 
Committee on House Rules, Banking, the 
Joint Committee on Transportation and 
the Special Committee on Redistricting. 

He also addressed the King Tax plan 
as it could affect Winchester. 

Through the Transportation Board, he 
would like to see more done to extend 
commuter rail service, feeling that 
MBTA out-reach has gone far enough and 
at too great a cost, for example the one 
half billion dollars for the 3.2 mile ex¬ 
tension from Harvard to Alewife Brook 
Parkway! He has filed a bill for a third 
harbor crossing to alleviate the com¬ 
muter crush from the central artery. 

From his seat on the Banking Com¬ 
mittee, Saltmarsh has worked on red¬ 
lining legislation and with the Mortgage 
Review Board. He fielded sharp 
questions from a league member after 
commenting that he felt there was little 
or no actual proof of wide-spread red¬ 
lining practices in Boston. 

Regarding the King tax cap plan, 
Representative Saltmarsh said that 
Winchester is well run already and 


eventually the original plan would 
“wreak havoc" in Winchester within a 
year or so. He agreed with Senator 
Rotondi that the bill threatened Home 
Rule and was pleased with the com¬ 
promise bill. He is essentially against 
fiscal autonomy for School Committees 
partly because Winchester has had such 
responsible committees. 

As the meeting was opened for 
questions, several interesting issues 
came up. Senator Rotondi, responding to 
the query why a four per cent inflation 
allowance, in the spending cap plan 
answered in part, “If the idea is to have a 
cap, why put on a ‘beanie’?" As to 
questions about the feasibility of seeing 
the $500 million roll-back in property 
taxes, Senator Rotondi suggested that 
the figure was one man's dubious 
promise and that man is slowly but 
surely backing off to a more tenable 
position. Rotondi feels there is more hope 
to be had in controlling state spending 
and in enacting “sunset" legislation. 

Questioned about the new drinking 
age law, Representative Saltmarsh 
pointed out that the ABC (Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission) and local police 
will be much tougher on liquor sales 
people where minors are concerned now, 
and also feels that there will be sub¬ 
stantially less bottle litter, as minors arc 
the ones who have to “get rid of the 
evidence." 

A league member with extensive 
experience with the Civil Service won¬ 
dered if anything can be “straightened 
out,” to which Senator Rotondi replied 
that he was working to establish a 
Reform Committee which would work on 
a “point" system which would give 
points to non-tenured “provisional” 
employees in order that they be able to 
compete on a knowledge and experience 
basis with other applicants for jobs, 
including veteran applicants.

Jack Hunter, senior vice-president 
and treasurer of the Winchester 
Hospital, told the Board of Selectmen 
Monday night that it’s “conceivable that 
it could still be another five to seven 
years from today” before the proposed 
consolidation ■ between the Winchester, 
Symmes and Choate Hospitals would be 
completed. 

Hunter, who noted that an application 
for the merger would be filed with the 
Department of Public Health on Sept. 4 of 
this year, stated that he was basing his 
projection on the assumption that there 
would be not be any road blocks such as 
zoning problems or difficulties with 
public health regulations. 

“They (Public Health Department) 
have a maximum of eight months to 
review the application once it has been 
filed,” said Hunter. “But they could 
extend it. Time must also be considered 


for any new construction that may be 
needed and that’s a distinct possibility." 

Hunter told the board that “we are 
right now in the process of putting a plan 
together for consolidation." He then gave 
a brief summary of the history of the 
merger proposal. 

In 1966 a study was done by the firm of 
Anthony J J. Rourke for Winchester 
Hospital and Choate Hospital in Woburn. 
The result of the investigation was that it 
would be in the best interest of the two 
facilities if they merged. The two 
hospitals considered but did not pursue 
the idea. 

In 1970, the same firm did a study for 
Symmes Hospital in Arlington. The 
recommendation for Symmes was that 
they go into an extensive construction 
program with extension of sendees 
among existing facilities. 

Hunter pointed out that all during 


these years, the three hospitals were 
discussing the possibility of some sort of 
consolidation. 

In 1976 all three hospitals realized that 
they were on the verge of filing cer¬ 
tificates of need with the Department of 
Health. Many of the problems arising 
were common to the three hospitals. 
Updating their operating facilities was a 
need of two of the three involved for 
example. 

Hunter pointed out that separate 
programs for the three hospitals would 
not have been a good idea. As a result, 
Winchester, Symmes and Choate em¬ 
ployed the consulting firm of Block 
McGivney who also recommended 
consolidation into a new entity 


In 1978 the directors of die three 
hospitals agreed to study the merge idea 
further and in December they employed 
Health Systems, Inc., a health service 
group, is presently active in formulating 
consolidation plans. 

- Selectmen Barbara Hankins asked 
Hunter what the impact of the closing or 
shrinking of the present buildings would 
have on the surrounding neighborhoods. 

Hunter agreed that this is a main 
question to be answered by the town 
athorities. He did offer a number of 
suggestions as to how the buildings could 
be used, mentioning a shortage of nur¬ 
sing homes, elderly housing, the 
possibility of converting the building into 
town offices or using it for educational 
purposes.

VOTE CRANDALL. FOR LONG RANGE PLANNING 
THAT PROTECTS WINCHESTER’S VALUES 
AS IT MEETS WINCHESTER’S NEEDS. 
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Combining Parenthood, Career Addressed At Series 


The challenges, problems, and joys of 
being a working parent were addressed 
by four panelists at the Interagency 
Council's lecture, "Absentee Parents,” 
last Thursday night at the high school. 
Perhaps the feelings ol the four parents 
who spoke to a group of residents were 
best summed up by Hobyn Gittleman. 

"I'm not an absentee parent,” she 
said, taking issue with the discussion’s 
title. "I’m very much a parent.” 

Gittleman, who is married and the 
mother of three is the coordinator of the 
(experimental College at Tufts 
I Diversity. She and three other parents 
were iniroduced by the evening's 
moderator, l)r. Priscilla Ellis of the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health Center. 

Panelist Kev. .John Bishop, the pastor 
of the Church ol the Epiphany, is the 
father of four children. His wife, Betsy, is 
a social worker at Massachusetts 
General Hospital. 


p.m. in the social studies area of the high 
school. 

In discussing "Absentee Parents” the 
panelists all emphasized the importance 
of the quality of time spent with their 
children. Many of the panelists have set 
aside special times, such as meal times 
to be home and togehter as a family. For 
Benton and Tiffany, careers in education 
allowed for more complementary 
schedules with their children. 


the home has meant “some very sharp 
adjustments in lifestyle." 

“The real issue,” said Kay Tiffany, 
"is that kids should have a sense of a 
parent's availability and presence. \ly 
kids (age 14 and 16) don't need me to take 
care of them, but they need to feel they’re 
not in any empty house." She noted most 
children like the idea of having “mom at 
home" even if they are at school. 


Ted Benton, a teacher at Winchester 
High School, is divorced and has custory 
of bis two sons, age six and nine. 

Kay Tiffany, a guidance counselor at 
the high school, is also divorced and lives 
with her two teenage sons. 

The discussion Thursday night is part 
ol a four-part series co-sponsored by the 
Interagency Council and the School 
Committee The goal of the series, ex¬ 
plained by Rev. Walter Davis, is to 
identify the problems that may occur in 
i lie borne, and to supply the resources for 
dealing with those problems. 

"Town issues grow out of the 
problems we will be talking about now 
and next week,” he said. 

Tonight, the council’s series will 
continue with, “Home in Conflict,” a 
discussion of the problems of alcoholism, 
child abuse, neglect and violence in the 
home, and resources available to 
parents. The discussion begins at 7:30 


"It was difficutl at first,” said Benton, 
who has lived alone with his sons for the 
past eight months. “Working in town 
helps. We basically have the same 
schedule and the same vacations.” 

Kay Tiffany said she too chose her 
career because of the compatibility of the 
schedule with her children. She began 
working full time when her sons were 
four and six. 

"It’s worked well for us," she noted. 
“I think I'm a better parent not being 
tliere all the time.” 


Gittleman, who said she's “never 
liked housework" made the decision to 
have a career instead of a part-time job. 
For her, the biggest reward is having her 
daughter say she wants to be like her 
mother. 

"You have a sense of respect for who 
you are and what you're doing. You're 
not just Mrs. Sound So," she said, adding 
there are no bounds in her daugher’s 
expectations of what she may be “when 
she grows up.” 

Rev. Bishop, also said his four kids 
are “cheering his wife along" now that 
their mother is working. His wife, who 
was at home for 16 years, returned to 
college when their youngest was in junior 
high. She went on to obtain her MSW at 
Boston College. 

But Bishop, like the other panelists, 
noted being parents who work outside of 


She suggested giving offspring a 
"visual sense" of where his or her. 
parents are if they’re not at home. She 
has taken her children in to work with 
her, as part of this theory. Bishop said he 
feels strongly about having a parent 
present when a child comes home from 
school. He has coordinated his own work 
time, when his wife is at Mass. General, 
around school schedules. The Bishops 
also had a "surrogate brother,” a live-in 
student from Tufts at their home when 
their second youngest went away to 
college. 

But the four panelists agreed that the 
problems that may arise from having 
“an empty house” are not exclusive to 
working parents. 

“An awful lot of kids are spending 
time alone in homes in Winchester," 
Tiffany said, according to things she’s 
heard at the high school. “1 don’t think 
it’s lied in with working parents. Kids 
find themselves in situations without 
safeguards. As a guidance counselor, 1 
don't know how to deal with it.” 


perimenting," he said. He said that in 
many cases, teenagers want parents to 
set up a structure. 

Agreeing, Tiffany said. "My 14-year- 
old said he tends to spend more time at a 
firend’s house. He’d rather be there, 
because then he doesn't have to be in 
charge’." 

For parents who work outside of the 
home, taking the time to be at home can 
mean compromising on personal goals. 

Benton, who used to be a wrestling 
coach, had to give up that activity to 
spend more lime with bis children. He 
said- he also misses teaching adult 
education in the evenings. And. because 
of his children, he said he’d leel guilty 
"moving around," and is consequently 
“frozen in his profession" for the time 
being. 

Gittleman also said she sometimes 
feels guilty because she doesn't have the 
flexibililty that some parents have to 
carpool and volunteer for school 
projects. But she does make time to do 
these things on the weekends, and feels 
the trade-off is important to her. 

“I hope it is just a small disadvantage 
for the kids," she said. 


church, and the marriage itself are 
supports. "Greater attention is given to 
the free time you do have,” he said. 

Being a single parent has been more 
of a benefit than a loss for two of the 
panelists. Benton, who said his sons were 
"confused at first" when he was doing all 
the housework, cooking and lunch box 
making, have now grown to accept the 
situation. 

"Asa man, I can fulfill multiple roles. 
I think men can make very good parents 
and 1 think more men should have 
custody. The concept of maternal instinct 
is a carry-over from Victorian times. It s 
not the sex of a person that makes a good 
parent. It's caring and loving," he said. 

Tiffany, too, said there is no "role 
stagnation" at her house. She noted that 
she's the one who fixes the car, does the 
income tax and tightens the belt on the 
washing machine. 

In all. the panelists agreed that being 
a working parent won't be the same for 
everyone. Individual changes and 
choices will determine how being a 
working parent, married or single, af- 
lects family life. 


The panelist differed on how to handle 
the question of having guests in an un¬ 
chaperoned house. Gittleman stressed 
the development of trust between parents 
and children. But Bishop said the 
trusting situation that Gittleman 
described "isn’t like that across the 
board." 

“I'm concerned about ex¬ 


Tiffany, too, has had to compromise 
on professional growth and has pased up 
courses, workshops and teaching 
parenting classes. 

Supiwrl for the panelists has come 
from their own families. Baby sitters, 
neighbors and friends have also an 
swered in lime of need. Tiffany said she 
"owes her master's degree" to a neigh¬ 
bor. Her kids are self-sufficient. They do 
their own laundry and fix meals 

Gittleman. who said that she “refuses 
to play supermom" depends on her older 
children to be responsible for their 
siblings.

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Town Meeting Warrant To Close April 1; Special 
Sessions May Be Called For School, DPW 


The* warrant for the spring Town 
Meeting is expected to close April 2, but 
already a long list of potential articles 
have been submitted to and reviewed by 
the Board of Selectmen. 

Included in the group of articles for 
the spring Town Meeting, which is fiscal 
in nature, are two articles which may 
call for special Town Meetings within the 
Town Meeting. 

The Permanent Building Committee 
may ask for funds to repair and or 
renovate the hiqh school. Funds may also 
be requested for completion of a detailed 
plan for the repair work. 

The high school construction, which 
was alleged faulty by the town, has been 
under litigation since July 1976. It is 
currently in the master's hearing stage. 

Ron Milauskas of the Permanent 
Building Committee said he has been 
advised not to disclose the extent of the 
repair work needed, or what the repairs 
may cost, because the case is still in 
court. 

The orginal suit, filed by Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall, sues the White 
Construction Company in excess of $1 
million for faulty construction of the high 
school. The architectural firm of Brown, 
Fisher, and Nickerson are also named in 
the suit. 

Special counsel has taken over the 
suit, the firm of Hill and Barlow in 
Boston. 

A consultant’s report on the damage 
of the high school was submitted last 
year by the firm of Simpson, Gumpertz 
and Hegger. The contents of this report 
has not been made public, again because 
of the pending litigation. 

The problems at the high school 
center around leaks in the roof* walls, 
and windows of the building. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said 
the Permanent Building Committee 
could make an appeal to Town Meeting 
for the funds needed to make a detailed 
engineering plan without releasing the 
contents of the consultants analysis of 
the building. 

The reason the article would call for a 
special Town Meeting, the Town 
Manager sai.d, is because if work needs 
to be done, the Permanent Building 
Committee would like it to start in the 
summer months. If the article appeared 
on the regular warrant, action could not 
be taken on that article until the regular 
Town Meeting was dissolved, which 
might last until the end of June. 


The other article which may require a 
special Town Meeting is the bond 
authorization for the proposed DPW 
complex. Again, if the article was passed 
by Town Meeting, construction would 
start in the summer. Groux noted that if 
the town votes yes on the article (ap¬ 
proximated at si. 2 million at this time) 
the special Town Meeting would give the 
town time to order steel and other needed 
materials for the work. 

The bids for the construction work 
will be in before Town Meeting, so an 
exact figure for the project will be made 
known to Town Meeting members. 

Articles for the regular Town Meeting 
include the total town budget, proposed 
by the Town Manager at $2,688,065. This 
figure is being reviewed by the Finance 
Committee, which will make recom¬ 
mendations to Town Meeting. 

Three articles proposing zoning 
changes will be placed on the warrant. 
One, by citizen's petition, changes the 
zoning regulations in the Pepper Hill 
drive area from RG-6 to RDA -20. a move 
which would prevent two-family homes 
from being built in the area, and which 
would require a minimum lot size of 
20.000 square feet for building. 

A second zoning change, also for the 
Pepper Hill area, has been submitted by 
tlie Planning Board. This change, RG-6 
to RDB-10, would prevent construction of 
two-family homes, but the minimum lot 
size would be 10,000 square feet. 

The Planning Board has also 
recommended a zoning change for all RG 
(general residence) districts which 
would increase the lot frontage for 
building from 65 feet to 85 feet. 

Three private ways will be proposed 
for lay-outs as public ways. Pepper Hill 
drive, Viking road, and Cardinal street. 

Three citizen's petitions by Vincent 
Carroll have been submitted for 
placement on the warrant He proposes 
elimination of parking meters, parking 
meter fee elimination for those 62 years 
of age or older, and a petiton restricting 
the salaries of town employees who hold 
more than one position for the town. 

Other articles may include a proposal 
from the Equal Opportunity Committee 
to set up a town-wide equal opportunity 
program. This article may request 
funnds for the start of such a program. 
The Committee on Names will place an 
article requesting a name for con¬ 
servation land. 

The warrant will also carry an article 


requesting that a small portion of 
Hillcrest parkway be turned over to the 
MDC for care and control. 

Town Manager Groux is proposing a 
revolving fund for recreation as an ar¬ 
ticle. The fund, he said, would coordinate 
recreation programs of special interest 
groups, such as the senior citizens or 
youth, within the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment. A fee would be charged for people 
interested in joining the special 
recreation programs, and therefore, the 
Town Manager notes, the program would 
pay for itself. 

Potential articles which the Board of 
Selectmen will be receiving more in¬ 
formation on include the North Andover 
resource recovery plant, which the town 
has been invited to join, and the 
reassessment and full valuation study to 
be done by the Assessors. 

Town Comptroller Al Faggiano has 
also asked the town put in an article to 
"appeal to the state appeals board" if the 
governor's spending caps pass the 
legislature. In King's orginal plan, only a 
state appeals board could allow a town to 
go over the spending cap. To appeal to 
that board, a town must first have a two- 
thirds vote of Town Meeting 

That legislation has since been 
revised by the state Committee on 
Taxation to eliminate the state appeals 


board, and have only a two-third Town 
Meeting vote override the caps. 

Faggiano also noted the town might 
need to appropriate additional funds to 
supplement the current year's operating 
budget for energy costs in town 
buildings. 

Residents who wish to place an article 
on the Town Meeting warrant, must do so 
by April 2. Proposals should be sub¬ 
mitted to the Board of Selectmen. 

Town Manager Groux noted that if 
referendum question five on this year's 
ballot passes Tuesday, the warrant could 
be officially closed that day. 

Question five, if passed, will increase 
the amount of time the Selectmen have to 
close the warrant for a Town Meeting 
from 30 to 45 days. Forty-five days before 
the start of Town Meeting will have 
passed on Tuesday. 

Groux said the board decided to leave 
the a warrant open this year for more 
than 45 days, to give the town more time 
to place articles. The orginal intent of the 
Charter change is to give the Selectmen 
more time for printing the warrant and 
notification of Town Meeting members 
before the meeting starts.

Dear Winchester Voter: 

This letter is to announce my candidacy for re-election to the School Committee. 

This, of course, raises the question of why anyone would want another three years of long 
hours, frequent frustrations and no compensation beyond a feeling inside that you've done ttic 
best job you can. In my case, not to run for a second term would be a waste of the first three 
years 1 also think that this year's election is the most important one in a long time. Much is a! 
stake 

Candidates for Town Offices usually speak in broad terms such as getting the most fur our 
tax dollars or zero-in on some specific issue that is of particular interest to certain people I 
want to talk about the role of the School Committee member and what we should and should not 
do; whal we can do and what we cannot do. Three years on the committee have taught me quite 
a few things. 

First o[ all. a school committee should have goals both short term and long term It must 
decide how good a system the Town wanLs, based on what is financially and realistically 
possible. The Committee must recognize specific problems, and there are many, but these 
must always be looked at within the framework of goals for the entire system. We are elected 
by the whole Town, our thinking must be for the whole Town. 

These goals, both broad and specif ic, should lorrn the basis of a directive lo the School Administration. They are trained for and are 
paid to implement these directives and their performance determines their retention or replacement. II is not the School Commitlee's 
job to administer the System. Alsu ii is unfair to issue directives only lo change our mind at some later date and come up with 
procedures of our own. Clear, well-considered directives is whal the Committee's job is all about. 11 is on this basis that its performance 
should be measured. 

Let me give you a current example With declining enrollments our Town wants to keep our best teachers and any cuts in stall should 
he based on merit or attrition Good. However, we now hear talk of how to implement this goal early tenure for teachers we believe lo 
have superior talents. Look at "tenure" for a moment. It was originated long ago to protect teachers from unreasonable dismissal by 
the whim of town governments It served its purpose by giving a town three years to decide if the toucher should be kept on a per 
manent basis. Today, tenure is obsolete Teachers are organized and work under contract. They have the protections that tenure was 
designed to give. Why then, are we todav talking about an obsolete procedure as a way lo retain good teachers, I luring the past three 
years we have never to my knowledge lost a talented instructor due to staff reductions. We have an extremely able Superintendent ol 
Schools whose only shortcoming is that he works too quietly. The quality of instruction is constantly improving and he is implementing 
the directive. That is my job. Nothing is more destructive to a school system and teacher morale than a school committee trying to do 
what in administration has been hired to do. 

From all of this I hope you can understand why I am running for re-election Our School Committee must work with the Ad 
ministration and teachers to build the finest system possible. II is our role to motivate and encourage the stall, students and ad 
ministration. II is up to us not only to see that the wishes of our Town are carried out. but also lo be certain that the accomplishments ol 
the school system as an entity are conveyed back to the community. We must re-establish pride in what we have and whal we are 
trying to build. Pride by teachers that they are part ol something fine and getting even better. Parental pride that their children are 
getting the bes! possible start in life Student pride in that they are uniquely fortunate to be a part of our Town. And taxpayer pride (hat 
we are not only gelling full worth for our money, but also that this is reflected in the property values. 

The goals are simple, really. Reaching them has its difficulties. Please, I hope you'll remember that bad things often happen quickly 
The really good things take lime 1 hopeyou'll give me three more years on your School Committee.

At the onset of the bidding, North 
must assume the worst, namely that 
South is prompted by his third seat 
position to open a 10 plus High Card Point 
hand. If this was the case South would be 
extremely grateful for the slight under 
bid of a simple raise in Spades. 

But after South’s jump shift in Hearts 
to announce a splended hand, North must 
reevaluate the situation. North now 
knows that he holds several key cards 
plus length in trumps. The out-look is 
promising so he gives a gentle push to 
make up for the earlier conservative bid. 

The principle of risk versus gain 
enters into every phase of bidding. When 
you make a bid you are in effect, making 
a bet and every bet should hopefully, be a 
good one. South now has to do some soul 
searching. He must deduce that North’s 
interest in slam came about because ol 
extra values and that must include a 
Heart honor or shortness in Hearts, so he 
takes the winning plunge.

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Candidates Discuss Issues 
At LWV Forum On Sunday 


Declared candidates for local office 
Have their views on town issues at the 
League of Women Voters' annual Meet 
Your Candidates panel discussion at the 
,leaks Senior Center on Sunday. 

More than too persons attended the 
presentation moderated by the Hon. 
Harrison Chadwick. Participants in¬ 
cluded selectmen candidates Edward F. 
O'Connell, Robert C. Ericson, Alvin G. 
Smith.Ir., and Wade M. Welch. 

Also speaking were Planning Board 
candidates Marion Crandall and Thomas 
E. Lindsley and School Committee 
candidates Constance Papas, John A. 
Hacked and Roger A. Bauman. 

.. .Selectmen candidates 

Selectman candidate Ericson spoke of 
a need for a commitment to responsible 
action on tax limitations. 

"What does responsible action 
mean?" Ericson asked. “Reduction in 
spending unfortunately means reduction 
in services. 'Responsible' means cutting 
where it is least harmful." he said, ad¬ 
ding that cuts should probably not be 
made in areas such as fire service. 

Candidate Smith called property 
taxes "the biggest problem in the town 
for the taxpayer.” To keep spending 
within reasonable limits without cutting 
services will be a difficult task, Smith 
said. 

Incumbent selectman O'Connell noted 
that Winchester is one of nine com¬ 
munities in Massachusetts that has a 
Triple A credit rating. 

"We have a history of excellent 
management," O'Connell said, “due to 
the high quality of service by the town 
boards." 

Winchester’s property taxes have 
increased only 6.3 percent over the past 
three years, O'Connell said. In the same 
period, he continued, the greater Boston 


consumer price index went up 17.3 
percent. 

Candidate Welch remarked on some 
major challenges facing Winchester in 
the next few years. 

Given the need to hold the line in 
services while coping with inflation, the 
problems of youth in town and the closing 
of some schools, Welch said, the role of 
selectman will be to determine "where 
the town wants to go and how to get 
there.” 

The candidates for selectmen were 
questioned about their stand on the state- 
imposed tax cap legislation. 

O’Connell said that the Winchester 
Board of Selectmen was probably one of 
the first in the state to take a stand on the 
issue. Before the first hearings on the 
proposed legislation, the board invited 
Sen. Samuel Rotondi and Rep. Sherman 
Saltmarsh to hear the selectmen's views 
on the lax caps. 

"We are in favor of home rule,” 
O’Connell said. "I think the changes 
we've seen within the past two weeks 
from Governor King and the legislature 
show that our voice was heard," he said, 
noting recent modifications of the 
original tax cap proposal. 

Welch responded, "Governor King is 
committed to the tax caps. We’ll have to 
live with that. How we'll do it," he 
continued, "depends on the ultimate 
form of the bill. 

"I think the ultimate result will be a 
cap on school budgets as well as on town 
spending,” Welch said, "and I think 
that’s a good thing.” 

Ericson said he is in agreement with 
the views expressed by both the governor 
and citizens that the tax caps present an 
opportunity to reconsider spending 
levels.

"I would encourage apartment 
development in Winchester,” she said, 
but added that she feels it is necessary to 
“strive to retain the residential 
character of the town.” 

Crandall cited the need for additional 
parking in the downtown area, saying 
that parking is critical to the 
revitalization of downtown Winchester. 

She also noted that no plans have been 
formulated for the buildings to be emp¬ 
tied through school closings. 

"We should be ready to provide 
alternative uses for those buildings when 
the schools close," Crandall said . 
Otherwise, she said, the Planning Board 
will be reacting to a crisis when the time 
comes. 

“There is a need for a long-range 
study of all town properties,” she added. 

Planning Board candidate Lindsley 
said he favors middle-income apart¬ 
ments in Winchester, located in the 
downtown area. 

Lindsley noted that many elderly 
persons live in large old houses which 
they cannot afford on reduced incomes. 

There are no programs for the poor in 
Winchester. Lindsley added, saying that 
a study by the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council < APC) shows that there 
are 675 persons in town who pay more 
than 25 percent of their income for rent. 

"Federal funds are available for 
subsidized housing, with no cost to the 
town," he pointed out, citing a need for 
more studies to look into available 
federal programs. 

The two Planning Board candidates 
were questioned on their feelings about 
single-unit apartments in a home. 


Lindsley answered that he feels 
relatives should be allowed to live in an 
apartment in a large house. 

There are about 500 such apartments 
in town, he said, noting that such 
apartments are illegal. Lindsley 
suggested that a study be done to 
evaluate the situation and that some sort 
of control be established. 

In Crandall’s response to the question, 
she noted that the issue of single-unit 
apartments in residences is a sensitive 
one. 

"This is an area that needs to be 
studied," Crandall said, "before we 
plunge ahead and do anything about it.” 

.. .School Committee 

The three declared candidates for 
School Committee then presented their 
views on the important issues in 
education in Winchester and answered 
questions from the audience. 

Incumbent Papas said that although 
the decisions have been made on what 
buildings to close for school con¬ 
solidation, the more difficult decisions 
about program offerings and staffing 
remain for School Committee members. 

"Education is the primary goal of 
School Committee members, 1 ' Papas 
said, "but we must represent the in¬ 
terests of the entire town by being aware 
of the tax cap proposals.” 

Even if there is no legal demand on 
the School Committee to reduce its 
budget, Papas said, the committee must 
be responsive to fiscal restraints. 

Papas emphasized the fact that 
choices will have to be made by students, 
parents and the community, if the school 
budget is to be cut. 

"The committee will hear their point 
of view and then make the decisions," 
she said. 

Candidate Hackett said that he is 
committed to quality education, but at an 
affordable price.

"We have to look at the situation from 
a business standpoint,” he said. 

Eighty percent of the taxpayers in 
Winchester have no children in school, 
Hackett said. 

“I wouldn’t like to see senior citizens 
give up their homes because of decisions 
of the School Committee," he added. 

Hackett noted that there is concern 
about problems with reading skills at the 
junior high level. He said that a basic 
reading skills course at the junior high 
level might be a possible addition when 
the consolidation of schools takes place. 

Candidate Bauman expressed con¬ 
cern about the preparation of Winchester 
High School students to “go out into the 
world. 

"Can they balance a checkbook?" he 
asked. "Reading and writing are part of 
daily life and are necessary for com¬ 
petition in the job market,” Bauman 
noted. 

“I want to focus the curriculum on 
preparation for adult life,” he said. 

In response to a citizen’s question 
about where the School Committee would 
cut back if tax caps were legislated for 
schools, the three candidates agreed that 
the decision to eliminate courses would 
be painful. 

"We would have to look at cutting 
courses such as art, music and industrial 
education - courses we consider useful 
but not essential," Papas responded. 

If cuts were to be made, the decision 
would have to come after considerable 
input from the community, the can¬ 
didates agreed. 

“We’d have to ask the community 
what it is willing to pay for,” Hackett 
said. 

Bauman added. "If we were faced 
with a tax cap. the only correct way 
would be to carefully catalog those 
courses which are required and those 
which are not affected by any state law. 


Motor Excise, 
Property Tax 
Bills Mailed 


An estimated $10,968 in 1979 motor 
excise bills were mailed March 9. This is 
the first commitment of 20,000 bills for 
the calendar year 1979. The remainder of 
bills will be mailed out in the next few 
months, according to Town Treasurer 
Carol Thomas. 

The bills will mean roughly $1.2 
million in tax revenue if the town collects 
all 20,000 bills. 

Car owners have 60 days from date of 
issue to pay bills, or be subject to a 12 
percent penalty fee, which is added daily, 
plus other penalty charges. 

Thomas also notes that all real estate 
tax bills for fiscal year ending June 30, 
1979 have been mailed. The second 
payment is due May 1, 1979. 

New home owners having purchased 
property after January 1, 1978 who have 
not received a bill, should contact the 
Tax Collector’s office for a duplicate. All 
real estate bills have been mailed out in 
the name of the record owner as of 
January 1, 1978. All real estate taxes not 
paid by May 1 are subject to interest 10 
percent from April 1. 

The Tax Collectors’ office will be 
extending office hours April 28, 9 a.m. to 
1 p.m. and April 20, 8:30 a.m. to 8:30 p.m.

According to a recent 
survey by Opinion 
Research Corporation 
for the U. S. Govern¬ 
ment on the average 
citizen's opinion on 
taxes, It will corneas no 
surprise that the results 
showed that the least 
popular tax of all was 
the property tax.

Revised Admissions 
Adopted At Yoke School 


A revised admissions policy was 
recently approved by the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School 
Committee. 

The Wakefield school services 12 area 
cities and towns, including Winchester, 
which is represented on the District 
School Committee by Gerard P. 
Donahoe. 

Students normally apply to the 
vocational school when they are in 
grades seven and eight. 

The school is changing its admission 
policy because the state has criticized 
Northeast Regional for discriminating 
against students with limited English- 
speaking ability. 

Director of Guidance John Rump and 
Deputy Principal Carleton Kenerson 
presented the new day-school admissions 
policy to School Committee members at 
a March 13 meeting. 

The policy has been accepted by Dept, 
of Education officials for a one-year trial, 
Kenerson said, and is “workable and 
discriminates against no one." 

Kenerson explained that applicants 
with no handicaps in language, etc., are 
ranked according to two criteria. These 
applicants’ scores on the Differential 
Aptitude Test account for 20 percent of 
the entire criteria used in admissions, he 
said. 

The other 80 percent of the evaluation 
is based on the applicant's record, 
achievement, attendance, attitude and 
his motivation to profit from a vocational 
program. 

April 1 is the deadline for accepting 
applications for admissions to the 
vocational school for the coming Sep¬ 
tember. Late applications are accepted, 
but the student is placed at the bottom of 
the waiting list. 

Students are notified of acceptance or 
waiting list by the third week of April, 
according to the admissions policy. 

Cosmetology students entering 
Northeast Regional in grade 11 are ac¬ 
cepted according to the above criteria, as 
well as an interview with the head of the 
cosmetology department. 

Designated special needs and limited- 
English-speaking students are not 


required to take the Differential Aptitude 
Test, Rump said. These students will be 
given the full 20 points towards the ad¬ 
missions criteria, he said. 

According to Rump, the school will 
encourage members of minority groups, 
limited-English-speaking students and 
special needs students to apply to Nor¬ 
theast Regional. Underrepresented 
minorities, Rump said, will be given 
preference in the event of ties in the 
admissions procedure. 

Committee member Anthony C. 
Moschella, of Revere, asked the 
guidance director if the new admissions 
policy will improve the chances of some 
students. 

"I think the new admissions policy 
will even out the chances for students 
who have problems taking tests,” Rump 
answered, “especially those who have 
special needs or who have limited- 
English-speaking ability." 

Rump noted that the time has expired 
to take admissions exams. Two exam 
sessions have been held by the vocational 
schooLand all 12 school systems have 
been alle to hold examinations, he said. 

Personnel 

At the same meeting, the School 
Committee also approved personnel 
appointments for project Option, the 
work-study banquet, adult education and 
a freshman baseball coach. 

Department head appointments were 
approved, as well as second-year teacher 
appointments. Six teachers were ap¬ 
proved for tenure.

The committee also voted to approve 
a request for a school van for tran¬ 
sportation of students to their jobs. 

Kenerson told the committee that 
there would have to be a transfer of funds 
before a bid could be accepted. The 
committee asked Business Manager 
Louis Sanville to research the issue and 
report back to the committee. 

Wakefield committee member Philip 
L. McAuliffe Jr.’s motion that the 
superintendent's car be auctioned off to 
the highest bidder and the money 
received be put into surplus funds, was 
approved.

Finance Comm. Reviews Tryouts To Be Held For 
School Department Budget Town-wide Talent Show 


The Finance Committee voted to 
recommend the proposed school budget 
of $9,082,57:) last Thursday night. T he 
recommended budget breaks down into 
three parts; $7,511,698 for personal 
services, $26,559 for equipment and 
$1,544,316 for other expenses. 

Tuition and transportation were two 
of the five line items under other ex¬ 
penses which were examined closely. 
Tuition was divided up into three 
elements, the first being teachers' tuition 
of $9000, an increase from last year’s 
$8300. 

Special education was another 
element with a total cost of $175,000, an 
increase of $45,000 from last year's 
$130,000 and the third element was a 
$6000 expense for three Winchester 
residents attending the Essex 
Agriculture and Technical Institute. 
Massachusetts law states that the town 
must fund any student who seeks 
education in agriculture. 

Transportation costs in Winchester 
are basically the town's busing expenses. 
$123,000 was proposed to transport 
Winchester students to classes. $25,000 
was asked for the busing of St. Mary’s 
students and $142,000 for the busing of 
special education students which is a 
$29.(KM) increase. 


Other categories examined under 
other expenses were light and power, 
fuel, and medical. 

The proposed Health and Social 
Services budget was also approved at 
$90,010. The committee actually cut $1200 
from the original budget of $86,210 that 
was proposed by the school department, 
but with the addition $5000 for the Central 
Middlesex Association for Retarded 
Children (CMARC). 

It was suggested by one committee 
member that CMARC not be included as 
a line item in the budget due to the 
possibility that in the future it could 
develop into another program like 766 
where the town is assuming the cost for 
all special children and with no 
guarantee of reimbursement. A vote was 
taken to remove it from the budget but it 
failed to pass. 

The committee did make a cut of $75 
from the administration element of 
public health. Under health services the 
committee cut $750 from the $8(K)0 ap¬ 
propriated under current charges and 
obligations. They also cut $300 from the 
contagious disease and premature birth 
element. Finally, they cut $150 from auto 
supplies under regulation and inspection, 
but recommended that $75 of that cut be 
advanced to fuel and oil. 


The Winchester High School Student

Cowin continued, "the business 
community has been supportive of the 
King administration, although King 
favored tax classification, business had 
strongly opposed it. 

“Relative to the Massport Authority, I 
feel Governor King ought to let it function 
as an independent authority without re¬ 
organization," he said. 

Cowin concluded his talk by pointing 
out that, it spite of the fact that there are 
only a handful of elected republicans in 
state government, it is necessary for 
republicans to get themselves involved 
again, to maintain the two party system 
for preservation of good government.

At the quarterly meeting of the 
Winchester Red Cross chapter last week 
Tom Wahl reported that the newly- 
reorganized Disaster Committee has 
already responded to three calls for help. 
Two were residential fires in Winchester 
and one was in Wakefield, where the 
team w as asked to assist other Red Cross 
teams at a seven-alarm lire which 
brought down a leather manufacturing 
plant. 

Manning Morrill, chairman of the 
current Winchester Red Cross Mem¬ 
bership Fund Drive said. "The initial 
service of the newly-reorganized 
Disaster Committee should bring close to 
home the many services of the Red 
Cross. Here we have a dedicated 
Disaster Committee, organized to work 
closely with the Winchester Fire, Police 
and Civil Defense units, to bring relief to 
Winchester families at times of 
emergency. The activity of the Disaster 
Committee exemplified Winchester 
Chapter's role in the community." 

The new Disaster Committee has 15 
members, headed by the First Response 
Team, which is composed of Paul 


McLaughlin, chairman, Tom Wahl, co- 
chairman, David Thompson, Kathy 
Kirkpatrick and Don Errico. This team is 
I Kicked by to members, each assigned to 
a particular field, such as shelter, food, 
clothing, first aid, transportation, etc. 

At present the Winchester Disaster 
team has agreements with seven local 
churches to provide shelter during a 
mass emergency. Twelve registered 
nurses and one doctor have agreed to 
assist at a shelter, should they be needed. 

Arrangements lor lood and tem¬ 
porary housing have been made, and the 
Dorcas Society of the Seventh Day 
Adventist Church has agreed to provide 
clothing lor disaster victims. 

The supporting members of the 
committee are: Betsy Cole, Cathy Cook, 
Helen Couture, Carol Ducharme, Janice 
Kyden, Jackie (loupil, William Kirk and 
Diane Tracey. 


Secretary of State Michael Joseph 
Connolly, chairman of the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission, announced 
recently that the Captain Josiah Locke 
House of Winchester has just been listed 
in the National Register of Historic 
Places. 

"This federal style house is one of a 
handful of structures which survive in 
Winchester from before the advent of the 
railroad in 1833 and one of the few 
anywhere to contain a complete room of 
lederaI-period wallpaper still in tact," 
commented Secretary Connolly 
"Architecturally the entire building is 
much as it was when built in 1803 
reflecting the house's original form and 
the effects of 175 years ol continuous use 
and change." 

"The family ol Josiah Locke were 
banners and early settlers of Winchester. 
Josiah was active in town affairs and the 
Town Meeting voted him Hog Reeve and 
Surveyor of Highways." Connolly ex¬ 
plained that a Rog Reeve was one who’ 
kept stray hogs out of people's pastures 
and fields. 

"After Captain Locke's death by 
drowning in 1818, the house was divided 
in hall down the center half and left to 


Locke's widow and two of his five 
daughters," continued Connolly. 
"Ownership eventually passed to 
Maribel Vinson Owen. Ms. Owen was 
nine times woman's national figure 
skating champion and a member of three 
Olympic teams. After retiring she 
coached both her daughters to national 
championships. All were killed in 1961 
when the airplane carrying the US 
skating learn to the Prague world 
chamionship meet crashed in Brussels.” 

Secretary Connolly praised the work 
ol architect Allen Charles Hill of the 
Winchester Historical Commission as 
being instrumental in having the house 
listed in the National Register. 

The National Register of Historic 
Places is the nation's official list of 
structures and sites important in the 
nation's history and culture. The 
program is administered in the Com¬ 
monwealth by the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission. 


The Winchester Archival Center, a 
journey into the town's past, is open 
Monday, 9 a.m. to I p.m. and Thursday, 7 
to 10 p.m. The center is located by the 
Sanborn House behind Ambrose School.

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On The Cover 


A Chorus Unt\ opening this week nt 
Boston's Shubert Theatre, is Michael 
Bennett’s blockbuster backstage musical. 
It is the furthest cry from a glamorous, 
star-studded, Broadway show you could 
possibly imagine. The set .is stark — a 
white line, and mirrors. The performers 
are dressed in leotards, pants, skirts, T- 
shirts, dancing shoes — only the grand 
finale scene on the cover are they dolled 
up. They are auditioning for jobs in the 
chorus of a musical, and they are spilling 
out the stories of their lives while they do 
it. A Chorus Line is an innovation in 
musical theatre, and it is, despite or due 
to that, fast turning into an American 
institution. And popular wisdom still 
decrees that A Chorus Line means a box- 
office line, everywhere it plays. 

This is not an unusual state of affairs 
for a popular musical. It wouldn’t be 
unusual for Chorus Line, except that the 
show has been around for four years now. 
By that time, most musicals are found on 
the racks in a music store, not in a 
theatre. The show first opened, under the 
auspices of Joseph Papp and his Shake¬ 
speare Festival, at New York’s Newman 
Theatre on April 16, 1975. Three months 
later, its 17 dancers were hoofing on the 
stage of Broadway’s Shubert Theatre. It is 
still there, and in the interim has won the 
Pulitzer Prize for Drama and seven Tony 
awards. 

If you include the apparently endless 
New York run, there are five productions 
of Chorus Line now in progress. You can 
go to Sydney, Australia, London, 
England, or catch the International 
Touring Company in Philadelphia. Those 
in Metro Boston can head for the Shubert, 
where, performed by the National 
Touring Company, the show officially 
opens this Thursday, March 22, at 7:30 
pm. 

Chorus Line is no stranger to Boston. 
This is its second visit here, and already 


it’s becoming a little like the circus 
people who have seen it once are seeing it 
again, then waiting for the next time it 
comes around. In 1977, with ticket orders 
coming in from all over, the Shubert held 
a 32-hour box office marathon. This year, 
no such luck. The hoard attacking the 
Shubert has had to do it during business 
hours, which are 10 am to 8:30 pm 
Monday through Saturday, starting at 1 
pm on Sunday. As of press time, tickets 
were still availnble for the eight-week run 
(through May 13). They range from $10 to 
$18.50. You can try calling the Shubert at 
426-4520 for information, but you may 
never get through. Instead, charge your 
tickets at Teletron (426-8383), or head for 
the box office at 265 Tremont Street and 
prepare to stand in line for what may be 
eons. The number for group sales is 426- 
6444. □

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£ast Meets Vest Museum of Tb 


The museum traces, 
through baubles and 
treasures, the early years 
of America’s trade with 
China, long before Nixon 
ever stood on the Great 
Wall._

“East is east and west is west 
and never the twain shall meet,” 
was Rudyard Kipling’s say on 
the relations of Asia and Europe 
(America, too). He may have 
been right. But he might possibly 
have been wrong. For there is a 
squared-off Greek revival man¬ 
sion in Milton, bounded by 
pillars, aloof in its symmetry. At 
first glance it looks like any other 
fortress with a stiff upper lip. 

But walk up the drive and you 
will find, in the parking lot, two 
stone Buddhist lions, grimacing 


at each other. This is the former 
home of Captain Robert Bennet 
Forbes, fantastically successful 
China trader, the current home 
of the Museum of the American 
China Trade. 

Begun in 1965 and “reorga¬ 
nized” in 1971, the museum 
traces, through baubles and 
treasures, the early years of 
America’s trade with China, long 
before Nixon ever stood on the 
Great Wall. It is a tribute to 
Captain Forbes, who made two 
fortunes trading, and to the 
ingenuity of Chinese craftsmen. 
Their furniture, jade trinkets, 
silks, and most of all their por¬ 
celain are all here, relics of a 
time long past. 

The American trade with 
China officially began in 1784, 
when the Empress of China 
embarked on a voyage to Can¬ 
ton. She returned the next year 


to New York, very probably 
laden with tea, silk, and porce¬ 
lain for ballast, all prized com¬ 
modities in the newly-born 
United States. It was an 
extremely lucrative trade; the 
Chinese, in return for their 
goods, wanted little more than 
ginseng root, sandalwood, sea 
slugs, and otter and seal skins. 
Soon American ships of all des¬ 
criptions were setting sail for 
Whampoa, where trade goods 
were put on chop boats and 
delivered to the riverfront of 
Canton. Along with the island of 
Macao, these were the sole 
places foreigners were per¬ 
mitted. 

In Canton, amid fishing boats 
and floating brothels, the Ameri¬ 
can merchants unloaded their 
cargo (often including opium) 
into riverfront warehouses, 
called hongs. They bartered with 


the Co-hong, a small group of 
Chinese merchants who had 
license from the emperor to deal 
with such fan kwae (foreign 
devils). Without ever seeing the 
factory at Ching-te Chen, where 
porcelain was mass-produced by 
hand, or the gathering of tea 
leaves, the fan kwae went about 
their business. Forbes and others 
returned home to become rich 
men, without ever penetrating 
the Chinese enigma. It was not 
until the First Opium War 
(1839-42) that Canton was fully 
opened to Westerners. 

The Museum of the American 
China Trade reflects some of 
that early mystery. Go in the 
heavy front door, turn left and 
you’re in a room of paintings and 
glass cases, with ancient tea 
boxes piled in one comer. The 
paintings are port views of Can¬ 
ton, Shanghai, Hong Kong; the 


cases contain maps of old trade 
routes, and small specimens of 
items that figured largely in the 
trade. There was once a vial of 
simulated opium in one case, a 
bleak reminder of the stuff that 
Captain Forbes made his first 
fortune from. It has since been 
removed. 

The trade room is neat and 
trim, a gentle introduction to 
what is next. And that is color¬ 
ful opulence. The more com¬ 
monplace items in the trade, like 
tea, have long been used up. 
What survives are full-blown 
luxury items, made to order for 
wealthy Americans. After dis¬ 
covering what fine craftsmen the 
Chinese were, American and 
European families in the 1800s 
sent over designs and family 
crests they wanted copied onto 
Chinaware. Some Americans 
made up their own patterns for

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green and rose by turn. Some 
have one spout, others have two, 
and they are a good illustration 
of Chinese artisty — only the 
Chinese never used teapots in 
the 19th century. Tea was 
brewed in individual bowls, and 
what were known as teapots to 
the Victorians were simply 
approximations of Chinese wine- 
pots. The museum’s teapot col¬ 
lection is one of its most prized 
possessions. 

Upstairs at the museum is a 
Chinese Victorian bedroom, 
bedecked with ornaments and a 
reverse painting on glass entitled 
A Pious Mother and Her 
Chiloren. No, all the world 
didn’t speak English. There is 
also an old-fashioned bathroom, 
and a sitting room which houses 
another reverse painting on 
glass, The Apotheosis of George 
Washington. It incorporates the 
Madonna, an eagle clutching an 
American shield, and an angel or 
two, all watching Washington, 
who's bathed under white light 
from heaven. It’s not clear who 
wanted this done, or why. 

If you are in the mood for still 
more displays of porcelain, you 
can make an appointment to 
visit the 1803 Holbrook House 
next door. In the basement, hun¬ 
dreds of pieces are ajranged by 


color, by the scenes pointed on 
them. If the terms "Rose Medal¬ 
lion,” “famille verte” aren’t 
familiar at first, they will be by 
the time you’re through. Go 
upstairs to see the delicate ivory 
wedding basket, the grand moon 
bed, and an added pleasure that 
isn’t Chinese at all — frescoes on 
the walls. They are of Italian 
craftsmanship, boldly different 
from the rest of the museum’s 
collections. 

When you have finished your 
tour of the museum, and per¬ 
haps of the Holbrook House, 
take Borne time to explore the 
museum's giftshop. It is littered 
with lacquered boxes and other 
trinkets from the People's 
Republic of China — modern 
reminders of an old glory. 

Notes: 

The Museum of the American 
China Trade is located at the top 
of a low hill, at 215 Adams Street 
in Milton. The hours are 1 to 4 
pm, Tuesday through Saturday, 
and admission is $3 for adults, 
$1.50 for students. Children get 
in free. For all other informa¬ 
tion, you can call 090-1 HI.5. All 
tours of the museum arc con¬ 
ducted by the Fu Ren Tuan, the 
Noble Ladies Butallion, which 
has attached itself to the

dinner sets, while others took 
refuge in the classic “Fitz Hugh” 
design, four emblems with a 
medallion in the center, all sur¬ 
rounded by a trelliswork border. 

In furniture, and in porcelain, 
the result was a rather odd meld¬ 
ing of austere Chinese and lush 
Victorian sensibilities. Teapots 
embellished with flowery, West¬ 
ern lines, or Chinese rosewood 
chairs carved in an elaborate 
Victorian style, were common. 
The items made expressly for 
export could be beautiful, but 
cultural differences invariably 
got in the way. Eagles painted on 
plates at the museum bear a 
striking resemblance to 
bedraggled chickens. After all, 
what artisan at Ching-Te Chen, 
or anywhere else in China, had 
seen a bald eagle? On occasion, 
even trademarks on designers’ 
samples were very carefully 
copied onto export porcelain. In 
one case, this led to a complete 
historical confusion, and had 
many porcelain scholars firmly 
convinced that a factory at 
Lowestoft, in England, was 
responsible for plates and cups 
that came from Chinese brushes. 

The Chinese parlor at the 
museum is lush and stuffed with 
that weird amalgam, Chinese 
Victorian furniture. Take a close 
look at the table, the couch, the 
“drunken lord's chair.” Their 
basic lines are clean and Chi¬ 
nese. Their heavy ornamenta¬ 
tion is not. Over the pillared fire¬ 
place is a portrait of Houqua, 
Captain Forbes’s liaison in Can¬ 
ton, looking prosperous in his 
robe. On the table in front of him 
lies an assortment of genuine 
Chinese memorabilia. Among 
them is a chilling reminder of the 
old Chinese way — tiny, tiny 
slippers, measuring six inches at 


the most, that covered the feet of 
upperclass women. They are 
embroidered red silk, and they 
are lovely, but just glance at 
your own feet and imagine them 
half-size. The museum has an 
actual cast of a bound foot in its 
collection, and it is a grisly sight. 

On view through April 19 is 
the Hartstone Collection of Rice 
Grain Porcelain. Rice grain 
means that, in the making of 
each plate, tiny holes shaped like 
pieces of rice were cut out in the 
rim. When the plates were fired, 
the holes filled with glaze. The 
final effect is one of translucent 
ellipses, haloing the solid plate 
center. At the museum, the 
plateB are displayed to best 
advantage, with lighting from 


behind so that you can see the 
patterns on the rims. The plates 
in this room, unlike others at the 
museum, are the traditional 
blue-and-white, depicting land¬ 
scapes and figures. The dragons 
that were emblazoned on many 
domestic Chinese plates didn’t 
find too much favor with those 
who worshipped a single deity, 
and not a variety of mythical 
creatures as well. 

Across the hall, there is Paul 
Revere’s Imare plate, donated by 
the sisters Revere, and a platter 
with an armorial shield that was 
part of Thomas Jefferson’s din- 
nerware. Ensconsed in two glass 
cases is the Natalie Wells Peters 
Collection of 33 teapots, plain 
and overly-decorated, black and

Real Life 

Real Life seems to be a 
spoof of An American 
Family, and of the 
notion of an inobstrusive 
camera that can capture 
Reality with a capital 
R . . . 


Real Life 

Directed by Albert Brooks, from 
a screenplay by Albert Brooks, 
Harry Shearer, and Monica 
Johnson. With Albert Brooks, 
Charles Grodin, and Frances Lee 
McCain. _

Real Life, which comedian 
Albert Brooks co-wrote, 
directed, and starred in, is about 
a director (Brooks himself) who 
conceives of a movie about a real 
family. The film will be made by 
letting the cameras follow the 
family around for n year, to 
catch them in their normal 
activities. The idea, obviously, 
arises from An American Family 
a few years back, in which the 
Louds of Santa Barbara 
committed emotional and 
psychological suttee on national 
television. Real Life seems to he 
a spoof of An American Family, 
and of the notion of an 
inobtrusive camera that can 
capture Reality with a capital 
R, and of an American family, in 
this case the mythical Yeagers of 
Phoenix: Papa Yeager (Charles 
Grodin), Mama Yeager (Frances 
Lee McCain), and the two little 
Yeagers (Lisa Urette as Lisa, and 
Robert Stirrat, as Eric). 

The Yeager family is as 
ordinary as a shoelace; in fact, 
they are more ordinary than 
hundreds of other finalist 
families, and were chosen only 
after a battery of “scientific” 
tests (like a computer that gives 
a charisma quotient on a dig¬ 
ital read-out). Brooks seems to 
equate ordinariness with reality, 
which is moderately offensive: he 
says “real people” the same way 
he might say “little peasants”. 
As the filmmaker within the 
movie he is a marvel of intrusive 
arrogance who masks his 
insensitivity with a veneer of 
cant. As Warren Yeager, Charles 


Grodin is a perfectly bland foil to 
Brooks: he is mild and slightly 
oval, a little bit nervous, a little 
bit depressed, but mighty anx¬ 
ious to please. Dr Yeager (he’s a 
veterinarian) really wants 
Brooks’s movie to be a hit; he 
starts tq have second thoughts 
only after he has bungled an 
equine by-pass operation on 
camera. 

It is no surprise that Real Life 
ends in total chaos. Brooks has 
managed to alienate the 
scientists who are observing the 
film project, the studio boss who 
is bankrolling the project, even, 
reluctantly, the sweet Yeagers. 
Only a big, dramatic, “real” 
ending will save him now. As the 
strains of Tara Theme swell onto 
the soundtrack, Brooks’ career as 
an auteur crumbles about him. 

Real Life has a desperate air to 
it, as if to say, “Laugh, 
dammit.” Perhaps the funniest 
bits of Real Life have to do with 
technology. There is a sustained 
and effective gag about the 
highly sophisticated cameras 
used for filming the Yeagers. 
They are called the Ettinauers, 
and are treated almost like a 
little family all their own. Intro¬ 
ducing them, Brooks sounds like 
a proud father: “The Ettinauers 
represent the state of the art. 
Only six were ever made. Only 
five ever worked. And we’ve got 
four!”. The Ettinauers look like 
a cross between a space helmet 
and a body cast, and they don’t 
use film, but memory chips. 
From time to time Brooks talks 
to the camera, but you’re never 
quite sure whether he is talking 
to you or to Pete, one of the Etti- 
nauer cameramen (played, inci¬ 
dentally, by Harry Shearer, one 
of Brooks’s co-writers). 

Albert Brooks has yet to make 
a major motion picture. Like his 
film-within-a-film, Real Life 
peters out despite his obviously 
strenuous efforts. What is Real 
Life? The question brings a 
smile, but the answer is, you’re 
never quite sure, unless you hang 
around to the bitter end of the 
closing credits for the dis¬ 
claimer, “The persons and 
events in this film are fictitious. 
Any similarity to actual persons 
or events is unintentional." Ah 
ha, you say to yourself. It’s a 
joke.D 




































Movie Short Subjects 


Agatha 

In 1926, the mystery writer 
Agatha Christie disappeared for 
ten days. Agatha is a hypo¬ 
thetical attempt to fill in those 
missing days. It’s not very satis¬ 
factory. The film is slow and 
good-looking, and Vanessa 
Redgrave is almost believable as 
Agatha. But the movie-makers 
(director Michael Apted and 
writers Kathleen Tynan and 
Arthur Hopcraft) have posited 
for Mrs Christie a hypothetical 
romance with an American 
journalist, played by Dustin 
Hoffman. The journalist, Wally 
Stanton, is the most surely ficti¬ 
tious character of all, and once 
having invented him, nobody 
seems to have known what to do 
with him, so Hoffman rings 
hollow in the role. The film limps 
along and finally falls into little 
tiny pieces. The yarn isn’t 
worthy of its subject. Cheri;

The China Syndrome 

Jane Fonda plays a television 
reporter tired of the personality 
beat, anxious for some hard 
news. She and her cameraman, a 
contentious, aging radical 
played by Michael Douglas, 
stumble upon a near-disaster 
and subsequent cover-up at a 
nuclear power plant. Jack 
Lemmon is a nuclear engineer, a 
company man, who gets more 
and more anxious about the pos¬ 
sibility and consequences of an 
accident in the reactor. How¬ 
ever you feel about nuclear 
energy, pro, con, 01 indifferent, 
The China Syndrome is a movie 
that succeeds terrifically well as 
a movie: it’s fast as lightning and 
keeps you right on the edge of 
voar seat. An intelligent film 
that only occasionally lapses into 
shrillness (the baddies are dis¬ 
tinctly bad, the goodies wonder¬ 
fully good), The China Syn¬ 
drome talks about many things: 
nuclear ethics, big business 
morality, television news as 
entertainment, human error, 
and accountability. Cinema 57;

The Deer Hunter 

Michael Cimino’s epic pulls no 
punches. The Deer Hunter is 
long, grueling, and exultant, the 
movie to see this year, if you can 
bear to. The story begins with 
five friends in a small town and 
moves shockingly, relentlessly 
into the war in Viet Nam, where 
nothing makes any sense. It’s 
almost impossible to watch, but 
you can’t tear yourself away. The 
war ends and those who have 
beaten the odds go home, but it 
is never the same. Robert De 
Niro and Christopher Walken 
are outstanding in an excellent 
cast that includes Meryl Streep. 
John Savage, and John Cazale.

Fast Break 

Good-humored without being 
particularly humorous, Fast 
Break has all the appearances of 
a made-for-television movie. The 
characterizations are superficial 
and obvious, and the gags are 
fast and easy, and make up in 
quantity what is lacking in 
quality. Gabriel Kaplan is agree¬ 
able as a delicatessen clerk who 
becomes a basketball coach at 
an eighth-rate college. Every few 
minutes you expect an 
announcer to break in and say, 
“And now a word from our 
sponsor.” With Michael Warren, 
Bert Remsen, and Bernard King 
of t he New Jersey Nets.

The Shadow Box 


The Shadow Box,

The Shadow Box 

A play in two acts, by Michael 
Christofer, directed by Richard 
Chamberlain. Scenery by David

The Shadow Box is Michael 
Christofer’s Pulitzer Prize 
winning play. Directed by actor 
Richard Chamberlain, it has 
finally come to Boston. And 
though the production may be 
less than perfect, it is a chance to 
see a humorous, eloquent, and 
ultimately wrenching piece of 
theatre. 

The three major characters — 
Joe, a blue collar worker; Brian, 
a failed writer and dreamy 
intellectual; and Felicity, an 
older woman who once ran a 
dairy farm — couldn’t be more 
different, and yet they’re all 
facing a final horror — death. 
Each has terminal cancer, and 
each is waiting out the end at a 
Californian retreat where ✓ 
relatives and friends can visit, 
even stay with them. Shadow 
Box is as much about those out¬ 
siders and their reactions to 
death as it is about the three who 
have about a month left. 

Everyone treats the inevitable 
differently. Joe is angry. Brian’s 
answer is to write, paint, do what 
he wants to do before time runs 
out. Bitterness is Felicity’s 
retreat. They are alone, and they 
are mad, yet there are also 
shared feelings and emotions. 
Sometimes their words and 
words of those surrounding them 
overlap. Sometimes the char¬ 
acters finish each others’ sen¬ 
tences without realizing it. 

Sometimes, too, they laugh. 
Brian is telling his ex-wife, 
Beverly, who’s come to visit, 
that he’s written four autobio¬ 
graphies, because there’s a big 
market for bookB by dying 
people, and it’s not a bitter 
remark, just a joke they can 
share together. The humor in 
Shadow Box is black, and it may 
not please everyone. 

The one character who under¬ 
stands it all is the one that’s never 
seen — the Interviewer, whose 
crisp, television-announcer voice 
comes over a loudspeaker. 


Felicity, Brian, and Joe come to 
speak to the Interviewer at the 
front of the stage. They crane 
their necks upwards, as if they 
are talking to God. They can 
speak their minds talk about 
what their friends and relatives 
don’t want to hear, and the 
Interviewer will make jokes, offer 
advice, or simply say “That is 
fine,” or “You look fine.” The 
Interviewer sees the rage, and 
the frustration, and the hope¬ 
lessness of them all with a 
maddening, almost nauseating 
clarity. 

The Boston production of 
Shadow Box is funny and 
touching, yet it rarely attains the 
heights you keep hoping it will. 
Richard Chamberlain has set up 
some lovely tableaux, some rich 
scanes. It’s hard to tell, though, 
exactly why some of the acting 
just doesn’t come off, whether 
it’s directorial intervention or 
not. David Sabin’s Joe doesn’t 
have to go around with his fists 
clenched every second; 

Elizabeth Fleming’s Felicity 
shouldn’t have to clutch table- 
tops to prove that she’s blind; 
Tony Blake's Mark shouldn’t be 
a wooden automaton for the first 
half of the play. 

The most annoying thing, 
though, is the last scene, in 
which all the characters stand 
separately, popping off 
disjointed phrases that should 
meld perfectly. It is a stark 
sequence, a wrapping-up of 
what’s come before, and it’s 
ruined by a guitar coda that 
transforms the whole mood of 
unsentimental agony into a 
sticky mess. Perhaps music is 
called for in the script. Never¬ 
theless, the way it’s done here is 
awful. You'll see in your mind’s 
eye Scarlett O’Hara clutching a 
radish, crying “As God is my 
witness, I’ll never be hungry 
again!” The last thing Shadow 
Box needs is an MGM sunset. 

There are compensations, 
though, lots of them. First and 
foremost among them is Betsy 
Palmer. She plays Beverly, 
Brian’s ex-wife who comes to 
visit, a spectacular flair — it’s as 
if she’s a mesh of ice and fire, 
tempered with wisdom. Drunk 
and showing off her jewels in 
Brian’s living room, she’s 
beautiful. She’s set off perfectly 
by Frank Converse’s Brian, a 
gentle blend of innocence and 
rage as he faces death, cracking a 
smile when he can. As Felicity’s 
down-trodden daughter, Agnes, 
Alexandra Borrie, has a fine 
moment when she’s before the 
Interviewer. 

These performers, plus some 
nice lighting, are enough to fill in 
the Boston Shadow Box's cracks, 
and make it more than worth the 
$8 to $11 a ticket you'll pay.D

#72 Different Strokes 

By Don Rubin 

The Chinese language hasn't 
always been this simple. Before 
1949, the symbols utilized were 
far more complex, requiring a 
greater number of individual 
brush strokes per character. 

But that was before Mao. And 
today, less is more, even in 
China, where being short- 
handed has never been a prob¬ 
lem.

Elizabeth "Bitser” Dexter, a 
Bucknell University freshman from 
Winchester, became Bucknell’s third 
women's swimming All-American at the 
AIAW Small College Swimming and 
Diving championship at the University of 
Nevada, Reno.

Libraries are a familiar resource 
but do you know about 
Massachusetts’s library network, 
or all the privileges you can get 
with your card? April 1 to 7 is 
National Library Week, a good 
time to find out. 

Feature-The Scarlet Letter 
When it was first published back in 
1850, The Scarlet I.etter created a 
literary uproar. Now, WGBH-TV 
has made a dramatic series out of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne's American 
romance, and it airs this week. 
This article is about the series, and 
includes information on 
Hawthorne’s old haunts in Salem. 
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The lowest voter turnout in recent 
years, 22.1 percent of the town's 
registered voters, elected Edward F. 
O'Conhell, Marion G. Crandall, Con¬ 
stance D. Papas and Wade M. Welch to 
contested seats in Tuesday's town 
elections. 

O’Connell and Welch were the top two 
vote getters in the Selectmen’s race. 
O’Connell received 1789 votes in his bid 
for reelection, while Welch, with 1296 
marks beat out Robert C. Ericson, who 
had 1182 votes, for the seat opened by the 
retiring Harry E. Chefelo. 

Crandall, with 1728 votes, was an easy 
winner over Thomas E. Lindsley, 929, for 
the seat on the Planning Board vacated 
by Otto Schaefer who is retiring. 

In the controversial School Com¬ 
mittee contest, Constance D. Papas, with 
1616, easily outdistanced Roger A. 
Bauman, 654 and John A. Hackett, 409, to 
regain her seal. 

With the approval of Charter 
amendment Number Eight Hackett and 
Bauman, and any other resident who is 
interested, will now probably face-off in a 
special election to decide who will fill the 
newly created seat on the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

The remainder of the elections were 
for uncontested seats, with John J. 
Sullivan getting the highest total of votes 
for the second year in a row for Town 
Moderator. Sullivan received 2240 votes. 

Sumner M. Beale Jr., who ran 
unopposed, was re-elected to the 
Assessor’s office with 2031 votes. Jeanne 
Thomas also ran unopposed and was re¬ 
elected with 2045 votes to the Board of 
Health, and in the final uncontested 
position, James W. Blackham Jr., was 
re-elected as Trustee of the Public 
Library. 

Referendum Questions 

All of the referendum questions on the 
ballot were approved. 

On Question Number One, an 
amendment which would give the 
Selectmen permission to remove an 
acting town manager for cause, within a 
10 day period, which they arfcn't able to 
do now, the vote was 1671 in favor and 376 
opposed. ,

Schaefer Leaves 
Planning Board 
After 13 Years 

Citing that he could no longer devote 
the proper amount of time to his position 
and also that it might be time for "a 
different point of view," Otto Schaefer 
retired from the Planning Board Monday 
night after 13 years of service to the 
town. 

"I've started my own business now 
and I just can’t spend the time I want to 
with the Planning Board," said Schaefer 
Tuesday. “Maybe it's time for someone 
else to step in there with some new 
ideas.,” he added. 

Schaefer, who became a member of 
the Planning . Board in 1966 when he was 
asked to finish out the term of a member 
who retired, feels that the work the board 
does is "not very glamorous." "One of 
the major duties of the Planning Board is 
to work with developers.” 

During his years with the board, 
Schaefer feels they developed a concept 
for improving Winchester Center which 
"hasn’t shown many tangible results 
yet." He also feels the board was "about 
four years" ahead of the state on zoning- 
laws. 

At his final meeting Monday night, his 
fellow members presented him with a 
silver bowl in honor of his service for the 
town. “Tonight marks the end of an 
extraordinary career," noted Planning 
Board chairman Stephen Anderson. 
"Otto has not only given us great service 
but he's also been a fine gentleman." 

The Board of Selectmen were also 
present during this ceremony, having 
temporarily adjourned their own 
meeting in order that they could attend. 
Chairman Edward. F. O'Connell read a 
letter of tribute to Schaefer that was 
signed by each of the Selectmen. 

"I was very moved by all they did,” 
said Schaefer on Tuesday. "Even though 
I’ll no longer be a member I hope to 
continue to contribute somehow "

Question Number Seven the Charter 
amendment which would correct 
misspellings and insert language that 
was inadvertently left of the Charter 
dealing with the removal of the town 
manager by the selectmen, requiring the 
selectmen act on the removal no later 
than 45 days after the resulotion has been 
adopted and the town manager does not 
request a public bearing, was voted 1790 
in favor and 181 opposed.

range from embroidery to chair caning 
to water color and drawing classes. 
Seniors can also use several sewing 
machines which were recently donated 
to the center. This recent contribution is 
added to the long list of people who first 
donated funds to make the center a 
reality. 

Some 800 contributors gave over 
$400,000 to build the center. Plans ac¬ 
tually began in 1973 when the Senior 
Service Corps (now the Winchester 
Senior Association) recommended to tlie 
Council On Aging that a senior activity 
center be built. 

At that time the seniors had outgrown 
their offices in the Lincoln School. The 
school, with 18 steps leading to the 
organization's quarters and lack of 
privacy, was impractical for the seniors' 
needs. 

After approval of the Skillings path 
site, fund rasing began in May 1976. A 12- 
member steering committee, chaired by 
Rev. Zoerheide, was formed. The benefit 
“ walk to the center" was complemented 
by fund-raising fairs and a successful 
telephone campaign. 

A $250,000 donation by Mr. and Mrs. 
James Jenks brought the center’s con¬ 
struction closer to reality. But, as Jenks 
said when giving his donation, the many 
small contributions from young and old 
are not to be overlooked. 

From that cold December day when 
Dr. Richard Norbergand Rev. Zoerheide 
first broke ground on the site with a 
silver spade, to today, the center has 
continued to grow. 

As Leonor Rich said in the upcoming 
April Senior News, "With good and 
thoughtful people doing the services, the 
focal point of coming together has 
provided gratification and enjoyment for 
hundreds of senior citizens. Its function 
has been to involve older adults with the 
town, its services, and its concerns 
These goals are being realized."

Beacon Hill Roll Call 


Senate 

The Senate held two roll calls 
last week, boosting the 1979 total 
to 24. 

Balanced Budget (S 1719) — 
Senate rejected 20-10, resolutions 
urging Congress to adopt an 
amendment to the Federal 
Constitution requiring a 
balanced budget and to call a 
Constitutional Convention for 
that purpose. 

Supporters argued that 
federal spending was out of 
control, people are tired of 
wasteful spending and throwing 
money at problems, and claimed 
it was time to do something 
about an unbalanced budget. 
They noted 20 states have 
already approved the 
resolutions. 

Opponents argued there were 
serious problems with calling a 
Constitutional Convention which 
could be unlimited in scope and 
open to all kinds of abuses, and 
noted there is nothing In the 
Constitution describing how 
delegates are elected and how 
the agenda will be determined. 
Some said a general call for a 
balanced budget was too broad 
and said it was irresponsible not 
to begin to figure out where and 
how cuts can be made and who it 
would effect. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted no 
on the resolution but was not 
present for the vote. 

Emergency Assistance 
(8 1767) — Senate refused 31-3, to 
reconsider its earlier defeat of 
an amendment to the emergency 
assistance program for 
recipients of Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children. The 
amendment would have 
provided the controversial six 
percent cost-of-living increase 
for AFDC recipients. 

Supporters argued the 
Legislature approved the cost-of 
living increases last July and it 
said it is unfair to rescind and not 
grant them now. They noted the 
increases only amounted to $250 
more annually for welfare 
families who are In desperate 
need. 

Opponents argued the Senate 
should simply act on the overall 
emergency assistance program 
now, and deal with the proposed 
cost-of-living increases at a later 
date. They noted that it was 
essential to approve an 
emergency assistance program 
and said the cost-of-living hike 
can be dealt with later. 

Rotund! did not vote. 

House 

The House held 16 roll calls 
last week, boosting the 1979 total 
to 54. This report records local 
Representatives' votes on eight 
key tallies. 

D.C. Representation (S 316) 
— House refused 78-76, to recon¬ 
sider its earlier adoption of 
resolutions ratifying the 
proposed amendment to the 
United States Constitution 
providing representation in the 
United States Congress for the 
citizens of the District of 
Columbia. D.C. is currently 
represented by one non-voting 
delegate in the House. The 
amendment, if adopted by three- 
quarters of the states In seven 
years, would provide D.C. with 
two U.S. Senators and a number 
of U.S. Representatives based on 


the formula used for other 
states. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr. voted to reconsider the 
House’s earlier approval of the 
resolutions. 

Directory Assistance (H5755) 

House defeated 97-62, an 
amendment to a bill prohibiting 
the Department of Public 
Utilities from approving any 
charge for directory assistance 
(411) calls by Massachusetts 
customers. The amendment 
would eliminate the prohibition 
and require that any request for 
a charge for information calls 
which is approved by the DPU, 
shall then be sent to the House 
and Senate which can simply 
approve or disapprove the 
charge within 90 days. 

Saltmarsh voted for the 
amendment. 

411 (H 5755) House ap¬ 
proved 107-43, the bill prohibiting 
the DPU from approving any 
charge for directory assistance 
calls. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill. 

Labor Management Com¬ 
mittee (H 5784) - House 

defeated 112-38, an amendment 
to the bill establishing a joint 
labor-management committee to 
oversee municipal police and 
firefighter collective bargaining 
and arbitration proceedings. 

The bill creates a 14-member 
committee including six 
members from labor and six 
from management and gives the 
committee detailed powers and 
responsibilities for attempting to 
negotiate and solve labor- 
management disputes regar¬ 
ding police and fire-fighters. 
The amendment would make the 
provisions of the law subject to 
local option and thus make them 
effective only in cities or towns 
that vote to accept them. 

Saltmarsh vdtod against the 
amendment. 

Labor-Management Com¬ 
mittee (II 5784) House ap¬ 
proved 136-18, the bill creating a 
joint labor-management com¬ 
mittee to oversee municipal 
police and firefighter collective 
bargaining and arbitration 
proceedings. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

Cost of Living Increase (II 
5785) House defeated 111-44, 
an amendment to the 
Emergency Assistance 
Program. The amendment 
provides a six percent cost-of- 
living increase for recipients of 
Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
six percent increase. 

Binding Arbitration (II 707) 

House approved 129-24, the bill 
granting binding arbitration 
rights to the State Police and 
MDC police officers below the 
rank of captain. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

Nuclear Power Plant (H 5793) 
House adopted 94-55, 
resolutions urging the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission to 
reverse its order shutting down 
the Main Yankee nuclear power 
plant. 

Saltmarsh voted for the 
resolutions.

The stories reprinted here were taken 
from old editions of The Winchester Star 
and were compiled by Henry Simonds, 
local historian. By and large, these ar¬ 
ticles are taken from the same month 
they appear here, 50 years ago. 

The steamer of the fire department 
was wrecked Thursday morning and the 
driver, John Tansey, had a narrow 
escapte from instant death. 

The apparatus was responding to an 
alarm from box 31 for a fire in the Corse 
house at Washington street and the 
Mystic Valley parkway. 

As the driver jumped on the seat in 
some manner the fastening which holds 
the harness to the ceiling failed to release 
properly and the left rein dropped to the 
floor. 

The horses are spirited pair, and were 
through the door at a bound. The right 
horse is a new one and the more restless 
of the two. 

As the apparatus swung down the icy 
incline to Pleasant street, Tansey had but 
one rein on the right horse, and was using 
his best efforts to check their speed. The 
slippery condition of the ground and the 
mad dash the horses were making 
rendered this impossible. 

He called to the pair to calm them as 
he saw his only hope lay in turning them 
to the right toward the centre of the town. 

Directly across.from Winchester 
place on Pleasant street a new building is 
being erected for store purposes. As yet 
only the framework is up, leaving the 
entire front open. 

As the steamer turned into Pleasant 
street the wheels skidded on the snow- 
covered street and came up against the 
curbing with terrific force. The machine, 
which weighs 7800 pounds jumped about 
15 feet across the sidewalk and landed on 
its side into the store at the end of the 
building next to the YMCA block. 

Tansey stuck to his post till the last 
and when the machine struck the curbing 
he was hurled from the seat and landed 
between the steamer and the side of the 
building. 

He was picked up unconscious anti 
taken into the store of E. N. Larmour & 
Co., and Drs. Allen, Shephard and 
Simons called. After being made com¬ 
fortable he was removed to his home on 
Swanton street. 

The examination of Tansey by the 
doctors showed that no bones were 
broken. He had a cut on his forehead, 
which bled profusely, and a bad bruise on 
his hack near the hip. His escape is 
regarded as little short of a miracle. 

The pole of the steamer broke against 
a telegraph pole, and the horses cleared 
the wreck with hardly a scratch. They 
ran across the railroad tracks and were 
caught near the Congregational Church. 

Some idea of the momentum of the 
machine and the force of the impact can 
be gained from the fact that the front 
axle, which measured two and one-half 
inches through, was napped off clean. 
The steamer as it lay was in a badly 
battered condition. 


Open Burning 
Date Extended 

The Massachusetts Department ol 
Environmental Quality Engineering has 
extended the date for open burning to 
April 1, according to Fire Chief Robert 
McElhinney. 

Brush, cane, driftwood and forestry 
debris may be burned subject to the 
following restrictions: 

Burning must be carried out between 
10a.m. and4 p.m. and must be at least75 
feet from all dwelling units. 

Someone must he in attendance with a 
nearby water supply (garden hose or 
water pump can). 

The fire must be completely ex 
tinguished before the attendant leaves. 



A permit must be obtained from the 
Winchester Fire Department.

Ally. Edward Hicks called us Iasi 
week to clarify a statement made in last 
week’s Star, in connection with the 
Cambridge street sewer line problems 


Hicks, who represents Y & M Trust, in 
Woburn refered to our story on page 2. 

Winchester recently won a court case 
which orders that a temporary sewer 
connection be hooked up to correct 
sewage overflow in the Winchester area 
following heavy rains. According lo the 
court order, the connection was to be 
installed by the Woburn landowners, Y & 
M Trust and the New England 
Rehabilitation Center, and monitered by 
the landowners and the city of Woburn. A 
permanent connection was also ordered 
to be installed within six months. 

The temporary connection has not 
been in operation during heavy rains, 
apparently because of confusion over 
who is supposed to give the order to turn 
it on. 

In the article last week, Hicks was 
quoted as saying he believes the 
responsibility to give the order lies with 
Y & M Trust. He clarified that saying he 
believes the responsibility lies with all 
three defendants (Y & M , New England 
Rehab, and the city of Woburn) and 
added that he feels some of the 
responsibility should also come from the 
town of Winchester. 

The Board of Health will probably 
discuss the Cambridge street issue al 
their meeting next Wednesday and 
hopefully (lie question of who is 
responsible will be soon answered. 


It’s probably been said before, but the 
message hears repeating...people who 
don’t have house numbers on their homes 
may run into a few problems. 

There are many homes in Winchester 
without a house number clearly visible 
from the street. In an emergency, an 
unidentified house can delay police or 
fire department assistance. 

According to the town zoning by-laws, 
the owners of every building in town 
must place and maintain a number on 
their building or near the entrance walk. 
The figures must be large enough to be 
seen from the street. 

The town engineer is responsible for 
assigning the house numbers. Jake 
Ciarcia notes that the number he gives 
out is an "official number" and that 
homeowners should not put up a number 
unless it is assigned by him. 

So if you've recently painted your 
house and lorgot to put your house 
number back up. or if the number was 
never up there in the first place, get 
going! You may be keeping away more 
than the Avon lady.

William O’Connor, 
director of social studies, gave the 
committee a 34 page summary report 
which looks at the curriculum for grades 
one through six. 

The report was the product of last 
summer’s curriculum review com¬ 
mittee. In preparing the updated 
curriculum, O'Connor noted the format 
for social studies learning in grades one 
through six hasn’t changed much since 
1955. 

In the first grade, the social studies 
classwork is centered around the family. 
In the later grades the work is expanded 
to include the needs of the family, the 
community, the needs of the community, 
the interaction of communities in the 
United States, and the interaction of 
communities outside ofthe United States 
with emphasis on Latin America and 
Canada. American colonization and 
history are studied in grade five. 

Since the mid-sixties, O’Connor noted, 
the social studies teachers have relied 
heavily on the use of resource kits. 
Resource kits combine books, filmstrips, 
map work and library aids as teaching 
tools. 

However, there are only about three 
copies of each resource kit circulating 
among the elementary schools. O’Connor 
said the wear and tear on the kits is 
great, and has recommended resource 
kits as a future budget item. He also 
recommended kits be refurbished more 
frequently than in the past. 

Another concern of O’Connor’s 
relating to kits is that elementary 
teachers, "tend not to be history 
specialists. “ 

“If we're asking people to be more 
flexible we should offer more in-service 
workshops or projects to help teachers 
deal with the mass of content," he said. 

He alsd’questioned how much time 
teachers should spend Using the kits, 
time allocation should be determined for 
each grade, he said. 1

Also at the April meeting, the board 
will vote on the reappointment of first 
and second year staff members in the 
school system.

The ap¬ 
plication was approved allowing the 
members of the drum and bugle corp. to 
stand outside local business and collect 
donations in sealed cans.

Appointments Made 

A number of appointments were made 
by the board Monday night.

Farrell, Sally Wund and Marjie Lamar 
all sought and were named to new three 
year positions with the Conservation 
Commission. 

When discussing the needs and im¬ 
portant topics involved with the Con¬ 
servation Commission. Farrell staled 
that he thought it was important that the 
Conservation Commission be "proactive 
in bringing before the town the need for 
conservation.” 

Selectmen Arthur PL Dunbar also 
added “I think it's important the com¬ 
mission give some consideration to the 
conservation land that exists in terms of 
maintenance." 

The board also reappointed Town 
Counsel Douglas A. Randall to another 
one-year term. Randall was the only 
applicant for the position. . 

Two members of the board were 
appointed to committees as the board's 
representatives. Barbara Hankins was 
named lo the Human Services Com¬ 
mittee and Arthur Dunbar was appointed 
to Insurance Committee. 

Warrant Article 

The Selectmen decided not to sponsor 
a possible warrant article by the Em¬ 
ployee Insurance Advisory Committee 
which would state that the town would 
accept a 75 percent share of Blue Cross - 
Blue Shield costs This would be an in¬ 
crease of 25 percent over the present 
shared arrangement. 

The board felt that due to the cost 
impact the article could have on the 
town, it would be better if the Employee 
Insurance Advisory Committee be the 
direct sponsor of the bill. 

The board was in agreement that the 
EICA should present a list of signatures 
to the Town Meeting. "If there’s going to 
be an article this year it should be by 
petition,” stated Hankins. 


WHS Repairs 

With Winchester High School in need 
of immediate repairs, James ILL. Lane, 
chairman of the Capital Planning Board, 
has told the Board of Selectmen that the 
Capital Planning Committee would like 
urgency in what ever needs to be done. 

Appearing before the board Monday 
night with fellow committee member 
Irvin Waitsman, Lane told the board that 
his committee has considered a number 
of directions by which the town could pay 
for the estimated $1 million needed to 
repairs leaking roof, windows that fail to 
seal out driving rain and other structural 
problems. 

The town is reluctant to go forward 
with repairs because of a pending law 
suit filed against White Construction 
Company. The high school’s areitects. 
Brown, Fisher and Nickerson have also 
been named in the suit 

Waitsman stated Monday night that 
he felt that "as long as you can do what’s 
best for the town, the law suit can't be 
jeopardized.” 

Chairman Edward F. O’Connell was 
quick to question that as were other 
members of the board. Town Counsel 
Douglas A. Randall stated that the suit 
could be affect if the town did go ahead 
with any repairs. 

Lane was asked if the repairs could 
possibily wait He responded again lhal 
he felt they were urgent but that there 
was no way they could be done while the 
school was occupied by students. 

The board agreed to meet with Lane 
this Monday in executive session to 
further discuss the situation

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Alcohol, ‘Latch-Key Youth’ Seen As Problems In Winchester 


Winchester is not immune from 
problems of alcoholism among youth, 
child abuse, and neglect. Four 
professionals gathered last Thursday to 
discuss the causes of youth crisis and 
resources available for families in 
trouble at the Interagency Council 
program, “Home in Conflict." 

Panelists last Thursday were Dr. 
Donald McLean, Winchester physician, 
Carla Masse, children and drug coor¬ 
dinator in the area office of the state 
Department of Mental Health, John 
Moore of Children's Protective Service 
(Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children), and Richard Beaton, juvenile 
officer for the Wichester Police 
Department. Elizabeth Kenney, director 
of social service for Winchester Hospital 
moderated the discussion. 

How many kids get into trouble? The 
bottom line statistics, provided by 
Officer Beaton, show that the Police 
Department brings in an average of 450 
to 500 juveniles per year. Of that amount, 
about 250 parents are called in to the 
station for “more serious incidents,” and 
00 to 70 cases end up in court. The 
juveniles are picked up, the officer said, 
for assualt and battery, breaking and 
entering, public drinking, larcenies, and 
vandalism. Most of the cases he handles 
concern youth age 12 to 17. 

Many problems that occur, however, 
never reach the Police Department. 

Alcohol is now the biggest problem 
among youth, Beaton said. 

Tied in with the alcohol problem, he 
said, is the fact that many youth are not 
getting proper supervision at home. He 
cited a recent incident when several 
drunk youths were brought in to the 
station. After they were brought in, he 
said, the department tried to find the 
parents to release the youth. 

It took several hours toj'each some of 
the parents and after contacting them, 
Beaton, said, "they couldn't believe their 
kids were involved. 

Beaton, like the other panelists, hopes 
raising the drinking age will help curb 
the rise of alcohol use among younger 
teenagers. 

Dr. McLean said, "The kids we see in 
the emergency ward are not 18, they're 
15. We have 14 and 15 year olds who are - 
alcoholics. This is ridiculous." 


He said lowering the drinking age to 
18, realistically lowered it to 15. 

“If an 18-year-old can buy a six-pack 
for $2 and sell it for $3, that's good 
business,” he said. 

Lack of mature drinking habits adds 
to the problem. 

“Have you ever seen a kid sip 
anything?" McLean asked. If “nothing 
happens" after drinking two ounces of 
vodka and Sprite, McLean said another 
drink is poured. 

“In a half hour, they’re out cold and 
being pumped out," he said. 

A difficulty in dealing with teenage 
drinking and other youth problems is that 
parents expect the job should be done by 
others...the schools, the police, or the 
elected officials, McLean noted. 

"Parents deserve the children they 
get," McLean said. “Unfortunately, the 
reverse is not necessarily true." 

McLean sees several possible causes 
of youth problems, particularly in 
Winchester. 

"This town has great expectations of 
its youth,” he said. “Often it askes more 
than the youth can give.” 

The great expectations, whether they 
are conscious or unconscious, push youth 
to get the best grades, be the best in 
athletics, and go on to the best schools. 

"It’s been going on for decades," he 
said, noting that some youth can't handle 
the pressure of competition and trying to 
be number one. 

In addition, he noted, kids aren’t 
trained on how to deal with failure, when 
they live in a town of “champions.” 

Another problem, he noted is the 
increasing number of “latch-key" 
children, youth who return home from 
school, pick the house key up from under 
the doormat, read the note left by his or 
her parents on the refrigerator door and 
are left alone for the afternoon. 

He calls the latch-key situation a 
“spawning ground for trouble for youth 
in grades seven, eight and nine." And he 
predicts the number of unsupervised 
homes will increase with the rate of in¬ 
flation and the increased need for both 
parents to work. 

Members of the audience also saw a 
problem with the increasing latch-key 
population. One woman noted that many

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kids have "a street life at a very young 
age.” 

John Moore noted there are over¬ 
whelming aspects to being a parent. 

“We’re running into situations now 
where parents have had il and they walk 
out. Families aren't staying together and 
people depend on the public for support," 
he said. 

One solution to the urtsupervised 
home, Carla Masse said, has been 
worked out by parents in Arlington. 

She said a group of parents formed a 
task force and started an after school day 


care program. The School Department, K 2280 


said, are given “anything money can 
buy, but nothing that it can’t." 

Because of society’s permissivness, 
Moore said, "I don’t think anyone can 
keep things under control right now. The 
lack of limits is serious." 

He said he's had one referral of child 
abuse from Winchester. 

“I know a lot more families out there 
need help,” he said. 

Moore asked people to help out in 
reporting incidents of child abuse or 
neglect. The phone number of the 
protective agency he works with is 227- 


supplies space in two elementary schools 
and the parents pay for Ihe teachers’ 
fees. Youths in grades two through six 
can participate in after school sports, 
crafts, and go on outings. 

Of course, even a program such as 
Arlington’s has iLs drawbacks. One 
woman in the audience said that an 8 to 5 
day for a nine year old is too long. 
Another said this is the generation of the 
"hurried child" where youth are ex¬ 
pected to do too much, too quickly. 

Another problem in Winchester, the 
panelists noted, is the acceptance of new 
families moving to town. For youth 
especially, it's hard to break into already 
formed cliques in the junior high and 
high school. 

Officer Beaton noted he recently 
investigated the third case in three years 
of harassment to a newcomer in the 
schools. In this recent case, he said the 
student invovled was beat up by 
classmates. 

“People are frozen out,” noted Moore. 
“We should ritualize letting kids get into 
the system." McLean suggested setting 
up a Welcome Wagon for youth. 

Moore, who said he could tell the 
group, “horror stories until your hair 
curled," noted some good things are 
happening with increased programs for 
families who need help, in the area of 
child abuse. 

But there are still people who are 
reluctant to go for help. 

“By the time 1 hear about a problem,” 
Moore said, "It’s a real mess. At that 
point, people have no alternative but to 
say help.” 

Dr. McLean noted that abuse can 
come in many forms. Many youth, he

beginning with the years of the Spanish 
Inquisition, progressing through the 
American Civil War, World War II, and 
to the contemporary struggle for human 
and civil rights. 

The life of the first Unitarian Martyr, 
Michael Servetus, his heresy tral for 
blasphemies asgainst the Holy Trinity, 
and his subsequent condemnation to 
death by the Council of Judges in Geneva 
in 1553 provide a focal point for this 
Sunday’s worship. Servetus was mar¬ 
tyred for his convictions in 1553 in 
Europe. Three hundred years later in our 
own country, William Lloyd Garrison 
and Abraham Lincoln stood as giants 
among men in their commitment to 
precepts which nourish mental and 
physical freedom - convictions that have 
been at the very foundation of this 
country's development. 

On a global scale, the second world 
war served as a terrifying example of the 
horrors which arise when men are held in 
bondage to other men or to a system. The 
human and civil rights movements of 
recent years are embodiments of the 
continuing struggle. 

Men and women have paid a great 
price over the centuries, for these 
freedoms and humanity has profited. But 
the quest is a never ceasing one. At the 
very cornerstone of Unitarism is the 
commitment to freedom of individual 
conscience; a free religion makes for a 
free people. This Sunday's service 
dramatizes this notion with a narrative 
about Servetus; readings from William 
Lloyd Garrison and Archibald 
MacLeish; and the recorded voices of 
Carl Sandburg on Lincoln, Winston 
Churchill and Martin Luther King.

Senator Sam Rotondi appeared on 
Channel 5 Friday and Sunday to rebut a 
recent Channel 5 editorial in which the 
station questioned the necessity of 
creating a special committee to study 
civil service. 

The editorial suggested that the joint 
commission on Public Service act on the 
few pieces of legislation before it, rather 
that create a special commission to study 
the entire commission. Senator Rotondi, 
who is the Senate chairman of the 
committee has been active in advocating 
civil service reform. 

In his rebuttal, Senator Rotondi said 


that Channel 5’s suggestion was 
“unrealistic and a bit naive.” He said the 
problems facing the civil service system 
are complex and not easily solved. 

“Although Channel 5’s suggestion's 
are good ones," he said, “it is like ap¬ 
plying bandages when major surgery is 
necessary.” 

The special commission, he said, 
would study all the problems, with the 
end result being, "a more efficient and 
effective government employee system 
which will cut down on 'government 
waste and increase both employee 
productivity and morale.”

Playing even one no-trump is a risky 
enterprise unless you have a fistfull of 
high cards. If possible, a suit contract 
may be a whole lot safer. 

Let’s suppose your partner opens 1 
N.T. (16-18 HCP) and you hold: S-xx H- 
Kxxxxx D-xxx C-xx. Without use of any 
conventions, you may bid 2H (your hand 


figures to make three more tricks in a 
Heart contract). Even if partner 
cooperates, as all good partners should, 
and passes, his superior hand will go 
down as dummy. 

The opponents will have little dif¬ 
ficulty figuring out their best leads. The 
Jacoby Transfer Bid allows the no-trump 
bidder to remain the declarer while 
playing the suit contract. 

The Jacoby Transfer works as 
follows: over an opening bid of 1 N.T., a 
response of 2 Diamonds is artificial and 
demands opener to rebid 2 Hearts 
i regardless of heart holding). Similarly, 
a response of 2 Hearts demands opener to 
rebid 2 Spades. There is a great amount 
of flexibility about the auction from there 
on. With hands of intermediate strength 


(7-8 points) a raise of the agreed suit 
would ask the N.T. bidder to use his 
judgment, namely, go to game with 
maximum point count.

Winchester's new baseball coach Bill 
Chase has a tough act to follow. Last 
year’s Sachem nine, coached by Jack 
Eydenberg, finished second in the 
Middlesex League and made the state 
tournament. 

Gone from last year’s team are league 
MVP Don Allard and all-stars Riley 
Atkinson (pitcher) and Paul Medwar 
(infield). The Sachems must also replace 
co-captain George Casey in center and 
Mark McGoldrick in left. 

Coach Chase is a Winchester native. 
He was the Sachem baseball captain in 
1966 under present athletic director Bill 
Colella. Chase then played four years of 
varsity ball at the University of New 
Hampshire. 

After graduating from UNH, Chase 
coached Masenic (NH) High School for 
two years. He then returned to Win¬ 
chester in 1972 to accept a teaching 
position at Lynch Junior High. He has 
been the junior varsity baseball coach for 
the last four years and has also coached 
the Lynch basketball team for five years. 

The biggest question mark for this 
year’s team will be pitching (sounds like 
the Red Sox). Coach Chase is counting 
heavily on junior Eddie Pratt. However, 
Pratt is currently nursing a sore arm. 

Another possible starter is senior 
Dave Guarnaccia, who played the out¬ 
field last year. Other possibilities are 
junior Dave Errico, who pitched for the 
jv's last year, and senior Mark Opel, who 
did not play last year. 

Chase also hopes that sophomore 
hurlers Ken Jacobsen and Mark Peloux 
can contribute, noting, "both Jacobsen 
and Peloux have looked good in early 
season practices.” 

Coach Chase is depending on two 
people to help out with his pitching staff. 
They are junior varsity coach Ed 
McGrath and veteran catcher Randy 
Pearl. Chase said, “Ed was a pitcher at 
Boton State. He has already put in a lot of 
time with our pitchers. Also, I’m relying 
heavily on Randy to settle down our 
inexperienced staff.” 

So it looks like pitching is a definite 
question mark. Unfortunately there may 
not be enough hitting to give the Sachem 
pitchers a lot of runs to work with. 

Chase said the bulk of the hitting will 
have to come from Pearl, Guarnaccia, 
and seniors Mark Aylward, Gary 
Tedesco, and Willie Strazzullo. 

What weapons will the Sachems 
utilize to offset their possible pitching 
and hitting troubles? Coach Chase an¬ 
swered, "We’ll have to stress offensive 
speed and defense. We're going to have to 
be aggressive on the basepaths, forcing 
the opposition to make mistakes. Our 
defense should be pretty solid.” 

Defensively, the Sachems shape up 
this way. Catcher Randy Pearl will be 
backed up by junior John Henley and 
sophomore Steve Hollohan. Gary 
Todesco will be the first baseman, 
backed up by Jim Kohr. Second and third 
will be contested by juniors Jeff 


McGoldrick and Jay Tedesco, and senior 
Jim Campbell. Willi Strazzullo should 
open at shortshop. He will be backed up 
by sophomore Sam Kenton. 

Four people are fighting for the three 
outfield spots. They are seniors Mark 
Aylward, Kurt Ellis, and Dave Guar¬ 
naccia (when not pitching), and junior 
Ron Dokus. 

The Middlesex League has always 


been a good baseball league. (This year 
Coach Chase sees Burlington and 
Woburn as the teams to beat.) With 
pitching and hitting definite question 
marks, it will be difficult for Winchester 
to challenge for the league cham¬ 
pionship. 

The Sachems will scrimmage 
Arlington Monday. They open their 
regular season on April 20.

Good Buys 
in the 

Classifieds.

In the track locker room before 
practice the question is, “What type of 
workout today?” 

It it’s distance, then that’s good. A 
long-distance workout can be run at any 
desired pace. Such a workout, if done 
with any conviction, can be just as 
strenuous as the hated speed workouts; 
but in a distance workout the strain is 
spread out, so that the life is drawn from 
your arms and legs slowly, and over an 
expanse of miles. 

If it’s a speed workout then that’s bad. 
A speed workout consists of running 
220's, 440’s, and occasional 880’s at a 
quick pace around a small, singularly 
oval track. It is a rare fusion of dullness 
and pain. Unlike a distance workout, the 
pain is concentrated into 00-second trials. 

The type of workout is the key. 

Once this momentous issue is laid to 
rest, other less important problems are 
dealt with. There are muscles sore from 
the day before, and ankles twisted in gym 
class. Other tracksters have colds, some 
have blisters, and others simply don’t 
feel right. No one in this locker room is 
ready to practice today, and yet they all 
do. After all, there will always be blisters 
and sore muscles. This does not change. 

After a time, most everyone is 
dressed in the locker room, and the 
general migration out to the field and dirt 
track oval begins. Some team members 
leave the locker room and go sit in the 
large, square, metal and glass office of 
the coaches. They slouch in chairs and 
listen to the radio and try to look cool. 
Sometimes they are successful, som- 
times not. Others go straight out to the 
side of the school, where there is a small 
garage-like^hed filled to the rafters with 
high-jump mats, hurdles, shotputs, rakes 
and other oversized, and useful looking 
hits of track equipment. 

All this equipment must be carried out 
by team members. 

Actually, to be strictly accurate, 1 
should say some of the team members. 
The graceful art of not-equipment- 
carrying has been refined to an 
astonishing degree, by some of the team. 
These artisans execute various intricate 
maneuvers in order to circumvent 
equipment carrying. Some opt for the 
time-tested direct approach. 

This approach consists of taking your 
lime getting 1 dressed, so as to emerge 
from the school alter some of the large, 
red high-jump mats have been taken out 
to the field. Once you emerge from the 


school, you simply sprint (or stroll slowly 
if you have a touch of the showman in 
you), out to the field, and dive under one 
of the piled mats. Once under the mat you 
lie, there very still, with your hands over 
your eyes (optional) and hope that 
everyone else assumes that you are dead 
(the power of wishful thinking, I 
imagine). 

Once all the equipment has been 
carried out, you simply spring to life and 
go about your business. 

Another more improvisational mode 
of not-equipment-carrying is to wait by 
the door of the shed until a group of 
people emerge carrying a mat (or one 
person carrying two hurdles) and you 
deftly insert yourself into the group and 
make it look as if you are in the group and 
helping. 

While all this ballet-like ducking and 
swerving and diving under mats is 
amusing at times, the problem is that 
while it all goes on the equipment 
remains in the shed, smelling musty and 
waiting to be carried out. 

This equipment carrying procession is 
probably the most opportune time to 
observe the various shapes and forms of 
track clothes. If the day is cold, then one 
is in luck, for on a cold day everyone will 
be wearing their warm-up suits; and 
warm-up suit observation is by far the 
most interesting part of track clothes 
observation. 

The warm-up suits vary in cut and 
quality from the most ultra chic, direct 
from a designer’s rack in Paris or New 
York; to the unassuming grey suits, 
which at times, bear a striking resem¬ 
blance to Paul Newman’s prison costume 
in the movie, “Cool Hand Luke.” The 
lashionable warm-up suits are always 
immpeccably tailored, embossed with 
yards of colored zippers, made with 
pockets in all the convenient places, and 
usually colored some nylon-synthetic 
looking shade of green, orange or red 
that is not found in nature. 

While watching these groups of 
colored warm-up suits move by me one 
day, carrying hurdles under their arms 
and, four together, carrying a mat on 
their heads, it occured to me that from a 
bird’s eye-view we must look like a small 
army of multi-colored ants dismantling a 
picnic lunch. 

After all the equipment has been 
brought to the field the track teams 
gather at the far end of the field and 
begin to warm up for the practice to 
come. From far off this ’warming up 
appears quiet and peaceful. But among 


the teams, surrounded by other track 
persons it is altogether different. Fpr 
there one is surrounded by others war¬ 
ming up, other trying to loosen their 
muscles and joints, others spitting at the 
ground and beginning to sweat. 

Some don’t warm up at all; they sit 
back, with their face in the sun bantering 
cheerfully back and forth. Others warm 
up in earnest, their faces forming tight, 
little grimaces as they lean forward and 
sense the undispersed tightness spanning 
in the back of their legs. As time goes on 
the pace of warm up quickens for soon 
they run quarters or perhaps distance. 
They are tight like this every day and 
every day they must get loose. This at 
least does not change.

Under the new policy, the visit is 
arranged with the secretary on the 
maternity floor for the third day of the 
mother’s stay, in the late afternoon. No 
more than two children may visit at one 
time and they must be accompanied by 
an adult. 

A special elevator in the lobby 
provides access to the maternity floor 
near the newborn nursery and lounge. In 
order to minimize the risk of infection, 
the mother’s room and other areas of the 
maternity floor are off limits to children 
under 14. 

Response to the new policy has been 
positive. "We had many requests for this 
service," commented Isbell, "and 
already many parents have brought their 
children to the hospital for a visit.”

By 
the first of this week the gift- 
subscriptions received from donors 
totaled $2442. 


"But we need many more donor- 
members,” said Morrill. “Perhaps the 
Red Cross chapter has been serving the 
needs of the people of Winchester so long 
that its services are taken for granted. 

"Perhaps we lose sight of how the 
community benefits by the first aid 
classes, blood pressure clinics, the motor 


service to Boston hospitals and clinics, 
and aid to veterans and military 
families. But the service to Winchester is 
great, and now is the time to support it," 
he said.

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On The Cover 


April 1 marks the beginning of 
National Library Week, so it's a 
good time to take another look at 
your neighborhood library. If you 
think that books are the only 
things you can get with a library 
card, you are in for a pleasant 
surprise, as our cover this week 
suggests. These days, a library 
card is your free ticket to 
records, pictures, tape 
recordings, manuscripts and 
documents, newspapers and 
magazines, lectures, and movies. 
The library has become the 
quintessential entertainment 
bargain. 

Monday of Library Week is a 
special day of its own. The 174th 
anniversary of Hans Christian 
Andersen’s birthday, April 2 has 
been designated International 
Children’s Book Day, an 
especially appropriate day to 
remember that many libraries 
have story hours, and reading 
aloud, and special film programs 
for children; and absolutely do 
not forget the Dial-A-Story 
programs: recorded stories for 
children are as close as the tele¬ 
phone. In Quincy, call the 
Thomas Crane Public Library 
anytime, at 471-2405. In 
Newton, dial 552-7157 for the 
Newton T " e Library; in 
Danvers, call the Peabody 
Institute, 774-8818. 

If you are reading this 
anywhere in eastern Massachu¬ 
setts, you have a special reason 
to celebrate Library Week. The 
Eastern Massachusetts Regional 
Library System is a network of 
hundreds of village, town, and 
city libraries that provides 
zillions of resource materials to 
residents of the area. A librarian 
in Billerica, for example, can 
request a book from the System’s 
sub-regional headquarters in 
Lowell; and the regional HQ at 
the Boston Public Library stands 
by as a back-up for further 
search and research. Other sub¬ 
regional libraries are located in 
Andover, Falmouth, New 
Bedford, Quincy, Taunton, and 
Wellesley. Through the System, 
even the tiniest library can 


furnish its patrons with the 
broadest range of up-to-date 
library services. 

In addition to the materials 
mentioned above, your local 
library may be one of the many 
that offer: 

• Large print books, classics, 
and best sellers in a big. no¬ 
eyestrain format. 

• Bookmobiles, and volunteer 
services that can get books to 
senior citizens and shut-ins. 

• Foreign language books and 
magazines, in a wide range of 
languages. The Salem Public 
Library, for instance, has special 
collections in Spanish and in 
Polish. 

• Used book sales, held 
periodically to clear duplicates 
from the shelves, to raise money, 
and at the same time give book¬ 
worms a chance to fill out their 
own shelves on the cheap. 

• Museum passes, usually 
restricted to town residents; 
the passes provide free or dis¬ 
counted admission to suburban 
and Boston museums. 

Even if you are a card-carrying 
member of your hometown 
library, the Boston Public 
Library, which occupies an 
entire city block facing Copley 
Square, is worth a visit. The 
BPL is housed in two buildings, 
that, despite the almost 80-ycar 
difference in their ages (the old 
building opened in 1895, the new 
one in 1972), combine to make 
one of the most pleasant spaces 
around. The BPL also has one 
famous attraction that you don’t 
have to leave home to enjoy. The 
reference department (tele¬ 
phone 536-5400) prides itself on 
its ability to field the most 
recherche questions. The refer¬ 
ence service, like most library 
services in most libraries in the 
System, is free. 

For a minimum expenditure of 
entertainment dollars, you get a 
maximum return at the library. 
Once you have a library card, it's 
easy to explore all the attrac¬ 
tions a library has to offer. Just 
(heh-heh) check them out.D

On April 2, Salem’s most famous 
literary son will make his tele¬ 
vision debut. Acting as narrator 
in WGBH-TV’s production of 
The Scarlet Better, Nathaniel 
Hawthorne will shepherd his 
own characters onto the screen. 
The four-part series should put 
the novelist and his native 
village in sharp, national focus. 

The notoriety will not be new. 
It arrived full force in April, 

1850, when the book The Scarlet 
Letter was published. The 4000 
copies of the first edition sold out 
in ten days and critics called the 
novel of adultery and guilt 
“powerful . . . dramatic . . . 
poetic." With a few exceptions! 
The Church Review wondered: 

Is the French era begun in our 
literature?” 

In contrast to the furor which 
surrounded The Scarlet Letter, 
Hawthorne’s own life was 
relatively tranquil. An All- 
American boy, he was born on 
July 4, 1804, in a modest house 
oh Salem’s Union Street. Raised 
in the Puritan path by his 
widowed mother, Nathaniel 


grew up around the corner, on 
Herbert Street. He was a bright 
and strikingly handsome child. 
Later, in the grand hometown 
tradition, he went away to 
college, returned, and fell in love 
with the girl next door — or, 
more accurately, down the 
street. 

There is one blemish. While a 
freshman at Bowdoin College in 
Brunswick, Maine, Hawthorne 
was reprimanded for playing 
cards and drinking. But don’t 
picture a scene from Animal 
House ; the incident was isolated. 
The aspiring author swore off 
“wine and strong drink” and 
returned to books and tran¬ 
quility. 

He also remembered the 
other great purpose of higher 
education: making connections. 
At Bowdoin, Hawthorne met 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, 
who would later boost his 
literary career, and became a 
good friend of Franklin Pierce, 
the future President of the 
United States. Pierce was to 
provide lucrative federal posts. 

As peaceful as Hawthorne’s 


life appears, there was nothing 
calm about his passion for his 
hometown sweetheart, Sophia 
Peabody. One biographer called 
them the new Adam and Eve. 
Yet, even in courtship, 
Hawthorne was prudent. 
Engaged in 1838, the couple was 
not married until July, 1842, a 
long delay even in those pre- 
Victorian years. The wait was 
caused partly by Sophia’s 
poor health and partly by 
Hawthorne’s departure for a job 
in Boston and a brief, unhappy 
stint at Brook Farm. Love 
survived separation. Letters 
from the period drip with early 
references to “thy husband,” 
“thy wife,” “my dove.” 

After the summer of 1842, 
the newlyweds rented the Old 
Manse, in Concord, and took up 
with new neighbors — Emerson, 
Thoreau, Alcott, and others. 

It was only the expense of a 
growing family that forced them 
back to the ancestral haunt three 
years later. They moved first to 
Hawthorne’s maternal home, the 
Manning house on Herbert 
Street, and later to their own 
home, on prestigious Chestnut 
Street, after Hawthorne landed a 
job (with the help of Pierce) at 
the Salem Custom House. 

During these years Hawthorne 
was open to only one real 
accusation against his character 
— laziness. All he did was write! 
And not too successfully. An 
early romance, Fanshawe, failed 
so dismally that the author tried 
to destroy the copies. Twice- 
Told Tales, reviewed glowingly 
by Longfellow, met with 
approval, but it was not feeding 
Sophia or the children, Una and 
Julian. The unfamous author 


was under pressure from family 
and peers to “get a job.” 

He was aware of his vulner¬ 
ability. In the introduction to 
The Scarlet Letter, he wrote: 

“ ‘What is he?’ murmurs one 
gray shadow of my forefathers to 
the other. ‘A writer of story¬ 
books! .. . Why, the degenerate 
fellow might as well have been a 
fiddler!’ Such are the compli¬ 
ments bandied between my 
great-grandsires and myself, 
across the gulf of time!” 

This stem line began with 
William Hathome, a native of 
Wiltshire, England, who arrived 
in Salem in 1637. William begat 
John Hathome, who begat 
Joseph, who begat “Bold" 

Daniel Hathome. Who begat 
Nathaniel. Who begat Nathaniel 
Jr, the author. Who changed the 
spelling of the name. 

There was good reason to fear 
those Salem ghosts. William, the 
great-great-great grandfather, 
had persecuted Quakers. At one 
point, the magistrate ordered 
five women stripped to the waist 
and flogged through the streets 
of Boston and Salem. His son, 
John, inherited that Old Testa¬ 
ment sense of justice: he was a 
judge in the Salem witch trials of 
the 1690s. One of his victims, 
Rebecca Nurse, roundly cursed 
both John and his descendents 
before going to the gallows. 

Joseph was more moderate. A 
successful tradesman and sailor, 
he left public life to others. But 
his son, “Bold” Daniel, inherited 
the old genes and sailed to the 
Indies, China, Africa, and 
Brazil. During the Revolutionary 
War, he became a privateer. He 
not only interrupted British 
commerce, but defeated a 


British warship in a naval 
engagement near Portugal. 

Daniel’s son, Nathaniel, also 
took to the sea, but his end was 
tragic. He died of a fever in 
Surinam, in the spring of 1808. 
His widow, Elizabeth, was left 
with thr§e children: Elizabeth, 
Nathaniel, and Louisa. 

Of course, when Hawthorne 
appears in the WGBH 
production, he does not give us a 
complete biography. There is 
just enough material to set the 
19th century tone and introduce 
the story. He found time to write 
The Scarlet Letter, he says, 
when his customs duties 
abruptly ended in June, 1849. A 
Democrat, Hawthorne was fired 
by Zachary Taylor and the 
Whigs who had won the national 
elections the previous fall. 
Bitterness over the dismissal, 
followed by his mother’s death 
that same summer, no doubt 
accounts for some of the gloom in 
the novel, which he had finished 
by February. 

The WGBH version of the 
book, a community effort, did 
not, however, move along so 
quickly. Five years ago, the 
proposal for the series was 
submitted to officials at the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities. By the time the 
PBS network airs The Scarlet 
Letter, the total budget will 
approach $2.5 million. Most of 
the funding came from NEH, 
and part from other sources: The 
Exxon Corporation ($300,000), 
the Mellon Foundation 
($200,000), and the Corporation 
for Public Broadcasting 
($500,000). 

With years of planning already

Rick Hauser and associate 
producer Dian Miller began 
actual hiring as early as August, 
1977. 

Herb Hirschman was flown in 
from California to be executive 
producer, someone to handle 
technical organization and free 
Hauser for directing. With such 
series as Twilight Zone and Play¬ 
house 90 to his credit, Hirsch¬ 
man was experienced in big- 
budget television. Stella Blunt, 
the Curator of the Costume 
Institute at the Metropolitan 
Museum, became costume con¬ 
sultant, Frarme Lee the costume 
designer. And Sandra Nathian- 
son, from the Trinity Square 
Repertory Company, was hired 
as set decorator — the one who 
makes sure the right kind of 
apples appear in the proper kind 
of basket. 

The next step was to find a 
location for recreating 17th 
century Boston. (That’s right, 
the plot is set in the Hub, not 
Salem.) Reconnaissance flights 
scoured the coast as far north as 
Campobello Island, President 
Roosevelt's retreat, looking for 
several acres of free, isolated 
land near water and forest. The 
final choice was Fort Adams, the 
Newport bastion that once 
protected the southern entrance 
to Narragansett Bay. In early 
spring, 1978, crews began 
constructing 20 building facades 
and a dozen interiors. 

Casting for the 29 speaking 
roles and 110 extras began about 
the same time. In the lead is Meg 
Foster, a 31-year-old actress with 
pale blue eyes and off-Broad- 
way, television, and film 
experience. You may have seen 


able kids. Some wouldn’t come 
into the room, others cried. 
Finally, three girls were chosen, 
their ages corresponding to 
different episodes: Danielle 
Hoebeke of Westford (two), 
Jessica Ruth Olin of Peabody 
(five), and Elisa Erali of Jamaica 
Plain (seven). 

Last, but far from least, is 
Josef Sommer, alias Nathaniel 
Hawthorne. A veteran of 
regional repertory theater and 
Broadway, Sommer appeared in 
the Tony Award-winning The 
Shadow Box in the 1977 season. 
He will use those Broadway 
skills to resurrect Salem’s native 
son. 

It would be poetic if the 
WGBH series — or this article — 
could conclude with images of 
Hawthorne returning to acclaim 
in his home town. The reality 
was not so poetic: with his new 
fame and fortune, the author left 
Salem for good in the spring of 
1850. 

Still angry over the custom 
house incident and the local 
Whigs who helped bring it about, 
Hawthorne wrote: "Henceforth 
it (Salem) ceases to be a reality 
of my life. I am a citizen of some¬ 
where else. My good towns¬ 
people will not much regret 
me . . .”

The other principals are John

Hawthorne’s Haunts 


Modern residents of Salem 
appreciate their literary star 
more than the citizens of 
1850. Various public and pri¬ 
vate historical organizations 
preserve much Hawthorne 
memorabilia. 

If you are not, perchance, 
a native, drive to Salem by 
taking Route 128 to Route 
114 or 35 (exits 25 or 23. 
respectively), and chug down 
either of those highways to 
the center of the city. Follow 
the signs to the tourist 
information center in the 
Derby Wharf area (744-(XX)4). 
Park. Get out. Stock up on 
appropriate pamphlets, 
especially Historic Salem, a 
blue map published by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Directly on Derby Street is 
the United States Custom 
House. Part of the Salem 
Maritime National Historic 
Site, the building is operated 
bv the National Park Ser¬ 
vice. It was here that 
Hawthorne worked in the late 
1840s; it was also here, in the 
attic, where he says he found 
the actual cloth letter once 
worn by Prynne. The Custom 
House (744-4323) is open 
daily, except Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and New Year’s. 
Admission is free. 

Five minutes down Derby 
Street, turn right onto Hardy. 
At its end is the small red 
house where Hawthorne was 
born, long since moved from 
Union Street. Next to it is the 
House of Seven Gables, the 
supposed inspiration for the 
novel. Both houses are open 
daily, except Thanksgiving. 


Christmas, and New Year's. 
Admission prices range from 
50 cents to $3. Call 774-0991. 

The Peabody house, where 
Nathaniel courted Sophia, is 
on Charter Street. Now called 
The Grimshawe House 
because Hawthorne used it as 
a model in his novel. Dr 
Grimshawe's Secret, it stands 
next to the Charter Street 
burial ground. The house is 
owned, privately, and is not 
open to the public. 

The burial ground itself is 
worth a tour, however. John 
Hawthorne, the witch triul 
judge, and other relatives of 
the author lie here. The 
Burying Point, the cemetery 
dates from 1637 and is one of 
New England's oldest. 

The Manning house is still 
in its original location on 
Herbert Street. Also avail¬ 
able for outside viewing is 
Chestnut Street, where the 
newlywed Hawthornes also 
lived. In fact, all of Chestnut 
Street is a National Historic 
Landmark and the three 
blocks of splendid architec¬ 
ture are well worth a stroll. 

These few references do not 
exhaust Salem’s historical 
treasures. Visit the Essex 
Institute (at 132 Essex Street: 
744-3390), the Peabody 
Museum (745-1876, on East 
India Square) and other sites. 
If Hawthorne is your only 
interest, finish the trek in 
Concord 1128 to Route 2, exit 
46) and visit the author's 
grave in Sleepy Hollow. Con¬ 
cord is also the location of the 
Old Manse find Brook Farm.

The Bell Jar 

Directed by Larry Peerce, from a 
screenplay by Marjorie Kellogg, 
based on the nouel by Sylvia 
Plath. With Marilyn Hassett, 
Julie Harris, Anne Jackson, 
Barbara Barrie, and Robert 
Klein. Opens Friday at the Paris 
in Boston.

If Sylvia Plath had not com¬ 
mitted suicide in 1963, she would 
when she saw what has hap¬ 
pened to her novel, The Bell Jar. 
As Plath wrote it, The Bell Jar is 
a story in the Salinger tradition, 
a forthright, intelligent account 
of a young woman’s struggle with 
reality and madness. As a movie, 
directed by Larry Peerce from a 
screenplay by Marjorie Kellogg, 
The Bell Jar is a disaster. It’s as 
though Peerce and Kellogg had 
taken the book, blown it up with 
an air pump, and dressed it in 
lead boots. 


The heroine and narrator is 
Esther Greenwood (Marilyn 
Hassett), a straight-A scholar¬ 
ship student at a Seven Sisters 
college. Esther wins a position as 
a guest-editor at a woman’s 
magazine, Ladies Day, and 
spends the summer in New York. 
Her experiences there (including 
run-ins with a bitchy editor, a 
drunken disc jockey, a Peruvian 
gigolo) do nothing to strengthen 
her already tenuous grip on 
sanity. Esther returns home to 
her widowed mother; but home 
is a cold comfort, and she makes 


a flamboyant suicide attempt, 
which lands her in a mental 
hospital where finally, after 
electric shock treatment and 
psychotherapy, she begins to get 
a grip on things. The catch is, of 
course, that there is no telling 
when the “bell jar” will descend 
again, interrupting her percep¬ 
tion of the real world. 

As Esther, Marilyn Hassett 
neither looks nor acts like a 
college girl who yearns to be a 
poet. She’s pretty, but in Esther 
we don’t need pretty, we need 
smart, and we need introspec¬ 


tive, and Hassett'doesn’t deliver. 

The movie is a compilation of 
the book’s lurid episodes with¬ 
out any of the book’s framework 
or narrative or metaphor. You 
don’t get any sense of explana¬ 
tion, or depth of character, or 
just plain sense. There is a lot of 
reiteration, and little hints of 
significance, but nothing to pin 
them to. There are many scenes, 
for instance, of people talking 
about death, but there is nothing 
to indicate Esther’s obsessive 
thinking about death. Just the 
surface and not the structure of 
her depression is limited. 

Where it ought to be subtle, 
the movie blares. The “mad 
scenes” (and the director clearly 
sees them as great, pivotal Mad 
Scenes) are easily identifiable. 
Marilyn Hassett rocks back and 
forth and howls inarticulately 
from time to time, like any good 
insane-person-in-a-movie would. 
You get the distinct feeling that 
if you see one more scene like 
that, you’ll do some rocking and 
howling of your own. 

And by the same token, where 
it ought to be direct, The Bell 
Jar fudges. Early in the film, 
Esther visits her boyfriend in 
New Haven. “Would you like to 
see me in the raw?” he asks. 
"Sure,” she replies, with all the 


alacrity of someone consenting 
to root canal work. Buddy starts 
to undress and the lights go out. 
Nobody touches the switch, and 
the streetlight outside Buddy’s 
window continues to shine, but 
the lights go out in his room, like 
a little power shortage in that 
room of all the rooms in all the 
colleges of Yale. Why? Our sensi¬ 
bilities can hardly be offended 
by a little nudity any more than 
they have already been offended 
by the movie. Why Peerce and 
Kellogg chose to be coy here and 
vulgar elsewhere (as in a 
drunken dance scene that is 
agony to watch) beggars the 
imagination. The editing is just 
as capricious. It pulls you out of 
one scene and lands you in 
another before you have a chance 
to catch your breath. 

So what you get in The Bell 
Jar is Marilyn Hassett, miscast; 
and you get Barbara Barrie as 
the malevolent Ladies Day 
editor; and you get Anne 
Jackson as Esther’s psychia¬ 
trist, and you even get sweet, 
beautiful Julie Harris as Mrs. 
Greenwood (and she seems to be 
trying as hard as you are to 
figure out what is going on). 
More than all this, you get con¬ 
fused, and in the end, you get 
nothing. D

Agatha 

In 1926, the mystery writer 
Agatha Christie disappeared for 
ten days. Agatha is a hypo¬ 
thetical attempt to fill in those 
missing days. It’s not very satis¬ 
factory. The film is slow and 
good-looking, and Vanessa 
Redgrave is almost believable as 
Agatha. But the movie-makers 
(director Michael Apted and 
writers Kathleen Tynan and 
Arthur Hopcraft) have posited 
for Mrs Christie a hypothetical 
romance with an American 
journalist, played by Dustin 
Hoffman. The journalist, Wally 
Stanton, is the most surely ficti¬ 
tious character of all, and once 
having invented him, nobody 
seems to have known what to do 
with him, so Hoffman rings 
hollow in the role. The film limps 
along and finally falls into little 
tiny pieces. The yarn isn't 
worthy of its subject. Cheri;

The China Syndrome 

Jane Fonda plays a television 
reporter tired of the personality 
beat, anxious for some hard 
news. She and her cameraman, a 
contentious, aging radical 
played by Michael Douglas, 
stumble upon a near-disaster 
and subsequent cover-up at a 
nuclear power plant. Jack 
Lemmon is a nuclear engineer, a 
company man, who gets more 
and more anxious about the pos¬ 
sibility and consequences of an 
accident in the reactor. How¬ 
ever you feel about nuclear 
energy, pro, con. or indifferent, 
The China Syndrome is a movie 
that succeeds terrifically well as 
a movie: it 's fast as lightning and 
keeps you right on the edge of 
your seat. An intelligent film 
that only occasionally lapses into 
shrillness (the baddies are dis¬ 
tinctly bad, the goodies wonder¬ 
fully good), The China Syn¬ 
drome talks about many things:
